His Firm Wiveaucea Machinery 
for Granite Polishing. 


Mr. Gordon McKenzie, one of 
Quincy’s prominent granite manu 
facturers died at his home on uincy 
avenue last night aged 56 years. He 
has been ill for two years, although 
his illness has been of a nature that 
has not confined him to his home 
only at times. 

Mr. McKenzie was born in Scotland 
and came to this’ country about 1869 
and located at Westerly, R. I., where 
he was employed at his trade as a 
| gz ranite cutter. He came to Quincy in 
{1871 and was employed for a few 
months by the Fullers at West Quincy. 
That same year he entered business 
with George S. Paterson and the late 
| John Westland, as granite manufac- 
turers and polishers, the plant of the 
| company located on Canal 
| Street. Previous to the establishment 
jof this firm all the granite polishing 
in Quincy had been done by hand but 
they put in machinery for polishing 
and therefore were the pioneers in 
granite polishing by machinery in 
Quincy. 

June 17, 


being 


1872 the firm was dissolved 
by the retirement of Mr. Westland. 
Mr. McKenzie and Mr. Paterson con- 
tinuing the business under the firm 
name of McKenzie & Paterson. This 
firm continued until about two years 
ago when the firm was again changed 
by the retirement of Mr. McKenzie. 
Since that time he has been out of 
business. 

The only public office that Mr. Me- 
Kenzie ever held was that of Road 
‘Commissioner which he held previous 
to the adoption of the city charter. 

He was a member of Rural lodge of 
Masons and had taken the$ higher { de- 
grees. 

He leaves a widow two sons and a 
daughter. 
| The funeral will be quiet as was his 
wish.

ceipts Surpass Expenses. 

Washington, Jan. 1—Congressman 
Dingley, in talking about the revenue 
outlook as foreshadowed by the Decem- 
ber showing of the treasury—an increase 
of more than $2,500,000 over that of No- 
vember and $5,750,000 over that of Sep- 
tember, and an excess over expenditures 
of nearly $1,750,000—said Friday: 

“There is no doubt in treasury circles 
that the revenue under the new tariff 
law from Jan. 1 to July 1 will exceed in 
the aggregate the expenditures for the 
Same period, notwithstanding January, 
and possibly April, the two months for 
payment of quarterly interest, will show 
a balance on the wrong side. 

“The revenue was only $19,000,000 in 
August ($7,000,000 from customs), in con- 
sequence of the large importations be- 
tween March 1 and July 24, in anticipa- 
tion of the new tariff. It rose to $22,000,- 
000 in September ($8,000,000 from cus- 
toms), to $24,000,000 in October ($9,750,000 
from customs), to $25,000,000 ($9,750,000 
from customs) in the short month of No- 
ember, and now rises to nearly $28,000, - 
000 in December ($11,500,000 from cus- 
toms). 

“This increase will go on as the goods 
imported in anticipation of the new tariff 
are* consumed. Indeed, the increase of 
Tevenue to which the present consump- 
tion of imported sugar and wool of class- 
es 1 and 2 entitles the treasury has 
only begun to be felt as to sugar, and, 
as to wool, will not be materially felt for 
several months. The increased receipts 
from internal revenue taxes are due to 
the provisions of the new tariff abolish- 


ing the discount on beer stamps and in- 
on cigarettes, and to 
bottling law passed by the last con- 
= 


creasing the tax 
the 


in connection with the Improve- 
ment in business. 

“While the apparent deficiency for the 
first half of the present fiscal year has 
been about $44,000,000 (the revenue hav- 
ing been nearly $150,000,000 and the ex- 
penditures $222,000,000), yet it will be ob- 
served that this would have been al- 
‘most wiped out by the $38,000,000 of rey- 
enue received from March 1 to July 1 
from importations in excess of the same 
period of the previous year made in an- 
ticipation of the new tariff and intended 
for consumption the present fiscal year, 
which revenue was necessarily placed 
to the credit of the last fiscal year, but 
in equity belongs to this fiscal year. And 
this does not take into account the ab- 
solute loss of revenue arising from an- 
ticipatory importations which the treas- 
ury has already experienced and will 
continue for several months to experi- 
ence in a less degree.”

TRIED IN CALIFORNIA. 


Dr. Howard Will Study the Subject of 
Raising Smyrna Figs by the Aid of 
Wasps—Peculiar Function of This In- 
dispensable Insect—Other Experiments. 


The secretary of agriculture has given 
his assent and approval to a course of 
experiments which, if all that is hoped 
from it is realized, will result in a won- 

derful expansion of fig culture in Cali- 
fornia and, in the course of a few years,

The function which this indispensa- 
ble wasp performs in fig culture is a pe- 
culiar and interesting one. Very few of 


the hundreds of varieties of edible figs | 


cultivated in different parts of the 
world have fertile seeds. Cultivation, 
which has increased the size of the fig 
itself and thickened the meaty recepta- 
cle which incloses the true flowers and 
fruit, has done so at the expense of the 
stamens or male flowers. These in the 
wild fig are numerous and pendent from 
what is popularly called the flower end 
of the fig, so that the pollen has simply 
to fall upon the pistils, which rise to 
meet them from the stem end, to ferti- 
lize them. It is the presence of the 
stamens in the wild fig and in hybrids 
from it which gives them their woody 
flavor and their absence in the culti- 
vated fig which makes the fruit edible. 
But it is the presence of fertile seeds in 
the Smyrna fig which gives it its fruity 
flavor and makes that variety the stand- 
‘ard of the world. 

In the wild or Capri fig, in addition 
to the staminate and pistillate flowers, 
are what are called ‘‘gall flowers,’ a 
neutral flower terminating in a cuplike 
receptacle. It is this receptacle that the 
wasp seeks in which to deposit her eggs, 
boring into the fruit in order to find 
them. The wasp emerges from the pu- 
pa state at the time the stamens are 
shedding their pollen, and so comes out 
of the wild fig covered with it. Ne 
sooner is it free than it again seeks the 
growing fig in order to bore in, in 
search of the gall flowers, there to de- 
posit eggs again. In this search, howev- 
er, it does not distinguish between the 
wild and the edible fruit, but boring 


into the latter it finds no gall flowers, | 
and in the instinctive search for them | 


it pollenates the receptive pistils with 

the pollen it brought from the wild fig. 

Thus this puzzling problem of fertiliza- 
tion is solved.

GENTLEMEN OF THE CoUNCIL:— 

We are about to enter upon the disc harge of sacred and 
solemn duties imposed upon ns by our citizens. It is needless 
that I should remind you that a full and faithful performance of 
these duties is expected by cur people. I express the hope that 
the executive and the legislative departments of the city may 
conduct themselves in a manner so broad-minded and so well 
advised as to win the commendation of all the citizens, regard- 
less of political ties or personal preferences. ° 

If, at the expiration of the municipal year, we may review 
the past events and unhesitatingly say to ourselves with a clear 
conscience that we have done the best that we could, then we 
need not fear the judgment of our people. 

In accordance with the custom prevailing in all cities within 
the Commonwealth, it is well that we should call to mind 
several of the important municipal matters which are likely to 
engage our careful consideration.

Indianapolis, Jan. 3—The sub-com- 
mittee of the monetary commission 
headed by Charles F. Fairchild has com- 
pleted the work of drafting a bill which 
embodies the recommendations of the 
commission upon the monetary question 
and the reformation of the currency. 
This bill will be introduced in congress 
after it convenes by Congressman Over- 
street of this city, who has been in close 
touch with the commission from the 
time the work began. 

The commissioners, in their report, 
argue that for the employment of labor, 

No attempt is made to remove silver 
dollars, nor to change their legal-tender 
quality; on the contrary a place is pro- 
vided for them in the circulation by for- 
bidding the use of any paper money 
other than silver certificates in denom- 
inations below $10. Thesilver curjency, 
which will be in the hands of the j pople, 
must be kept on a parity with oy d, as 
now provided by law, and this/ fhould 
be done by requiring the treasj jer to 
give gold for a silver dollar on der hand. 
Consequently when it is known that a 
silver dollar can be exchanged for gold 
it will circulate freely (in the form of 
certificates), and our metallic money, 
without being diminished, will be uni- 
fied on a certain basis. As all this silver 
will be needed to meet the demands for 
large exchange (when other paper below 
$10 is retired), it will not be presented 
Jat the treasury for redemption, and 
it will create no strain on the gold re- 
serves; but no more silver doWars should 
be coined. 

The commissioners contend that the 
ten different kinds of money in use 
create an anomalous and confusing sit- 
uation. Moreover, the whole fabric rests 
on too slender a reserve of gold. It is 
urged that the demand obligations of 
the government should not be used as 
money, because they may be, and have 
been, presented for gold to the injury 
of the nation’s credit. This cause. 
grave doubts as to the standard on whicl, 
the business operati@.: of the country 
rest.. Everything which, by experience 
creates uncertainty and hurts trade hin: 
ders prosperity and should be removed, 
Hence the fiscal affairs of the treasury 
relating to the receipts and disburse- 
ments of public revenue should be en- 
tirely separated from the monetary 
functions dealing with the exchange and 
redemption of the currency. 
tablishing a separate division of issue 
and redemption in the treasury, it will 
be impossible to take away funds set 
aside for the protection of our monetary 
system and use them for current ex- 
penditures.

the present reserves of gold in the treag- 
ury furnish a beginning to be set aside 
in the division of issue and redemption; 
and to meet possible contingencies the 


Secvetary of the treasury is authorized 
to sell bonds whenever the reserve needs 
replenishment. In this way, or from 
surplus revenue, the demand obligations 
(that is, United States notes and treas- 
ury notes of 1890) can be gradually re- 
moved, and the cost to the country can 
be reduced; while this process will also 
give'the inestimable advantage of ceas- 
ing to use demand debts as money, of 
simplifying our currency, and of adding 
to confidence in the certainty of our 
Standard. By the plan of the commis- 
sion, government paper is withdrawn In 
the first five years only so fast as the 
banking currency expands, so that con- 
traction cannot take place; if United 
States notes are cancelled their place 
will be taken by the gold paid out for 
them, or by the expansion of bank notes 
(under the new system proposed): and 
in the following five years all the re- 
maining United States notes are to be 
retired. 

In view of the scarcity of United States 
bonds they cannot long be regarded as 
a basis for circulation. Moreover, any 
bond security of a higher character 
yields a low rate of interest; and in a 
time of stringency, when borrowers need 
loans and the market rate of interest 
is high, there is no inducement to buy 
these bonds to increase circulation. 
Hence, under the present system, when 
notes would be most needed, it is least 
profitable to issue them. While pro- 
viding for a partial use of bonds for se- 
curing notes (25 percent of the capital) 
the commission proposed that notes be- 
yond this should be issued on all, in- 
stead of a part of the resources of a 
bank; and after 10 years that no special 
security should be required. Banks may 
issue notes up to 60 percent of their cap- 
ital without restraint; for issues beyond 
60 percent and up to 80 percent they pay 
a tax of 2 pereent; for those beyond 80 
percent and up to 100 percent they pay 
a tax of 6 percent. These notes would 
be a prior lien upon all the resources 
of the bank, and, in addition, upon the 
stockholders’ liability. Moreover, all 
banks issuing netes contribute 5 percent 
of their circulation as a permanent 
guaranty fund. For daily redemptions, 
banks should keep a 5 percent redemp- 
tion fund in the hands of the comptroller 
of the currency. Banks of $25,000 cap- 
ital may be established in places of 4000 
inhabitants; and branches of banks are 
also permitted. 

It is apparent that the scarcity of note- 
holders under the proposed plan {gs 
greater than usually supposed. If notes 
should be issued by all national banks 
to the amount of 80 percent of their 
present capital, the security in the form 
of total assets (omitting consideration 
of stockholders’ liability or a guaranty

The laws of the Commonwealth allow us to raise on account 
of the city debt a sum not exceeding $12.00 on every one thou- 
sand dollars of the assessors’ valuation of the taxable property 
therein for the preceding year, the abatements first being de- 
ducted from the valuation ;—or by another statute, the city at 
its option may raise a sum for city debt purposes not exceeding 
in any year $12.00 on every one thousand dollars of the average 
of the assessors’ valuation of the taxable property therein for 
the three preceding years, the abatements being first deducted 
fiom the valuation. By the first method we may lawfully raise 
$216,145.75; by the second method, $210,270.31.

It cannot be doubted thst proper education to the young 
ripens the seed of good citizenship; neither do I concede to any 
one a stronger faith in the pablie schools than that which I en- 
tertain. But it devolves upon you and our School Committee 
to devise some ways or means to curtail this immense and dis- 
proportionate outlay—such policy as will not effect the efficiency 
of our school institutions, but to make every dollar bring, if 
possible, more than its value to the city. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Since the beginning of the last municipal year the water 
mains have been extended 6.2 miles in 53 streets, making the 
total number of miles of pipe 72.3. Three hundred and fifty new 
service connections have been made, making the total services 
3,211. The most important extensions during the year have 
been made at Rock Island, Germantown, Adams Shore, Cranch 
Hill, and across Town river at Quincy Point. 

The consumption of water the past year was 21 per cent. 
more than in 1896, causing the water in the reservoir to reach a 
lower point than it has heretofore. The Commissioners are ot 
opinion that, unless the coming season shonld be very rainy, the 
water in the reservoir will not be sufficient to supply the needs 
of the city. They are, therefore 
Metropolitan Water Board that 
Boston supply through the larg 
Wollaston.

FSLPING THE IRISH. 


Ecenom’c Movement in Progress in Which 
There Are No Factions. 

New York, Jan. 3—Horace Plunkett, 
chairman of the Irish Agricultural Or- 
ganization society, who is now visiting 
the United States, has contributed to 
the January number of the North Ameri- 
can Review, which was issued today, an 
account of the efforts that have been 
made since the death of Mr. Parnell to 
further the cause of Ireland through the 
development of her commercial and in- 
dustrial resources. This new movement, 
Mr. Plunkett points out, depends for its 
success upon the co-operation of Irish- 
men who are politically opposed to each 
other, and it has been the means of 
bringing together in a common endeavor 
prominent men of the most diverse po- 
litical facticns, 

The conviction out of which the new 
movement arose was that the Irish dif- 
ficulty kas long been rather economic 
than political, and that it isso more than 
ever today. “Solve the economic prob- 
xem,"’ says Mr. Plunkett, “‘and in the 
process the Irish people will be so ele- 
vated and strengthened that they will be 
able to solve the political problem for 
themselves.” 

Being entirely practical in their aims 
and processes, the patriots who inau- 
gurated this new movement sought sug- 
gestions and inspiration in countries 
where similar efforts had already been 
made. Commissioners were sent to Den- 
mark, to Germany, to France and other 
countries on the continent to observe the 
wesults of attempts made there to or- 
ganize industries of various kinds, and 
the work of the society was pursued 
along the lines suggested by the reports 
of the commissioners. The program of 
tthe reformers is based on the principle 
of voluntary association for industrial 
purposes, and the attempt made is to 
give practical effect to this principle by 
the establishment of societies of farmers 
for common advantages. The success 
which has attended this work has been 
most encouraging. 

Tbe Irish Agricultural Organization 
society, representing almost all classes of 
Irishmen, was formed to provide funds 
for carrying on the movement, and it 
fas been instrumental in establishing 
some 170 of these farmers’ societies in 
Ireland, scattered throughout 31 of the 
32 counties, with an aggregate member- 
ship of some 17,000. “These societies,” 
Says Mr. Plunkett, “variously embrace 
every branch of the farming industry. 
They cheapen productiorf by the joint 
purchase of seeds, implements, machin- 
ery and other requirements of their in- 
dustry. In dairying districts they erect 
creameries, which they show a capacity 
to operate for their own profit. They 
jointly sell what they produce with a 
view to saving middle profits. They are 
in many districts applying the principle 
of co-operation to agricultural finance, 
and are thus securing a great reduction 
of interest upon farm loans. The ad- 
vantages derived from combination of 
{ndividuals is enhanced by joint action 
between societies.” 


Philanthropic and Commercial, 

New York, Jan. 3—New England’s 
abandoned farms are to be reclaimed, 
restocked and reoperated on a plan that 
is, primarily, philanthropic and, second- 
arily, commercial. A corporation has 
been formed, with the secretary of the

Washington, Jan. 3.—The secretary of 
state has directed that the benevolently 
disposed public of the United States be 
informed, through the medium of the 
press, that the consul general of the 
United States at Havana mentions the 
following articles as appropriate to be 
contributed, all of them, as he reports, 
being greatly needed: Summer clothing 
for women and children; medicines for 
fevers, principally quinine; hard bread, 
flour, cornmeal, bacon, rice, lard, po- 
tatoes, beans, peas, salt fish, any canned 
goods, meat extracts, blankets, and 
especially large quantities of condensed 
milk, as many persons are at first too 
feeble for any other nourishment. Con- 
tributions of money are also urgently 
neede to enable the purchase of immedi- 
ate suppties of medicines and articles of 
prime necessity, and to meet the ex- 
penses of local transportation in Cuba. 


God as a Swift Witness. 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 3—Rev. S. M. Dick, 
Ph. D., pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church, preached last evening on 
“The 10 Percent Cutdown.” He said: 
“To change the wages of thousands of 
men and women is not a trifling thing to 
do, and if the change is for the oppres- 
sion of, or results in oppressing, the 
hireling or wage earner, the book de- 
clares that God standsasaswift witness 
against him who makes the change.” 

Mr. Dick quoted statistics to show 


ithat labor is already cheaper in Massa- 


chusetts than in any of the southern 
states. If the trouble is caused by over- 
production, reducing wages only makes 
a bad matter worse. While criticising 
the announced reduction of wages in the 
Lowell mills the speaker thought a strike 
would be inadvisable.

Backer of Walcott Both Acts! 
and Talks. 


Has Already Posted $5000 to Get on a Match 
With McCoy. 


New York, Jan. 3.—Tom O'Rourke, the 
fight promoter, after his return from 
Chicago, posted with The Police Ga- 
zette a certified check for $5000 as a 
guarantee for a match he wishes to ar- 
range between Joe Walcott and “Kid” 
McCoy. O'Rourke said Sunday: “I 
didn’t run to Al Smith and get him to 
put up some of his money, as McCoy and 
Corbett like to do, but I put up my own 
coin, and mean business. Walcott will 
fight McCoy at the middle-weight limit, 
and give away a dozen pounds at that. 
McCoy says he had drawn the color line, 
but he doesn’t explain why he fought a 
colored pugilist named Wiley Evans sev- 
eral years ago, and why he left Evans’ 
name out of hisrecord. McCoy is over- 
rated by the public. He was knocked 
out in a punch by Steffers, who was one 
of the worst stiffs that ever stepped into 
the ring, and he was also beaten by a 
song and dance man by the name of 
Kennedy. The first time he fought 
Dick O’Brien he ran around the ring 
for 25 rounds. The second time he beat 
O’Brien in seven rounds, while Walcott, 
the scond time he fought O’Brin, won in 
@ round. McCoy says that Walcott 
ought to fight West and Lavigne. Wail- 
cott is already matched to fight Lavigne 
next month at San Francisco, but I'll 
say right here Lavigne won't want to 


fight, although the weights are at 137 
pounds. If Lavigne will fight I'll pre- 
sent him with $500, and I'll also bet him 
$5000 to $4000 that Walcott will win, 

“There’s another point that I want 
to make about McCoy. When we hear 
him say he will insist upon Choynski 
weighing 158 pounds we're inclined to 
believe that the ‘Kid’ is afraid of Joe. 
McCoy won't fight Choynski at 165 
pounds, although the ‘Kid’ is big enough 
to go into the heavy-weight class. He 
says he wants to be the middle-weight 
champion of the world. Did anybody 
ever hear Fitzsimmons, who holds the 
title yet, ask Maher, Sharkey, and 
Choynski to come down to 158 pounds? 
If McCoy won't fight above that weight 
he can’t meet Choynski, so here’s Wal- 
cott ready to accommodate him. I’m 
not trying to advertise Walcott for 
theatrical reasons, for, Joe is. not an 
actor on the stage, but a pugilist, who 
wants to fight anybody.

HOLOCAUST. 


Six Members of a Jersey Ci'y Family Were 
the Victims. 

Jersey City, Jan. 3.—Flames ahd smoke 
killed six members of one family}Sun- 
day as follows: Adolph Reich, 42 fears 
old, the father; Emma Reich, 42 years 
eld, the mother; Tillie Reich, 22 years; 
Ida Reich, 15 years; Albert Reich, 14 
years, Gustav Reich, 8 years. Several 
others were injured, and it may be that 
another member of the ill-fated family 
will die. He is the 19-year-old son, and | 
his body is covered with burns. 

John Conway, chief of the Jersey City 
fire department, was badly cut and 
burned. He fell through a burning floor, 
and was rescued with some difficulty. 

Henry Reich, 17 years o'4, managed 
to make his escape from tle heuse, re- 
ceiving bad burns on the neck, ‘face and 
hands; but he is not seriously ihjured. 

Adolph Keich’s home was at'3li Ger- 
mania avenue, in the Hudson City dis- 
trict. Reich was areal estate agent, and 
was well to do, livingina pleasant house 
of three stories. It is believed that the 
fire broke out from a heater in the base- 
ment and it worked its way up to the 
third floor, where the sleeping apart- 
ments of the family were located. 

Ten minutes after the alarm the fire 
was out. Then the search of the house 
with its ghastly results began. Therays 
from the firemen’s lanterns disclosed 
three charred bodies against the wali 
at the foct of the stairs. They were the 
bodies of Adolph Reich, Tillie and Gus- 
tav. The father had fallen upon the 
daughter, and his son was in his arms. 
They were burned almost beyond recog- 
nition. In the basement of the house 
the searching party stumbled over some- 
thing at the foot of the stairs. The lan- 
terns showed a sickening spectacle.

Death of Judge Bennett. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—Judge Edmund H. 
Bennett, the venerable dean of the Bos- 
ton university law school, died Sunday 
‘morning. He had been suffering for 
some time, but did not allow his suffer- 
ings to interfere with his duties. Mon- 
day of last week he was obliged to take 
to his bed. Saturday evening, whgn the 
physician made his regular » he 
found the patient sinking so rapidly 
that he warned the family that the judge 
would probably die before morning. 
The end was as calm as if he were drop- 
ping to a quiet sleep. 

Judge Bennett was born in Manches- 
ter, Vt., April 3, 1824. His education was 
received in Burr seminary in his native 
town, the academy at Burlington and the 
university of Vermont. He studied law 
with his father, being admitted to the 
Vermont bar in 1847. Coming to Boston 
a few months later, he was admitted to 
the Suffolk bar, and began practice in 
this city. Soon afterwards he established 
his home in Taunton, where he built up 
an extensive practice in Bristol gounty, 
still maintaining an office in Boston. 
In 1888 he was appointed judge bf pro-, 
hate and insolvency for Bristol county, 
which office he held until he tendeted his 
resignation in 1863. From 1865 to 1867 
he-was mayor of Tavuton, and from 1871 
to the present he held the deanship at 
the university, 


New Bedford’s Muddle, 

New Bedforl, Mass., Jan. 3.—Samuel 
CC. Boehm & Co., wholesale liquor deal- 
ers af New “‘ork, through M. R. Hitch, 
attorney, haye served notice on the city 
demanding She return of the liquor 
license fee of $1500 paid by Donovan & 
Corrigan, innholders of this city, and the 
fee of $1000 paid by Dennis F. Mahoney, 
a local retailer, on'May llast. The New 
Bedford men ha@® previously assigned 
their claims to Boehm & Co., and the 
matter will undoubtedly be taken int: 
the courts for a final settlement of the 
famous license muddle of 1897. 

Owing to disputed interpretatfons of 
the law regarding removals, there were 
two de facto boards of license commis- 
sioners in this city last April and May, 
each of which granted liquor licenses to 
@ total of 71, or 16 in excess of the num- 
ber permitted under the statute of lim- 
itation. The licenses issued to Donovan 
& Corrigan and Mahoney were granted 
by the Loard appointed by Mayor Ashley, 
and although these dealers have been 
doing business under their licenses for 
eight months, Boehm & Co. set up a 
claim ‘that the licenses were illegally 
granted, and demand a return of the 
money. It is believed that other de- 
mands will follow.

G. Randle and Chief Officer BeckwIth of 
ithe steamship St. Louis spent much of 
their time during the trip across the 
Atlantic in investigating a story which 
‘made every American on board indig- 
nant.

He ate the heads first | 
because they were better than the 
stalks, the latter having a taste some- 
what like that of cabbage. About an 
hour after eating» he felt nervous, but 
suspected nothing. Soon he fell asleep 
in his chair, Then, when he fell uncon- 
scious to the floor, he was removed to 
Providence hospital. When he recoy- 
ered consciousness, he felt ‘‘like a sound 
man dying.’’ His body felt benumbed. 
There was almost an absence of sensa- 
tion. There wasno pain. It would have 
been an easy death.— Washington Star.

About 10 o'clock in the forenoon an 
Indian band numbering about 20 old 
men, women and children came along 
and made their camp on the east bank 
of the stream and within pistol shot of 
the hiding girl. Among the boys she 
saw her brother for the first time. He 
had been clothed in Indian dress, but 
she identified him at once. He was 
imong the score of lads sent across to 
the grove to cut lodge poles and fire- 
wood, and the girl planned a feat which 
the most daring scout would have hesi- 
tated to attempt. It was to carry the 
boy off in the face of the village, and it 
was not her fault that she made a fail- 
ure of ft. He was one of the first to 
reach the island, and she rode boldly 
out of shelter and called him by name 
and moved toward him.

ANTI-HANNA COMBINE,

First Blood Secured In the Senatorial 
Fight In Ohio, 


Program For Spoils Sharing 
Carried Out Succesfully. 


Senator and His Supporters Confident, De- 
spite Dubious Outlook. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 4.—The combination 
of 10 anti-Hanna Republicans with the 
Democratic members succeeded in or- 
ganizing the legislature in the interest of 
the opposition to the re-election of Sena- 
tor Hanna. There are two more dates 
for tests of strength—the joint senatorial 
Caucuses next Wednesday night and the 
joint balloting for senator one week from 
next Wednesday. 

Last night the Hanna men began a 
desperate tight for the senatorship. 
They deny they will form a coalition with 
Brice for a gold Democrat for senator 
rather than be beaten by a free silver 
Republican, or that they will do any- 
thing else but fight it out. While they 
are not able to give a list long enough 
to elect, they claim that Hanna is 
stronger than Boxwell and the regular 
candidates in the organization of the 
legislature, and that the opposition has 
not enough votes to elect a senator. 

Mr. Hanna’s supporters have carried 
the war into the home counties of the 
bolting members and expect the neces- 
ary changes before next Wednesday 
night. They now admit that they under- 
estimate the strength of the opposition. 
While ex-Chairman Kurtz was thought 
to have been organizing against Hanna 
ever since the Republican state con- 
vention in June, the participation of 
Governer Busi@ell and others had not 
been fullytanticipated. The Democratic 
state headquarters have been kept in 
operation by John R. McLean and others 
ever since the November election, os- 
tensibly to prepare for a grand carnival 
here on St, Jackson’s day, Jan, 8 It 
now transpires that the Democratic 
headquarters were kept open for the pur- 
Dewmsonatiomem= 
bers in line for what took place yester- 
day and ujtimately for the defeat of 
Hanna; Meantime Mr. Kurtz was 
marshalling every possible Republican 
in line against Hanna and communicat- 
ing with the Democratic leaders. 

Many Republicans openly complain 
against the management of Hanna’s in- 
terests. The superior organization of 
the opposition was shown Monday, when 


it secured nearly all of the doubtful 
votes. The feeling of the Republican 
members who voted for the caucus nom- 
inees is openly expressed against Gov- 


ernor Bushneil more 
Kurtz or other 


than against Mr. 
Republicans who com- 
bined with the Democrats. The State 
Journal, the Republican organ of cen- 
tral Ohio, prints a targe picture of the 
governor with heavy black border. 
Some Republican clubs have cancelled 
their engagements of quarters here for 
the inaugural exercises next M mnday, 
and many protests are bein weceived at 
the state house, 

During the noon recess a crusade was 
developed in telegraphic protests to some 
of the Republican members who had 
woted with the Democrats.The most 
motable case was that of J. P. Griffith of 
Union county, who was made speaker 
Jpro tem by 47 Democratic and nine Re- 
publican votes. He received telegrams 
from constituents asking him to resign, 
aying he would be hanged in effigy, and 
that delegations were en route to Co- 
lumbus to hold an indignation meeting. 
Mr. Griffith has withstood much pres- 
sure the past week. At midnight Sun- 
day the Hanna workers got him intoa 
ponference at the Nell House, and it is 
said that he was “almost persuaded,” 
but he did not want to change without 
consulting his wife, who was strongly 
in sympathy with the combine. The 
Hanna workers at.3 a. m. went to the 
Great Southern hotel, got Mrs. Griffith 
up, and escorted her to the Neil House, 
where she remained with her husband 
till 8 a. m., when the Kurtz workers 
missed both Mr. and Mrs. Griffith and 
Proceeded to the Neil House after them. 
The anti-Hanna men succeeded in get- 
ting Mrs. Griffith to return to the Great 
Southern hotel, where she had the last 
interview with Mrs. Kurtz just Before 
the provession of the combine formed to

Session. 


The feeling of revenge was shown even 
in the routine legislative proceedings. 
Representative Bramiey of Cleveland in- 
troduced a bill to repeal the 50-year fran- 

| Chise law for street railways in which 
Hanna is largely interested. Bramley is 
@ contractor who has large contracts un- 
der the municipal administration of 
Mayor McKisson. Other members from 
Cleveland who are supporting Hanna are 
Baid to have measures ready for charges 
and investigations at Cleveland that 
would affect Bramley. 

Representative Jones of Stark county, 
@ Republican who is opposing Hanna, 
fvas nominateg by a county convention 
which adopted strong resolutions in- 
Ktructing him to support Hanna. Mr. 
Jones was chairman of the committee 
on resolutions in that county and de- 
clared then for Hanna. Yesterday Mr. 

Jones offered a strong Cuban resolution 
that conflicts with Hanna's vote on the 
Cuban question in the senate. Repre- 
septative Scott of Fulton, who voted with 
tte “combine” and is opposing Hanna’s 
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re-election, was Also instructea-py reso- 
lution at the county convemion that 
nominated him. 


As the combine had no yotés to spare 
in the senate and only one vote more 
than needed in the house, it is evident 
that the entire session will be Gne of close 
contests, especially with the intense 
feeling that prevails. An absentee oran 
objector may at any time reverse the 
control of either body. For this reason 
the combine has steering committees in 
Both bodies to see that ali their members 
are always in their seats. 

Both sides spent the night in close 
conference. Whatever changes there 
may be are anticipated from among rep- 
resentatives. It is conceded that Sena- 
tor Burke, one of the Republican sena- 
tors from Cleveland, who hfs not yet 
appeared, will be here to vole against 


Hanna. The senate will cast_17 votes 
for Hanna and 19against him. If Hanna 
is no stronger in the house than the Box- 
well ticket was Monday, when Boxwell 
received 53 votes and Mason 56 for 
speaker, then Senator Hanna wonld have 
only 76 votes on joint ballot, and 73 are 
Becessary to elect. Notwithstanding 
the result of the vote on the organiza- 
tion of both houses, both sides seem 
equally confident in claiming the sena- 
torship on joint ballot. 

After a long conference of the Hanna 
managers a statement was given out 
from the senator's headquarters, which 
in part says: ‘While the fafure of the 
Republicans to organize the two houses 
of the legislature was a surprise and 
matter of regret to the supporters of 
Senator Hanna, they do not believe that 
it has any bearing upon the senatorship. 
The members of the legislature were not 
pledged or instructed by their constitu- 
ents in aty way to vote for any individual 
as any ailicer of the legislature. In the 
case of the senatorship the case is dif- 
ferent. The people of 84 of t= 88 coun- 
ties declared in conventions assembled 
their desire that Mr. Hanna ‘ie elected 
senator by this genera! assembly which 
fas been organized, and the state con- 
vention s0 declared unanimously. In 
view of these facts and of tie general 
expression of public opinion «ince the 
election, it is felt that the action of 
Monday cannot be construeé as having 
any relation to the senatorial question. 
Already keveral of the men who voted 
against the nominees of the Republican 
organization caucus have voluntarily 
Stated that they intend to vote for Mr. 
Hanna. Mr. Hanna and his active sup- 
porters confidently believe that he will 
receive the votes of the members of his 
party when they are called upon to per- 
form this special feature of the duties 
for which they were elected.” 

In the apportionment of chairman- 
ships the Democrats got 28 in the house 
and the Republicans 13, that body hav- 
ing a Republican majority of 15. In 
the senate, which is a tie politically, the

Columbus, O., Jan. 4.—Governor Bush- 
nell in his annual message to the legis- 
lature said: “The election laws of our 
State are designed to be broad enough 
to afford ample protection for the purity 
of the ballot, but it must be admitted 
that reform is needed in our system of 
conducting primary elections. Tomake 
the conditions more satisfactory in re- 
lation to the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise, it seems to me necessary that 
there shall be such extension of the laws 
as will place the primaries under the 
control of the boards of election, city or 
county. A method which will provide 
that the primaries of each party shall 
be held under control of boards of elec- 
tion, at the same time and under the 
same rules permitting only registered 
and qualified voters to cast their ballots 
for delegates to. conventions, or can- 
didates for nomination, and attaching 
jroper penalties for violation of. the 
laws, will effect reforms which should 
Jong ago have been instituted in behalf 
of a sovereign right of ihe people. Such 
a departure from our present system 
will be in harmony with advanced ideas 
concerning election processes, and will 
be approved by a!'l gcod citizens I 
respectfully urge the subject for con- 
sideration; and hope to see the seventy- 
third general assembly take the initiative 
in this matter.”

Harvard Professor Testified to the Results of 
an Analysis. 

Dover, N. H., Jan. 4—Good progress 
was made during the first day of the 
preliminary hearing of Alfred W. Jones, 
charged with the murder of his mother, 
Sally W. Jones. Mrs. Jones died in De- 
cember, 1896, and it is claimed by the 
local authorities that her death was 
caused by arsenic. Just previous te her 
death, Mrs. Jones was under treatment 
by a physician, having received severe 
injuries from being thrown from a car- 
riage near Rochester, where she was 
going with herhusband, William Jones. 
While only two witnesses were heard 
their testimony was most important for 
the state. 

Professor Edward F. Wood of the Mar- 
vard medical school testified to receiving 
a letter from Alfred W. Jones in relation 
to an examination of the stomach and 
intestines of his mother ,who, he was 
positive, had been poisoned. Professor 
Wood also told of receiving the stomach 
and intestires of the deceased, and of 
finding a small quantity of arsenic, but 
the examination as yet is not complete. 
He was not able to form an opinion 
whether the arsenic caused her death 
until a further examination had been 
made and he had been infcrmed of her 
appearance before and after her death. 

The other witness of the day was Will- 
jam Jones, aged 72 years, father of the 
accused and the husband of the de- 
ceased. He proved an excellent witness 
for the state in reciting the particulars 
of the accident, sickness and death of his 
wife, and the finding of Alfred looking 
into a chest that contained valuable 
property of the household. Dec. 3 Mrs. 
Jones had sufficiently recovered that she 
worked around the house, and Alfred 
was a frequent caller. Mrs. Jones was 
taken sick about 2:30 that afternoon and, 
being in great distress, went to bed im- 
mediately. She died Dec. 5 after suffer- 
ing fearfulagony. ‘Alfred told me that 
this mother was going to die ana for me 
to choose whether I should go with him 
to his house, or to the county farm. 
When Sally was dying, Alfred asked Mrs. 
Prescott for the keys to the chest where 
the money and papers were kept. Heun- 
locked the chest and took out the bank- 
book and papers. In the chest were $40 
in bills and $10 in gold. There were also 
diamonds in the chest, together with 
two notes from Alfred to his mother, one 
for $150 and another for $210,” testified 
Mr. Jones. Mr. Jones said that he was 
powerless to stop hisson. He looked in 
the ohest on Thursday and did not find 
any of the valuables. Henever had any 
poison about the house, and did not 
poison his wife.

A Lack of Sympathy. 

Madrid, Jan. 4.—A number of Spanish 
generals have been interviewed regard- 
ing the conduct of General Weyler in 
protesting against the alleged reflections 
upon Spain in President McKinley’s 
message to congress. General Dom- 
ingues approved of the government's 
course in submitting the matter to court- 
martial, adding that if President Mc- 
Kinley “has been guilty of insolence. it 
is the government's piace to protest.’ 

General Ochando approved of General 
Weyler’s action. 

General Weyler’s behavior, which is 
classed here as “shufflirlg’’ in apologiz- 
ing to the queen regent and hastily ex- 
plaining to Premier Sagasta that he 
Was not responsible for the publication 
of his protest, has alienated many of 
his supporters among the Carlists, who 
hoped to entangle the general in the 
revolutionary meshes. They are es- 
pecially disappointed at the fact that 
the government appears to be satisfied 
that the so-called Weyler bubble has 
burst and that the Spanish army is 
not gangrened. It is said that only 
three of the Spanish generals are in sym- 
pathy With General Weyler. 

The government will send 5000 troops 
to Cuba at the end of January and fur- 
ther troops up to 14,000 will be sent to 
the island if needed. 


Young, but Vicious. 

Lexington, Mass., Jan 4.—Henry A, 
Frost, aged 21, who has lived in East 
Lexington for two months, and who 
claims to be a weaver from Lowell, will 
be taken to Concord toanswer the charge 
of breaking and entering a building, and 
assault with intent to kill. He was 
caught by Arthur M. Griffin, who, when 
entering the yard of his home, heard 
the crash of glass and found a man trying 
to get through a broken window. The 
man attacked Griffin with a knife, but 
failed to wound, as the latter was too 
quick in eluding the savage lunges. 
After a fight Griffin overpowered the 
stranger and conducted him to the Ar- 
lington police station, 


Legality of Trading St:mps. 

Boston, Jan. 4.—Judge Burke of the 
municipal court has refused to entertain 
a complaint introduced, it is thought, 
to make a test case as to the legality of 
the use of trading stamps. The com- 
plaint charged a well-known firm of this 
rity with disposing of personal property 
of the value of $47 in violation of chapter 
877 of the acts of 1884. 

Judge Burke, after hearing the evi- 
dence, held a whispered conversation 
with counsel for both sides, and declined 
to issue warrants on the complaint, on 
the ground that there was nothing in the 
transaction which was in violation of 
chapter 277 of the acts of 1884.

TWENTY-FOUR KILLED, 


—_--——— 


City Hall floor Gives Way, With 
Frightful Results, 


Crowd of Two Thousand Was 
Packed In a Hall. 


About Two Hundred Dropped Into a Chasm 
Caused by a Broken Beam. 


London, Ont., Jan. 4,—A catastrophe 
exceeding in suddegness and destruction 
to human life any of the untoward 
visitations in the history of this com- 
munity shocked the people of London 
last night beyond the power of expres- 
sion Yesterday the culmination of an 
exciting canvass for municipal offices 
was witnessed, and, as has been their 
wont, the people assembled in the srl 
ing to listen to speeches from the vic- 
tors. The meeting was without incident 
and was about to be adjourned when @ 
good portion of the room collapsed. x All 
in that section, to the number of 160 or 
more, dropped 20 feet to the floor below. 

An alarm of fire was sounded, and the 
fire brigade soon responded and began 
the work of removing the debris and 
taking from the ruins the bodies of the 
dead and injured. The list of dead is as 
follows. F. Heaman, C. Beckett, E. 
Luxton, N. Carrithers, R: Leigh, Mr. 
Harris, L. W. Burke, John Smith, Mr. 
Talbot, A. Phillips, John Turner, Ben 
Nash, J. W. Borland, Mr. Hilburn and 
Frank Robinson. 

How many were injured will never be 
known, as those who suffered but slight- 
ly at once made for their homes, or were 
taken care of by their friends. Those 
who were more seriously injured were 
carried to dru gstores, whence they were 
taken to the hospital or to their homes 
after their injuries had been attended 
to. The dead were taken to the commit- 
tee rooms of Alderman Parnell, the de- 
feated candidate for mayor, across the 
street. 

The building was crowded to the very 
doors, probably 2000 people being jammed 
in its narrow space. There was a lull in 
the proceedings and the audience called 
for several of the newly elected alder- 
men. Alderman Carrothers joined the 
mayor in an effort to secure quiet. In re- 
sponse to numerous «alls R. M. Toothe 

was pushed forward to the platform on 
which the speakers stood. As he reached 

it there was an ominous crackTing, and 
the raised platform on which the mayor 
and newly elected aldermen were seated 
seemed to pitch forward to the floor. 

There was a sagging of timbers, and the 

next moment 150 people were hurled 20 

feet to the floor below. 
A beam running 26 feet along the center 
of the hall had given way, and the crowd- 
ed masses standing above that section 
of the floor were thrown in a heap to the 
bottom. A large safe stood in one corner 
of the hall, and a huge steam coil weigh- 
ing half a ton came crashing down on 
the heads of the victims. Following the 
evrash there was a wild rush for the doors. 
At the south door, where the majority 
or the crowd entered, there was a ter- 
rible panic. Those in front were thrown 
down by the oncoming rush of persons, 
shrieking and fighting for the door and 
safety. Only one-half of the rear door, 
a space of probably three feet, was open, 
and in the mad rush no one thought to 
open the door in its entirety, and 506 
persons struggled through the narrow 
space, the strong bearing down the 
weaker. 

Within a moment after the floor had 
fallen in, there were not more than three 
persons in the hall on that portion of the 
floor which had not fallen. Alderman 
Cooper was among the first to be dragged 
out of the mass of broken beams and 
shrieking humanity. He was quickly 
carried to an adjoining room, and in a 
moment half a dozen more were keep- 
ing him company. Several men lowered 
ropes and endeavored to haul the wound- 
ed out of the pit. From under the massed 
Weight of the broken beams came many 
cries for help. The windows on the 
ground floor were broken in, and the 
living and dead passed to the waiting 
ambulances. 

A glance at the wreck after the catas- 
trophe disclosed the fact that a whole 
section of the floor had dropped, the 
joiuts being as neatly cut off as though 
the work had been done with a saw. 
The building was an old one, having 
been erected in the early fifties, and of 
late years additional stories had been 
placed on the old walls. 

In the Grand opera house, which ad- 
joins the wrecked building, the first act 
of “The Girl From Paris” had just been 
concluded when word was whispered 
through the theater of the calamity. A 
panic was imminent, but it was averted 
by the actors and ushers, and the people 
quietly left the building. 

2 a. m.—Twenty-four known dead is 
the Hst at this hour. In addition to 
those named already, these are dead: 
W. H. Dell, James McLean, John Bar- 
ridge, Stephen Williams, Oswald Brine 
B, Jacques, John Fellows, Allen Lowe 
and an unidentified man. 

Both of the city hospitals are full and 
many of the injured are at their homes. 

Many of those carried down by the 
falling floor were boys from 14 to 16 years 
old. Some of them managed to squirm 
from under heavy beams where men 
could not move. Despite this, however, 
a number of them were killed, th ir lives 
being crushed out by the beams grad- 
ually settling upon them, borne down 
ol g heavy iron safe and the steam 
coil. 

Although the platform on which the 
speakers of the evening were standing 
Was apparently the first thing to give 
away, the mayor-elect and many alder- 
men had escaped the death that over- 
took so many others who followed them 
into the iower portion of the building.

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IND:\ID AL IMPORTANCE. 


Ex-Comjtruter Discusses It In an Address 
at Chicago. 

Chicago, Jan. 4.—James H. Eckels, ex- 
comptreller of the currency, delivered an 
address at the convocation exercises of 
the Chic:go university last evening. His 
pubject was “Public Leadership,” and a 
lurge audience applauded his sentiments. 
He expressed the opinion that during the 
slavery agitation during the years be- 
fore the civil war, individual importance 
was undesirable, and continuing said: 
“Today, however, the country finds it- 
gelf confronted by a situation where in- 
dividual importance of action not only 
will not jeopardize the nation’s interests, 
but must be invoked ¢o rid it of the 
‘threatened dangers. I do not under- 
estimate the patriotism of those who 
lead party organizations and fill places 
of legislative and administrative trust, 
but there must be something radically 
wrong in existing public morals and 
public service when questions of great 
national importance are treated from the 
point of view of mere local desires in- 
etead of on the broader ground of a 
whole country’s interests. It cannot but 
suggest more than one serious doubt as 
to the future glory of the country when 
there is noted the tendency on the part 
of public servants to compress the in- 
terests of all the people within the nar- 
row confines of a congressional district, 
and measure the wisdom of taking 
courageous action by the possibilities 
of an election. The strength of political 
party organization has in recent years 
been built up at the expense of party 
principles and public good. 

“Out of all tunis disturbing and this de- 
stroying force of party organization 
there has still come the largest meas- 
ure of inestimable value to the public. 
It has aroused the business men to po- 
litical action, called to duty the scholar, 
and created to a greater or less degree 
independence even in a partisan press. 

“Iam confident that the public leader- 
ship which is now the most forceful thing 
for good in municipal, state and national 
affairs rests with those elements in our 
social and political system. Its protest 
is against lowering the standard of 
American national and commercial in- 
tegrity; its demand that the country 
shall have a financial system national in 
construction and adequate to properly 
meet the changing needs of trade and 
commerce. It rightfully insists that 
those men who have the power and the 
opportunity to act shall not takecounsel 
of political expediency or endanger the 
financial fabric of the nation through 
unnecessary delay.” 


Will Not Be Wide Open. 

New York, Jan. 4.—The police commis- 
sioners had all the commanding officers 
and captains of greater New Yosk be- 
fore them Monday. In an address Presi- 
dent York said there would be no po- 
litical preference in the department, and 
that all laws on the statute books must 
be rigidly enforced. Gambling and lot- 
tery laws were especially greferred to. 
In regard to the widely discussed ac- 
tion of the old board under Theodore 
Roosevelt, President York said: “We 
don’t want men detailed on the street to 
arrest women for the purpose of dis- 
covering disorderly houses.” That is 
not part of your duty as officers, but 
We expect you to break up such places 
and stop all violations, whether gamb- 
ling or social. The impression has gone 
abroad through the public prints that 
the incoming of this board meant that 
there would be an open city. There 
Will be none, so far as this department 


is concerned, but we want the laws 
broadly construed and liberally en- 
forced.” 


Mr. York said that the Brooklyn police 
Officers, who wore gold lace shoulder 
straps, would have to conform to the 
uniform of the New York police, who 
wore none. Instead of waiting to have 
the expensive straps removed neatly by 
a tailor, the Brooklyn officers almost to 
a man tore the gold from their shoulders. 
They were given on the spot to the men’s 
friends as mementoes of the day when 
Brooklyn owned itself. 


Old Timers Become Mixed. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 4—The elec- 
tion of city officers by the city council 
in joint convention Monday afternoon 
Was attended by many surprises and the 
gomplecte overthrow of the Davol fac- 
tion, which was generally conceded to 
have won at the polls, where the fight 
was begun. The big surprise was the 
defeat of Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment William C. Davol, after 14 years 
of continuous service, by ex-Assistant 
Chief James Langford. Jonathan E. 
Morrill, after 29 years as superintendent 
of Oak Grove cemetery, was defeated 
by Thomas B. Standing and John Morris, 
Superintendent of the north burial 
ground, was superseded by Michael 
O’Brien. These changes were a complete 
surprise to the general public, and City 
Messenger James D. Crosson’s re-elec- 
tion for the 13th time was by many con- 
sidered doubtful. 

A combination which was formed on 
the day following election was com- 
pletely overthrown, and the committees 
went to a combination formed Siinday. 
City Clerk George A. Ballard was re- 
elected for the 35th term, he being the 
oldest city clerk in the state in point of 
Service, and City Treasurer Charles F. 
Brightman was re-elected for his 13th 
consecutive term. 


Course of Physical Training. 

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 4—A _ pro- 
nounced innovation is likely to be in- 
troduced at Harvard within the near 
future in the shape of a prescribed 
course of physical training for fresh- 
men. Several plans have been sug- 
gested, but the one which meets the most 
approval from the members of the fac- 
ulty committee on physical training is 
a system which provides for a com- 
pulsory examination and a prescribed 
course of gymnastics for three hours a 
week Guring the freshman year. The 
plan will remain open to d!iscuss'on for 
some time longer, but will probably be 
adopted in its essential features next 
year, 


Incendiary’s Crime. 

Farmville, Va., Jan. 4.—Fire broke out 
Sunday night in the storage warehouse 
of Duval, Robinson & Co,, commission 
merchants, and destroyed 34 buildings, 
The boss is estimated at $150,000, on 
which there is insurance of about one- 
third that amount, 

Among the buildings destroyed were 
13 tobacco factories, a large warehouse, 
Many small dwellings and workshops, 
Hundreds of laborers will be tempor- 
arily thrown out of employment. It is 
estimated that one million pounds of 
tebacco were consumed. The fire, it 
is explained, was incendiary, 
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Satan.

SOLONS OF BAY STATE 


Annual Convocation Under the 
Gilded Dome, 


Organization of Both Branches 
Without a Hitch. 


Old Officials Honored by a Reappointment to 
Their Posts. 


Boston, Jan. 6.—The Massachusetts 
tegislature, officially known as the great 
ané general court, convened at the state 
house today, the two branches meeting 
in their respective chambers, where, 
after the members were sworn in by 
Governor Wolcott, the officers for the 
ensuing year were chosen. The cere- 
monies attending the organization of 
both branches differed little from those 
of previous years, and the day passed 
off in the quiet and orderly manner 
which has become noteworthy of this 
state. 

Perhaps the chief event of the day 
was the meeting of the senate in its 
permanent chamber in the rejuvenated 
Bulfinch front, this marking the prac- 
tical completion of the state house. 
George E. Smith of Everett was elected 
president of the senate, and John L. 
Bates of Boston the speaker of the 
house for the third successive year. The 
other officers of both bodies were also 
elected without opposition. 

As the senate caucus, the only one 


gcévérnor that the membefs of the house 
were ready to comply with the law in 
taking the oath of office, and the same 
form was gone through with as in the 
senate. After the governor had retired 
the house proceeded to ballot for speaker, 
and John L. Bates received the unani- 
mous vote of the body. 

Further organization was made by 
the choice of James F. Kimball as Clerk, 
Rey. Daniel W. Waldron of Boston as 
chaplain and Captain J. G. ‘B. Adams of 
Lynnas sergeant-at-arms. After trans- 
acting minor business, the house ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 


Band of Fanatics. 

Norwich, Conn., Jan. 5.—The “holy 
ghosters,” or holiness band, as they are 
also called, of Old Lyme, who were 
brought into unenylable publicity last 
October through their fanatical prac- 
tices, were arraigned in the superior 
court yesterday, charged with an al- 
leged breach of the peace. The band 
includes Herbert Caulkins and his wife, 
Ansel Champlin end his wife, Wilbur 
Anderson and Charles Young, and they 
were charged with striking, beating and 
abusing Mrs. Albina Mather, an aged 
cripple, who, it is alleged, they sought 
to cure from rheumatism by faith and 
very rigorous treatment on the night 
ef Oct. 11 last. They all pleaded “not 
gullty.” The cases were assigned for 
trial at the conclusion of other business, 
though it is the prevailing opinion they 
will be settled out of court before that 
time. 

Trial of Alfred Jones. 

Dover, N. H., Jan. 5.—At the trial of 
Alfred Jones yesterday, Henry F. Virtu, 
a veterinary surgeon of Boston, testified 
that he was in Exeter in the month of 
September, 1896, and while there Alfred 
Jones called on him and said he wanted 
some powders for a horse that was suf- 
fering from farcy. Jones asked if there 
would not be arsenic in the powders, and 
the witness replied that there would be 
» grains in the lot, each powder con- 
taining from three to three and one-half 
grains. The witness recognized Alfred 
Jones as the young man who called on 
him and paid $1 for the powders, which 
were marked “poison.”” The poison 
contained arsenic, charcoal, antimony 
and sulphur. Jones told the witness 
that he lived up in the country. On 
cross-examination by Mr. Kivel, the 
witness said he had been arrested in 
Portsmouth for larceny, detained in New 
Bedford for debt and in Exeter asa wit- 
ness in a court case.

Chief Wade of Massachu<etts, 

Boston, Jan. 5.—The annua! report of 
Chief Wade of the state police depart- 
ment has been issued. From his ex- 
perience the chief sees that the evil of 
child labor in the state is growing less, 
and the reports of the inspectors show 
that the number of children employed 
in manufacturing, mechanical and mer- 
cantile establishments and work shops 
is 13,324; children employed between 13 
and 14 years of age, 104; young persons 
employed between 14 and 16 years of 
age, 13,220; number of males employed, 
281,2294; number of females employed, 
147,310. 

Applications for licenses as engineers 
or as firemen to the number of 5606 have 
been received. There have been issued 
4654 engtneers’ and 3205 firemen's li- 
censes. The chief says regarding boiler 
engineers: ‘‘The records of this depart- 
ment show that, in case of some appli- 
cants, men lamentably ignorant of the 
structure of a boiler and the proper 
way to run it, knowing only how to keep 
it supplied with fuel and water, and 
who would be as helpless as a child if 
some emergency arose requiring wise 
and instant action, have recklessly as- 
sumed care of steam boilers, and, be- 
cause no great calamity overtook them, 
have kept their positions for years. It 
would be curious reasoning to mention 
such cases as arguments why the as- 
sumption of such risks should be uni- 
versal.”

Again this year the scheme to create 
a Metropolitan county of Boston and 
vicinity will come before the Legis- 
lature. A bill has been prepared, but 
it would not be surprising if it meets 
the same fate as last year.

This beam was com- 
posed of 12 3 by 4 timbers, securely 
joined together. The joists ran east and 
west from the beam, resting on the 
front and rear walls of the engineer's 
office. There was aspace of 18feet. The 
beam broke in the center, rolling all the 
people standing in this space into one 
mass. The engineer states that the sup- 
ports of this floor were not taken away 
in making recent alterations.

INA PECK OF TROUBLE, 


Guerilla Warfare Goes on Unabated 
In Ohio’s Capital, 


Solidity of the Combine Re- 
mains Unimpaired. 


Necessary Votes to Ensure Hanna’s Success 
Bot to Be Had. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 5.—The Hanna men 
have changed their plan fora joint sena- 
torial caucus tonight, and the fight will 
go on without any caucus decrees on 
eitherside. The following was given out 
by the steering committee: “The senti- 
ment of the house and senate, as ¢x- 
pressed to tht chairman of the two Re- 
publican caucuses, is that it is unneces- 
sary to call a senatorial caucus. The 
universal expression is that, as Mr. 
Hanna had been endorsed by the Toledo 
convention and by the county conven~ 
tions of the state, and was nominated 
by the people in their primary capacity at 
the polls, it is more respectful to their 
constituents to accept their action as 
conclusive, in accordance with the pre- 
cedent of two years ago, than to supple- 
ment it by a formal nomination of their 
own. No caucus therefore will be called.” 

This announcement caused as much 
stir as the result of the caucuses last 
Saturday night. The opponents of Sena- 
tor Hanna insisted that the Hanna mea 
were afraid to show their hands again, 
and that it was a confession that the 
genator had ascertained that he did not 
have sufficient votes and could not get 
them in a joint caucus. 


SENATOR HANNA, 
Representatives Griffith of Union and 
Joyce of Guernsey, who voted with the 
“combine” on the organization of the 


house, state that they will vote for 
Hanna. This gives Hanna 54 in the 
house and 17 in the senate, a total of 71, 
or two short of the necessary majority. 
Droste of Hamilton, who voted for Box- 
well for speaker, announced at the time 
he would vote for Gerrard, a silver Re- 
publican, for senator, so that the net 
gain for Hanna to date over the vote on 
the organization is only one. 

The Hanna men say they expect to get 
the votes of Scott of Fulton and Sutan of 
Carroll, who are instructed for Hanna, 
but voted with the combine on the or- 
ganization. On the other hand, the com- 
bination managers say that Scott and 
Rutan will remain with them to a finish, 
and that they expect to get Snider of 
Greene and Redkzy of Highland, who 
voted for Boxwell for speaker. The 
doubtful members are being offered their 
choice of chairmanships and given g)- 
portunity to make other selectiens they 
want. The power of the organization 
of the house is certainly being used to 
the greatest possible advantage, and its 
influence is not to be underestimated in 
connection with the support of the state 
administration. While Mr. Kurtz and 
his assistants will make no statements, 
yet they are holding back the appoint- 
ments on the cornmittees and other 
patronage in anticipation of gaining 
several votes on the senatorial ballot. 

In holding its men in line, “the com- 
bine” is having trouble with some of the 
65 Democratic members. It is believed 
that Mayor McKisson will give way to 
Kurtz for the short term for senator, 
while Governor Bushnell has all along 
been regarded as the candidate for the 
long term. Representatives Wiley of 
Wayne, Powell of Morrow, Niles of 
Lucas and other radical free silver 
Democrats are not satisfied with Kurtz 
and Bushnell, and if they are to vote for 
Republicans, they want them with pro- 
nounced silver records like that of Ger- 
rard and others that are named. Some 
of the Democratic members insist that 
the breach Is so wide and so deep now 
between the Republicans that John R. 
McLean or some other free silver Demo- 
crat can be elected over Hanna. 

The announcement by the Republicans 
that they would have no joint senatorial 
caucus tonight or at any time previous 
to the balloting for senator will compel 
all to continue in this guerilla warfare 
for another week, but with the result 
depending on the action of two or three 
doubtful members, neither side could 
show its hands without exposing the 
recruits or the deserters to a terrific fire 
for at least a week. 

The senate and the house will ballot 
peparately next Tuesday for senator. 
The senate will stand 19 to 17 against 
Hanna by Senator Burke voting with 
the Democrats. The house on Monday 
stood 56 to 55. It is now 55 to 54 ageinst 
Hanna. This will settle the contest if 
“the combine” in both houses can con- 
eentrate on any one candidate against 
Hanna, and when the two houses meet 
on the following day, Jan. 12, to canvass 
tn joint assembly, the vote of the previ- 
ous day as cast by each branch separ- 
ately there would be nothing to do ex- 
cept to announce the total result of 74 
to 71 against Hanna; but if Hanna has 
not a majority a week hence it is doubt- 
ful whether any opponent will have it, 
and the general prediction is for a dead- 
lock. In the event that the balloting 
next Tuesday does not show a majority 
for anyone, the general assembly will 
proceed on the next day to ballot in joint 
fassembly and continue to do so until 
there is an election. The bavoting may 
wot do any more than to compel the con- 
testants to show their names on rollcall, 


and after that the same fight may be 
continued for an indefinite period. 

“The combine” ischarging that Hanna 
is in such straite as to be forced “to 
swap horses” while crossing the stream, 
owing to Republicans deciding to hold 
nocaucus. They also charge that he has 
been an ex-Senator since the legislature 
met Monday. As Sesator Hanna was 
appointed when Secretary Sherman went 
into the cabinet, article 2, section 2, of 
the statutes is being quoted as follows: 
“If vacancies in the senate happen by 
resignation or otherwise during the re- 
cess of the legislature of any state, the 
executive thereof may make temporary 
appointments until the next meeting of 
the legislature, which shall then fill such 
vacancies.”’ 

While this talk about Ohio now having 
enly one senator proceeds, the Hanna 
men explain that they want the same 
action now as was accorded Senator 
Foraker two years ago. Foraker had 
been endorsed at the Zanesville state 
convention in 1894 for senator and was 
elected without any caucus or any Re- 
publican opposition in the legislature. 
The Hanna men say they ask that the 
same “courtesy and loyalty” now pre- 
vail. The plank in the Republican state 
platform adopted at Toledo last June 
is being freely cited. It is as follows: 
“The thanks of the people of this state 
are due to Senators Foraker and Hanna 
for their splendid efforts during the 
present session of congress, and we con- 
gratulate the people of the state and 
nation. We endorse the candidacy of 
Marcus A. Hanna for United States 
senator to succeed himself, and pledge 
the support of the party in the next gen- 
eral assembly to his election to both the 
short and'the long terms.” 

In the house all sorts of bills have been 
introduce’ against corporations. These 
measures were regarded as thrusts at 
Senator Hanna, whose business interests 
are varied. An amendment to the 
Nichols law, which taxes the earnings 
of express, telegraph, telephone and 
other companies, was introduced so as 
to include street railways, electric light 
and power equipment, artificial and 
natural gas, sleeping car and all other 
corporations. There !s also a bill to re- 
peal the law for a new state house. 
is regarded as returning the compliment 


to the Columbus people who have ex- | 
the | 


pressed their disapprobation of 
course of Governor Bushnell. While 
these measures were being presented, @ 
delegation of 350 from Springfield, the 
home of Governor Bushnell, marched 
into the state house wearing Hanna 
badges and with banners bearing several 
inscriptions, and called on Governor 
Bushnell. In response to their protests 
the governor made a speech in which he 
said that he reserved the right to his 
individual opinions and preferences. 
He expressed the belief that the mem- 
bers of the house and senate should 
settle the question of a senator, and that 
all others should remain out of the fight. 


A Vacilating Member. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 5.—Late last night 
the Hanna managers lost the two doubt- 
ful members that they had gained in the 
day, so that there is now no material 
change from that of Monday, when the 
house stood 56 to 53 against Hanna. This 
would give the senator only 70 votes on 
joint ballot, or three less than enough to 
elect. 

In connection with the change of Rep- 
resentative Griffith back to the anti- 
Hanna camp, sengeational reports are in 
circulation. Last night he madeastate- 
ment, in which he said: ‘While I at 
various times during the campaign and 
since declared my intention to vote for 
Mr. Hanna and even promised a dozen 
or more of my constituents in Mr. 
Hanna's headquarters on Monday of this 
week that I would do so, I have, how- 
ever, since learning the particulars of 
the indignities heaped upon my wife 
Monday morning reached the conviction 
that I would be untrue to my manhood 
should I cast my vote for a man who 
either uses or employs such methods, 
and shall resent the indignities and in- 
sults heaped upon myself and friends, 
and also do a service for my state and 
country by voting for a Republican other 
than Mr. Hanna for United States sena- 
tor.”’

HE Record of births in any city or town 

Lf ae always more or less unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds diffi- 
culty in getting the necessary information. 
Names and dates are frequently given incor- 
rectly. The importance of accuracy is shown 
in many cases where there is a question of 
descent, or inheritance of property, or collection 
of life insurance or pensions. The City Clerk's 
copy fof the record is accepted as conclusive 
evidence in a court of law. While great pains 
ure taken by this office to have the record cor- 
rect, experience shows that it is necessary that 
arents themselves should lend their assistance. 

n fact, the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect to 
give such notice for the space of forty days. 

It often heppens that only children or servants 
are at home when the canvasser makes his call, 
and the answers to his questions are open to 
doubt. I therefore request all parents in whose 
household a birth has occurred in the year 1897, 
to place upon a pore or card the required in- 
formation, and keep it in a convenient place 
until the canyasser appears.

Lewis C. Bernard, the Demoer: “c 
leader from Cincinnati and the nian- 
ager for John R. McLean, said: ‘There 
will be no election for a long series 
of ballots. The Democrats will scat- 
ter their votes.” This is taken to mean 
that the Democrats will not be able o 
agree in their caucus on a candidate. 
The anti-Haana Republicans announce 
positively that under no circumstances 
will they vote for a Democrat. 

The Press came out with a sensation1 
extra last night, announcing that the 
Democratic prosecuting attorney has 
presented the senatorial situation to the 
grand jury. The Press says sworn 
statements have been submitted to the 
‘grand jury from Representative and 
Mrs. Griffith of Union county, Repre- 
sentatives Spellmyer and Monter of Cin- 
cinnati; N. R. Hysell of Columbus and 
others, against certain workers for 
Hanna. This affair is pronounced an 
attempt at intimidation by the Hanna 
men. 

The feature of the day was the passage 
in the house (its first measure and by 
unanimous vote) of a bill repealing the 
law for 50-year franchises to street rail- 
ways. This repealing bill was intro- 
duced by Representative Bramley, one 
ef the Republicans opposing Hanna, and 
the Bramley bill was considered as 
aimed at Hanna. After Bramley spoke 
for his bill, Mr. Boxwell replied and 
charged Bramley with using his bill for 
defense and buncombe. Boxwell said 
he voted for the 50-year franchise law 
in the last legislature and was sorry for 


it, but he did not then understand the | 


measure, and was inducéd to support 
it by Senator Foraker, who wae urging 
the members to pass thatlaw. The de- 
bate became general and it was freely 
charged by members that Senator Han- 
na was at the state house two years 
ago, as wellas Foraker, lobbying for the 
franchise law. 


As Ila Me. Hanna’s State 

Annapolis, Md., Jan. 6.--The split in 
the ranks of the Republican members 
of the house continued yesterday, with 
the result that the house was compelled 
to adjourn until today without having 
organized. The trouble arises from the 
position assumed by 11 members of the 
Baltimore delegation, who say they 
are in rebellion against the rule of Sen- 
ator Wellington, Governor Lowndes and 
other party leaders. Without the aid 
of seven of the seceders, the Republican 
majority cannot elect a speaker, and 
with four of them the Democrats could 
effect an organization. 

The recalcitrant Republicans have a 
candidate for the speakership in Mr. 
Schaefer of Baltiniore, and as yet noth- 
ing has been done to indicate a fusion 
between them and the Democrats. Such 
a thing may come to pass, however, and 
in any event the situation is having a 
serious effgct upon the fight for the 
United States senatorship. United 
States Senator Wellingten and Governor 
Lowndes have both declared for Judge 
McComas for that office, while Major 
Shaw, General Shyrock and Congresé- 
man Mudd are making an active can- 
vass in order to see how the land lies. 
The Democrats yottd for their cauqus 
nominee, Lloyd Wilkinson, while fhe 
Republican majority voted for A. M. 
Gould. Gould got 38 votes, Schaefer, 11, 
and Wilkinson 42. Forty-six are neces- 
sary to anelection. An effort will be 
made to harmonize the Republicans. 
Balloting for a successor to Senator Gor- 
man will begin next Wednesday. 


Insave Man's Crime, 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 6.—An insane man 
named John W. Stone entered the sture 
of C. J. Kahler and shot Frank L. 
Kahler, son of the proprietor. tone 
then shot Mr. Arris, one of the part- 
ners of the firm, throughthearm. He 
then attacked Earl Smythe, a clerk. 
A desperate struggle cnsued in which 
several shots were fired, but did no dam- 
age. Sinythe held the man until the 
police came, 


The City Hall Disaster, 

London, Ont., Jan. §.—It now appears 
that there were 20 deaths from the col- 
lapse of the floor of the city hall. To 
the list of dead, the name of John Ham- 
ilton Fortner has been added. The 
boy, Allen Towe, although seriously in- 
jured, is still alive. The others re- 
ported dead but are aliveare: Wilson 
Carrouthers, John Burgess, Herman Hil- 
bert, John Fellows and James McLean. 


Bryan’s Name Presented, 

Washington, Jan. 6.—Wednesday the 
name of Charles Page Bryan to be min- 
ister to China was presented to the 
senate in executive session and referred 
to the committee on foreign relations. 
The nomination has been held up for 
three weeks or more. Mr. Bryan's 
friends accept the release of the nomina- 
tion as an indication that the president 
desires confirmation. 


Killed by Bailiff. . 

Chicago, Jan. 6.—Edward M. Hunt, <n 
ex-deputy sheriff, was shot and ki!!.d 
yesterday by W. H. Smith, a bailiff. 
The men quarrelled recently over a smail 
sum of mnvacy, andi Smith was walking 
along the street when Hunt jumped 
from behind a Luvilding and opened fire. 
Hunt was hit in the side and soon died; 
Smith was shot ir: the hand and leg.

VOTED TO STRIKE. 


Spinners and Doffers Decide to Oppose the 
Cutdown In New Bedford. 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 6.—The ex- 
pected happened last night, when the 
spinners voted to resist the cutdown by 
a strike. Over 500 spinners attended. 
An informal ballot was taken on the 
question of whether the union should 
yesist the cutdown, and the vote was 
unanimously in favor of resisting. 

The union members in this city num- 
ber 400 steady spinners, 100 spare spin- 
ners and 150 doffers. The méeting was 
attended by both spinners and doffers. 
At the outset Secretary Ross offered a 
suggestion to the meeting as fo the ad- 
visability of postponing the action in 
the matter of reduction until spring, or 
until the feeling of the other unions 
could be got at, but this proposition did 
not take with the spinners at all, and it 
was very evident by the manner in 
which those present took®he proposition 
that it would not goatall. The general 
Sentiment was expressed that the weav- 
ers and card and picker room associa- 
tions would strike any way, and it was 
not necessary to wait to find out what 
action the other unions would take. 

Then came the matter of the reduction 
and an informal ballot was taken on 
whether to accept or resist the cutdown. 
Every man in the hall voted in favor of 
resisting the cutdown. The informal 
ballot was not made formal, and it was 
decided to wait a few days to see if any 
way of effecting a settlement was pos- 
sible. In this connection it was voted 
to appoint a committee of séven mem- 
bers, one from each corporation, as a 
conimittee to confer with the manufiac- 
turers if the latter desire to meet the 
committee. The committee will make 
no proposition to the manufacturers, 
but will listen to any reason the latter 
may offer for making the reduction. 
This committee will consist of the secre- 
tary and president of the union and five 
Others. 

A committee of five members was also 
appointed by the union to confer with 
committees from the other unions in 
the city in case of a strike to arrange 
for the management of the strike that 
the operatives may work harmoniously 
and more successfully in their resistance. 

The executive committee of the Card 
and Picker Room association took an 
informal ballot which resulted in voting 
to recommend a general mass meeting 
next Tuesday evening. A committee of 
three was appointed te go to Fall River 
on Sunday to confer with the Card Room 
union officers there about proffered aid 
in case of a strike. The association has 
received a communication from Fall 
River which proffers aid to the local as- 
sociation in case of a strike. The num- 
ber of the executive committee was in- 
creased from eight to 20 members. The 
Card and Picker Room association at 
the present time is composed of be- 
tween 350 and 400 members in good stand- 
ing. Nearly all these members are 
speeder tenders and are classed as skilled 
labor. The members have been coming 
in very rapidiy, and during the last three 
weeks over 150 have joined the assccia- 
tion. 


Grief of O'Neil’s Mother. 

Greenfield, Mass., Jan. 6.—W ednesday 
afternoon John O'Neil, Jr., who will 
Pay the death penalty Friday for the 
wurder of Mrs. Hattie McCloud, re- 
ceived the final visit from his parents 
and one of his sisters, a miss of 10 years. 
The interview lasted two hours, and 
while O'Neil did net break down during 
their presence, the poor mother was un- 
able to restrain her emotions and cried 
and moaned piteously. The terrible 
ordeal through which she has passed 
shows its effects upon her, and she looks 
many years older than she did at the 
time of her son's arrest. 

O'Neil, who had thus far maintained 
an almost stodical indifference as to his 
fate, yesterday became more nervous 
and expressed his anxiety to learn the 
result of his counsel's interview with 
the governor. When it was at last made 
known to him and he realized that his 
last hope was gone, he showed no signs 
of weakening. He sent several mes- 
sages to his friends, and his final re- 
quests were made to the sheriff today. 


Have Reduced Wages. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 6.—Notices of 
a reduction equal to that recommended 
by the Manufacturers’ association have 
been posted in the Durfee and Fall River 
iron works mills, to take effect next 
Monday. These mills are not in the as- 
sociation. This leaves only the yarn 
and gingham mills to run on the old 
schedule. 


Lecherous Youths Jailed, 

Northampton, Mass., Jan. 6.—Justice 
Fessenden has sent William C. Cleary 
and Patrick J. Guihoin to state prison 
for not less than 12 nor more than 20 
years; Napoleon Granger, for not less 
than three nor more than seven years. 
All were convicted of criminally as- 
faulting girls.

A BIG. VERDICT. 


In Gase of Thayer vs. Quincy 
Electric Light Co. 
Recovers $6,125 fer Personal 
Injuries in 1894, 


Solicitor Blackmur the 
Counsel for Thayer.

There has been on trial at Dedham 
for the last two days and a half a very 
interesting case brought by a citizen 
of Quincy, who was a former employe 
and foreman of the company, against 
the Quincy Electric Light Company. 
At the time of the accident complained 
of Frederick A. Thayer was a foreman. 
The company was shorthanded at that 
time, and with the extra work which 
they were compelled to do about the 
Fourth of July, Thayer was obliged to 
work a good part of the nights as well 
as the days. 

After getting through 
work on July 5, 1894, was 
out to start up the lights which were 
out throughout the city, and which 
was the work of another man. In the 
course of Thayer’s work he came upon 
alamp at Brewer’s Corner in West 
Quincy which was out. While at- 
tempting to light the lamp, he received 
a dangerous shock of electricity. 

The evidence tended to show that the 
hood of the lamp was only twelve 
inches from the telephone wires, and 
that a person was apt to get a shock 
unless the frame and lamp were in a 
safe and proper condition. Some of 
the witnesses for the plaintiff testified 
that the feed wire running into the 
lamp had the insulation all worn off, 
and that it had been left so for some 
time, which caused the entire frame 
and hood of the lamp to be charged 
with electricity. 

Thayer did not know of these facts, 
although it was claimed the company 
had knowledge of the same, or should 
have known about it, and should have 
warned him of the danger of thé condi- 
tion of this particular lamp. 

The jury went out yesterday after- 
noon and brought in a sealed verdict 
this morning, giviag the plaintiff the 
sum of $6,125. The plaintiff’s case 
was managed and tried by City 
Solicitor Blackmur and S. L. Whipple. 
The counsel for the defendant Light 
company were John Lowel! and E. B.* 
Bishop.

THE ALPHABET. 


The oldest alphabet known is believed 
to be the Phcenician. 

There are many alphabets syllabic in 
character having a separate sign for every 
syllable in the language. 

As ageneral rule the alphabets of the 
Semitic races run from right to left; those 
of the Aryan from left to right. 

The plain Roman characters are said by 
some authorities to be so called because 
for over 600 years they were used by the 
popes in their bulls. 

Q is the ‘‘tailed letter,’’ from the French 
queue, atail. It isan O with a tail, the 
handwritings most in vogue in Europe 
making this letter like an O with a small 
curl at the bottom. 

The letter E in old Pheenician manu- 
script had a name which in our language 
signifies ‘‘ window.’ The letter, as orig- 
inally made, bore a strong resemblance to 
the window of a house. The Hebrew name 
was he, a window. 

S was shin, the tooth, and in its earliest 
form was no doubt a picture of the front 
tooth, the Phcenician character bearing a 
strong resemblance to two or three of these 
indispensable adjuncts to comfort in eat- 
ing and digesting our food.

PLAN TO EMASCULATE, 


Bill Embodying Ideas of Opponents 
of Civil Service Reform. 


Five-Year Tenure For Sub- 
ordinates In Departments. 


Other Provisions Affecting Scope of Presi- 
dential Authority. 


‘Washington, Jan. 6.—The bill for the 
reform of the civil service law which has 
been drafted by a special committee of 
Republican members of the house op- 
posed to the system in its present form 
makes sweeping changes in the present 
system, the most important of which is 
the establishment of a five-year tenure 
of office for those government employes 
who are brought within the terms of the 
bill. 

The measure limits the application of 
the civil service system to the depart- 
ments in Washington and to localities 
where the total number of employes ex- 
ceeds 25. All appointees are commis- 
sioned for five years, with the power 
of removal clearly regulated and vested 
in the appointing power. It is provided, 
however, that no removal shall be made 
for political or religious causes, and in 
case of removal the causes shail be speci- 
fied and the papers made a record of the 
office. 

All persons now In the public service 
are to terminate their service five years 
from the time that the act takes effect. 
The measure recognizes the general 
eligibility of these persons for reap- 
pointment. It includes in the civil ser- 
vice postal clerks and letter carriers in 
offices having over 10 employes, exclusive 
of subordinates. It limits the civil ser- 
vice regulations to clerks whose com- 
pensation is from $900 to $1800 per year, 
and includes as clerks, copyists, com- 
puters, counters and draftsmen. 

It is pointcd out that the essential idea 
of the foregoing bill is to take out of the 
tivil service all responsible and important 
offices, limiting it only to clerks in Wash- 
ington and certain large cities, and in 
these cases fixing a tenure of office of 
five years. 

The members of the special committee 
framing the bill are well pleased with 
their labors, saying that the original 
purpose of the civil service has been re- 
tained and that its radical expansions 
have been cut off. 


CONCRESSIONAL. 


Debate In the House on Civil Serv'ce, Pre- 
liminary to Action. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The debate on 
the civil service began in the house yes- 
terday, based on the item in the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropriation 
bill for the maintenance of the commis- 
sion. It promises to continue at least 
until the enu of this week, with a pos- 
sibility that it may run longer. It is 
generally admitted on both sides that th. 
appropriatien bil! wil stand, as the anti- 
civil service reformers do not seriously 
contemplate an attempt to strike it out. 
The debate, therefore, is only preliminary 
to any program which the enemies of 
the law may agree upon. *®he members 
of the house are divided into three camps 
on the question—those who stand by the 
law, those who advocate its entire re- 
peal, and those who desire its modifica- 
tion. 

These divisions were apparent in the 
debate yesterday, the natureof which was 
not as stirring as had been anticipated. 
Mr. Moody (Rep., Mass.), a reformer, 
said the civil service law protected offi- 
cials who received $70,000,000 in salaries 
per annum; yet he had no sympathy with 
those who believed the law was perfect 
and should only be modified by extension. 
He thought those who were placed under 
the protection of the law by executive 
order should be compelled to submit to 
a test of their efficiency, and he also be- 
lieved that some method should be found 
to preserve, if not restore, the efficiency 
of the service. The remedy was not a 
civil pension list, the first step toward 
which had been taken in the treasury 
department when 70 clerks had been re- 
duced to practically a pension salary and 
given to understand that they could work 
or not as they chose. The merit system 
only contemplated tenure during ef- 
ficiency, he maintained. Mr. Moody said 
that if the plans of theradical opponents 
of the civil service should prevail and 
the 170,000 offices should be turned over 
to the present administration to fill, con- 
gressmen and senators would flee from 
Washingtoa crying: “Oh, for a lodge 
In some vast wilderness.” 

Mr. Landis (Rep., Ind.) favored a modi- 
fication of the law which, he said, would 
doubtless earn for him a reputation as 
a spoilsman. He sneered at the profes- 
sional civil service reformers. He had 
never known those who called them- 
selves the “better element” who were 
not narrow, selfish, bigoted and danger- 
ous. They had bulldozed and cowed 
national conventions and hypotized 
presidents while they managed them- 
selves to sit continuously at the ban- 
quet table. Mr. Landis denounced Mr. 
Cleveland's methods in his second ad- 
ministration, describing particularly 
what took place in the government print- 
ing office, to the head of which he said 
Mr. Cleveland appointed a man who 
would do the “dirty work.” 


Bills Introduced. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—Representative 
Lovering of Massachusetts has intro- 
duced a bill recommending to the var- 
ious states of the union the adoption of 
a constitutional amendment giving to 
congress the power to establish uniform 
hours of labor in manufactories through- 
out the United States. It recites the 
variations in the work in the various 
establishments, ranging from 58 to 72 
hours, discriminating and disadvan- 
tageous to both capital and labor, and 
the unconstitutionality of state legis- 
lation on the matter. 

Representative Johnson of North Da- 
kota introduced a bill to repeal the law 
which has just gone into effect relative 
to pelagic sealing and the importation 
of sealskins taken by pelagic sealers. 

Senator Mason introduced a bill fix- 
ing a special tax on the manufacture 
of mixed flour, manufacturers being re- 
quired to pay $100. Mixed flour is de- 
fined in the bill to be the food product 
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made from wheat mixed with ground 
corn and other fereiga substances. A 
fine of $1000 is imposed fer the manufac- 
tura of this preduct without the tex 
and like heavy fines are previded for 
other violations. An internal revenue 
tax of four cents for each 10 pound pack- 
age in addition to the customs duty is 
imposed on imported mixed flour. 

Representative Clark of Iowa has in- 
troduced a bill making the gold dollar 
the sole unit of value, directing every 
national bank to redeem its notes m 
dollars of such value, restricting the de- 
nominations of treasury or national bank 
notes to $10 or its multiples, those out- 
standing of less denominations being 
called in and re-issued in such denomi- 
nations. Silver certificates are to be 
called in and standerd silver dollars 
given in exchange and certificates de- 
stroyed, while after July 1, 1900, the 
treasury is to refuse all such certificates 
as payment of public dues. The na- 
tional bank acts also are amended to 
charter banks with a paid up capital 
ptock of $20,000 which may issue cur- 
rency to the amount of the face of the 
securities they deposit with the goverr- 
ment, the tax on circulation to be one 
half of one percent, payable annually in 
January. 


No Fear of Stringency. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—In answer to in- 
quiries as to the redemption of out- 
etanding currency sixes, Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip said: “There need be 
no fear that the treasury will contribute 
to any stringency in the money market. 
Possibly the treasury, in the matter of 
receipts on account of the sale of the 
Pacific railroad has obtained from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 more than it has 
paid out on account of the currency 
sixes, which have beem redeemed until 
today. At this time currency sixes have 
been redeemed amounting to, principal, 
$19,108,952, and interest, $575,268. Of 
these amounts $16,076,270 have been paid 
by check, mostly on New York, and it 
is safe to say that $15,000,000 of this 
amount has been made available in the 
market. The payment made by the re- 
organization committee of the Union 
Pacific railroad to the government 
amounted to $6,533,461, all of which was 
paid into the sub-treasury of New York. 
The last payment of a similar amount 
Was not all placed in the treasury, but 
34,000,000 deposited with the National 
City bank. January payments on the 4 
percents of 1904 have just been made 
amounting to $6,000,000, nine-tenths of 
which goes to New York. January pen- 
sions of some $12,000,000 are also being 
paid, and $9,000,000 of this will be paid 
by New York. Of course this money 
is not all immediately available to the 
market, but day by day it comes into 
circulation, and in the course of a month 
it is safe to say much of it will be in New 
York banks. On the whole then the bal- 
ance is largely against the government.” 


Two Connecticut Crimes, 

Norwich, Conn., Jan. 6.—James Car- 
roll, under indictment on a charge al- 
leging the murder of his cousin, John 
Carroll, by stabbing during a fight in 
Preston on the night of June 2, pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter and was sen- 
tenced to seven years imprisonment in 
the state prison at Wethersfield, and to 
pay a fine of $1 and costs. 

Robert Johnson, aged 19 years, who 
Was on trial for two attempts at incen- 
diarism at Mystic, was sentenced to 
confinement in the Connecticut hospital 
for the insane for four years, as the jury 
brought in a verdict of “not guilty,” 
solely on the ground of ineanity. The 
prisoner was allowed to testify in his 
own behalf and told a rambling story. 
He said he had injured his head some 
years ago while in New York state and 
had since been constantly in the need of 
excitement. He admitted starting two 
fires and said it had been his purpose 
to have six good fires burning at once. 
His wishes were thwarted, however, and 
he was compelled to be contented with 
two. He added that he had previously 
planned to wreck a train, but changed 
his mind. 


Contents of a Secret Drawer. 

Hazieton, Pa., Jan. 6.—A surprising 
incident came to light in connection 
with the death of John Arnold, a wealthy 
brewer, who died on Monday. When 
Arnold was taken seriously ill on Sun- 
day he notified his bookkeeper that in 
case of death the latter should open a 
certain drawer in an old bureau on one of 
the upper floors of the house. Whenthe 
bureau was opened over $59,000 in cash 
were found concealed in the secret 
drawer. None of the members of Mr. 
Arnold's family was aware that he had 
any money secreted about the house. 


Liveryman a Suicide. 

Peabody, Mass., Jan. 6.—Charies H. 
Simonds, 60 years of age, manager of the 
livery stable owned by his father, was 
found dead last evening hanging in a 
barn in the rear of his residence. He 
had been missing since 2 o’clock, and the 
appearance of the body indicated that he 
had been hanging since about that time. 
He was found by his son, who cut the 
body down and called a physician, but life 
was extinct. Mr. Simonds has been ill 
for some time, and it is supposed that 
the act was committed during a period 
of despondency. 


Cloth Goes Lower. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 6.—The cloth 
market for nearby futures took another 
drop yesterday, and a small sale, ru- 
mored to be 2000 pieces weekly, was made 
for January, February and March de- 
divery at 2 3-16 cents, a drop of 1-16th. 
It is also reported that spots were soll 
at the same figure, but this cannot be 
verified. The reduction almost offsets 
the benefit derived by the reduction in 
wages and the consequent decrease of 
the cost of production, 


Suffering In Cuba, 

Havana, Jan. 6.—Consul General Lee 
called upon General Blanco yesterday 
with regard to the distribution of food 
and relief to the reconeentradoes in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba. At 
Serrayo five persons are sick in a small 
house without medicine or food. Ac- 
cording to reports from Pinar del Rio, 
many reconcentradoes there live in 
caves for lack of other shelter; and one 
family of three women is living under a 
tree. 


To Flog Ring!eaders. 

Ottawa, Jan. 6.—Acting Warden Coster 
of the St. Vincent de Paul penitentiary 
at Montreal has suggested to the minis- 
ter of justice that flogging should be 
permitted to put down the rioting in that 
institution., Mr. Mills has decided to 
permit this to be done. The idea of Mr. 
Foster is to take some of the ringleaders 
and to flog them in the presence of the 
other conflicts. 


THE QUESTION OF SEX. 


New York Physicians Interested In 
the Vienna Discovery. 


Effect of Nutrition Pointed 
Out by a Practitioner. 


Says That Male Offspring Are More Numerous 
Among the Poor. 


New York, Jan. 6.—The medica! fra- 
ternity in this city is much interested 
in the report from Vienna, that Dr. 
Schenck had discovered the secret of ex- 
ercising an influence over females so as 
to fix the sex of their offspring. Dr. G. 
Schrady, editor of the Medical Record, 
said: “I think Dr. Schenck’s discovery 
is probably a revival of the old theory 
which holds that the sex of a child is de- 
termined, wholly or in part, by the man- 
ner in which its parents are nourished. 
The study of animals has shown that the 
female, when confined to a low diet, if 
it coneeives at all, will bring forth a 
male. Contrarily, when the diet is of 
high nutrition the issue is likely to be 
femaie. ‘Ine reason for this seems to be 
that the male ts much the heartler, and 
that it will live and thrive in its em- 
bryonic state on a minimum of nutrition. 
The breed¢rs of all sorts of animals have 
gone to great lengths in attempts in- 
dubitably to prove this theory, and toa 
certain extent the results bear it out. 
Of course there are exceptions.” 

“In a manner of speaking, then, doctor, 
the law in the human family would give 
to the rich more daughters and to the 
poor more -sons?” 

“It would, and it does. The children 
of the weak mother will be oftener 
sons than daughters. Statistics prove 
this. Go down through the tenement 
districts in a great city and see how the 
male child everwhelms in numbers the 
female. In vegetation the law is im- 
mutable. Female plants thrive as the 
same sex thrives in the human world 
where nutrition is highest. The male 
plant will cling and grow where it would 
seem impossible for the tiniest tendril 
to catch hold.” 

Other medical experts s"bstantiated 
Dr. Scbrayy statements. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The pope has nominated Father Searle 
of New York director of the vatican ob- 
servatory. 

Mathias Saldeni was stabbed fatally in 
a settlement near Shirley, Mass., Tues- 
day night. 

A collection of old coins has been 
gtolen from the national art gallery tn 
Ottawa. The collection was valued at 

2000. 

Germany has taken a lease of Kalo 
Chou for 50 years. Reports are current 
there that a French occupation of Hai- 
Nan island is imminam. 

Henry Barrington, 29 years old, cut his 
wife’s throat in Cambridge, Mass., be- 
cause she went back to a ‘hall after 
reaching home, and then gashed his own. 
Neither is likely to dle. 

A big English syndicate is to enter into 
the hotel business in Canada on am ex- 
tensive scale. It is the intention to build 
first-class hotels in Halifax, Montreal, 
Ottawa, Toronto and Niagara Falls. 

A bronze bust of the late General 
Francis A. Walker, president ef the 
Massachusetts institute of technology, 
was presented formally to the institute 
in a simple ceremony in Boston yester- 
day. 

The Jones poisoning case hearing in 
Dover, N. H., closed abruptly yesterday. 
Alfred W. Jones, charged with the mur- 
der of his mother, Sally Jones, was held 
without’ bail for the grand jury, which 
convenes Feb. 8. 

The lumber yard of the Saginaw Lum- 
ber and Salt company at Crow island, 
three miles below Saginaw, Mich., was 
destroyed by fire. The yards contained 
16,000,000 feet of lumber and the plant 
was valued at $250,000. 

Edward Harford, one of the delegates 
from the British trades unien congress 
to the American Federation of Labor 
convention, held recently at Nashville, 
died Tuesday of pneumonia while re- 
turning on an American liner. 

George M. Woodward, a prominent 
citizen of Taunton, Mass., died yesterc- 
day of internal hemorrhage, agedg 75 
years. He was president of the Taun- 
ton Copper company, and a director of 
the Taunton National bank and Taun- 
ton Savings bank. 

There has been an alarming spread of 
malarial fever at Purto Principe both 
among the inhabitants of the city and 
the garrison. No fewer than 2500 per- 
sons have been affected by the disorder. 
In the case of the soldiers the hydro- 
pathic treatment has been resorted to 
with good effect. 

Henry Luce and Dr. Alexander Thomp- 
son have been arrested in Paulding 
county, O., charged with passing coun- 
terfeit half dollars. An organized gang 
ef counterfeiters inhabits the swampa 
and forests of that county. Several 
blank certificates of membership in an 
cath-bound society were found on Luee. 

A bill requiring Hfe insurance oom- 
panies to attach to their policies copies 
of all papers relating te the same, and 
also prohibiting any clause in a policy 
waiving any of the legal rights of the 
insured, will be introduced in the New 
Work assembly. A similar measure 
was beaten last session after several 
heated discussions. 

The New York Electrical Review an- 
nounces work by Nicholas Tesla which 
promises to greatly advance the art of 
photography by means of vacuum tubes 
of immense flluminating power which 
he has produced. The light emitted is so 
great as to be applicable for light house 
purposes. The Review says that this 
particular application is the “oddest and 
most unlooked for development of the 
vacuum tube.” 

A “double ripper’ carrying a party of 
about a dozen Wesleyan freshmen col- 
lHded with an electric light pole in Mid- 
dletown, Conn., last night. Fred John- 
son, whose home is in Staten island, re- 
ceived a szvere blow on the stomach 
and is believed to be {i:-ernally injured.

The most important part of Governor 
Wolcott’s inaugural address is his 
reference to the extravagant apropria- 
tions by the Legislature the past three 
years, which have increased the net 
debt of the State from $4,377,663.19 
on Jan. 1, 1895, to  $12,462,378.82 on 
sen. 1, 1898. He says: 

‘*It may be difficult to single out any 
part of this expenditure as unnecessary 
or unwise, and yet in the aggregate it 
has resulted in increasing nearly three- 
fold the net debt of the Commonwealth 
in the brief term of three years. This 
result cannot be regarded with in- 
difference. A more healthful condition 
of the body politic is indicated when 
the debt of State, city or town is in 
process of gradual extinction rather 
than of rapid increase. Increase of 
debt means increase of burden, and of 
its added weight each one is compelled 
directly or indirectly to bear his 
share. Beyond the continued prosecu- 
tion of enterprises already begun by 
the Commonwealth, I trust that in the 
immediate future your honorable 
bodies may decline to add to the ex- 
isting debt of the State, and that you 
may scrutinize with the utmost care, 
and with a deliberate purpose to con- 

“fine within reasonable limits, all ex- 
penditures of whatever nature you may 
be invited to make. Liberality easily 
passes into extravagance, and this the 
people of the Commonwealth will not 
lightly condone. 

*‘A considerable portion of the 
annaal legislation of this Common- 
wealth consists of acts permitting 
cities and towns for various purposes 
to exceed the debt limit of indebted- 
ness fixed by statute. Here, too, in 
the absence of general legislation on 
the subject, which is much to be de- 
sired, I think that a more stringent 
scrutiny of such petitions and a less 
easy compliance with them than has 
sometimes been accorded in the past 
would prove a healthful check upon 
a practice of increasing frequency, and 
in many cases of doubtful ex- 
pediency.”’ 

The Governor wisely recommends 
final State control of all the pauper 
insane and of all offenders against the 

of the Commonwealth, which 
would result in more complete classi- 
fication, in greater and more en- 
lightened uniformity of treatment and 
in better opportunity for industrial 
employment, 

He says present legislation on street 
railways is not in a satisfactory condi- 
tion and hopes for a wise and equit- 
able solution of this problem. 

While the recent reports on taxation 
laws were not unanimous, his excellency 
notes that none were content with ex- 
isting legislation, and says: ‘‘If your 
wisdom shall be able to contrive such 
changes in the system or methods of 
taxation as shall secure greater sim- 
plicity and equality of incidence,and to 
enact a just law which shall be easy to 
execute and difficult to evade, you will 
have done much to promote the wel- 
fare of our citizens and the prosperity 
of our commercial and _ industrial 
interests.’’ 

Other subjects toached upon are _in- 
surance, education, the militia, Boston 
harbor, topographical survey commis- 
sion, Metropolitan water board, State 
highways, Cape Cod canal, State 
House, International exposition at 
Paris, and uniformity of legislation. 
The address is not too long to receive 
a careful reading from all our people.

An interesting tabular statement has 
been issued by the Prohibition State 
Committee on the License vote at the 


recent elections. It shows a total 
‘*yes’? majority in 20 cities of 32,281, 


and a’total **No’’ majority of 10,648 
in 12 cities. Only five cities gavea 
larger majority against license than 
Quincy. At the same time there were 
in Quincy 817 who either did not go 
to the polls or dodged the license ques- 
tion.

Meanwhile an alarm had been 
rung in on the Weymouth circuit but 
when the town department arrived 
they found only a few blackened 
timbers and that the Quincy depart- 
ment had gone home. What their feel- 
ings were when they found that an out 
of town department had been and ex- 
tinguished one of their fires while they 
slept can be better imagined than told.

SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


President Eliot to Offer Suggest- 


ions for Improvement. 


Mr. F. A. Tupper, president of the 
Quincy Teachers’ Association, has been 
very fortunate in securing President 
Eliot to address our teachers and 
citizens on evening of January 14. 
The subject of the distinguished 
speaker’s remarks will be: ‘‘Sugges- 
tions for the improvement of our free 
school system. 

President Eliot is an extremely 
difficult man to obtain, so that every- 
one interested in education should 
avail himself of this rare opportunity 
of hearing a topic of vital interest 
discussed by the ablest educator of the 
day. The following brief sketch of 
President Eliot’s life may be of interest: 

Charles William Eliot, LL. D., was 
born at Boston, 20 February, 1834; he 
was graduated at Harvard 1853 with 
such classmates as John Quincy 
Adams, Prof. A. S. Hill, Prof. William 
H. Peck, Prof. James M. Peirce, Hon. 
John D. Washburn, Prof. Sylvester 
Waterhouse, Prof. James C. White, 
Justin Winsor and others of equal 
distinction. 

Dr. Eliot was treasurer of Harvard in 
1853, tutor 1854, assistant professor 1858, 
professor of chemistry at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
1865-7, president of Harvard since 1869, 
or 28 years. Only one other president 
of the twenty-six educational leaders, 
who have held the office of president 
or acting-president, has enjoyed a 
longer term of office, namely Edward 
Holyoke from 28 September, 1737, to 
June, 1769. 

As the most famous men in the his- 
tory of Quincy have been Harvard 
graduates, it is highly appropriate 
that all local Harvard men, and all 
who take pride in our historic city, 
should extend a most cordial greeting 
to the president of a university that 
has been instrumental in adding so 
much to the fame of good old Quincy.

HE Record of births in any city or town 
is always more or less ‘unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds diffi- 
culty in getting the necessary information.

In Sted an ace it is natural 


to consider that he might be done without. 
Some people base their ability ts plan 
their own buildings on what they have 
seen others do or on what experience they 
may have had themselves, and I have 
known people who never had anything to 
do with building to tell their architect 
when the contract was made, ‘‘I can su- 
perintend the work myself,’ thinking that 
as the plans and the specifications were 
settled the rest was easy and they could 
do it as well as any one else. When I have 
a client of this kind, Iam always glad to 
note the measure of his success or failure, 
and ithasinvariably turned out that such 
clever people have either ended in a law-

suit with their builders or have had a big 
bill to pay for extras, and often both. 
Builders prefer to deal with those who 
know the business and who, when they 
require information from the architect, 


can get it in practical form. Butfrom one 


who does not know a plan or its construc- 


tion it. is difficult to get anything, and it 
is generally a quarrel over everything, as 


it is but half done, and in nearly every 
case the architect is called on to settle dis- 
putes at last. 

The architect protects his client and at 
the same time is just to the builder. With 
his knowledge and experience he is able to 
give advice and assistance in the settle- 
ment of every detail. He places his im 


print on all that he does, and the value of 


this comes in the artistic effect produced. 
At the same time his superior knowledge 
enables him to see the finished conception,

ORIENTAL QUESTION. 


CHINESE MINISTER’S OPINION RE 
GARDING THE SITUATION IN CHINA. 


Feels That His Country Has Been Just and 
Patient Under Sore Trials— Missionaries 
Are Unbidden, Yet Are Specially Pro- 
tected—Opinion of a Japanese Diplomat. 


Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister, 
recently spoke for the New York World 
again regarding the situation in the far 
east. He said: 

“I desire to make it plain that in 
what I have said previously and what I 
may say upon the situation in the east 
I do not desire that my remarks should 
be construed as unfriendly to any other 
nation. I would desire that any cita- 
tions I have made from history in my 
previous interview should be taken ab- 
stractly. 

*‘As to the present situation as devel- 
oped, I donot think it so very grave 
today asit has been previously reported. 
At the same time I do not want to have 
it understood that I regard it lightly. 

“I think the situation will become 
simplified when the position of my gov- 
ernment becomes plain. The present 
difficulty has arisen because Germany, 
for reasons good to itself, has seen fit to 
seize Kiao Chou. This was brought about 
by the killing of two missionaries. 

“Now, while I cannot speak with 
absolute authority, I have no doubt that 
my government stunds ready to make 
every reparation for any act of lawless 
ness on the part of the Chinese. There 
is no doubt that my government stands 
ready to make such amends to Germany 


j as will be amply satisfactory. When 


this is done, there will be uo need for the 
occupation of Kiao Chou, and matters 
will resume their usual course. It seems 
to me to be plain that if reparation and 
amends are made for any error commit- 
ted by lawless persons the nation should 
not be made to permanently suffer. 

“When the position of China becomes 
known to the world, I do not think any 
fault can be found with us. This trou- 
ble comes up through the fact that 
many of our people are opposed to the 
missionaries that foreign people send to 
our shores. It is impossible for my gov- 
ernment to watch every man, but wher- 
ever any harm has been done full satis- 
faction bas always been given, and un- 
der the circumstances I cannot see what 
more can be desired of us. 

‘“‘We do not invite these people to 
China, but when they are there my gov- 
ernment protects them by extraordinary 
laws and permits them special privileges 
not enjoyed even by its own subjects. 

“If extraordinary difficulties arise, it 
is not just that China should suffer. 
Her civilization is the oldest known, 
and at the same time she freely permits 
foreigners to exploit their ideas. 

‘*What more can be done than to rec- 
tify wrongs? I feel sure, therefore, that 
when the position of my government is 
made known it will be seen that Ger- 
many has no cause for complaint.’’ 

The secretary of the Japanese legation 
said a few nights ago: 

“Tt is only frank to say that if a par- 
tition of China has been determined 
upon by the European powers it is a 
very serious matter for Japan. It would 
be serious if such a movement was even 
contemplated. 

‘Tf a partition such as is outlined was 
made, Japan would be confronted with 
the four most powerful nations of 
Europe at her very door. Such a contin- 
gency undoubtedly would occupy Ja- 
pan’s close attention. 

‘‘Speaking in the most friendly spirit, 
it must be admitted that such occupa- 
tion of parts of China would be a seri- 
ous menace not only to our peace, but 
our very liberty. It would be almost 
impossible by the most scrupulous ob- 
servance of treaties to obviate trouble 
with such a conjunction of nations. 
Clashing interests surely would embroil 
some one, and Japan certainly would be 
interested. 

‘‘When Russia, at the close of the 
last oriental war, advised Japan to evac- 
uate the territory conquered by her arms 
on account of these very reasons, that 
advice was taken in a friendly spirit 
and acted upon. It does not seem that 
the conditions have changed so materi- 
ally that four other nations should un- 
dertake to bring about the same state of 
affairs by planting colonies on the coasts 
of China. 

‘‘When the whole matter is carefully 
weighed, there is little doubt that good 
sense will commend itself to the Eu- 
ropean cabinets, even if they have con- 
templated any such movements as the 
newspapers foreshadow. 

“I do not think there is great serious- 
ness in the matter for the reason that no 
advices have come from Japan, It is 
true that our’ministry has changed, but 
that would make little difference with 
our foreign policy, because that depends 
upon our national programme, and it is 
almost as difficult to bring about a 
change in that as in an organic law of 
the United States.’’

It was interesting, but it was 
baffling, and the exhibitor coined mon- 
ey. One day, however, a dog chanced to 
follow a curious beholder into the cafe 
chantant. Immediately the wondrous 
animal humped its back like a diminu- 
tive camel and began to hiss and spit. 
The mystery was solved. It was a shaved 
cat.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Lewell’s Active Mayor. 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 7.—Mayor Bennett 
is going to institute reforms in some of 
the departments. In the commons de- 
partment to whioh he recently appointed 
@ new superintendent he found 15 men 
with nothing to do, but all were drawing 
seven days’ pay a week, some at $3 per 
day. With four horses standing idle in 
the stable, the superintendent was hiring 
a team to do work. The mayor directed 
that this team be dispensed with, that 
Sunday work and pay be stopped in this 
and all other departments, and that the 
force be cut down, giving preference in 
retention to men with families. This 
order to stop Sunday work will affect 
several departments, including the lands 
and buildings. In the Edson cemetery 
department, the mayor also finds un- 
necessary men who are credited with 76 
hours’ work weekly, which is an extra 
hour each day and a full Sunday. The 
appropriation is overrun $200, and the 
(mayor will have an interview with the 
superintendent, 


Unanimous Against Reduction. 

Pawtucket, R. I., Jan. 7.—Last night 
there was @ meeting of the state execu- 
tive committee of the Mule Spinners’ 
association of Rhode Island, which is 
composed of one delegate from each mill 
in the state using mules, elther cotton 
or woolen. It was stated by State Sec- 
retary Fallon that the delegates reported 
that the feeling in the state against a 
reduction of wages runs very high. He 
had been in correspondence with various 
operatives in the Pawtuxet end Black- 
stone valleys, and they were unanimous 
against any reduction in wages. 


Beston Police Force. 

Boston, Jan, 7.—In the annual report 
of the board of police commissioners it 
is stated that there are at present 1292 
persons employed by the department, 
including 1000 officers and 100 reserve 
officers. The total number of arrests 
made by the department was 45,659, 5085 
of which were women. Just 21,326 were 
foreigners and 4816 minors. Fines col- 
lected amounted to $136,613.30. The ar- 
rests for drunkenness averaged 81 per 
day. The police recovered stolen prop- 
erty worth $80,730.38, or $28,103.27 less 
than the average amount.

AN UNHOLY COMPACT. 


Designation Applied to Anti-Hanna 
Combine by Republicans, 


Mass Convention of the Party 
Called by Committee. 


Neither of Opposing Forces Shows Any Signs 
of Weakening. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 7.—The executive 
committee of the Republican state com- 
mittee issued a call last night for @ 
mass convention to be’ held here next 
Monday afternoon. It is represented 
that “the Republicans of Ohio in county, 
district and state conventiens assembled 
last spring and summer promised the 
people they would return Hon, M. A. 
Hanna to the senate of the United States. 
A pledge more sacred was never given. 
Upon this issue one of the fiercest po- 
litical camyeigns in the history of our 
state was foeght until you achieved a 
splendid victory. During thiscampaign 
a few conspirators, pretended Republi- 
cans, not giving heed to the lawfully ex- 
pressed will of a vast majority of their 
party, sought in every section of the 
state to defeat the legislative nominees 
of the Repubi:can party. Overwhelmed 
and defeated by your ballots, they have 
since consorted with your enemies for the 
purpose of defeating yeur will, solemnly 
expressed at the ballot box. By 
these acts they have shown that they 
do not love the great and: beneficent prin- 
ciples of our party, and that the wishes 
of the people are not to be regarded by 
them. All tgat is dear to them ts per- 
sonal revenge and spoils. Not in anger, 
but with shame, we inform you that some 
of your representatives in the general 
assembly have joined in this unholy 
compact and there is danger that they 
will disregard your wishes and expressed 
instructions. We, therefore, call upen 
you to assemble and consult as to how 
our state can be saved from this infamy, 
and to petition your representatives, by 
your presence and by your words, to 
faithfully perform the duty which you 
imposed upon them.” 

The developments yesterday indicated 
that Gerrard would not only be voted for 
on the ballots for senator, but that he 
raight lead on the first ballot, if the pres- 
ent efforts to make him the free silver 
Republican candidate are successful. 
He is one of the wealthiest men in Cin- 
cinnati, and has always been a radical 
silver man. 

Representative Joyce of Guernsey, who 
is included in the 70 votes claimed for 
Hanne, is considered as doubtful. The 
Hanna men claim that Jones, Redky, 
Rutan and Manuel, who are on the list 
of the opposition, are doubtful. The 
combination workers were aggressive 
until the past day or two, when they not 
only had enough votes to defeat Hanna, 
but had also reached all thé doubtful 
members. The opposition is now on the 
defensive in keeping its majority in line. 
The contest has settled down to a siege 
in which the opposition holds the fort 
and the Hanna men are charging the 
breastworks. 

The talk of Senator Burke being in the 
Goubtful list has about subsided. He 
was slated for president pro tem of the 
senate by the opposition. As he was not 
present on Monday to qualify, Senator 
Crumley, Democrat, was elected presi- 
dent pro tem. It transpires that Sena- 
tor Crumley wrote out his resignation be- 
fore his election, and it is in the hands 
of Senator Fink, the leader of the Dem- 
ocratic side. Whenever Senator Burke 
is ready, Senator Fink will present the 
resignation of Crumley as president pro 
tem and Burke will get the'place. 

Se far the opposition to Hanna is not 
only holding its men well! in line, but it 
has executed all the plans provided for 
previous to the caucuses on last Satur- 
dey. The opposition managers say they 
are having no trouble to hold their men 
out against Hanna, but admit their dit- 
ficulty in finging any candidate for whom 
all the bolting Republicans and the 
Democratic members will vote. The 
bolters are unanimous tn declaring they 
cannot vote for any Democrat for sena- 
tor. Enough Democratic members to 
give the managers trouble and anxiety 
say they do not want to vote fora Re- 
publican for senator. The solicitude of 
the combine on this issue is shown in the 
following editorial tn last evening’s 
issue of the Democratic Press, the organ 
of the combined opposition to Senator 
Hanna: “The Democratic members of 
the legislature now have it in their power 
to defeat Mr. Hanna for the senate, and 
the blame for a failure to do it will rest 
with them. They can make no satis- 
factory explanation if they fall. Stu- 
pidity in such an emergency as the pres- 
ent is intolerable. Every Republican 
vote against Boxwell for speaker was 
cast to show unfaltering opposition to 
Hanha, and has no other meaning what- 
ever. Let no Democratic members of 
the legislature suppose that a time will 
ever arrive during the session when a 
Democratic candidate for the senate 
can be elected; butas these Foraker Re- 
publicans stand ready now to unite with 
the Bryan Democrats to agree upon a 
Republican other than Mark Hanna. }et 
no Democratic member hesitate. Let 
the fusion be as complete between all 
who oppose Hanna as it was in oppos!- 
tion to Boxwell, so that Hanna can be 
defeated and some opponent elected on 
the first ballot. This is the only 
method to outgeneral Hanna.” 

A call was issued last night by the 
Republican state executive committee 
for a mass convention of Republicans 
to be held in this city next Monday af- 
ternoon to protest against the attempt 
to defeat Hanna.

Tuesday. Further I do not care to be 

oted.” 
The plan of the anti-Hanna people is 
said now te be to force all the Democrats 
into line and defeat Mr. Hanna at the 
outset. They are entirely om the de- 
fensive now, and it is claimed a long 
deadlock would weaken their pesition. 
There is no lack of confidence, however, 
at the anti-Hanna headquarters, al- 
though the demands being made upon 
the bolting Republicans are increasing 
every hour. The Democrats are now 
demanding, it is said, & congressional 
gerrymander. At present but five of the 
21 congressional districts in the state 
are counted as Democratic. It is said 
that Senator Fink of Perry county, 
whom Congressman Grosvenor defeated 
some time ago, is engaged in preparing 
the redistricting measure. He seeks to 
put himself and Genera! Grosvenor in @ 
strong Democratic district so that the 
old battle can be fought over. Senator 
Fink’s bil, it is claimed, will receive the 
support of Mr. Kurtz, who wants to 
down the Athenian statesman and get 
even with him for taking a hand in the 
senatoria! contest.

An Informal Vote Indicates a Big Strike In 
New Bedford. 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 7.—The weav- 
ers have voted informally not to take 
the reduction in the spirit displayed 
across the county in Fall River. Apart 
from the cut they have a special griev- 
ance in what they claim is the fining 
system practised in some of the mills. 

The formal vote on a strike, according 
to the rules, must be by ballot, but inas- 
much as but half of the union was rep- 
resented in the meeting it was not cen- 
sidered proper to take a formal vote. 
Presumably it will be taken by ballots 
distributed by the collectors as they 
make their rounds and subsequently re- 
turned by them to the seeretary.

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-~ WAS TRUSTED EMPLOYE. 


Disappearance of Clerk and Packages of 
Money and Bonds. 

New York, Jan. 7.—The American Ex- 
press company has been robbed of $10,582, 
and Clerk Braden, Jr., a trusted employe, 
is missing. Detectives are hunting for 
him. 

Three days ago the night manager in 
charge of the office at Forty-seventh and 
Madison avenue was taken ill and 
Braden, a clerk of the company for more 
than 10 years, was temporarily substi- 
tuted. This office the company uses as 
a clearing house for all its matter sent 
or received from the Grand Central sta- 
tion. Among the parcels to be sent ona 
train on the Hudson River road yester- 
day morning were several containing 
cash to the amount of $5582 and one con- 
taining five $1000 Chicago gas bonds. It 
was Braden’'s place to take these pack- 
ages to the train, return to the office and 
remain on duty until 7 o'clock. 

When the day employes arrived Braden 
was not In the office. The safe was 
locked. There were no receipts for valu- 
able packages by the morning train, al- 
though the books showed that several 
parcels had been received at the office. 
At first the absence was set down to 
carelessness, but a few minutes later the 
leather bags which had contained the 
packages were found under other freight. 
They had been cut open and the money 
and bonds taken. 

That the robbery was hastily carried 
out is shown by the fact that $25,000, 
mostly in cash, was left in the safe and 
that the bonds weretaken. Notices were 
sent to every bank and financial insti- 
tution in the country warning them 
egainst purchasing the stolen bonds, 
which have a face value of $5000, but 
are worth in other markets $5850. They 
are numbered 1603, 1827, 2859, 4000 and 
4191. 


Kiiled In a Collapse. 

Whitmore Lake, Mich., Jan. 7.—The 
Toledo Ice company’s mammoth ice- 
house in course of erection here collapsed 
yesterday, killing two laborers instantly, 
probably fatally wounding five, and in- 
juring a dozen others. 

One hundred and fifty men were at 
work in the building, which was I*0 feet 
wide and 250 feet long. The west out- 
side wall first fell, the others followirg 
in rapid succession, until the entire 
structure lay flat upon the ground with 
the men struggling beneath it. The 
cause of the collapse is notknown. Ten 
thousand dollars will cover the loss. 


Honored by Blackballing. 

Montreal, Jan. 7.—United States Consul 
General Bittenger was blackballed by 
the St. James club, the social organiza- 
tion of the city. It is said that no less 
than 50 blacks wereicast against the elec- 
tion. Mr. Bittenger’s defeat was un- 
doubtedly brought about by an article 
published in a Chicago paper a week ago 
last Sunday and published in full by the 
local newspargrs. In the article Mr. 
Bittenger was made to say that the 
French-Canadian citizens of Quebec 
were forming secret societies and arrang- 
ing for an eutbreak looking to the in- 
dependence of Canada. 


Reception to Redmond. 

New York, Jan. 7.—John Redmond arf 
Ireland was given a hearty welcome 
last night in a reception at the Hoffman 
House, which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the Irish societies in this 
city. He spoke enthusiastically of the 
coming celebration in the old country. 
He also said that the split that had 
existed since Parnell’s death among the 
Irish members in the British parliament 
Was being gradually closed, and it was 
probable that at the next session the 
thome rulers would present a united 
front again.

INDIANS. AS LOGGERS. 
An Experiment Which the Government 
Will Try In Wisconsin. 
The government is about to make the 
experiment of making loggers out of its 
Indian wards on reservations in north- 


ern Minnesota. 

The plan is that contracts for cutting 
dead and fallen timber on the W hite, 
Earth and Winnibigoshish res« vations” 
will be let to the Indians themselves 
and noothers. The Indian must contract 
for the sale of the lumber at a certain 
price per thousand, delivered on the 
bank of a lake or stream. Fifteen per 
cent of the sale price will be deducted 
for the tribe in payment for stumpage, 
and the remainder will go to the con- 
tractor. In case the Indian has not suffi- 
cient money with which to purchase a 
camp outfit, provision is made for ad- 
vancing the necessary amount, either by 
the government or the purchaser of the 
logs. 

It is expected that between 15,000,000 
and 20,000,000 feet will be cut in the 
Winnibigoshish reservation during the 
coming winter and a total of about 50,- 
000,000 feet on that and the neighbor- 
ing reservations. —Boston Herald.

The Women’s Musical Clubs. 

The movement toward the establish- 
ment of a national federation of wo- 
men’s musical clubs is progressing in so | 
satisfactory a manner that a temporary 
organization is now assured. The chair- | 
man of the committee appointed for the 
purpose at the last annual convention of 
the National Music Teachers’ associa- 
tion, Mrs. Thecdore Sutro, has just sent 
out an official circular announcing meet- 
ings for the permanent organization of 
the new association on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Jan. 25 and 26, in Chicago, 
and inviting every musical club to send 
a delegate and declaring the eligibility 
of all women’s clubs which have a 
musical department. This is important 
news and reflects much credit upon 
Mrs. Sutro and her able and industrious 
colleagues. The admission of depart- 
ment clubs in which one department is 
devoted to music isa very wise and 
even statesmanlite step. It brings into 
the organization of the largest | 
and most infiuentia societies of the 
land. 

In the past two years at least 1,200 of | 
the great women’s clubs of the country | 
have adopted the department system 
and have made music a regular subject | 
of study and work. The new rule will 
bring in other types and classes of or-

ganizations. Among these may be men- 
tioned the Clio, which conducts through- 
out the season a double course, one part 
being literary and the other musical; 
the Fenelon, which is historical, liter- 
ary, artistic and musical ; Philitscipoma, 
which combines philosophy, literature, 
science, poetry and music; the German 
Wagner clubs, whose object is the crit- 
ical study of the literary as well as the 
musical compositions of that world re- | 
nowned musician; the folklore socie- | 
ties, which devote as much attention to 
the rescue and preservation of folk songs 
and folk music as they do to folk tales;

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Pruning can be done when the trees are 
not frozen. 

Water should never be allowed to stand 
around trees. 

Mulching should be done when the 
ground freezes. 

Pansies sown in the fall should be well 
protected during the winter. 

The quince is greatly benefited by heavy 
manuring applied late in the fall or early 
winter. 

All trees and vines that are sheltered 
from the winds will bud out sooner than 
those that are exposed. 

It is claimed that phosphate fertiliz-rs 
give a rich, peculiar flavor to grapes not 
obtainable in any other way. 

If any limbs of trees should get taken 
off by storms in winter, cutoff the broken 
part and cover the wound with paint. 

Pear blight is less abundant in orchards 
where only a fair growth is made than 
among trees forced along by strong ma- 
bures, 

When setting out trees of any kind, 
never put manure of any sort in the hole 
made to receive the roots of the tree. —Ex- 
change.

DIE. GAST FOR STRIKE, 


fhe National Council of Spinners 
Declares For Resistance, 


Lowell and New Bedford 
Workers Will Go Out. 


Dissatisfaction Expressed Over Action of Fall 
River Operatives. 


Boston, Jan. 10.—The die has been cast 
for a strike of spinners in two cities 
against the reduction in wages ordered 
throughout the cotton mills of New Eng- 
land. At the meeting of the committee 
ef the National union of Mule Spinners 
in this city Sunday, the unanamous 
decision reached was that the plan pro- 
posed by the manufacturers for reliev- 
ing the congeested state of the cloth 
market was so impracticabie and un- 
Warranted as to justify the organization 
in sanctionizg a labor war. in proof 
of the assertion that the wrong method 
was devised, reference was made to 
the lowering of the price of pr.nt cloth 
following immediately upon the = an- 
nouncement of the proposed cheapening 
of manufacture. Two cities were se- 
lected as the battle-grounds for the pro- 
posed contest—-New Bedford and Lowell, 
and an assevsment of 25 cents a wurking 
member was agreed upon, 

The meeting was attended by every 
member of the board. Delegates repre- 
senting every center in New England 
were present and several made appli- 
cation for permission to strike. Among 
the principal speakers were Michael 
Duggan of Lowell, president of the Na- 
tional union; Secretary Ross and Treas- 
urer O'Donnell, Robert Howard of Fall 
River, George Byron of Lewiston, Me,, 
J. W. Batley of Dover, N. H., Jeremiah 
McAuliff of Lawrence, James Murphy of 
Taftville, Conn., and James Fallen, sec- 
retary of the Rhode Island spinnc®; and 
vice. president of the National union. 
The board denied the application for 
permission to strike in all places except 
Lowell and New Redford, it -being 
thought advisable to have the strength 
of the organization centered in. those 
places. In the event of Lowell declining 
to strike, the assessmént, which will 
famount to between $750 and $800 a wéek, 
will be devoted to the New. Bedford 
strike. 

It was voted, where reductionsin wages 
occur Which will bring them below the 
union scale, to leave the matter to the 
executive committee to decide as to the 
advisability cf a strike. It was decided 


- that in cases of strikes the backboys and 


doffers would receive $2 a week. 

The case of Dover, N. H., was of Some- 
what unsettled status. Notice of a re- 
duction has not yet been posted. The 
men claim they were working for 8 per- 
cent less than the Fall River operatives 
were, and they will oppose any reduction. 
In case a reduction is threatened at 
Dover the matter will be brought to the 
attention of the national board for im- 
mediate action. 

Many speeches were made regarding 
the acceptance, of the cutdown by the 
Fall River spinners. All agreed that 
they should have resisted, and that there 
would have been ample funds to back 
them. The speeches of the delegates 
presenting the various cases where cut- 
downs had been posted or had been 
threatened advocated resistance. 

The New Bedford representatives ex- 
pressed themselves ..as exceedingly 
pleased with the hearty co-operation of 
the exefutive board, and said they had 
a good fund of their own, and would be 
glad to assist so far as possible with their 
funds the cause in other cities, .The 
Lowell men said that they would no doubt 
strike, but it would be left to the opera- 
tives, a meeting to be held during this 
week deciding the matter. The eutdown 
in Lowell takes.effect-on Jan. 11, and 
there is only one mill of importance in 
the city that has not poste@a notice to 
that effect. About 16,000 people will be 
affected directly by any crisis inthe mill 
interests. The situation has’ been worse 
in the last 12 months thz an in the preced- 
ing years, 

The Lewiston representatives stated 
that the reduction in that city will equal 
$17,000 @ month on ‘the payroll; Every- 
thing, is now runing full’ time. Six 
large’ cotton corporationa @re invelved. 
Notices.of cuts have been posted with 
the amoutits to be-—nounced Iater, 
Wages runs a little OMder that of New 
Bedford and Yall River. 


Wishes of the Southerners. 

Boston, Jan. 10.—A_ special meeting of 
the executive board of the state-branch 
of the American Federation of Labor 
was held Sunday for the purpose of 
discugsing the situation of the cotton 
mill operatives in this state, and de- 
vising ways and means to furnish em- 
ployment for those who will be thrown 
eut of work by strikes and lockouts. 

It was stated by a representative

New Bedford, Mass, Jan) 10.—At the 
Parish mass in St. James’ -Catholic 
chureh Sunday, the pastor, Rey. James 
¥F. Clark. referred briefly to the labor 
situation. While he wished his parish- 
ioners a prosperous new’ year, he said 
the outlook: was not very bright since 
a crisis between capital and labor was 
at hand. He vureed his hearers to re- 
member that thie workingmen had 
rights as citizerss waich they should de- 
mand, and also {bat slavery was abol- 
ished i, 1561. The workingmen should 
not forget, however, that capital had 
certain rights as well as labor. His 
advice was to think deeply, act slowly, 
fand when they arrived at a conclusion 
to stand by it and not to be slaves. 


Divisiou In lemocratio Ranks, 

Boston, Jan. 10..-War to the knife has 
been declared between the two factions 
into which the leadership of George F. 
Willams has divided the democracy 
ef this state, Saturday was fixed for 
the organization of the state committee, 
Although the rules required his presence 
by reason of his former office as vice 
ehairman, John Lee was not allowed 
in the meeting place because he was 
not provided with credentials, two of the 
Williams’ men acting as doorkeepers. 

The first contest came on the election 
of a temporary secretary. The deie- 
gates favorable to Williams placed in 
nomination William S., McNary of Bos- 
ten, and the anti-Williams delegates 
named Daniel H. Coakey of Boston as 
their candidate. At this point Delegate 
Cooke complained that his candidate 
for secretary, Mr. Coakley, was receiving 
unfair treatment, and the result was 
that Delegate Cooke and 24 of his friends 
left the room. The Williams’ delegates 
elected Christopher Callahan of Holyoke 
ena.irman-and.Mr, MeNary secretary.

Murderer Hayward’s Antecedents, 

Marshfield, Mass., Jan. 10.—When 
Charles Hayward, who killed his wife 
and himself last Friday night, was young 
he had the scarlet fever, and it is claimed 
that since that time he had not been of 
sound mind. At times he appeared to 
be insane, but his relatives and friends 
eonsidered him harmless. He began to 
drink when a young man, and would fre- 
quently remain away from home a num- 
ber of days atatime. In 1892 his father, 
Francis D. Hayward, purchased a farm 
for him at Marshfield and Charles went 
there to live); Hayward returned to 
Malden, and wh.e there was arrested 
for drunkenness. He was released un- 
der bail, but defaulted. He returned to 
the city about one year afterwards, ac- 
companied by his wife. He acted more 
strangely than usual, and his family 
thought it advisable to send him to the 
insane asylum at Danvers. 

They consulted Judge Pettingill, but 
while the necessary papers were being 
made out Hayward heard what was go- 
ing to be done to him and he fied.. He 
and his wife again settled on the Marsh- 
field farm. They quarreled frequently 
and Mrs, Hayward was accused of un- 
faithfulness. 

Hayward informed friends in; Malden 
that he had been ejected from his house 
by a friend of his wife about five weeks 
ago, , When Hayward was’ at his fath- 
er’s funeral he complained that he had 
had considerable trouble at) home of 
late. He did not stay there long after 
the funeral, but returned directly to his 
home.

Nevertheless, I pre- 
fer to win with the Populists on one side 
and the free silver Republicans on the 
other; and we must not forget when the

Jast year it took more courage on the 
part of the free silver Republicans to 
desert their old party and more self- 
sacrifice on the part of the Populists to 
go outside of their organization for a 
presidential candidate because he agreed 
with them on the paramount issue than 
it did for the Democrats to support the 
ticket which was nominated by their own 
national convention.” 


Mr. Gage and Mr. Bryan. 

New York, Jan. 10.—A Washington 
dispatch to The World says that Secre- 
tary Gage, when asked if he cared to 
make a reply to William Jennings 
‘Bryan's criticism of his course at the 
banquet in Chicago Saturday night, said 
he Was not prepared at this moment to 
answer Mr. Bryan. ‘The great silver 
leader,” Mr. Gage is quoted as saying, 
{has had his innings. It may be that I 
‘will have mine some of these days. 

“I will say a word, however, about my 
plan for the retirement of the green- 
backs, and treasury notes which Mr. 
Bryan refers toinhisspeech. I advocate 
only a conditional retirement of the 
greenbacks or a certain proportion of 
them, in order to strengthen the govern- 
ment in its position toward them, and to 
give better assurances than now exist 
that the government will have, the power 
to'redeem them in gold, as it should do.” 

In his criticism the Democratic leader 
said: “Not content with advocating a 
fpolicy which places the destinies of 70,- 
000,000 of free men in the hands of foreign 
financiers and permits a few London 
bankers to control our standard money, 
fhe now proposes to give the national 
banks full and complete contro! of the 
paper money of the nation. In Novem- 
ber, 1896, 6,500,000 electors voted against 
the retirement of the greenbacks, and 
7,000,000 supported a platform which was 
silent upon the subject. The Republican 
candidate for president, in his letter of 
acceptance, pledged the Republican 
party to keep in circulation (and asgood 
as gold) all the silver and paper moneys 
now included in the currency of the 
country, while only one party advyo- 
cated the retirement of the greenbacks, 
and that party polled less than 1 percent 
of the total vote. Mr. Gage knows these 
facts, and yet, in spite of that knowledge, 
he is seeking to organize a money trust 
more dangerous not only to the indus- 
tries, but to the liberties of the people, 
than all the other trusts combined. At 
such a time and under sugh circum- 
stances the memory of the hero of New 
Orleans ought to be invoked in.every 
state, county, and hamlet to arouse the 
people toa sense of their danger.” 


Desperate Fight Predicted. 

London, Jan. 10.—The Times, com- 
menting editorially on dispatches from 
George W. Smalley, its New York cor- 
respondent, dealing with the growth of 
Bryanism among the Democrats and the 
disintegration: of the Republicans, and 
predicting a silver majority in the next 
house of representatives, attributes the 
“reaction” to President McKinley's 
“temporizing attitude and ambiguous 
language on the currency question.” 

The Times says: “It cannot be that 
the forces which defeated Bryanism in 
1896 are wholly shattered and annulled 
bya series of tactical errors, but an im- 
mense advartage has undoubtedly been 
given to ahe anarchical and predatory 
tendencies which have recently become 
f0 formidable in American society by 
the disorganization of the Republican 
iparty and the Incapacity of sound money 
‘nen to retain any controlling authority 
amiong the Democrats. Clearly there 
will be a desperate fight a few months 
hence, to be renewed at the presidential 
contest of 1900, over the same issues 
which were supposed to be settled by the 
election of Mr. McKinley.”

MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Parker Brown Found Dead— 
Had Threatened Suicide. 

Parker Brown of 4 Parker 
dead, but whether his death was due 
to natural causes or whether it was a 
case of suicide is yet to be determined.

Ilis story of finding the body is that 
he came down stairs about 8.30 o'clock 
Sunday morning and found him dead 
upon the lounge. The most natural 
thing to do ander the circumstances 
would have been to notify the author- 
ities immediately, but this he did not 
do until late Sunday afternoon and the 
only reason he gives was that he was 
was dead. 

Medical Examiner Gilbert was 
notified and turned the body over to 
Undertaker Hall. 

When seen this morning Medical Ex- 
aminer Gilbert dispelled all rumors as 
to the cause of Brown’s death by giving 
out that he died of natural causes. He 
was about 63 years of age.

Horrors Not Half Depicted. 
After spending 
feveral weeks making personal investi- 
gation of the situation in Cuba, Con- 
gressman King of Utah arrived here last 
night.

Spex 1g of histrip he said: “I made 
it my duty to learn just what the con- 
ditions were, and I found that no one has 
ever half depicted the awful horrors of 
the reconcentrados. These people, naked 
and emaciated, are dying like sheep in 
the streets of the towns where they are 
still huddled. To realize just what this 
means one must see for himself. 

“It found that the Spanish people have 
very little faith in the autonomical gov- 
ernment, for they are strongly in favor 
of annexation, and want it at once. Gen- 
eral Blanco has not succeeded in his ef- 
forts to alleviate the suffering, for he 
has not had financial means to carry it 
out. I have interviewed insurgent lead- 
ers, Spanish officers and Americans, and 
shave some definite idea of what is going 
on in that terribly devastated island. I 
know positively that General Lee is not 
going out with General Blanco to see 
General Gomez.” As Mr. King saw 
General Lee, he evidently speaks with 
authority.

Dr. Hall’s Zesignazion. 
New York, Jan. 10.—Rev. Dr. John Hall 


fnnounced to his congregation Sunday, 


morning his resignation as pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church. 
| Many of his old parishioners heard it with 
deep emotion, and when the services were 
concluded not a few of the rich congre- 
| gation forgot the restraints of formality 
and clustered around their pastor of three 
decades. 

It was after the sermon and just before 
the closing hymn that Dr. Hall chose to 
ead the communication that told a 
breaking of his relation as pastor with 
the congregation. “Having served the 
whurch for 48 years, and as pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church for 
30 years,” he said, “after prayerful and 
long consideration, I have decided to re- 
tign this pastorate so as to allow the 

®rethren of the session to choose a suc- 
cessor of requisite energy.” 

Dr. Hall was born in Armagh, Ireland, 
July 31, 1829. He entered Belfast college 

| Avhen 13 years old. In June, 1849, he be- 
fan to preach asa missionary in western 
Ireland. He left there in 1852, when he 
received a call to the First Presbyterian 
church of Armagh. Six years later he 
became pastor of the collegiate church 
of St. Mary’s abbey, Dublin. In 1867 Mr. 
Hall came to this country as a delegate 
fo the old school Presbyterian assembly 
of the United States, which met in Cin- 
‘cinnati. He was invited to speak in the 
Fifth Avenue church, its regular pastor 
being absent because of ill health. After 
the services the pastorate of the church 
Was tendered Dr. Hall, but it was only 
upon his return to Ireland that he de- 
cided to,accept it. He has been receiy- 
fing about $30,000 a year, $15,000 of which 
was his salary as pastor. 


Apparent Evidence of Fraud, 

Washington, Jan. 10.—There is to be 
an investigation of the accounts ren- 
dered by postmasters for the last six 
months. The old system of checking 
and settling accounts, under which the 
auditor has discovered apparent evi- 
dences of fraud, has been in operation 
for three years, but the six months’ 
period will serve as.a test to show in 
@ general way to what extent frauds 
may have been cdnmimitted. If those 
discovered prove of such magnitude as 
to warrant an examination of the ac- 
counts for the entire three years, then 
the work will be undertaken. Some of 
the discrepancies it is believed will be 
found to be due to the imperfect regis- 
tration of the coupons attached to the 
money orders, which complicates the 
checking by the accounting officers and 
makes mistakes of frequent occurrence. 


Rim of Engine Wheel Burst, 

New York, Jan. 10.—The rim of one of 
the six-foot drivers of the engine draw- 
ing the Royal Blue line express for Balti- 
more and Washington burst as the train 
was rushing past Netherwood depot. 
Three persons were injured. The train 
was making fully 50 miles an hour when 
the accident occurred. One section of 
the wheel went through the side of a 
coal car of a passing coal train. Another 
section described a curve and crashed 
@gainst the side of the combination 
coach, A hole three feet square was torn 
in the side of the car. Hugh Ness of St. 
George, Staten Island, was struck by 
flying splinters and broken glass, and 
cut about theface. John Wyner of Sun- 
bury, Pa., was on the seat behind Ness. 
The flying fragment dashed the seat from 
its fastening, and Wyner was thrown 
across the car and severely bruised.

TRIPLE MURDER IN 
THE BAY STATE. 


Brookfiield Farmer Killed With His 


Wife and Daughter. 


Cries of Cattle Aroused Sus- 
picions of Neighbors. 


House Entered, and Investigators Con- 


fronted by a Grewsome Spectacle— 


Mangled Bodies of Woman and 


Child Down Stairs, and Blood- 


Covered Corpse of Man 


In a Room Above. 


Brookfield, Mass., Jan. 11.—Francis 
D. Newton, his wife and their adopted 
coughter, Ethel, were found brutally 
murdered in their home in the Rice Cor- 
ner district, two miles southeast of 
Brookfield Centre, at 10 o'clock Sunday 
night. 

It is thought that they were killed be- 
tween 10 o’clock and midnight of Fri- 
day by a hired man, who is known as 
Paul Miller. He is missing. 

Francis D. Newton, the murdered man, 
Was a successful farmer. He was 45 
years old. His wife, Sarah Walker 
Newton, was 42 years ofage. The little 
girl was 10 years old. 

A full quarter of a mile from any habi- 
tation vad the Newtons, pursuing the 
even tenor of their life, seeing their 
neighbors but seldom and keeping, like 
many other families, well within them- 
selves. Mr. Newton, a hard working, 
but not a rich farmer, kept one servant, 
the man who is now being searched for. 
The household tasks were performed by 
Mrs. Newton unaided. No one who 
passed the house on Saturday (and there 
must have been many) thought it strange 
that there appeared no signs of life 
about the place. Neither did the passers- 
by on Sunday morning consider it won- 
derful that neither Mr. Newton nor his 
wife appeared at the windows. Even 
Elmer Newcomb, who, on Sunday after- 
noon, heard the lowing of the cattle in 
the barn, did not think of looking into 
the house foritsinhabitants. It appears 
still more strange that William Bemis 
and William Eaton, who were notified 
by Newcomb and who went to the barn 
and fed the cattle, should not have gone 
a little farther and hunted up the family. 

It was William Eaton, however, who 
felt the most worried about the New- 
tons, and he it was who asked four oth- 
ers to investigate the Newton premises. 
Besides Eaton were William Bemis, 
Arthur Rice, George Pike, Herbert 
Doane and Elmer Newcomb, the latter 
being the one who had fed the cattle in 
the afternoon. They found the doors 
locked, both front and back, but one of 
the parlor windows was open and a pane 
of glass broken. 3efore entering by that 
means, however, they knocked and 
kicked at the doors, hoping to arouse 
gomeone inthe house. Noone answered 
their call, so one of their number climbed 
through the window and let the rest in 
by the door. The house was dark and 
the air had that damp chill which tells 
of the lack of a fire for many hours. Thé 
jighting of the lantern which they found 
fn the shed gave the five men the first 
idea of what had really transpired, and 
in a measure nerved them for the fear- 
ful revelations which were soon to fol- 
low. 

The light of the lantern fell upon a 
scene of wildest disorder. Scattered 
about the sitting room and parlor were 
bureau drewers turned upside down, 
clothing of every description thrown in 
every direction, and in fact half the 
household effects were disordered, which 
showed plainly that ransacking had been 
made for money; but even this condition 
of things was insignificant with the scene 
which met the gaze of the five men when 
they stepped into the back bedroom, 
which leads out of the sitting room. 
There, upon the bed, lay the mother of 
the household, and beside her, the little 
daughter, both covered with blood, while 
t\he bed clothing was also blood stained. 
"he searchers had only to turn to the 
with to discover the fearful weapon 
witich the murderer's hand had so re- 
lenessly wielded. The clothing on both 
the bodies was thrown back over the 
victims’ heads, and it was only after it 
had been smoothed down that the men 
discovered the fearful wounds in the 
heads of the mother and chjld, which 
caused death. Each had been dealt two 
deep blows which undoubtedly caused 
almost instant death. Not content with 
this, the fiend had thrown off the cloth- 
dng of each and hacked at the lower part 
of the bodies of the victims. 

That the head of the household must 
have met a similar fate seemed reason- 
able, and the men, leaving the first scene 
of butchery, began a search for the 
second which they felt sure they would 
soon find. It did not take long to dis- 
cover it. Upstairs in one of the cham- 
bers lay the dead body of Mr. Newton, 
he, too, covered with blood, with the 
same gaping wounds inthe head. There 
avas still one more member of the house- 
hold unaccounted for, and to his room, 
jn the back part of the house, went the 
men. Instead of finding another body, 
no trace of the man who called himself 
Pagl Miller could be found. The bed evi- 
dently had been slept in at least for a 
short time. The only person who, if he 
survived. could tell of that scene of 


carnage Was gone.

In the case of Mr. Newton, who the 
physicians and the public think was 
killed first, the murderer had evidently 


attacked him in his bed and there his 


brains were beaten out. In fact the 
whole top of his head was almost a mass 
of jelly. There were no other wounds on 
his body, and death must have come very 
soon. The bed in which lay the victim 
did not show the disorder as the one 
down stairs. 

The physicians were able to state that 
the murderer had confined himself to 
killing his victims and had not attempt- 
ed to-violate their bodies. The bodies, 
emept for the wounds describef, were 
found to be in normal condition, and no 
bones were broken except in the little 
girl’s hand. 

By the time the medical experts had 
finished their labors the police had made 
a pretty thorough examination of the 
premises and had listened to nearly 
every one who had dealings with or 
knew anything about the Newtons or 
their hired man. While the intent of the 
murderer had undoubtedly been rob- 
bery, it seemed as if he had been but 
meagrely rewarded for his efforts. On 
the chair by the bedside of Mr. Newton 
hung his vest, and in it was his gold 
watch. It was learned that on Tuesday, 
Newton went to Worcester to buy a 
horse, taking his man, who drove to 
the depot in Brookfield. He did not 
make the purchase, but he must have 
had a iwndred or more dollars with him, 
and have brought it back that night. 

Not the least of the startling events 
of the morning was the discovery that the 
flend had attempted to cover up traces 
of his crime by setting fire to the build- 
ing. In the shed adjoining the house 
Was a pile of wood, which had been 
thoroughly saturated with kerosene. The 
can stood nearby, while a lamp, which 
apparently had been blown out by a 
draft of wind, leaned against this in- 
flammable material. 

Of Miller but little information can be 
obiained. Everyone seems to agree that 
he was a foreigner, and that he had 
worked for Mr. Newton about two 
months. Previous to that time he had 
»een in the employ of H. D. Hodgson at 
the Point of Pines. He isabout five feet, 
«ix or seven inches in height, thick set, 
of a dark complexion, apparently about 
30 years old, and weighssomewhereabout 
150 pounds. He does not speak good 
English. Of his movements after he was 
seen by Rice and Pike nothing definite 
is known. He might have boarded the 
through New York express on the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad which stops at 
West Brookfield at 1.20 in the morning. 
West Brookfield is six miles from the 
Newton homestead. The railroad em- 
ployes at the station, however, are sure 
that no man took the train from the sta- 
tion side of the track. They are in the 
habit of keeping a sharp lookout for 
tramps, but no one was seen that morn- 
ing.. At the same station a number of 
freight trains also stop between mid- 
night and morning, and it is possible 
that the alleged murderer may have 
taken one of these trains elther eastward 
or westward. The police have learned 
that a man answering Miller's descrip- 
tion had lunched early Saturday morn- 
ing at a station between West Brook- 
field and Springfield, probably Palmer. 
This is perhaps the only clue as to the 
direction in which he went. Deputy 
Sheriff Tarbell left last night for Bos- 
ton to look after outgoing vessels bound 
for foreign ports. 

To say that the community is simply 
aghast at the butchery scarcely de- 
scribes the situation. It is 30 years since 
anything resembling a murder has oc- 
curred within the borders of the town, 
and the inhabitants seem hardly able 
to realize the awful tragedy. It was

General Court of Massachuset{s. 

Boston, Jan. 11.—The interesting fea- 
ture of the short session of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature yesterday was the 
announcement of committees for the 
session. There was as usual some dis- 
satisfaction. A few individuals thought 
they had not been properly treated by 
the presiding officers, but it is fair to say 
that on the whole the appointments were 
favorably received. The chairmanships 
of the house committees have been as- 
signed by common report just about as 
they were distributed by the speaker. 

The Boston and Maine railroad, by 
Lucius Tuttle, president, is before the 
legislature with a petition and bill to 
authorize the Boston and Maine to pur- 
chase and hold the shares of the capital 
stock of any railroad corporation whose 
road is leased or operated by it, or of 
which it owns a majority of the capital 
stock. This is the same bill which was 
before the legislature last year and which 
Was defeated by a close vote. 


Dirst of Ker Sex. 

Camden, N. J., Jan. 11.—The trial of 
Florence McCusker, charged with the 
murder of her husband, Michael Mc- 
Cusker, began here Monday. Mrs. Mc- 
Cusker is the first woman ever placed 
on trial for her life in thiscounty. On 
the night of Noy. 9, McCusker was shot 
in the stomach and died the next day, 
In his ante-mortem statement he said 
that his wife had deliberately shot him 
Mrs. McCusker claims that in a quarrel 
with her husband he drew a revolver and 
in her struggle to wrest the weapon 
from him it was accidentally discharged. 

After the prosecution had rested the 
accused told the story of the crime. Her 
husband was reading a paper, and she 
playfully knocked it from his hand and, 
sitting on his lap, threw her arms about | 
his meck. He pushed her from him, 
calling her a vile name. Then he said 
he was going out and tossed a diamond 
ring she had given him across the bed 
toward her. He left the house, and the 
witness Went to the bed to arrange it, 
when she found his revolver under the 
pillow. She took hold of it, inten gto 
put it in the bureau drawer, when she 
heard some one knocking violently on 
the front door. She opened the window 
and saw it washerhusband. Heseemed 
angry and she, excited by his manner, 
ran down the stairs, still holding the 
pistol in her hand. When she reached 
the door her husband had already forced 
an entrance and, pushing her aside and 
approaching a china closet, said: “I'll 
show you a quick way to break up house- 
keeping.”” The witness begged him not 
to destroy the china. He took hold of 
her, and in thé scuffle the pistol was dis- 
charged. Witness said that after he fell 
she knelt beside him; he put his arm 
around her and kissed her repeatedly. 
As Mrs. McCusker described this scene, 
several of the jurymen were in tears, and 
Judge Garrison turned his head away. 
The witness was also in tears, and the 
judge motioned her counsel to lead her 
away.

England and China. 

London, Jan. 11.—Arthur J. Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury and government 
leader in the house of commons, ad- 
dressed his congtituents at Manchester 
last eveninz. It was expected that he 
would make an important announce- 
ment of the government's policy in 
China, but he confined himself to gen- 
eralities. Mr. Balfour said the concert 
of Europe had not added to its reputa- 
tion by its recent treatment of Crete. 
He declared that it would be better to 
have a third rate governor of the island 
than none at all, and thatJjt was strange 
the concert could not find one either in 
Europe or America, 

Turning to China he said British in- 
tetests there were commercial and not 
territorial. Except as a base for pos- 
sible warlike operations, the territory 
would be a disadvantage, because it 
would involve responsibility and ex- 
pense. . 


Durrant’s Remains, 

San Francisco, Jan. 11.—There seems 
to be no place for the body of Theodore 
Durrant, who was hanged Friday. Both 
erematories have refused to han- 
dle the remains, and no cemetery has yet 
consented to receive them. They are still 
at the Durrant house, and it looks as 
though they would stay there for some 
time. The elder Durrant said: 

“My efforts to carry out the last wish- 
es of the dead boy have been unavailing. 
The crematories refuse to take the body 
and cemeteries are likewise reluctant. 
We may ship the remains to Los Angeles 
and have them cremated there, or we 
may take the body and bury it at sea. 
We don't know yet what wecan do.”

The editorial in Saturday’s Ledger 
comparing the school expenses of 
Lawrence and Quincy, was not quite 
fair to the Quincy School Committee 
in the statement of facts. A further 
investigation shows that the figures 
given by Mr. Young in the article 
referred to are not those of a statistical 
table. The population, valuation, etc.,: 
are those of 1897; the school statistics 
are those of 1896. It is evidently not 
quite fair to compare the Lawrence 
expenditures of 1896 with the Quincy 
expenditures of 1897. Though even in 
this manner the expenditures of 
Quincy are found to be less per capita 
than those of Lawrence. For a true 
comparison the city of Lawrence had 
by its last report 182 teachers, 
Quincy including assistants 108.

SPECIAL POLICE. 


Limited Number Can be Ap- 
pointed in Quiney. 


The article in Monday’s Ledger rela- 
tive to the trouble at Cambridge over 
the appointment of special police has 
occasioned some talk in police circles 
in Quincy but as far can be learned 
the trouble with the special police in 
Cambridge does not extend to Quincy. 

In Quincy the janitors of school 
buildings and public halls are not 
appointed as special police but as 
constables, although the power of a 
constable exceeds that of a special 
police, for the former by giving bonds 
can execute the minor mandates of 
the judiciary and in a sense has the 
same power as a sheriff, while the 
Special does not. 

In Quincy the Civil Service law and 
rules have been adopted, and by these 
the Mayor cannot appoint any one a 
special policeman until he has taken 
the required civil service examination 
and has his name placed on the 
eligible list, and by this same rule or 
law no man can be appointed a special 
policeman and receive pay from the 
city until he has taken the above ex- 
amination unless the civil service list 
is exhausted and some special occasion 
requires the temporary appointment of 
special policemen, such as the Fourth 
of July, when the civil service list will 
not furnish all the men required, and

TO HARNESS THE SUN. 


NIKOLA TESLA PROPOSES TO REVO- 
LUTIONIZE INDUSTRY. 


Be Announces the Perfection of a Practi- 


eal Solar Engine—Says Electric Power 
Can Be Created Direct From the Sun's 
Rays Cheaper Than From Steam Power. 


Nikola Tesla believes he has made a 
great step toward harnessing the power 
of the sun’s rays, if, indeed, he has not 
already hit upon the solution of the prob- 
lem. He says that the sun can be made 
to work anywhere, at everything. He 
says that it can be made to drive every 
wheel that revolves, make the night as 
brilliant as day and give warmth as 
well. The invention is still in the ex- 
perimental stage, but he declares that 
there is not a possibility of its failure. 
He has discovered a means of producing 
steam from the rays of the sun. The 
steam runs a steam engine which gen- 
erates electricity. 

The first apparatus, which was made 
more than two years ago, had no more 
driving force than a Newfoundland dog. 
It was a huge, unwieldy thing, entirely 
impossible for practical purposes, but it 
demonstrated the trath of the principle. 
He set about perfecting his invention. 
He has nearly completed a new engine 
with 24 horsepower capacity. Its cost is 
so small and its dimensions make it so 
easily handled that nothing now stands 
in the way of building the apparatus on 
a large scale. 

Already Teslais planning to build an 
immense plant on Long Island, to be 
commenced as soon as he receives his 
patent. He will elaborate and perfect 
his model in his laboratory. In the cen- 
ter of a large room with a glass roof 
Tesla will place a huge cylinder of thick 
glass. This will repose on a bed of as- 
bestus and be supported by a firm stone 
pedestal placed in the center of the 
room. The circle will be laid length- 
wise and will be surrounded by a circle 
of complicated mirrors that may be 
covered with asbestus coats. These mir 
rors will refract the rays of the sun into 
the glass cylinder. The cylinder will 
always be kept full of water which has 
been chemically treated by a secret proc- 
ess Which Tesla has devised, and which 
he says, is the only complicated part of 
the discovery. 

Tesla, in speaking of his invention, 
said: 

“I am certain the new apparatus will 
come into speedy and general use. Its 
cost is so insignificant that it cannot be 
ignored. After the apparatus has been 
placed in any station there is absolutely 
no expense in running it for years ex- 
cept the salaries of engineers and the 
small cost of wear and tear of the ap- 
paratus, which will eventually be any- 
thing but expensive. 

‘*As to the cost to the individual citi- 
zen of heat, light and power when gen- 
erated by means of the rays of the sun, 
I think in a few years it will be merely 
nominal. I should not be surprised if 
every large city in the world would 
have a number of electrical-stations of 
this kind completed in two years, and 
after the first cost of construction had 
been defrayed by public tax the mere 
cost of maintenance would place the 
individual heat and light tax at less per 
month than the price of a few bushels 
of coal.’’—Chicago Tribune. 


SHEARING SHEEP. 


Electricity Used as the Power to Run the 
Clipping Machines. : 

At Great Falls, Mon., which has be- 
come the largest wool shipping point of 
the northwest, great difficulty has been 
experienced in disposing within a given 
time of the shearing of large shipments 
of sheep. This difficulty has now been 
amply met by the use of electricity. The 
shearing sheds are adjacent to the ter- 
minus of the street railway company’s 
line, and the trolley current has been 
utilized to drive the shearing machines. 
The installation is of the simplest pos- 
sible description. A street railway mo- 
tor was taken from one of the cars and 
the armature pinion was replaced by a 
small pulley, which was belted to the 
main overhead shaft. So little power 
was needed that tworheostats had to be 
put in the circuit to keep the speed 
down. 

The foreman of the shearers, after 
only five minutes’ instruction, took full 
charge of the motor, giving it all the 
necessary attention in oiling, starting 
and stopping. After the machines were 
started the maintaining of a uniform 
speed was easy, and witbin half an hour 
the 20 machines were ripping off the 
fleeces at a rate which broke the record. 
The power was transmitted to the 
shears, which resemble horse clippers 
in their operation, through universal 
joints. In three weeks 16,184 sheep 
were sheared by the one motor, averag- 
ing nearly 100 sheep per day for each 
machine.—Boston Post.

8, will be a suit of men’s evening 
clothes for summer wear designed par- 
ticularly for seaside balls. The coat 
will be of black alpaca, with moire 
silk facing. The waistcoat will be 
white cashmere and the trousers of 
light weight lavender colored French 
cashmere. Patent leather pumps and 
plain black silk stockings will complete 
the attire. A sample of the suit will be 
worn by a former president of the Na- 
tional Exchange.—New York Tribune.

SITUATION IN GOLUMBUB. 


Senator Hanna Said te Require but One Vote 
to Win. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 11.—One vote is 
¥eeded by Senator Hanna, it is believed, 
to ensure his election. The managers of 
the opposition are not sure of 75 votes 
for any one man as against only 72 for 
Hanna, but they feel confident of at 
jeast preventing Hanna’selection. Sun- 
day night the Democratic steering com- 
mittee demanded of Mr. Kurtz that he 
furnish at least eight affidavits from Re- 
publican members that they would 
stand with the 65 Democratic members 
in voting against Hanna. The commit- 
tee reported last night that it was satis- 
fied. Representative Gayman, chair- 
man of the steering committee, giid that 
Hanna’s defeat is assured. 

Owing to the apparent closeness of the 
vote there are still rumors of bribery. 
The Hanna men claim to have steno- 
graphic notes of an offer of $5000 by two 
prominent members of the opposition. 
The opposition managers claim that 8. 
H. Hollenbeck, a member of the Republi- 
can state executive committee, went to 
Cincinnati last Saturday with $10,000, It 
is charged that Representative Otis was 
offered and accepted $10,000. Otis is a 
Republican who was elected on a fusion 
ticket in Hamilton county. 

The most exciting inauguratfon ever 
known in Columbus was that of Monday. 
Long before noon the streets were 
thronged with excursionists from the 
country. The Bushnell badges were in 
the majority, as the Hanna excursions 
were not booked to arrive tillafter noon, 
in time Yor the mass convention. During 
the forenoon the state houst was sur- 
rounded by crowds yelling for Bushnell. 
As it was impossible for the crowds to get 
inside the capitol, the governor was 
called out into the grounds, where he 
addressed the multitude and received in 
review one delegation after another. 

The auditorium was packed and thou- 
sands were unable to gain admission 
when Judge Nash, chairman of the Re- 
publican executive committee, called the 
convention to order. The enthusiasm 
had no bounds and order was preserved 
with difficulty. 

At the finish of the speechmaking, the 
convention gave its approval to a dec- 
laration which saidin part: “We recog- 
rize that there is a distinction between 
a@ member of the legislature voting 
against his party’s nominee on the or- 
ganization of that body and voting 
against his party’s candidate for United 
States senator which was made by the 
people in their primary capacity and 
ratified by them at the polls. The one 
is a violation of party duty, the other 
involves a breach of the highest trust 
and a violation of the fundamental! prin- 
ciple of our government such as has 
never in the history of the Republican 
party occurred. The member of the Ohlo 
legislature elected as a Republican who 
this week first casts his vote against Mr. 
Hanna (if there be one) will have the 
distinction of making the first example 
of such perfidy in his party's and, as we 
believe, in his country’s history.”

Conference Arranged For To- 
day With State Board. 


Spinners’ Union Declared For War Wtth Only 
Slight Dissent. 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 11.—The 
cloud in the industrial sky bas not been 
dispelled, and it seems more than ever 
certain that a strike, such as haS never 
before been seen in this city’s history, 
will be inaugurated next Monday morn- 
ing. The only thing which can prevent 
it, judging from all phases of the situa- 
tion, is the withdrawal of the notices of 
a10 percent reduction posted in the cloth 
mills Dec. 31. 


Last evening the spinners took final) 


action on the question of strike. The 
result was in favor of resistance of 
the reducgion. The vote was 398 to 4, or, 
as some give it, 396 to 5. 

The attempts at arbitration have thus 
far resulted in the decision of the state 
board of arbitration to visit New Bed- 
ford. A conference of mill men and 
operatives has been called for this after- 

n. That both sides will be repre- 
nted is without doubt. 

The board of trade, which has been 
active in securing the attendance of the 
state board of arbitration, with the hope 
of preventing what looks as little short 
of a calamity, is still busy. Ata meet- 
ing of the directors the whole situation 
was thoroughly discussed and, beside 
‘the adoption of suitable resolutions, 
an addition was made to the board's 
committee on arbitration. At the eve- 
ning meeting of fhe full board, the action 
of the directors was ratified and an 
additiona' resolution, binding the mem- 
bers to assist in all possible ways to 
avert the strike, was adopted. 

The Nee: Bedford Pastoral union 
adopted the following resolution, which 
has been sent to the labor leaders and 
mill treasurers: 

“Resolved, that we, the members of the 
New Bedférd Pastoral union, deem it im- 
perative at this time to exert whatever 
influence we may possess in seeking to 
avert such acalamity asastrike amongst 
our cotton operatives. We would urge 
upon both parties the necessity of com- 
ing together and making an earnest ef- 


| fort to arbitrate the differences.” 


Secret Organization. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 11.—A new fea- 
ture in the mill situation has developed. 
It is reported that a secret organization 
bes been formed by the superintendents, 

yverseérs and a few of the most skilled 
opéra ives in four of the large mills. 
Thése men have agreed to accept thecut 
in salaries and wages only until such 
time as they can secure employment on 
a basis equivalent to that previous to 
the enforcement of the reduction. 

Even in second class corporations 
which have been only fairly prosperous 
it has become known that there is ob- 
jection to the reduction, and corporations 
in the vicinity of Boston have already 
made overtures to local men at their own 
terms. There are mills in Lowell which 
have lost large sums of money in the 

ast two years, and the managers are 

nown to be bidding for talent in this 
market. It is said on good authority 
that one of the large corporations in this 
city so far foresaw this outcome of the 
feduction of salaries as to increase the 
salaries of the men whom it wanted to 
keep just previous to the reduction, so 
that the cutdown had no effect. 


Situation at Pawtucket. 

Pawtucket, R. 1, Jan. 11.—The em- 
ployes of the Lonsdale company, aside 
frofT the mule spinners, were notified 
yesterday of a reduction in wages to take 
effect Jan. i7. The cut was in nearly 
every case a surprise, and this was és- 
pecially so in the weaving department. 
The weavers of the Ashton mills were 
told that Instead of 96% cents per cut 
they will hereafter get only 75cents. In 
the ring spinning departments and the 
card rooms the reduction will be 10 per- 
cbnt. 

The spoolers in the Ashton mills held 
a meeting and appointed a committee to 
Wait upon the superintendent for the 
purpose of pointing out to him that they 
could not make but $4.75 per week after 
the cutdown, which is not enough to pay 
their board, 


Offer Rejected, 

Providence, Jan. 11.—The weavers of 
the Wanskuck worsted mills rejected 
the compromise offer made by Superin- 
tendent Metcalf and voted tostrike. The 
meeting was attended by weavers only, 
and 130 of the 165 employes at this work 
in the Wanskuck were present. They 
had demanded restoration of the 1892 
schedule as already put in effect at the 
mills in Olneyville, and a further demand 
for abolition of the double loom system. 
The compromise offer was to pay a cent 
extra a yard on all work in which over 
10 harnessesare used. This would apply 
to about 100 looms, the strikers saia.

of family life has been established. 
With every step that gives the woman 
a more definite and practical connection 
with the home building we may be sure 
that the beauty of the home will be 
heightened, providing the most efficient 
antidote for the temptaticns that the 
world at large holds forth to allure the 
rising generation. 


Jane Addams as a Postmaster. 

Miss Jane Addams of the famous Hull 
House settlement, Chicago, recently ac- 
cepted a position as postmistress in the 
Nineteenth ward. She has taken the 
place in the interest of the large foreign 
population of that ward. Bohemian, 
Polish and Russian Jews and Hungari- 
ans, all, or nearly all, need, in sending 
money orders to Europe, some guiding 
intelligence better acquainted with 
them than the routine official can be 
supposed to be. 

Hull House, being aware that a great 
deal of money has gone astray by reason 
of ignorant or undecipherable addresses, 
has allowed itself to become a money 
order station, and as Miss Addams and 
her fellow workers are already very 
much in touch with the foreign element 
they live among itis likely that order 
will now come out of chaos. The salary 
is ‘but $200 per year and the labor 
considerable ; so that the undertaking is

Women’s Clubs, 

The last decade of this wonderful 
nineteenth century has witnessed a re- 
markable and farreaching movement, 
the gathering into one great organiza- 
tion of a rapidly increasing number of 
women, without regard to class or creed, 
for the social, intellectual and moral 
advancement of humanity, says a writer 
in Lippincott’s. The General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs was formed at a 
meeting called by Sorosis in New York 
city in May, 1889. Its phenomenal 
growth is perhaps best realized by the 
consideration of a few cold statistics 
gathered from the report of the corre- 
sponding secretary at the third biennial 
of the federation, held in Louisville last 
May. From this report it appears that 
the 355 clubs and 4 state federations 
represented two years ago have increased 
to 495 clubs and 21 state federations, 
the latter including over 800 clubs. 
There are, therefore, in round numbers, 
exclusive of many smaller organizations 
with a similar purpose which for eco- 
nomic or other reasons have not yet 
joined the general federation, 1,800 
clubs, embracing a membership of 100, - 
000 women. In this mighty host are en- 
rolled many of our best and brightest 
women, from the rocky shores of Maine 
to the Golden Gate, from the mountains 
of Idaho to the Florida keys. 


Winter Capes. 

A characteristic of the winter capes, 
more or less accentuated by different 
makers, is their easy fullness below the 
neck portion, although most of the deep 
ripple of last winter is absent. Many 
capes have darts on the shoulders, others 
are mounted like a ruffle on a deep yoke, 
made as a rule of contrasting fur with 
an additional decoration of fur tail 
fringes and white lace. Great diversity 
is noticeable in the length of capes this 
season, but the style which reaches just 
below and cuts off the waist from view 
Is the least popular. They are either 
comfortable looking three-quarter mod- 
els reaching considerably below the 
hips, or they are mere fancy pelerines 
or collarettes covering the shoulder tips, 
some with long stole ends finished with 
fur tails. Others, again, have a simple 
circular shape, with or without the add- 
ed yoke.—New York Post.

commonwealth. It involves the appoint- 
ment of another state commission and 
provides for the expenditure of pos- 
sibly $10,000. The bill In substance pro- 
vides for the appointment of a board of 
three commissioners, to be appointed by 
the governor, to fold office for one year 
from March 1, 1898.

APPROPRIATION MADE, 


The Cirtl Service Commission Not te 
Be Crippled. 


Provision For Its Maintenance 
Approved by House. 


Mir. Simpson of Kansas on the Unpleasants 
ness In Ohio. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—The Republicans 
who are seeking to modify or repeal the 
civil service law decided to let the de- 
bate come to a close yesterday, but it 
required the casting vote of the speaker 
to accomplish it. There are conflicting 
statements as to the situation in which 
the future conduct of the war against 
the law is left. All the Republican op- 
ponents of the ev agreed that the 
fight is to be kept up, and itis positively 
stated by Mr. Pearson that assurances 
have been received from those in au- 
thority in the house that an opportunity 
will be given in the future for the con- 
sideration of a bill to modify the law. 
From other sources the statement can- 
not be confirmed. 

Mr. Brosius said the powers of the civil 
service commission were very limited. 
They could do little except at the direc- 
tion of the president, and when members 
hurled their javelins at the commission 
they went over their heads and buried 
themselves in the flank of the chief 
executive. Speaking of Mr. Grosvenor’s 
attack on Carl Schurz, Mr. Brosius said 
the latter probably threw it aside after 
he had read it, with Carlyle’s remark: 
“Another foul chimney caught fire.” 

Mr. Maguire (Dem. Cala.) defended 
the administration against the charges 
of wholesale removals and commended 


the efficiency of the service, especially j 


in the public printing office, which had 
been an especial point of assault from 
the other side. 

Mr. White (Rep. N. C.), the only 
colored member of the house, spoke in 
favor of the modification of the law, 
but if it could not be modified he sa‘d 
he would join the Democrats in an effort 
to repeal it. 

Mr. Simpson (Pop. Kan.) enlivened the 
closing hour of the debate by a reference 
to the senatorial contest in Ohio. He 
said the debate had been prolonged 
while the Republicans in Ohio were mak- 
ing promises to the boys in the trenches 
in the interest of Senator Hanna. It 
was alla bluff, said he. Nothing was to 
be done, and now that Hanna’s election 
was secured, the mask was thrown off 
and a vote was to be taken on the bill. 
| Whether the house would have an op- 
portunity later to consider the bill for 
the modification or repeal of the law 
would depend on the speaker. ‘He is 
the whole thing and runs the house,” 
exclaimed Mr. Simpson. 

“Have you consulted the speaker?” 
asked Mr. Quigg. 

“No,” replied Mr. Simpson. “He 
never consults me and I never consult 
him.” 

Mr. Allen (Dem. Miss.) entertained the 
house with a humorous speech. He 
said he had not the heart to jump on 
the Republican party in its present 
straits and at this critical moment, and 
with much solemnity he offered to me- 
diate between the divided factions. He 
pictured the divisions in Maryland and 
Chio. He felt especially sorry for Mr. 
Grosvenor, who was busy leading a bolt 
on the floor of this house and coercing 
a bolt in Ohio. 

“The Ohio matter is adjusted,’ shout- 
ed a member. 

Mr. Allen said he so understood. They 
had learned the lesson in Ohio whicha 
negro in Mississippi said was the secret 
of success in life. “The trouble with 
the negroes,” a colored man was repre- 
sented as saying in Mr. Allen’s story, 
“is that they don’t know how to trans- 
fer. The white man does. I give my 
note to a merchant. He buys produce 
with it from the commission man. He 
buys with it from others, and so it goes. 
Everybody gets money out of it but me.” 
Mr. Allen said the story explained the 
secret of Hanna’s success. Several 
gentlemen had learned how to “trans- 
fer.” 

Mr. Bailey (Dem. Tex.), the leader of 
the minority, closed the debate with 
some remarks defining the attitude of 
jthe Democrats. It was difficult, he 
said, to believe in the sincerity of the 
other side when in one breath the Re- 
publicans avowed their adherence to the 
law and in the next demanded its prac- 
tical destruction. If the law was good, 
it ought to be extended; if bad, it should 
be repealed. The Democrats, he said, 
Were ready to wipe it off the statute 
books. While the repeal of the law 
might turn some of their friends cut 
of office, they stood by their party plat- 
form. 

With the conclusion of Mr. Bailey's re- 
marks the time expired and the bilj 
was reported to the house. It was 
then discovered that those who desired 
to vote to strike out the appropriation 
for the civil service commission had 
neglected to make the motion in the 
committee of the whole. No vote, there- 
fore, could be taken, and the bill was 
passed without division. 


Hawaiian Treaty Discussed. 

Washington, Jan. 12.—The senate de- 
voted almost an hour of the first part 
of the executive session yesterday to a 
wrangle over the recommittal of the 
nominations of one or two of the minor 
offidials confirmed Monday, and did not 
take up the Hawaiian treaty until about 
20 minutes of 3 o’clock. Senator Davis 
took the floor at that hourand proceeded 
to deliver a set speech in support of the 
treaty. He represented the majority of 
the committee on foreign relations and 
his speech was accepted as practically 
the committee’s report upon the treaty. 
Mr. Davis spoke at length and held from 
the first the closest attention of the sen- 
ate. 


“In case,” asked Senator Gray, “the | 


islands should be annexed, is it the 
policy to have them admitted as a state 
of the union with their present mixed 
population?” 

“Buch I do not believe to be the pur- 
pose of anyone,” replied Senator Dav’s. 
“T myself freely admit that the popula- 
tion of Hawaii is not such at the present 
time as will be desirable in an American 
state, and for myself I may say I con- 
sider the’ character of the population to 


aad 


be one of the objections to annexation; 
(but the advantages so far outwelgh 
this one element as to render it of com- 
parative insignificance.” He said that 
while he did not believe it to be the pur- 
pose of anyone that the islands should 
constitute a state of the union, he would 
not attempt to say anything that would 
bind future administrations in this 
matter. One strong point which Mr. 
Davis dwelt upon at considerable length 
was the desirability of these islands 
not only to this country, but also to all 
the leading powers of the world. “We,” 
he said, “should take the islands while 
we have the opportunity, and if we do 
not want them it will be a very easy 
matter to get rid of them on our owD 
terms.” 


For « Military Park, 

Washington, Jan. 12.—General Grant’s 
estimate of the Vicksburg campaign was 
an interesting feature developed during 
a call of prominent military men on 
Speaker Reed and his Republican asso- 
clates on the committee on rules. They 
appeared to urge consideration of the 
bill making a national military park of 
the Vicksburg battlefield. 

General Gobin spoke for the G. A. R., 
that body having resolved atthe Buffalo 
encampment to strongly advocate this 
measure. He said of all battlefields not 
yet designated as parks, this one was 
regarded by the soldiers as the one tobe 
set aside. 

Colonel Grant spoke for the army of 

the Tennessee, saying that it had fur- 
nished to the Vicksburg campaign 
jrant, Sherman, Sheridan, McPherson 
and Howard. Shiloh was marked as a 
national park, yet Vicksburg was more 
particularly the great victory of thag 
army. Colonel Grant said his father’s 
estimate of Vicksburg from the stand- 
point of a military operation was low. 
General Grant had not considered it a 
safe move, but it had been forced on him 
by political considerations, since a re- 
treat would have meant political disaSier 
in the north, While in principle the 
campaign bad not been approved, Grant 
regarded the boldness of its execution 
as making itasuccess. It had furnished 
@ lesson to European military authori- 
ties as to leaving a base of supplies and 
depending on the enemy’s country for 
supplies, and, although a dangerous pre- 
cedent, authorities now approve it. 
Colonel Grant said Sherman agreed with 
Grant that the campaign was not justi- 
fied from a military standpoint. 

Speaker Reed, in replying, said the 
committee needed no prémpting toward 
honoring the service of Grant and the 
army of the Tennessee; yet the question 
Was not a simple one, as many bills were 
pending, and it was most difficult to de- 
termine which were the most meritor- 
ious. Moreover, he said the question of 
keeping expenditures within the rev- 
enues of the government was still with 
congress and was an injunction against 
many steps which it was desired to take. 

Cut a Wid: Swath. 

New York, Jan. 12.—George Spencer, 
alias John Reed, who was arrested in 
Philadelphia Monday, accused of perpe- 
trating green goods frauds, operated for 
a time in Jersey City, and it was there 
that the police first got track of him af- 
ter he left New England. He was traced 
by his trunks to Plainfield, N. J., but had 
evidently been warned, as he left there 
hurriedly for Philadelphia, where he was 
arrested. 

The investigations made by Chiet 
Murphy of Jersey City in conjunction 
with Detective Whitney extended as far 
as Plainfield, N. J. It was learned that 
Spencer maintained a handsome resi- 
dence there, aithough he was seldom at 
home. The house is in the midst of 
residences owned by wealthy New York 
business men, and Spencer was con- 
sidered to be a man of considerable 
means. He maintained an extensive 
stable, had coachmen, footmen and but- 
ler and, when spending time at his 
Plainfield home, cut quite a wide swath 
ainong the prosperous business men.

Thonsand Dollars Stolen, 

Spencer, Mass., Jan. 12.—A bold rob- 
bery took place at the house of George 
Wilson Tuesday morning. After the 
eldest son, W. A. Wilson, had arisen, 
someone entered his room and took a 
tin box containing about $1000 in money 
belonging to him, valuable papers, mor<- 
gages and a gold watch valued at about 
$200. The robber entered through the 
barn and then went through the shed, 
about 40 feet long, past the kitchen 
door, up the back stairs, into the rocm 
where he unlocked the closet door and 
from a trunk that was locked took the 
box.

Resignation of a Commissioner, 

Washington, Jan. 12.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Rice said yesterday: “I 
have resigned, to take effect upon the 
appointment of my successor, and have 
expressed to the president my best wishes 
for the success of his administration, 
and particularly in his declared purpose 
to maintain the beneficial operations of 
the civil service act. 

“Absolutely no obstacle exists in any 
part of the classified service to the re- 
moval of inefficient employes. Prac- 
tically no difficulty of any kind appears 
entil it is desired to make appointments 
or removals for merely political reasons. 
I am opposed to any backward step in 
the list of exceptions as they now ap- 
pear. I am convinced that reinstate- 
ments of any kind should be only aftera 
demonstration of present physical and 
mental qualifications. Government 
salaries need adjustment in order that 
many able men in government employ 
should be adequately paid. Appropria- 
tions cannot be lessened if government 
employes are compensated upon the plan 
and more nearly at the rate prevailing in 
outside operations.” 


Shot and Killed. 

Butte, Mont., Jan. 12—Patrick A. 
Largey, president of the State Savings 
bank and one of the best known citizens 
of Butte, was killed in the bank yester- 
day by Thomas J. Riley. Riley called 
Largey to the cashier’s window, where 
the two stood and talked for five min- 
utes. Suddenly Riley drew a pistol and 
shot through the window at Largey. 
The bullet struck the latter in the left 
arm and shattered the bone. Riley then 
fired a second shot, the bullet striking 
Largey in the forehead, and he fell to the 
floor dead. The murderer escaped to 
the street, where he was arrested.

Moral and Financial Sympathy of 
Fall River Weavers Voted, 


Operatives In Rhode Island 
to Start a Union.

Possibility of Trouble Over Wages In Mills 
in Biddeford. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 13.—At a general 
meeting of the this city, 
moral and financial support was pledged 
to the weavers of New Bedford in the 
strike to be inaugurated Monday. From 
1900 to 1200 weavers were addressed by 
President William Cunane and Secretary 
Matthew Hart of the New Bedford 
union and Delegates Maria Hindle, 
Thomas Coyle, John Livesey and Oliver 
Christan. The latter spoke in French, 
All of the speakers were closely fol- 
lowed and at the conclusion of the ad- 
dresses, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that this meeting pledges 
its mora! and financial support to the 
weavers of New Bedford in their fight 
against the unjust reduction of wages, 
and earnestly requests every weaver in 
this city to contribute to their support.” 

The question of taking up the fight in 
this’ city when it shall be laid down in 
New Bedford was not considered at the 
meeting. Secretary Whitehead said 
that the amount of support to be given 
will probably be decided at a meeting 
tonight. If the fight in New Bedford is 
won by the operatives, a fight will be 
made here. There is little probabilitv 
that the matter will be taken up by tl 
local union until the issue is decided 
there. 

At a general meeting of the carders 
the matter of supporting the New Bed- 
ford strike was referred to the executive 
committee. There was a strong senti- 
ment expressed favoring the suspension 
of all benefits for three months to allow 
of an increased surplus for local needs. 
Action on this subject was deferred un- 
til the special general meeting next 
Wednesday.

Pawtucket, R. I, Jan. 13.—The em- 
ployes of the Lonsdale company, to the 
number of 500, crowded into Foresters’ 
hall in Valley Falls for the purpose of 
deciding what should be done regard- 
ing the reduction of wages.

More Weavers Idle, 
Providence, Jan. 13.—The weavers in 
the Geneva mill, situated about a mile 
above Wanskuck and owned by the 
Wanskuck company, have followed the 
example set by those employed in the 
Wanskuck mill and refused to work. 
These men are employed upon the same 
line of goods, and the loom system is in 
vogue as at Wanskuck. The total ad- 
dition to the number of strikers will be 
29 weavers, making in all 193 weavers on 
strike. 


Alr of Gloon:. 
New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 13.—The ef- 
forts of the state board of arbitration

Boston, Jan. 13.—Both branches of the 
gislature had short sessions yesterday. 
The senate met for only 10 minutes, The 
only event with any spirit in it was in 
the house, where there was quite a tilt 
over the reference of. the petition of the 
city of Malden for a charter amendment, 
establishing perpetual prohibition. The 
petition had been taken from the files 
of last year and referred to the com- 
mittee on cities. Representative Estes 
of Brockton, a member of the commit- 
tee on liquor law, requested that the pe- 
tition be taken from the committee or 
cities and given to his committee. Afte 
@ warm debate his motion was passed or 
a rolicall by a vote of 93 to 64.

A Tornado Attacked Arkanss 
Near Midnight, 


s City 


Fort Smith Nearly Wived Out 
of Existence. 


Sleepers Awakened to Meet Death In Theil 
Ruined Homes. 


Fort Smith, Ark., Jan. 13.—A tornadc 
which burst upon this city a few minutes 
past 11 o'clock Tuesday night destroyed 
two score of human lives and upwards of 
$1,000,000 worth of property. The storm 
tore its through the entire ter- 
ritory, leaving its path marked by death 
and desolation. Men, women and chil- 
dren, asleep in their homes, were, with- 
outa moment's notice, awakened to meet 
death under falling walls, or in the 
flames which soon wrapped many of 
the wrecked buildings. 

With the first crash of the storm busi- 
ness blocks, handsone mansions, hotels 
and humble cottages were levelled t« 
the ground and scattered in shapeless 
masses. Several of the wrecks caught 
fire, and the inflammable timbers burned 
furiously. The city was crowded with 
rural visitors, many of whom were sleep- 
ing at boarding houses unr ered. 
For this reason the number of victims 
who perished may never be definitely 
known. 

The storm struck the city near the Na- 
tional cemetery and swept its way 
through the heart of thetown. Leaving 
4Fort Smith, it bounded toward Van 
Buren and continued down the river, de 

molishing everything in its path. hoa 
from outside points is not yet at hand 
but rumors of much damage as far south 
as Alma have reached here, it being re- 
ported that many persons were killed 
near that place. 

The upper floors of the block on the 
corner of Garrison and Towsea avenues 
was used asa flat. The ruins caught 


way 


fire and seven bodies were taken from 
them. Burgess’ hotel, a three-story 


brick building on Towsea avenue, was 
demolished. Eight bodies have been 
taken from the ruins. Rescue parties 
are still at work at both places and ex- 
pect to find several more bodies. 

The federal court is in session, and 
that brought here a great many farmers, 
who crowded the boarding houses and 
wagon yards. The National House, a 
two-story frame went down in wreck- 
age with 15 inmates, but all escaped 
without serious injury. 

George Carter's house was turned com- 
pletely over and is now supported on 


the roof. A’ half pane of glass was 
driven throngh Carter's neck, alm st] 
severing the head fromthetrunk. The 
National cemetery is a wreck. Huge 
trees are uprooted, the lodge demo! 
ished and the wallsaretorndown. Fort 


Smith's $59,000 high school building yw 
(badly wrecked, but it was one of the 
few buildings upon which there was a 
tornado insurance. The First Baptist 
church and the Central Methodist chureh 
are now only a scattered pile of kindling 
wood. The church of the Immaculz.e 
Conception and Brown's Memoria 
church lost their spires and sustained 
other damage. 


May rose Their ene “_. 

Madison, Me., Jan. 13.—The B. P. J. 
Weston failure is the heaviest individual 
failure that has taken place in this part 
of the county, and is the most severely 
felt of any in New England for the 
reason that there are so many people 
who, by signing notes with Mr. Weston 
or his sureties, had become involved to 
the extent of their entire property. It 
is stated that Mr. Weston’s liabilities 
are $128,848, of which $46,425 is secured. 
The total assets are $19,625. In addition 
to the liabilities, he is further liable to 
the extent of his interest in the firm of 
Weston & Emery, which is also insolvent, 
with liabilities of $10,608 and assets un- 
known, the committee not having fin- 
ished the work of stocktaking. 

The extent of the insolvency of T. D. 
Weston is not yet known, as his accounts 
will not be completed until Friday. Al- 
ready it has reached $13,000. There are 
other persons who will commence in- 
solvency proceedings, or endeavor to 
compromise with their creditors. Many 
people have bought land of the Westons 
and built houses upon it, having war- 
rantee deeds. They have simce learned 
that Mr. Weston only owned a half in- 
terest in it, and they fear that the finan- 
cial difficulties may affect their titles 
and they will lose their homes. 


Bond Legislation Desired. 

Washington, Jan. 13.—The postoffice 
department unges that legislation be en- 
acted providing that clerks and other 
employes in postoffices handling govern- 
ment finances be hereafter required to 
give bond to the government and not to 
the postmaster as now. This will re- 
lieve the postmaster from all responsi- 
bility regarding his employes except as 
to their conduct. There is said to be some 
question as to whether a bond given b a 
an employe could be collected, as it is

notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect to 

give such notice for the space of forty days. 

It often happens that only children or servants 
are at home when the canvasser makes his call, 
and the answers to his questions are open to 
doubt. I therefore request all parents in whose 
household a birth has occurred in the year 1897, 
to place upon a paper or card the required in- 
formation, and keep it in a convenient place 
until the canvasser appears.

COMMERCE GATEWAY, 


The Strategic Importance of Bawaii 
Toward Nicaragua Canal. 


Senator Davis’ Speech In Ad- 
vocacy of the Treaty. 


A Populist Senator Points Out Some Objec 
tions to Annexation. 


tn 


Washington, Jan. 13.—Senator Davis 
completed his speech in the executive 
session of the senate Wednesday on the 
Hawaiian treaty. One point broughi 
out with considerable elaboration was 
the possible effect on the Nicaraguan 
canal of the occupation of the islands by 
a foreign power. Heshowed that Hawaii 
was in a straight line between the west- 
ern terminus of the canaland Japan and 
China. The nation, he said, which con- 
trolled Hawaii would control that great 
gateway of commerce, 45 the guns 
planted upon Hawaii would be pointed 
directly at the mouth of the canal. He 
also spoke of the importance of con- 
trolling Pearl harbor, now owned by the 


| United States, saying that the nation 


which maintained possession of thi 
harbor would hold the key to the mili- 
tary situation in the North Pacific. He 
also presented the necessity for control- 
ling Hawali as a base of supplies in case 
of hostilities.

CUSHMAN EK. DAVIS, 

The senator ridiculed the objection 
made by Japan, that annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States would work 
a violation of Japanese treaty rights in 
the islands. He insisted that all rights 
would be protected. He said that the 
flags of Great Britain, France, Germany 
and Russia were floating side by side in 
the oriential waters, neither power being 
apparently anxious to disturb the other 
so long as there was a prospect of each 
power getting as much as the others 
were taking. The only way in which 
the United States could protect itself 
against this devastation of territory 
would be to control the Hawaiian isl- 
ands. In case we should fail to do this 
there was danger of losing very import- 
ant trade advantages which. were 
rapidly developing in the far east. He 
referred to the improvement of the com- 
mercial outlook between the United 
States and China, and instanced the fact 
that one Minnesota firm had exported 
$500,000 worth of flour to that country. 
He portrayed in strong language the 
origin and close of great wars, which 
Was intended to illustrate the probable 
ultimate result of present operations in 
Chinese waters. 

Senator Allen (Pop., Neb.) followed 
with a speech in opposition to the treaty. 
He called attention to the distance of 
Hawaii from our shores, referred to the 
necessity we would be under of defend- 
ing the islands in case of war, and 
claimed that it would be necessary for 
the United States to maintain a separate 
fleet for their protection. He said that 
coal was no longer contraband of war, 
and contended that the United States 
was in far greater danger from the Brit- 
ish establishment at Esquimalt than it 
could possibly be because of the location 
He alse 
deprecated the idea of assimilating such 
a population as that of Hawaii, saying 
that almosé half of it was composed of 
Chinese and Japanese. The speaker 
contended that the annexation of the 
islands would open the doors for a vio- 
lation of our laws for the exclusion of 
Chinese, holding that they could find ad- 
mission through Hawaii. He said also 
that it would be impossible to prevent 
Hawaii becoming a state at some future 
day, and declared that her people were 
not of a character calculated to send 
acceptable senators to Washington. 


Lively L« bate In the House. 

Washington, Jan. 13.—The house at its 
session yesterday passed an urgent de- 
ficiency bill carrying $1,741,843. One 
of its items authorizing a further ex- 
penditure of $520,000 for the soldiers’ 
home at Danville, Ill, was used by Mr. 
De Armond (Dem. Mo.) as a basis for 
a bitter personal attack upon Chair- 
man Cannon, whose home is at Dan- 
ville. He charge the chairman with 
haying used his power and position to 
secure the location of the home at Dan- 
ville, 

Mr. Cannon, in his reply, was as sar- 
castic as his adversary. It was easy 
to scold, he said. How praiseworthy 
that practice was was another question. 
In the old days common scolds were 
ducked at the town pump. This was 
the third time that Mr. De Armond had 
attacked him on the score of this sol- 
diers’ home. He explained that in the 
last congress the committee on mili- 
tary affairs had unanimously reported

Cannon asserted that there were enough 
old soldiers inmates of poorhouses to 
fillthe new home.

| years’ service on the appropriation com- 


mittee, in charge, as he has been, of ap- 
propriations covering millions in every 
part of the country, this was the only 
time any intimation had ever been 
made that he had a personal interest 
in an appropriation. 

Mr. De Armond said: “The home at 
Danville, located by virtue of the gen- 
tleman’s position as chairman of the 


appropriation committee and by the sup- 
pression of debate in this house, was, ] 
will not say a legislative outrage, but 
enough of a legislative performance 
and acquisition at that time. If $750,- 
000 had been asked at that time there 
Would have been such a scene of treas- 
ury looting as would have left Danville, 
the beautiful city of the plains, entirely 
without asoldiers home. Mr. Cannon,” 
he said, “had abused his position tc 
help the people of Danville who were 
interested in town lots; and when such 
things ate not allowed to go uncom- 
mented upon, he terms criticism scold- 
ing. He refers to his record. Does 
he regret his lost opportunities? He 
appeals to his friends who know him 
to testify to his singleness of purpose 
when, by methods he dare not and can- 
not defend, he gets a soldiers’ home 
located at his home and now asks for 
half a million more. I am willing te 
be called a scold if denouncing such 
things constitutes one.” 

Mr. Cannon replied briefly. He as- 
serted that this appropriation was justi- 
fied from every standpoint of the pub- 
lic service. “IT thank God,” he said, 
“that I have not the heart to pose here 
and act the demagogue. This whole 
attack is made because perchance J] 
happen to live at Danville. I will take 
my record in this and past congresses, 
and I will stand or fall on it. I would 
leave the question to the house. If it 
were possible I would leave it to that 
side of the house, and I skould not fear 
the verdict.” 

There was also a lively debate over the 
provisions in the bill requiring the own- 
ers of bullion hereafter to pay the cosl 
of transporting bullion from assay offices 
to the mints. The western members 
and the free silver advocates generally 
took the position that this change of 
policy on the part of the government 
would discourage the production of gold, 
appreciate its value and might result 
in driving the gold to foreign mints. 
The Republicans and some of the Dem- 
ocrats denied that it would have such 
effect, and said that it meant simply 
the repeal of a bounty granted to miners 
since 1879. The motion to strike out 
the proviso was defeated, 110 to 125. 


Gold the Best Standard. 

Washington, Jan. 13.—The house com- 
mittee on banking and currency gave a 
hearing Wednesday to a delegation of 
those who established the monetary com- 
mission. Mr. Edmunds was the first 
speaker. He said that the fundamental 
principle which the commission had felt 
was to be considered in establishing a 
stable currency was, first to know what 
the standard of value in this country is 
and is to be. Many believed, and he was 
one of these, that it was impossible tc 
have more than one standard of value. 
Gold is the best standard because it ia 
the most stable of all standards of value 
subject to the least fluctuation from year 
to year. That, however, did not exclude 
the idea of bimetallism, for it did not ex- 
clude the use of silver or any metal to the 
largest extent that they could be main- 
tained on an equality with the one fixed 
and invariable standard of gold. That 
conclusion was reached, he said, with 
no prejudices, no private political con- 
siderations, but solely from th> convic- 
tion of those of the commission repre- 
senting the various sections of the coun- 
try. 

Representative Newlands, silverite, of 
Nevada, discussed with Mr. Edmunds 
the effect of the bill in contracting the 
currency. Mr. Edmunds did not believe 
contraction would occur, or that bank 
reserves would be injuriously affected 
by having the supply of greenbacks 
limited and in part displaced by the 
demand for gold. Mr. Newlands speci- 
fied the limited quantity of gold in this 
country, to which Mr. Edmunds re- 
plied that the metal flowed to the point 
where it was most needed and followed 
a law like that of gravitation. 

Pursuing his questions, Mr. Newlhinds 
asked if the world had a sufficiency of 
gold. “Not a sufficiency of gold or of 
virtue,” answered Mr. Edmunds, “and 
that is why we are struggling for both. 
It was this that led to the rush to the 
Klondike.”

publican candidate for senator. It was 
thought that Garrard would get the votes 
of Representatives lane and Decosta, 
who voted for Hanna. Garrard’s friends 
say that he withdrew because he was 
being used as a means for creating a 
deadlock for the benefit of others. Prev- 
ious to the joint balloting, the opposition 
offered to support Senator Dodge of 
Cleveland for the short term, with Mc- 
Kisson for the long term. Senator 
Dodge is a neighbor of Senator Hanna 
and was nominated and elected on 
pledges for Hanna. He stated that the 
senators and representatives from Cleve- 
land were instructed, and indignantly 
rejected the proposition. The propo- 
sition was also made to Mrs. Dodge, 
who was as indignant as her husband. 
The leaders of the opposition knew they 
were defeated before the joint ballot- 
ing began, but fought to the last on 
charges of bribery and coercion. 

In joint balloting there were no 
changes by the senators from their two 


ballots Tuesday for long and short terms. 
McKisson receiving 19 votes and Han- 
na 17. When the roll of the house was 
ealled it resulted in the ballots for both 
terms as follows: Hanna, 56; McKis- 
son, 51; Lentz, 1, and one absent. The 
joint ballots for both terms resulted as 
follows: Hanna, McKisson, 70;

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 13.—One of the 
most startling cases ever called in the 
divorce court here was partially heard 
yesterday, but was continued for lack 
of evidence. It was the petition of 
Elsie Jeens of Fitchburg to annul! her 
marriage with her own half brother, 
Harry Moreland Jeens. 

The story is a pathetic one. They 
were married in Fitchburg in December, 
1893, on the day of the arrival of the 
petitioner from England, where she was 
born and brought up. The woman told 
a@ tearful story on the stand of how she 
lived with a woman whom she called 
“Aunty,” but who in reality was her 
mother. She had always been told to 
call her aunty, and never dreamed of 
any close relationship. In the house- 
hold was a young man, Harry Moreland 
Jeens, who she believed was her cousin, 
and they became greatly attached to 
each other. The result of this attach- 
ment was their trip to America four 
years ago, and their marriage at Fitch- 
burg.

Massachusetts Arbitrators and New 
Bedford Crisis, 


No Concessions to Lonsdale 
Company’s Weavers. 


New Schedule Cause of Discontent Amon 
Fall R.ver Help. 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 14.—The mos 
interesting incident of yesterday in the 
labor situation here was the attempt o1 
the state board of arbitration to hea 
the breach growing out of the exclusior 
of all of the labor men except the spin- 
ners’ representatives at the arbitratior 
conference Tuesday afternoon. There 
has been a feeling 6f soreness among the 
weavers and other operatives ever since 
which was not appreciably lessened by 
the statement of the state board on Wed- 
nesday, throwing the blame on the man: 
ufacturers. Thursday afternoon Mat: 
thew Hart, secretary of th2 Cottor 
Weavers’ Protective association, re- 
ceived a dispatch from Richard T. Barry, 
the labor representative on the state 
board, asking him to meet him at the Olé 
Colony station this morning at 10:36 
with such other representatives of labor 
unions as he might get. This dispatch 
was brought up at the meeting of the 
Weavers’ committee, and it was voted 
to send Mr. Barry a telegram saying it 
would be impossible to make an appoint 
ment with him for today. The weavers 
state that thelr representatives lost $17 
by staying out of the mills Tuesday to 
attend a conference from which they 
were shut out, and if a member of the 
state board desires to meet with them. 
he can see them next week, when they 
are idle in consequence of the strike. 
The weavers’ committee perfected ar- 
rangements for mass meetings to be held 
in furtherance of the strike. 

At a mass meeting of the Card and 
Picker Room association at the north 
end last night, at which 500 operatives 
were present, a speaker stated that an 
attempt would probably be made by or 
north end and one south end corporation 
to keep their mills running the first day 
of the strike by offering fancy prices, 
and he warned all operatives to reject 
such offers and remain away. It was 
unanimously voted to resist the cutdown 
and stand by the other unions. Secre- 
taries Ross and Mills addressed the meet- 
ing. Secretary Ross said that the 400 
spinners would have contributions of 
$1¢00 from the national body to divide 
among them weekly during the strike. 

The Loomfixers and Slasher Tenders’ 
unions both voted unanimously to strike 
on Monday. Both unions have promise 
of backing from Fall River and else- 
where. 

In the city council last night Council- 


man A. P. Smith introduced the follow- 
ing order: 
Ordered, that a joint special commit- 


tee of the two branches of the city coun- 
cil to consist of the mayor and the presi- 
dent of the common council, with power 
to enlarge the committee as they deem 
expedient, be appointed to consider the 
matter of the impending tromble re- 
garding the mill situation and to co- 
operate with a view to making some ar- 
rangements which will avert so serious 
a matter as a strike. 

The order was adopted and the com- 
mittee appointed. 

Secretary Samuel Ross stated last 
night that the proposition which he made 
to the manufacturers at Tuesday's con- 
ference, when the state board of arbitra- 
tion was present, was to the effect that 
the strike could be averted by the tak- 
ing down of the notices of reduction and 
thus transferring the scene of the re- 
sistance of the cutdown to Fall River. 


Howard on English Mills, 

Boston, Jan. 14.—The Globe says that 
the cutting down of wages will not solve 
the difficulty with which the textile 
manufacturers now find themselves con- 
fronted, according to the opinions of men 
who are regarded as authorities in tex- 
tile manufacture, and who, having been 
brought up in the cotton business, have 
made ita lifetime study. Reductions in 
wages, they claim, tend to decrease the 
demand for the product of the mills, 
and affects cotton as well as other in- 
dustries. In support of this The Globe 
quotes Robert Howard, so long identi- 
fied with the cotton industry in Fall

River, in witch he says among omer 
things that it is not wise to reduce wages 
now unless the price of cloth is reduced 
in proportion. 

“I believe in high wages for the peo- 
ple,” said he, “and if the manufacturers 
would advance wages 20 percent all along 
the line it would soon start every spindle 
inthe country humming. You can putas 
high a tariff as you please upon the 
product of other countries, but unless 
you increase wages no great good can 
be accomplished. Our mills are pro- 
ducing more than the market can con- 
sume, just the same as in England, but 
the English merchant has the advan- 
tage of being able to exchange his goods 
with other nations, and because he can 
bring. the exchanged product into Eng- 
land free of duty he can make a good 
bargain. This is done in spite of the fact 
that it costs from 8 to 9 cents per cut 
more to manufacture the cotton cloth in 
England than it does to manufacture the 
Same goods in America.” 

When asked how it was possible for 
manufacturers in this country to make 
their goods cheaper, hesaid: ‘The situ- 
ation in England in many of the mills is 
somewhat similar to that in the south. 
The operatives run four looms in Eng- 
jJand and in the south, while in Fall River 
and other New England cities they run 
six to eight on the same class of work. 
Take a mill like the Hathaway in New 
Bedford, of about 171,000 spindles. You 
will find that to run a pair of mules in 
England it takes a spinner, a tender and 
a back-boy, while in the Hathaway mill 
less than two persons per pair of mules 
are employed. The mills in England 
are making money in spite of this even 
though the operatives work but 55 hours 
per week. Beside this, there is a differ- 
ence in the management of the mills. In 
England the managers are selected for 
their ability rather than because some 
of their relatives can, through having 
control of sufficient stock, secure thelr 
appointment to official, high salaried 
positions.”

remain proved futile, and in many place: 
definite action was taken towards form: 
ing new branches of the National Tex 
tile union. 

In Ashton the weavers listened to the 
report of a committee appointed to con 
fer with the Goddards regarding the re 
duction, but there was nothing in the 
reply which gave any encouragement 
The committee announced that the 
Lonsdale company would make no con 
cessions, although the request of the 
committee was well received and give1 
due consideration. It was decided a 
once to form a textile union. The 
weavers also decided not to run any ad 
ditional looms. There seems about ar 
even chance that the men will or wil! no! 
strike. 

At Lonsdale the spinners held a largely 
attended meeting, and the sentiment ap 
peared to be quite bitter against the 
company. Itisclaimed that even on the 
present basis of wages, they are pate 
from $2.60 to $3 less than those in Fal 
River.

The union officials 
are investigating all such cases and will 
endeavor to avoid trouble if possible. A 
strike of spinners in the King Philip is 
among the possibilities.

ARKANSAS’ DISASTER, 


faring For the Dead, Destitute and 
Injured In Fort Smith, 


. 


Effects of the Tornado In 
Other Localities. 


Fruit Growers Who Suffered the Loss of All 
Their Possessions. 


Fort Smith, Ark., Jan. 14.—The latest 
list shows a total of 43 lives lost In the 
tornado which swept through Fort Smith 
Tuesday night. Not less than 70 others 
are injured, many of whom are seriously 
hurt and several are expected to die. 

The work of removing the debris from 
the ruined buildings progressed yester- 
day. Five new names were added to 
the list of the dead. Two bodies were 
dug from the ruins of the Smith block 
from which 11 had previously been 
taken. 

The full extent of the storm may be 
comprehended from the fact that 35 
miles northeast of the city a quantity 
of tin roofing from Garrison avenue 
buildings was found. 

Ladies of the city are at work dis- 
tributing food and clothing to the needy. 
The relief committee finds difficulty in 
housing the suffering. One hundred and 
fifty buildings were demolished and will 
have to be rebuilt to accommodate the 
people. Memphis, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Little Rock and other cities have 
wired their readiness to lend aid if 
mecessary. A census of the dead, injured 
and property loss is being taken. The 
number of dead will not exceed 50, 


People Lost All, 

Van Buren, Ark., Jan. 14.—Tuesday 
night's tornado played havoc among the 
fruit and berry growers a few miles east 
of this city. Three persons were killed 
and three hurt fatally, 

There are possibly 20 wounded in this 
(Crawford) county, while the destruc- 
tion of buildings, fences and orchards 
was very great. In most instances the 
worst sufferers are gardeners and small 
fruit growers, who, in the destruction 
of their homes, live stock and orchards, 
lost their all. 


Town Practically Destroyed. 

Springfield Mo., Jan. 14.—The*eastern 
Part of TAMA county, near the Ar- 
kansas line, was devastated by Tuesday 
night's tor nico. and the village of Brady- 
ville, 50 miles southeast of Springfield, 
was partially destroyed. Mrs. Jackson 
was killed and her husband and children 
were more or less injured. The family of 
William Adams suffered serious ir ijur- 
ies. According to one rumor four dead 
men were taken from the wreck of the 
little town. 


Debate In the House. 

Washington, Jan. 14.—During the de- 
bate on the motion to stop the free dis- 
triM&tion of seeds, which was defeated 
ovefwhelmingly, Mr. De Armond (Dem. 
Mo.) read the telegram sent to Presi- 
dent McKinley by Mr. Hanna: “God 
reigns and the Republican party still 


lives.” That God reigns, he said, there 
was no room to doubt; therefore the 
latter clause of the telegram was the 


more wonderful.

If the Granite City club will have 
more of such meetings as that held on 
Wednesday evening, with or without a 
banquet, it will be a benefit to the 
city.

Our Postal District to be Ex- 
tended Into Weymouth. 


Frequent Mails by Electrics 
to and from Quincy. 


The New Move of much Impor- 
tance to this City. 


Word was received by the Quincy 
& Boston street railway this morning 
from the post office department at 
Washington that a new electric car mail 
route had been established between 
Quincy and East Weymouth via North 
Weymouth, Weymouth Heights, Wey- 
mouth Centre and East Weymouth to 
be known as route number 304018 to 
go into effect on Monday, Jan. 24, and 
that the contract had been awarded to 
the Quincy & Boston street railway to 
transport the mails on this route. 

The contract calls for five round 
trips per day between Quincy and the 
offices above mentioned for 306 week 
days per year; one round trip per day 
for seven holidays and none on Sun- 
days. 

The time at which these mails will 

be dispatched and received has not 
been determined as yet. 
* While definite arrangements have not 
been completed as yet, it is probable 
that mails for these points will be re- 
ceived and forwarded between Quincy 
and Boston by the Quincy post office 
which will be made a_ distributing 
point, and that the pouches for the 
Weymouth offices above mentioned 
will be forwarded and received by 
Quincy. 

The establishment of this route is 
an important one and is but a begin- 
ning of what is to follow: The time 
is not far distant when all mails be- 
tween the Boston & Quincy office will 
be received and dispatched by this 
method. It also means that in the lay- 
ingof sewer or water pipes that the 
tracks of the railway can not be blocked 
sous to hinder the through passage 
of cars carrying mails this may mean 
quite an important item to the street 
railway. 

For instance when the brick sewer 
was laid across Washington street at 
the junction of Canal street the railway 
company were obliged to pay the con- 
tractors a bonas not te disturb their 
tracks but to tunnel beneath them. 
Had the route been established at that 
time the contractors would have had 
to tunnel under the tracks at their own 


expense,

Editors of the Quincy Daily Ledger: 

An interesting and profitable dis- 
cussion has been carried on of late in 
the Ledger, which resulted from the 
well advised statement of Mayor Sears 
in his inaugural address, ‘‘that the 
condition of the schools was alarm- 
ing.’’ 

The rapid increase in the population 
of Quincy, particularly the non-native 
portion, proverbially of large families, 
has resulted in a draft upon the public 
funds, for educational purposes, which 
has now reached a point where it 
amounts to nearly half thereof. 

It is the writer’s belief that there is 
a decided tendency, now that the 
inestimable advantage to the State of 
the universal education of its future 
citizens has become apparent, to 
OVER-DO it. The same tendency has 
had to be checked and regulated in 
every public matter of great moment 
which has arisen. For instance, after 
the slaves were freed their friends, 
with hysterical haste and unwise zeal, 
disregarding the advice of the more 
sensible and sober minded forced upon 
them the right of suffrage, before 
education had raised them from the 
slough of ignorance into which years 
of bondage and proscriptive educa- 
tional laws had» plunged them. This 
tendency manifests itself in the efforts 
often made to have cooking, sewing, 
painting, physiology, with animal dis- 
section, avatomy hygene and many 
other such ‘‘‘frills’’ taught in the 
public schools, and even in those of 
grades below the High school. 

It seems to the writer that the sole 
aim of the grammar school should be to 

| teach the plain English branches 
THORUUGHLY, reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, spelling, his- 
tory composition, grammar, and some 
of the essential characteristics of a 
Republican form of government. Such 
@ course as this is all that the great 
majority of the scholars have time for 
}and such an education as this will 
enable every graduate to perform his 
duties as a citizen,» and conduct 
| own business intelligently. 

After graduation from the grammar 
school, those of the pupils who can 
afford to, and are wise, will desire to 
continue their studies in a school of a 
higher grade, either to prepare for a 
college or institute or to obtain some 
knowledge of the classics or a business 
course. So many of the teachers in the 
Hiigh schools of the State are now 
graduates from one or another of the 
colleges that it seems no more than 
right that the High schools should fit 
their pupils for college, as many an 
industrious young man has and could 
support himself in college after he has 
got there, by a High school classical 
course the only (for him) possible 
means. The course adapted for 
qualifying scholars for the colleges or 
institutes is the best possible finish for 
the education of those who do not in- 
tend to try the examinations even. 
In other words the writer believes that 
the High school should be able to fit 
scholars for the best colleges and in- 
stitutes, as, in the absence of 
| academies endowed and maintained by 
private generosity, it is the only way 
@ poor boy has of preparing himself to 
enter these places, where as a fact, a 
boy who is deserving and diligent can 
easily pay his own way, if he can only 
have a school where he can prepare 
himself for the entrance examinations. 

Another instance of the tendency 
towards extravagance and over-doing is 
in the so-called Trade-Schools’’ which 
attempt to teach the plain mechanical 
trades, which could be mastered far 
easier and better by a regular ap- 
prenticeship to some practical 
mechanic. In one of the best known 
trade schools of a neighboring city, 
the pupils, at the stroke of a mimic 
fire alarm tear through the streets,

The Brockton Enterprise announces 
that ‘‘The Faxon law, as it is called, 
will be enforced to the letter from this 
time out in that city, and one express 
company advertises that so far as it is 
concerned no orders for liquor will be 
taken except for ‘delivery at . the 
patron’s place of residence, This will 
stop the business of ordering liquor to 
be left at express offices to be called 
for and carried away by the pur- 
chaser. It also stops, as nearly as we 
can figure it under the wording, the 
delivery of liquor at drug stores and 
clubs, {though the managers might 
order liquor left at their houses and 
carry it! to other places if they care 
to run the risk 

The first step seems to have been 
4aken toward making the city ‘dry.’ 
It may work so well that people will 
be sorry to see the reign of wetness 
start in May Ist. It is also possible 
that the outcome will be to make 
license popular. 

**If the law is rigidly enforced it will 
be made unpopular and may be re- 
pealed, and if so, few tears will be 
shed by the many temperance people 
who have thought all along that the 
Faxon law was the best thing yet de- 
vised to open the saloons wherever the 
law was enforced. Without the Faxon 
law temperance communities were 
getting along nicely and keeping the 
sale of liquor down to a minimum. 
With the open saloons there is no 
limit, practically, to the amount of 
steady and continuous drinking in a 
city.”

Enlargement of the Circuit Not Favored by 
the Delegates. 

Boston, Jan. 13.—The annual meeting 
of the New England league of baseball 
clubs was held Wednesday. The first 
protest was that of Brockton against 
Pawtucket for a rain guarantee and 2 
percentage, and this was settled by 
the clubs interested without recourse to 
a vote. 

The Fall Rivers were awarded $50 fur 
the action of the Newports in leaving 
the field at Fall River Aug. 10 on the 
ground that less than three innings 
had been played, and the local club was 
out of pocket by the action of the visit- 
ing club. 

The last ; -otest was that of the Brock- 
tons against awarding the Fall Rivers 
the game of the morning of Sept. 11 
in Fall River, on the ground that no 
engagement had been made to play there. 
The protest was decided in favor of the 
Fall Rivers. The directors then de- 
cided that the championship terminated 
in a tie and must stand as such. 

Applications for membership were 
received from Manchester, N. H., by 
M. J. Garrity; Nashua, N. H., by J. 
L. Bacon, and from Portland, Me., by 
letter from E. W. Murphy. Each cf 
these gentlemen made a strong appeal 
on behalf of his own city, but it was 
finally voted that the circuit of 1898 be 
the same as 1897. T. H. Murnane was 
re-elected president and J. C. Morse sec- 
retary-treasurer. It had been expected 
that Worcester would apply for a fran- 
chise, but the application did not appear. 
The league consists of Newport, Fail 
River, Pawtueket, New Bedford, Taun- 
ton and Brockton.

Hannis Taylor Urges Organiza- 
tion to Arouse Public Opinion. 


New York, Jan. 14—In compliance 
with a request made by William O. Mc 
Dowal., chairman of the organizing com- 
mittee of the Cuban American club ir 
this city, Hannis Taylor, former United 
States minister to Spain, has written 3° 
letter from Mobile, Ala., in which in part 
he says: “The Cuban patriots have sc 


completely broken the military powe: 
of their oppressors that the independence 


of the island in the near future is now 
hardly problematical. The empty sham 
of autonomy by which the Sagasta mi..- 
istry have attempted to disarm a tri- 
umphal host m the very hour of victory 
has failed of its purpose. Bg the res- 
olute statesmanship of General Gomez 
the effort to corrupt his followers has 
been put aside as a poor comedy; and 
thus has perished the last pretext seized 
upon by the government at Washingtor 
as an excuse for the criminal, cruel, shori 
sighted policy through which it is now 
aiding and abetting Spain to prolong 
@ scene of death and destruction that is 
shocking the civilized world. 


BANNIS TAYLOR, 


“A large portion of the people of Cuba 
are now either starving to death, or 
dying of disease at our very doors, and 
Spain is preparing to send 25,000 more 
soldiers to Cuba who are to renew the 
horrors of war; and still the present 
timid and irresolute administration, by 
its non-action, is doing all it can to pro- 
long the present situation. In every 
city in the United States a Cuban-Amer- 
ican league should be formed whose pri- 
mary purpose should be to arouse pub- 
lic opinion to demand the instant pas- 
sage of the senate’s belligerency resolu- 
tion now pending in the house. 

“Spain has hurled in vain against the 
insurgent host over 200,000 men and has 
expended in vain over $300,000,000, re- 
sources twice as great as those em- 
ployed by Great Britain in our entire 
revolutionary war. Spain's military 
power in Cuba is nearly at an end, while 
the army under General Gomez is in pos- 
session of nearly the entire portion of 
the island. In the present desperate 
state of the cause of Spain there can be 
no doubt that the moral support that the 
Passage of the beligerency resolution 
would give to the insurgents would so 
strengthen their hand that by the begin- 
ning of summer Cuban independence 
could be justly recognized.” 


Case of Suspended Animation. 

Toledo, Jan. 14.—Mrs. John Graper, 
who, with her family, resides about one 
mile from the east side, died, or was sup- 
posed to have died, last Friday morn- 
ing, but later developments proved that 
{it was case of suspended animation, 
brought about by a blow on the head, 
dealt by her husband. All arrange- 
ments had been made for the funeral, 
when the woman showed unmistakable 
signs of life. On Friday morning John 
Graper and his wife quarreled and he 
struck her on the head with aclub. The 
woman became unconscious and it was 
thought she had died. She was prepared 
for burial. On Saturday afternoon about 
2 o’clock signs of life appeared and the 
supposed corpse arose in her coffin. She 
is now on the way to complete recovery. 


Nervous Patient’s Suicide. 

Lexington, Mass., Jan. 14.—John H. 
Curtis, whose home is in New Haven, 
Conn., committed suicide by cutting his 
throat at the house of Mrs. L. M. Ho- 
mans, who conducts a house or retreat 
for nervous patients. Mr. Curtis came 
to Lexington on Tuesday last and was 
admitted to the Homans house upon the 
recommendation of mutual acquaint- 
ances. He did not appear to be ina 
very bad condition and soon after his 
arrival sent a telegram to his mother. 
Late Thursday afternoon groans were 
heard coming from his room, and when 
a physician who had been summoned 
forced an entrance Mr. Curtis was found 
dead with his throat cut. 


Senator's Demoeracy In Dispute. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 14.—Representa- 
tive Saunders, Democrat of Union 
county, yesterday introduced a resolu- 
tion in the house of representatives 
questioning the Democracy of United 
States Senator Lindsay and asking him 
to resign. The resolution was referred 
to the committee on petitions and griev- 
ances by a viva vove vote, which disposes 
of it foralltime. The resolution recites 
the fact that Senator Lindsay has voted 
against the Democratic party and calls 
upon him to resign, as he no longer rep- 
resents the party that elected him. The 
resolution is the result of the heated 
fight over the currency question. 


Caused Boiler to Explode, 

Athol, Mass., Jan. 14—A flywheel 
weighing 200 pounds burst In the sawmill 
of J. S. Hunt Thursday while the engine 
was running at full speed. A portion 
crashed into the boiler, causing a terrific 
explosion, which threw Mr. Hunt a dis- 
tance of 20 feet. He escaped with a few 
bruises. Another part of the wheel flew 
through the roof, tearing out a large hole 
and cutting the heavy timbers like a 
knife. The engine was a complete 
wreck, but as none of the employes was 
near the machinery at the time, Mr. 
Hunt was the only man injured,

French Author to-Be Haled to Court 
For Charges, 


Uproar In Chamber of Depu- 
ties In Paris. 


Members Compe! the Government Leaders to 
Take a Stand. 


Paris, Jan. 14.—Count De Mun, the 
clerical leader, caused excitement in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday when he 
asked to be allowed to question the gov- 
ernment on the subject of Emile Zola’s 
open letter to President Faure, which 
pointed out alleged irregularities in the 
Esterhazy court-martial and formally 
accused the minister of war, General 
Billot; General Mercier, Major Ravary 
and Major Paty de Clan of perjury. The 
minister of finance, Mr. Cochery, replied 
that the absence of General Billot com- 
pelled him to postpone discussion of the 
matter. This caused an uproar, and 
Count De Mun declared he had advised 
General Billot and the premier, Mr. 
Meline, of his intention to raise the de- 
bate, adding, “for the matter is not one 
which can be put off.”” This remark was 
greeted with applause. 

Mr. Cochery then said the government 
proposed to fix a day for the debate at 
the conclusion of the day’s session of the 
house. This aroused prolonged pro- 
tests, and the minister finally agreed to 
suspend the session until General Billot 
could be in attendance. 

When the session was resumed Premier 
Meline made a statement, saying in sub- 
stance: “We understand the excite- 
ment in the chamber in the presence of 
the attack on the chiefs of the army. 
The government, recognizing their duty, 
have decided to prosecute Mr. Zola, al- 
though they are not blind to the fact 
that the prosecution is desired in order 
to prolong the agitation. It is to be 
hoped the chamber will have confidence 
in the energy and wisdom of the govern- 
ment.” 

Count De Mun said the government 
owed to the army that the latter be taken 
into its confidence, as it was impossible 
to allow the accumulation of insults and 
attacks. 

General Billot said this was the fourth 
time he had been called upon to defend 
a matter which had already been passed 
upon. The army treated the attacks 
with contempt, but it was painful to see 
it attacked from abroad. Continuing, 
he said the army was composedly pur- 
suing its mission and in the day of need 
would know how to do its duty. 

Mr. Jaures, a socialist leader, con- 
demned the court-martial proceedings 
behind closed doors, which, he asserted, 
“left the mind of the nation groping in 
obscurity.” The socialist deputy also 
asked the house not to repudiate the 
subordination of military power to civil 
power. To this General Billot replied: 
“The army obeys its chief and, as the 
faithful gu@rdian of republican institu- 
tions, pursues its sacred mission.” 


Life In Australia. 

San Francisco, Jan. 14.—The following 
Australian advices arrived yesterday 
per steamer Alameda from Sydney: A 
very severe shock of earthquake was ex- 
perienced over the whole of North isl- 
and and as far south as Christ Church, 
New Zealand, Dec. 8 At Wantangui, 
chimneys were levelled and the main 
water supply was stopped. 

While hunting on the Macquerio isl- 
ands Dec. 5, four men were drowned by 
the upsetting of their boat. 

The bark Loongana, which arrived in 
Sydney Dec. 2, brought the news of the 
drowning of Brother Bernard, a mis- 
sionary, and 18 natives near the Gilbert 
islands. The missionary’s party in 
canoes was struck by asquall and all 
were lost. 

Reports from the country districts of 
Victoria show that a cyclonic storm Nov. 
13 did immense damage, scores of build- 
ings being blown down and many persons 
injured. 

Jack Griffiths of Cobar, who held the 
world’s record, and Professor T. B. Bax 
of New Zealand engaged in a club 
swinging contest for the world’s cham- 
Pionship in Newcastle. Two-pound 
clubs were used and, according to the 
conditions of the match, not less than 5 
revolutions per minute were to be made. 
After both had swung the clubs for 40 
hours continually, the match was de- 
clared a draw. 

H. Creamer established a new world’s 
record for the mile walk in Auckland. 
His time was six minutes 27 3-5 seconds. 


Schenk and His Secret. 

Vienna, Jan. 14.—Professor Schenk is 
besieged. His house is the objective 
point of hundreds of pilgrims daily, all 
clamoring for the secret of which he says 
he is the master—the wondrous secret 
of how to influence the sex of a child 
unborn. Most of his visitors are women, 
wealthy matrons who are consumed with 
the desire for a male child and are will- 
ing to pay large sums for the instruc- 
tions which they firmly believe Schenk 
could give them if he would. Their 
eagerness is pathetic, their disappoint- 
ment at refusal is intense. 

Cablegrams are reaching him from all 
over the world—many of them from 
America—and strangers from afar are 
journeying to Vienna as fast as the rail- 
roads can carry them. All these in- 
quirers are sincere—terribly sincere. 
But neither their entreaties nor their 
promises can move the scientist, author 
of ali this stir. His reply to all ap- 
plicants is the same. 


Going to Washington. 

Honolulu, Jan. 6, via San Francisco, 
Jan. 14.—President Dole leaves for Wash- 
ington on the 8th instant for the purpose 
of consulting with the administration 
on the subject of annexation of these 
islands to the greater republic. During 
the president's absence Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Cooper will act as the 
chief executive. The departure of Mr. 
Dole was unanimously decided upon at 
a special meeting of the council of state. 
After the meeting President Dole said: 
“It has been considered best that I should 
go to Washington and meet the adminis- 
tration upon the matter of pending an- 
mexation negotiations. Immediately 
upon arrival in Washington I shall con- 
sult with the members of the Hawalian 
legation.” 


ANOTHER FICHT. 


Effort to Prevent the Seating of Senator Hanaz 
For the Long Term. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 14.—Although the 
legislature has adjourned, the leaders on 
both sides are here preparing for another 
fight next week. The opposition ta 
Hanna proposes to fight against his 
being seated for the long term. His 
enemies say they have not time to inter- 
fere on the short term, but they will 
press the bribery charges as vigorously 
as very similar charges were pressed 
on Henry H. Payne 14 years ago to the 
United States senate. Subpoenas have 
been issued for Senator Hanna, Major 
Dick, Mr. Hollenbeck, Mr. Boyce and 
others to appear before the senate com- 
mittee next Tuesday night. 

Libel suits have been brought against 
several Republican papers for damages 
in connection with the bribery charges, 
notably one for $100,000 by T. C. Camp- 
bell against the Ohio State Journal. E, 
G. Rathbone, one of Senator Hanna's 
managers, wants the bribery investiga- 
tion pushed to the last ditch. He says 
those who were in that business are 
raising the cry against others. 

While the senate committee of which 
Senator Burke is chairman began its 
investigation Wednesday, the house 
committee will not be appointed until 
next Tuesday. The Otis resolution was 
adopted in the house Thursday, but 
Speaker Mason wanted time for the 
selection of the five men to do the in- 
vestigating. As he is anticipating an 
attempt to oust him, he is disposed te 
confer with the members before nam- 
ing the committee. In the standing 
committees announced by the speaker, 
he gave the Republicans who voted for 
Hanna good places; but it is said that 
tthe latter will not accept the oiive 
branch, and a majority have signed a 
document to oust Mason and the other 
officers. 

Speaker Mason has never missed a mo- 
ment out of his chair during the ses- 
sions of the past two weeks. As Tem- 
porary Speaker Griffith is now with the 
Hanna forces, Mason knows that in his 
absence a resolution would be offered 
and adopted to reorganize the house. As 
Mason will refuse to recognize ayone 
offering such a resolution, some persons 
expect violence before reorganization is 
effected. Mason was very arbitrary in 
his rulings Thursday, and the Republi- 
can members are ready to resort to 
desperate efforts next week for reor- 
ganization. As the fusion Republican 
members from Cincinnati were assured 
of support on the Republican side for 
certain bills for the reorganization of 
their city, their support, witty the ex- 
ception of Otis, is counted in dis- 
placing Mason. The Democratic side 
is depended on to support the Cincinnat 
bills in any event. 


Mangled and Killed. 

Melrose, Mass., Jan. 14.—George Smith 
of Wakefield was caught between two 
trains on the Boston and Maine railir ad 
near the Melrose station last night and 
so fearfully mutilated that he died two 
hours after the accident. He leaves a 
widow and several children.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Hugh Murray, an insolvent market- 
man in Providence, cut his throat. 

Fire in the picker room of the Hamlet 
mill in Woonsocket, R. I., caused dam- 
age to the extent of $5000. 

Major William Rounds, probate judge 
for 20 years and a judge of the Windsor 
county court for 15 years, died in Ches- 
ter Depot, Vt., at the age of 72. 

The London Mail learns that Sir 
Charles Arthur Fairlie Cunningham 
committed suicide in a London hotel on 
the night of Dec. 26. It was announced 
at the time as a natura! death. 

A passenger train on the Chicopee 
Falls, Mass., branch of the Boston and 
Maine railroad was wrecked by the 
spreading of the rails near Chicopee 
Falls last evening. No one was injured. 

The fishing schooner Dixie came into 
Boston last night and reported that 
George Lloyd, one of the crew, was lost 
in the fog while tending trawls in Ips- 
wich bay Wednesday. Lloyd belonged 
in Gloucester. 

The following senators have been 
chosen as the senatorial members of the 
Democratic congressional campaign 
committee: Faulkner, Jones of Ar- 
kansas, Cockrell, White, Murphy, Smith, 
Rawlins and Pasco. 

There has been a tax riot at Boriavi, 
near Nariad, in the Gujarat district, 
India. A collector has been seriously in- 
jured and five Sepoys have been killed. 
Three hundred Sepoy troops have been 
sent to the scene of the disturbance. 

The five-story brick factory of the 
Pominion Paper Box company, To- 
ronto, was destroyed by fire last night. 
The premises of the Toronto electrical 
works adjoining was also gutted. The 
total loss will reach $50,000, fully cov- 
ered by insurance, 

Chief Consul Sterling Elliott, of the 
Massachusetts division, L. A. W., has 
issued an appeal for help in securing a 
wide tire law in that state. Hesaysthet 
the state is paying out so much money 
for good roads that protection in the 
form of wide tires is a necessity. 

The Berlin press is greatly excited in 
the discussion of the Chinese loan over 
the idea of a joint Anglo-German loan. 
The suggestion is eagerly welcomed; 
and since it was mooted a distinctly 
friendlier tone toward England has bee: 
adopted, approaching open flattery. 

There have been destructive. fire 
throughout the colony of etoria, ant 
enormous damage has been dome, es- 
pecially in the Gippsland d.strict in the 
southeastern part. Two townships have 
been obliterated and hundreds of settlers 
rendered homeless. There has been a 
great loss of livestock. 

Brown university and Dartmouth col- 
lege will meet in debate May 9. The plans 
suggested by the representatives of the 
two schools are that Brown shall offer 
four questions for Dartmouth to select 
one from, and then Brown shall be ail- 
lowed the choice of side upon the ques- 
tion selected. 


Gane of Young Burglars, 

Boston, Jan, 14.—Chief Inspector Watts 
believes that in three youths under ar- 
rest he has the perpetrators of many of 
the burglaries which have occurred in 
the Roxbury district during the past 
six months. The boys are Harry Cup- 
till, alias Harry Mason, 15 years old, who 
says his home is on Grand street, Brook- 
lyn; John Davis, alias John Phillips, 17 
Years old, who gave his residence as 
17 Williams street, and George Schultz, 
19, of 5 Williams terrace, Roxbury. It 
is expected that other arrests will be 
made soon. 

Repeated complaints from residents 
of the Roxbury district culminated last 
Monday night in the issuance of an 
order from headquarters detailing about 
150 of the most vigilant and active offi- 
cers of the police department in citi- 
zens’ clothes to patrol the district and 
watch for the burglars in all parts of the 
city. Still the latter evaded the officers 
and, although the prisoners have been 
under espionage for several days, it was 
only when the stolen articles had been 
pledged at pawn shops that the evi- 
dence was obtained sufficient to justify 
their arrest. 

When taken to headquarters, their 
pockets were found filled with si!ver- 
ware, jewelry and other articles that had 
been stolen, and Davis had a loaded re- 
volver. The prisoners at first stub- 
bornly refused to talk, but finally re- 
lented and tohi Chief Watts a great 
many things in connection with their 
operations, It is expected that at least 
26 of the burglaries which have occurred 
in Roxbury recently will be cleared up, 
by these arrests. ' 


Great and General Court. 

Boston, Jan. 14.—In the senate yes- 
terday a petition was filed for legisla-| 
tion to provide better protection and 
preservation of woodcock, partridge, 
hares, rabbits and other birds and ani- 
mals, 

A petition providing that normal! 
schools may confer degrees on gradu- 
ates was taken from the files and re- 
ferred to the committee on cities 

Orders were adopted granting the com- 
mitiees on education and prisons per-} 
mission to travel within the limits of} 
the commonwealth. | 

Maynard E. S. Clemens and others 
asked for incorporation as the North| 
Andover Water company, with a capital 
stock of $100,000. 

Henry S. Dickinson, mayor of Spring- 
field, wants legislation authorizing cities 
and towns to raise and expend money for 
the bonding of officials who are by law 
or ordinance to furnish bonds or se- 
curities. The bill is entitled “An act 
to authorize cities to appropriate money 
for the payment of the charges of in- 
surance companies as sureties on bonds 
of city officers.” | 

Representative McCarthy of Boston} 
has submitted to the legislature his 
aldermanic bill, which provides for the 
nomination by districts and the election 
at large of aldermen of the city of Bos- 
ton. The bill is identical with that of 
last year, except a plurality is substi- 
tuted for a majority in the section which 
covers the nomination of candidates 
in the district caucuses. 

Representative Waite of Medford pre- 
sented to the house a petition signed by 
60 citizens of his district calling for re- 
strictions In the practice of pharmacy. 
All applicants must apply to the board of 
registration in pharmacy before entering 
into apprenticeship, or into the study of 
pharmacy in schools; must then present 
a high school diploma or its equivalent 
or take an examination; must study for 
three years under a registered pharma- 
cist; and then must pass an examination 
before the board before entering into 
practice. 


Tampered With Public Records. 

Chicago, Jan. 14.—Sensational charges 
were made against the civil service com- 
missioners’ office before the “Lexow” 
committee. It wascharged by Attorney 
Bliss that someone during the night fol- 
lowing the last day of the appearance 
of President Kraus and his associates 
before the committee altered and falsi- 
fied the records of the commission so 
that they would not show the names 
of 28 men who are said to have been 
added to the eligible police list without 
authority of law. 


Fire This Moraing. 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 14.—The chemical 
works of Taylor & Barker at Wamesit, 
two miles below here, was burned early 
this morning, the glare of the flames 
making one of the grandest illumina- 
tions seen in this section for a long time. 
The loss is placed at $10,000. 

The fire started about 11 o’clock last 
night and word was sent to this city, 
but no apparatus was sent for, as the 
distance was considerable, the works not 
easy of aceess and the water supply 
meager.

THE DERELICT.

I was second mate of the American 
brig Ruby, bound from Javato New 
York, and all had gone well with us 
for a fortnight, when accident brought 
about a curious adventure. Just as 
night was closing down, with the brig 
sailing along on an even keel and the 
breeze steady, I swung myself upon the 
rail to get a look at what seemed to be 
a raft floating past us. I may have been 
overcareless or a rope may have given 
way, but of a suddeu I found myself in 
the water. The man at the wheel wit- 
nessed my mishap and gave the alarm 
and threw me the life preserver always 
ready for such an emergency, and I 
had no doubt of being picked up with- 
in ten minutes. I had seized the float. 
when down thundered a black squall 
from outaof the west, and next moment 
it was as dark as midnight and the sea 
All in a chop. I felt that it was all over 
with me then. The men would be lucky 
to bring the brig through the fierce 
squall without thinking of me. Indeed, 
if she had had 100 men on board instead 
of 12, they would not have dared to 
lower a boat. I got just one glimpse of 
the craft as she shot away into the dark- 
ness and then began to work to get the 
life preserver under my arms. I was 
buffeted and knocked about in the most 
confusing raanner, and had the squall 
lasted five minutes longer I should have 
been drowned on the surface. It passed 
away as suddenly as it came, and ten 
minutes later the sea had calmed down, 
and I was floating with my head well 
out of the water. 

I had gone overboard at about 7 
o’clock in the evening. For the first 
three hours my hopes and fears made 
me alert, but by and by I felt a dull 
languor and was only half conscious of 
what was going on. An hour after mid- 
night I was suddenly aroused from what 
seemed to be a troubled dream. I was 
bamping against something hard, and 
my first idea was that I had been cast 
ashore. It took me several minutes to 
shake myself together and make out that 
I was alongside the hull of a vessel. It 
was hard to credit the fact, but fact it 
was, and when I realized it I had scarce- 
ly more todo than lift up my hands and 
seize the low rail and draw myself in- 
board. I had found a derelict brig. 
Both masts were gone close to the deck, 
much of her bulwarks swept away, and 
I knew by the feel of her that she was 
waterlogged. I took one glance over her 
and no more, but dumped myself down 


on the deck and was asleep in five sec- | 


onds. When I opened my eyes, the sun 
was an hour high, and a big albatross 


was poised directly above me and not, 


50 feet high. It did not take me long 
to master the details of 
In the first place, she was loaded with 
Australian redwood and could not sink 
beyond a certain point; next, she had 
been floating about for months 
months. There was some wreckage on 
her decks, but masts and yards and 
boats and booms had gone clear off her 
as they fell. She bad settled down un- 
til her scupper boles were only a few 
inches above water, but 
buoyant cargo she could not sink deeper. 
As a sailor I made her out to be a 
French craft, and later on I discovered 
that she was the Maurie of Brest. She 
was afmall craft, carrying a crew of 
eight or nine men, and was a forecastle 
ship instead cf having a deckhouse for 
the men. The caboose or cook’s galley 
had gone overboard with the rest, but 


the doors of the cabin and the scuttle to ! 


the forecastle were tightly closed. The 
brig had been wrecked aloft in squall or 
gale and had at the same time sprung 
aleak. Whether her crew had been 
washed overboard or taken to the boats 
there was no means of telling until I 
* had made an investigation below. 

The first thing was tu get something 
to eat and drink. After a few minutes’ 
work I broke open the cabin doors and 
got into the pantry. There was wine in 
plenty, as might have been expected, 
and I soon came across some meat and 
biscuit in tins. I wanted water, but 
there was none to be had, and so, tak- 
ing what I could lay hands on, I went 
pn deck and made a fair meal. When 
this had been concluded, I returned to 
the cabin for an overhaul. All the 
charts and nautical instruments were 
there, nor had zeny of the spare clothing 
of captain or mates been taken away. I 
found the logbook, #nd though I could 
not read French I made out the latituds 
and longitude last recorded. As near es 
I could figure it out the brig was then 
midway between Australia and the 
Cape, and the date was nearly seven 
months old. She had drifted to every 
point of the compass, but must have 
drifted nearly 2,000 miles to the north 
to reach the spot where I found her. It 
Was noon before I began an examina- 
tion of the lazarette to see how I should 
fare for provisions.

You may think it 
queer that during the day I had scarce- 
ly glanced around the horizon and given 
no thought to rescue, and that I went | 
to bed with a contented mind, but sail- 
ors are prone to take luck as it comes, 
goed or bad. I had made a miraculous 
escape and was fairly safe on the wreck, 
and there was nothing to worry over if 
| not taken off for weeks. Interested as I 
| was in overhauling the stranger, I 
| would not have tossed up a penny to be} 
taken off by a passing vessel. 
When morning came again I made a) 
more thorough investigation of the cab- 
in. In rear of the captain’s stateroom I 
phanced upon a closet which had eés- 
caped me the day before, and here [| 
made a great find.

On the average 
the weather was fine, but there were 
days and nights when gale and sea tum- 
bled the waterlogged craft about until 
ouly a sailor could have lived through | 
it. Instead of lifting her the waves ran | 
over her, and at such times the decks 


The cargo was afloat 
with the water in the hold, and as the

| Was tossed about by the waves, rubbed 
against the whale as he sounded and 
reached the surface to find the wreck a | 
hull no longer. It was simply a heap 
of floating debris. The strange ship | 
drew nearer, lowered a buat, and I was 
| picked up asI clungtoaplank. The 
money was gone, all else but the tim- 
bers which composed the cargo had dis- 
appeared, and my adventure, surprising 
as it had begun, had ended in a manner 
strange enough to satisfy even the most | 
imaginative novelist.

NUTTING WITH RACCOONS. | 


How a New Jersey Man Has Solved the 
Probiem of Gathering Chestnuts. 


A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times says tnat Reuben White of Rin- | 
goes, N. J., has tamed six coons and 
trained them to gather chestnats. 

When White sets out in the morning | 
on a chestuutting trip, the coons follow 
him like a pack of dogs, and when a 
tree is reached White sets a basket with 
low sides on the ground and, snapping 
bis fingers and waving his hands in 
different directions, sets the coons to 
work. | 

The animals spread out and range 
over every inch of the ground, pawing ; 


| over the leaves and sniffing like dogs on 


the scent of prey. When a coon runs 
across a nut, he snaps it up with his 
lips and stows it away inside his mouth 
like a chipmunk. The animal has a ca- 
pacity for carrying about half a pint of 
chestnuts in his mouth, and when the 
limit is reached he trots to the basket | 
and drops them into it. 

The hunt is kept up until the ground , 
bas been thoroughly searched. In the | 
meantime White is pelting the tree, 
with clubs, and when clubbing fails the | 
coons are sent up to shake the tree. At} 
an order to go up the animals traverse 
every limb, going to the tips of the] 
small branches and shaking them vigor- | 
ously. When they have gone over the | 
tree, there are not nuts enough left on 
it to fill a quart cup. 

White says that when the season for | 
chestnuts is good he can gather four

when the market is ordinarily good that | 
means between $10 and $12. He calcu- | 
lates that each coon is worth to him 
about $60 a year.

Are we fulfilling the duty 
that we owe toward the unsaved about 
us?

all long suffering and doctrine.’’? Con- 
stant, earnest, practical, patient and 
loving application of God’s work is 
It 
is the one method of soul winning that 
should be used today. To lead men to 
Christ we must get the word of God 
into their minds and hearts and lives. 
With love in our hearts toward all who 
are unsaved we should go to them with 
the word of God and plainly and ten- 
derly press the claims of God in Christ 
upon them, prove to them from the 
word of God their condition as sinners, 
show them the love of God in Christ, 
and God’s willingness and ability to 
save them from the guilt and conse-

Attorney General Ketcham was con- 
sulted, and after thoroughly examining 
| the law he found that, while there was 
no statute covering the case, there was 
none which ruled against women hold- 
ing offices of this nature. Upon this in- 
formation the appointment was made, 
and she was placed in charge of the 
office. Those who have been watching 
her closely say that she has taken hold 
in a businesslike manner and shows evi- 
dence of proving to be one of the most 
efficient officers the corporation has ever 
had. 

She writes a good hand and is me- 
thodical. She has a general knowledge 
of town and city government and Indi- 
ana laws applying to that part of the 
work which falls to her. 

Mrs. Hays is a charming little lady, 
scarcely over 25, and is a general favor- 
ite. She is accomplished and capable of 
gracing the drawing room as well as the 
city clerk’s office. She is decidedly fem- 
inine in all of her tastes, but in her 
office work those little oddities which 
men call ‘‘feminine inconsistency’’ are 
entirely missing.

HOWELL ON WHIST. 


The Tromp Attack From Strong Plain 
Suit Hands, 
I 

There are two league trophies in the 
field. One, the American Whist league 
_— trophy, as it is officially called, 
is for competition by teams of four players 
each. Matches for its possession are cor- 
tested every Saturday. The other emblem 
of supremacy is the Brooklyn trophy, for 
competition by teams of 12 or more indi- 
viduals representing whist associations 
auxiliary to the league. The matches for 
this trophy occur about once a month. 
Both trophies have changed hands since 
the league congress at Put-in-Bay, O., last 
July. The Toledo Whist club then won 
the challenge trophy, but it was defeated 
by the first challenger, the Baltimore Whist 
club, on Oct. 9. On the following Satur- 
day the Baltimore team was in turn van- 
quished, after one of the hardest struggles 
on record, by the New Jersey Whist club 
four. This contest lasted over i2 hours, 
and was won and lost on the very last 
frame of deals by tie narrow margin of 
two tricks. 

The Brooklyn trophy was captured at 
Put-in-Bay by the New York State Whist 
association, which is composed of about 20 
| clut IS throughout the Empire State. A 
few weeks ago, however, the trophy passed 
!across the Hudson, in the hands of the 
New Jersey Whist association. The matches 
for these league trophies are of course 
fought by the very best players available, 
and the sport is clean, wholesome and ex- 
The present writer will be par- 
doned for mentioning, with some satisfac- 
tion, that the New Jersey Whist club 
team, in its match with Baltimore, played 
a variation of the so called Howell game. 

Besides the league competitions, there 
are frequent tournaments and matches in 
the auxiliary associations and in various 
interclub lea@ues in the big whist centers. 
New England whist is particularly active 
this year. The New England Whist associa- 
tion has three trophies in the field. Its 
fall tournament attracted considerably 
more than 100 players from New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Then there are the club tournaments 
conducted throughout.the season by al) 
the large whist clubs in the United States, 
and, moreover, the progressive games and 
whist parties enjoyed everywhere by social 
circles of ladies and gentlemen. ‘To say 
that whist is all the rage would be a plati 
tude, but not quite true at that, for the 
royal game is not an exaggerated fad, bus 
aepastime solidly established in the favor 
of the best people of all communities. It 
is an intellectual pastime, worthy of study 
and research. 

This year, as formerly, lovers of the | 
game will no doubt be drawn into discus 
sions concerning the correct theory ott 
whist. The old fashioned long suit game, 
as exploited by Cavendish, is still practiced 
by n.any of the strongest clubs and indi- 
vidual experts, but it has suffered deep in- 
roads through the progress of various ideas 
growing outof short suitism. The best 
recent development of whist theory is the 
invitation game, whose main feature 


is 


the opening of long suits with small cards | | 


in order to indicate accompanying strength 
in trumps and _ other plain suits and to en- 
courage partner to play a bold, forward 
game. There are several pretty distinct 
varieties of the invitation game, which 
differ chiefly in respect to the extent of 
short suitism involved. Radical short 
suitism finds favor among only a few 
players of the first rank, but conservative 
short suitism is no longer an experiment, 
since it is accepted and practiced by a 
large proportion of the ablest players. 

short suit idea that has gained ground sur- 


prisingly during the past year isthe trump | 


attack with short or weak trumps from 
hands containing all round strength in 
plain suits. The justification of this prac- 
tice is the necessity of getting trumps out 
of the way before one can reap the benefit 
of his plain suit strength. It does not al- 
ways turn out altogether successfully, but 
in the long run the short trump lead is as 
safe an opening as there is at whist, pro- 
vided it be used with good judgment. Be- 
low is the play of a deal by five players of 
the American Whist club of Boston, illus- 


| trating the trump attack preceding the 


establishment of a plain suit. The eight 
of spades is the turnedtrump. North has 
the original lead. The winning card in 
each trick is underlined and the card be- 
neath is led next: 


reasonably thinks he would like to get as 
many trumps as possible out of the way, 
in which attempt he is nicely assisted by 
partner's ace and the even distribution of 
the other suits. 

Trick 3.—Kast’s ‘‘thirteener’’ is now 
the only trump left to block North's 
scheme. 

Trick 4.—South does well to open his 
best suit with a small card because, from 
partner’s bokl attack, he knows that part- 
ner must hold all round strength and have 
a high card for the first round of hearts. 

Trick 5.—North in turn is judicious in 
opening his powerful diamonds, both to 
establish them and to give information to 
partner before returning South’s heart 
lead. 

Trick 6.—South runs some risk in not 
unblocking by playing the ace on part- 
ner’s king, but he saves a trick—or more 
—by keeping off. 

Tricks 8, 9, 19.—South brings in his 
high hearts and with the last forces out 


| the long trump. 


Trick 11.—North has just the card he 
wants, the ace of clubs, to re-enter for his 
diamonds. The North and South hands 
fit together beautifully, and the winning 
of 12 tricks with them seems a simple 
matter. Nevertheless, several of the pairs 
that played these same cards in a progres- 
sive duplicate game scored only eight 
tricks.

SOUNDS A WARNING. 


REV. EDWARD MARSDEN WRITES OF 
ALASKANS AND MINERS. 


The Natives Are Suspicious of Whites, 
They Make Good Friends, but Prove Bad 
Enemies—Miners Should Recognize Na- 
tive Rights—Are Faithful to Their Trust. 


Besides the gold to be found in Alas- 
ka there are other things of absorbing 
interest in that territory—plenty of 
them. There is the native Alaskan, who 
has been sadly neglected by those who 
have written concerning the northwest 
region. An authority on the subject is 
the Rev. Edward Marsden, who has 
lived in Alaska since 1882 and has made 
a close study of native manners and cus- 
toms. Here is his account of his experi- 
ences among them: 

The native Alaskans, especially those 
of the southern part, are a hardy, self 
reliant, industrious and bold race. They 
have great powers of physical endur- 
ance and delight in athletics and music. 

3efore this century, when the Rus- 
sians came among them, they were a 
fierce people, and frequently collided 
with the czar’s soldiers. Their well or- 
ganized governments and their customs 
and religious beliefs made it difficult 
jor foreigners to deal with them. 
today things are different. There are no 
more well organized governments among 


the Alaskans. Wha. customs and beliefs | 


they have are relics of the past. Chris- 
tianity and civilization have exerted a 
wonderful influence upon them. They 
are at present in a transitional period. 
The country of Alaska and the North- 
west Territories of Canada are attracting

painful scenes have resulted from this 
cause. So, to avoid any conflict, it is 
wise to let their strange religious notions 
alone and leave it all to the American 
missionaries and schools.

They will not give them 
rouble so long asthe gold hunters treat 
them right. If these men come merely 
for the gold that they can get, regard- 
less of how they get it and whether or 
not they infringe upon the rights of 
others so they get possession of it, the 
wronged watives will take extreme 
measures. Aside from this the attitude 
of the Alaskans toward the miners is 
one of which we need not be apprehen- 
sive. —Chicago Tribune.

With this understanding we need not 
be surprised to find that a large part of 
the native population is either indiffer- 
ent or alarmed at the invasion of their 
country by tbe miners. The prevalent 
idea among them is that the gold seek- 
ers will do them both good and bad— 
good because of the development of the 
resources of the country and the many 
blessings that civilization gives them, 


in by unprincipled men. 

The miners are there already, and 
thus far there has been no clash of any 
kind between them and the natives. 
But if the excitement holds on and 
more thousands of people come, and if 
some of these newcomers are careless, 
there must be friction between them 
and the natives, which will result in 
an appeal to the protection of the law 
or to a breach of the peace. 

To avoid any unnecessary trouble and 
in order not to collide with the native 
inhabitants of Alaska and Northwest 
Territories of Canada the Klondike min- 


| ers should recognize and respect the 


rights of the natives.

Suppose there is a native Alaskan 


settlement and gold is found near and 


not know anything about it. Their eyes 
are not open toit. But strangers come 
along and discover the gold. Without 
any regard to the voice of the settlers 
and tothe rights of their possessions 
the miners locate and record their 
claims. By supposed legal process they 
develop these claims at a large profit. 

The natives receive no benefit from 
the discovery, and in the course of a 
short time they are deprived of their 
property and ejected from it by force. 
What can they do but seek redress from 
the courts of law? If that is not given 
them, they will seek other methods 
which may prove fatal to all concerned. 

Again, the Klondike miners should 
trust the natives and deal with them 
honestly aud honorably. The native 
Alaskans can be trusted, and when once 
their confidence is gained they become 
good friends and remain so under all 
circumstances. We bave had many il- 
lustrations of their trustworthiness in 
the past.

Just at Present. 


Biddeford, Me., Jan. 15.—The 

the textile operatives generally in favo 
of resisting the cutdown by astrike. The 
conferences of the committees repre- 
senting the Dressers and the Spinners 
unions with Agent McArthur of the Pep 
perell and Laconia mills yesterday were 
without result, except that Mr. McArthu) 
has gone to Boston to confer with the 
corporation directors. There is muct 
agitation, as a crisis seems impending 
among the 3500 operatives of the twe 
corporations. 

The conferences of the labor commit- 
tees were held with Agent McArthur ir 
the counting room, when many thing: 
were discussed. Mr. McArthur said thai 
he was sorry in not being able to grani 
the request for « continuation of the 
present scale of wages. The cutdowr 
would have to go into effect. 

After the committee left the counting 
room their failure became quickly 
known and strike talk was indulged ir 
throughout the mills. The 
servative operatives say they had ex 
pected a temporary concession, at least 
in order that the effect of the cutdowr 
elsewhere might have been seen. 

Agent McArthur, when seen by re 
porters, declined to discuss mill matters 
Soon after this he left for Boston. 

The citizens of Biddeford are anxious 
that no strike occur, and they also de- 
plore the cutdown. The operatives ex- 
Press willingness to work only four days 
a week if over-production is the cause 
as they are given to understand. The 
action labor unions elsewhere is 
closely watched and if there is to be e 
strike all departments uf mill help wil 
be immediatey organized.

Speeches were made by Secretary 
Hart, President Gunneen and others. Li 
was the sentiment of all that the weaver: 
would not go to work Monday, even il 
the notices were taken down today. 

The union and non-union card and 
picker room operatives had another mass 
meeting last night, and it was largely 
attended. The vote to resist the cut- 
down was unanimous. 

At a meeting of the joint arbitratior 
committee of the board of trade and the 
city council last evening the following 
resvlution was adopted: 

“At a joint meeting of the committees 
of arbitration of the city government 
and board of trade it is unanimously re- 
solved: 

“That, taking into consideration 
momentous issues to our city involved 
in the present controversy between the 
manufacturers and operatives, and the 
far reaching and calamitous 
quences of a strike, the meeting earn- 
estly requests the manufacturers, in the 
interest of the city, to postpone the cut- 
down in wages for another week, i 
hope that some adjust: fi 
to both parties may meanwhile 
fected.” 

Copies of the resolution were sent to 
each cloth mM! treasurer the first thing] 
this morning. Had the weavers con-] 
fined themselves to the original proposi- | 
tion, to strike for the removal of 10 per- 
cent reduction, there might have 
some chance of a concession on the part} 
of the treasurers, but now it is conceded 
that nothing but a miracle can avert the 
strike, and miracles don’t grow on bushes 
in New Bedford.

2f the Lonsdale mill at Lonsdale held 
a meeiing last night at Valley Falls, and 
after discussing the labor situation and 
the cutdown, voted not to strike. 
The meeting, however, represented only 
400 of the 2500 employes of the mill, and 
it is not known what action the others 
will take. It is thought, however, that 
they will follow the weavers and ac- 
cept the cutdown, 

‘rhe meeting last night was secret and 
deiegates were present from the New 

-ngland Federation of Weavers of Fall 
River, the National Association of Tex- 
tile Workers of Olneyville and from the 
Ashton and Berkley mills. 

There was a strike sentiment in the 
pueeting, but it was not strong and 
quickly succumbed to the majority, who 
favored more conservative action. It 
was decided, however, to refuse to work 
more than the ordinary number of looms, 
as the added loom would throw out one- 
fifth of the help. It was stated at the 
meeting that the Lonsdale company will 
not insist on the additional loom. 

The committee appointed to wait upon 
the company’s officers reported that no 
concessions would be made and that the 
cut would surely go into effect on Mon- 
day. The weavers at the close of the 
meeting voted to join the New England 
Federation of Weavers. 

The Ashton weavers will meet this 
evening, and it is thought that similar 
action will be taken and that there will 
be no strike in any of the Lonsdale com- 
pany’s mills.

Lewiston, Me., Jan. 15.—The card 
grinders and speed tenders of this city 
voted last evening not to strike when 
the 10 percent reduction of wages goes 
into effect in the mills Monday.

Boston, Jan. 15.—For four years the 
postoffice inspectors have been trying to 
catch a sly thief in the Boston office, but

Mayor Sears informs the Ledger that 
he will announce his appointments of 
city officials and boards at the meet- 
ings of the City Council tonight. No 
Mayor, probably, has had a more try- 
ing time than His Honor. Hon. 
Charles H. Porter, the first Mayor, 
started in with a non-partisan govern- 
ment, and his successor Hon. Henry O. 
Fairbanks, being also a Republican, 
was not expected to make many 
changes. Hon. William A. Hodges, 
the third Mayor, was elected as a 
Democrat to make a clean sweep of 
the Republicans in office and he ac- 
complished it easily, and his suc- 
cessor Hon. C. F. Adams, 2d, also a 
Democrat, had but te retain most of 
the officials. Now Mayor Sears has 
been elected by the Republicans to 
make a clean sweep and his position is 
complicated. His kind words for some 
of the 1897 officials caused them to 
think themselves solid, and they 
sought to further fortify themselves 
with petitions. Then there were the 
Republicans who had been deposed by 
Mayor Hodges. In addition to all these 
there was a clamor from other workers 
of the party for the positions, and 
Mayor Sears has been beset at all 
hours of the day and night by these 
three factions. To all he has en- 
deavored to be courteous, but it 
quired at times considerable patience, 
and the gossips caused him much un- 
easiness by their many rumors. Such 
has been the pressure that Mayor Sears 
has concluded to ‘‘unload’’ some 
weeks earlier than his predecessors in 
the executive chair, and therefore the 
appointments tonight, Jan. 17.

It is rumored in Boston that one of 
the high officials of the New Haven 
will be requested to hgnd in 
his resignation.

An Interview With City Auditor 
Hall. 


Says ex-Councilman + Field 
Misrepresents Things. 


Construction Account Will Not 
Overrun Probably. 


The communication of ex-Council- 
man John Q. A. Field to the Ledger on 
Saturday has revived the charges 
against the Water Department and 
caused considerable talk among those 
interested in city affairs and city 
politics. 

City Auditor Hall, who was charged 
by Mr. Field with misleading the com- 
mittee of the Council or the public, 
was seen by the Ledger this morning, 
and was emphatic in his statement that 
Mr. Field’s facts were not facts. The 
first half of the communication, he 
said, was allright, but in the last half, 
Mr. Field continues to misrepresent 
him, and persisted in mixing up ac- 
counts. Any bill for coal would be 
charged to maintenance account, and a 
bill for laying pipes under Town river 
would be charged to construction, and 
these two accounts should not be mixed 
any more than bills of the fire and 
school department. 

Continuing, the Auditor. said it was 
his intention to make a statement to 
the City Council this evening relative 


to maintenance account of the Water 


| Department, for which the appropria- 
|} tion in 1897 was $14,500 including the 


cleaning and painting of the standpipe. 
The standpipe had been cleaned but 
not painted. His statement of Dec. 31 
showed that $14,042.75 had been ex- 
pended, and he now had bills requiring 
most of the balance of $457.25. He 
understood there a bill of 
several hundred dollars for coal. 

The Auditor held 
against the Construction account 
but he understood there was 
due for laying the pipe 
under Town river. This, however, 
would probably be met by the 
ceipts for connections, which by vote 
of the Council are to be credited to 
Construction account. The income 
from these connections to Dec. 31, was 
$5,171.65 swelling the appropriation to 
$35,171.65, of which $35,078.91 had 
been expended, leaving a balance of 
$92.74. 

Mr. Hall disclaimed any attempt to 
mislead either the Council or the pub- 
lic and was adverse to a newspaper 
controversy. He was willing at all 
times to give taxpayers all the in- 
formation they sought, and hoped they 
would avail themselves of the 
opportunity, and not misrepresent him 
in print.

RESISTING CUTDOWN. 


Beginning of the Battle Between 
Capital and Labor, 


Strike of Operatives In Three 
Cities This Morning. 


The Crucial Test of the Struggle Is in 
New Bedford. 


Boston, Jan. 17.—This morning the 
80,000 or more skilled operatives employed 
in about 70 of the chief cotton mills of the 
New England states under the 
sweeping order of anew wage 
which entails a reduction of 10 perce 
a little over. This reduction will bring 
on in New Bedford, and Lewiston and 
Biddeford, Me., habor strikes which may 
prove the beginning of an industrial 
battle greater in extent and more disas- 
trous in effect than any in the previous 
history of cotton fabric making in the 
United States. The battle against the 
corporations undoubtedly would have 
been fought everywhere had not the 
voice of men and women, who are illy 
prepared at this time of the year to go 
into enforced idleness, been heeded by 
those who are classed as conservatives. 
As it is, the great majority of persons 
employed in nine corporations in New 
Pedford and One corporation each in two 
Maine cities will take upon themselves 
the task of forcible resistance to the re- 
duction.. In New Bedford the nine cor- 
porations represent 22 mills with over 
770,000 spindles and 21,000 looms, giving 
means of livelihood to a little less than 
10,000 persons., It is to that city the at- 
tention of the labor classes of the entire 
country will be drawn, and while it is 
anticipated that peace will prevail there 
is no telling what may come before the 
battle is ended. 

The following estimate shows the num- 
ber of operatives affected by the cut- 
down, but the actual result will scarcely 
be seen until the new schedule of wages 
is tried:

War on In New Bedford 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 17.—Sunday 
Was a day of suspense in New Bedford. 
The ears of everybody—merchants, citi- 
zens and operatives alike—were laid to 
the ground, hoping against hope that 
they would hear that the manufacturers 
had decided to take down the notices of 
the 10 percent reduction, and that the 
busy spindles and the rattling looms of 
the nine groups of mills involved in the 
strike might take up the work of the week 
as usual. No sound came from the man- 
ufacturers, however, and the operatives 
grimly resolved that the consequences 
of the reduction must be faced. 

While open hostilities of any account 
are not expected at any of the mills, it is 
expected that at some of them there will 
be a considerable effort made to keep 
from working those operatives not mem- 
bers of the unions, who would go in if 
they could get a chance. In the Wam- 
suttas, the Bristol, Pierce, Grinnell, 
Acushnet and Hathaway mills the weav- 
ers, at least, have been given to under- 
stand by their overseers that the new 
echedule, even under the reduction 
notice, would give them wages which 
would be practically no reduction. The 
operatives who are determined to strike 
look upon these promises with divided 
views, and it was an open question as 
to how many of them, in the belief of 
what has been told them, would attempt 
to go into the mills this morning. 

In the churches some of the ministers 
alluded to the situation in their petitions 
to the throne of grace. Rev. John 
Stewart at the North Baptist church, 
Which includes many operatives in its 
congregation, during his sermon, spoke 
in justification of the resistance to the 
reduction, but warned his parishioners 
to avoid anything which would take from 
them the sympathy of the public. At 
the Fairhaven Congregational church 
Rev. W. H. Brodhead of New Bedford, 
who is supplying the pulpit, spoke in a 
similar veh. 

Rhode Island Cutdown. 

Providence, Jan. 17.—The cutdown in 
the cotton mills throughout the state 
went into effect today, the only excep- 
tions being one or two small factories, 
whose owners, for reasons of their own, 
ve not yet decided to cut wages, and 
few in which, owing to their paying 


and poh cr or for similar reasons, it is not 


convenient to put the reduction into ef- 
fect until later. 

The reduction will affect to a greater 
or lesser degree the earnings of nearly 
20,000 operatives in this state and those 
of the Knights and Goddards in Massa- 
chusetts. Between 10,000 and 15,000 more 
employed in Connecticut mills controlled 
by Providence agents will be affected

army of operatives will approximate 
$9,000,000 annually, the loss in wages and 
purchasing power in consequence of the 
reduction to operatives and business 
men in the communities in which they 
spend their money will be nearly a round 
million, if the cut averages as expected, 
about 10 percent. 

While the reduction will excite nothing 


more serious tnan murmurs and uiscon- 
tent among the Rhode Island operatives, 
they will watch with keen interest the 
Struggle to be inaugurated in New Bed- 
ford, and in some cases there Is a dis- 
position already apparent to organize 
and prepare if necessary to force the 
issue here in case the employers should 
be reluctant to follow the New Bedford 
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men if the latter are forced to make ccn- 
cessions. 


To Organize In Lawrence. 

Lawrence, Mass:, Jan. 17.—The chief 
topic on the street Sunday was that of 
the cutdown to go into effect at the 
Pacific and Atlantic mills Jan. 31. The 
reduction is 10 percent. The Mule Spin- 
ners’ union, which is the only organized 
body in the city of textile workers, held 
a largely attended and enthusiastic 
meeting Sunday. The situation was 
discussed, but the proceedings were kept 

from the press. No vote was taken re- 

garding a strike, but members say that 
had a vote to strike been taken it would 
have been carried by a large majority. 

This expresses the feeling among the 
local operatives. In a Water street 
clubhouse yesterday afternoon a large 
number of operatives of the Pacific and 
Atlantic mills met and formed a tem- 
porary organization. Several addresses 
were made, ali expressing dissatisfac- 
tion. The union will be permanently 
formed this week. Secretary Ross has 
been communicated with and is expected 
in the city in a few days. No effort has 
as yet been made to hold a conference 
with the mill authorities. The spinners 
will meet next Suyday and a lively meet- 
ing is expected.

Preparing For the Future, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 17.—There are 
seven cotton corporations which are af- 
fected by the reduction, but in only one 
of them, the Mertimack, have the new 
schedules been posted, and these are not 
in all departments. The employes of 
the print works and the plush depart- 
ment of the Merrimack do not anticipate 
any cut, and the printers of the Hamilton 
entertain a similar hope. 

Meanwhile the work of organizing the 
unorganized crafts goes steadily on in 
the hope that within a few months the 
operatives may demand the restoration 
ef the old rate of wages. For the pres- 
ent, the operatives will keep a close 
watch on the developments at New Bed- 
ford, the Spinners’ union having voted 
to support the striking New Bedford 
spinners. That a strike on the part of 
he mule spinsers was averted here was 
due to the energetic work of Thomas F. 
Connolly and otser membeys of that 
union, coupled with an appeal from Sec- 
retary Ross of New Bedford to delay ac- 
tion here until the struggle at New Bed- 
ford was settled. The strike sentiment 
was very strong among the spinners, but 
at the meeting of the union Friday night 
a strike was voted down by a vote of 177 
to 64. About 14,000 operatives will be af- 
fected by the cutdown.

No other 
mills in the city are to be affected by the 
strike except the Androse oggin. 


Labor Ww: ar In Biddeford. 
Biddeford, Me., Jan. 17.—A labor war, 
which promises to be the most bitter ever 
known in this city, has been inaugurated 
by the 3500 textile workers in the Pep- 
perell and Laconia cotton mills. Mass 
meetings were held Sunday by the opera- 
tives almost continually since sunrise, 
and plans were mapped out for conduct- 
ing the struggle of labor against capital. 
The web drawers and slashers held @ 
meeting and unanimously voted to 
strike. Their action was reported at a 
big mass meeting, and was received with 
tremendous e: plause and che-rs by the 


operatives. At this meeting the non- 
union employes organized and all fav- 
ored striking. This meeting was ad- 


dressed by Boston labor organizers and 
local agitators. 

The mule spinners held a meeting last 
night, and it is understood that they 
voted to join forces with the other oper- 
atives and resist the cutdown,

DEATH OF STATESMAN, 


“Father of the House of Commons” 
Ends Busy Life. 


Had Sat In Parliament For 
Sixty Years. 


Was One of the Leaders In the Anti-Corn 
Law Agitation. 


London, Jan. 17.—Hon. Charles Pelham 
Villiers, member of parliament for South 
Wolverhampton and known as the 
“father of the house of commons,” hav- 
ing sat continuously in the house since 
1835, died Sunday night. In addition to 
being the oldest member of the house, 
he was father of the English bar, for he 
was “called” at Lincoln’sinn in 1827. Mr. 
Gladstone, seven years the junior of Mr. 
Villiers, entered parliament two years 
before him, but while the service of Mr. 
Villiers had been continuous, that of 
Mr. Gladstone was broken when he re- 
tired from the house of commons. Mr. 
Villiers was returned for Wolverhamp- 
ton three years after the passing of the 
great reform act and the last parliament 
of William IV. 

Besides being the oldest member of 
parliament, he was the oldest surviving 
parliamentary candidate. It was in 1826, 
when George IV was king and Victoria 
was a young child, that he traveled down 
to Yorkshire from London and contested 
Kingston-Upon-Hull, under the reform 
banner of Canning, though unsuccess- 
fully. After his retum for Wolverhamp- 
ton he identified himself with the Liberal 
movement, and in 1853 was appointed 
judge advocate general. Subsequently 
he was president of the poor law board, 
and he became a member of Lord Pal- 
merston’s second administration in 1859. 

As an independent Liberal he was one 
of the most able and eloquent leaders of 
the anti-corn law agitation, and to the 
triumph of the cause his earnest speeches 
and persistent motions in parliament 
contributed. In the session of 1865 he 
introduced a very important measure in 
connection with the poor law adminis- 
tration, the union chargeability bill 
which became law. In 1879 his constitu- 
ents at Wolverhampton unveiled a 
marble statue of Mr. Villiers, when 
speeches in eulogy of his public services 
in connection with the anti-corn law 
movement were delivered by Earl Gran- 
ville and Sir Robert Peel. 

Notwithstanding his extremely ad- 
vanced age, his memory was singularly 
retentive, and he was able to entertain 
his friends fpr hours at a time with lively 
scenes in the house of commons during 
the first half of the century. Canning 
had passed away eight years before Mr. 
Villiers entered parliament, but the two 
often met, as Canning was @ bosom 
friend of the uncle of Mr. Villiers. The 
latter often went to the house to hear 
Canning speak, and he described him as 
a wonderful orator. With Cobden and 
Bright he was intimately associated in 
the anti-corn laws agitation, and he al- 
Ways was described as one of the trium- 
virate that brought about the repeal. 
Among the famous personalities he could 
recall and vividly portray were the great 
Sir Robert Peel, Lords Melbourne, Rus- 
sell, Derby, Aberdeen and Brougham, 
the Duke of Wellington, Daniel O’Con- 
nell, Hume, Grote and Disraell. He al- 
ways delighted to recall the circum- 
stances that he was in the house when 
Disraeli made the celebrated speech in 
which he said that one day the house 
would be compelled to listen to him. 

According to “Men and Women of the 
Time” he was born Jan. 19, 1802, but this 
date appears to be inaccurate, for the 
London papers of Jan. 4 say that on the 
previous day Mr. Villiers celebrated his 
96th birthday, received a large number 
of friends and congratulatory messages 
from all parts of the kingdom. 


Read the Encyclical. 

Montreal, Jan. 17.—The pope’s en- 
cyclical on the Manitoban school ques- 
tion was read Sunday in all the churches 
of the diocese of Montreal, Three Rivers, 
Sherbrooke, St. Hyacinthe, Chicoutimi 
and Rimouski. Archbishop Bruchesi of 
Montreal, in causing the encyclical to 
be promulgated, had it accompanied 
simply by a short letter recommending 
it to the careful consideration of the 
faithful. He also caused to be read t..e 
pastoral issued last Sunday by Mgr. 
Begin, coadjutor of the cardinal arch- 
bishop of Quebec. Bishop Lafleche of 
Three Rivers did likewise, and in a 
pastoral letter of his own urged his flock 
to continue in their endeavors to have 
the rights of the Catholic minority in 
Manitoba restored to them. 


Probably Killed and Robbed. 

Oakland, Cal., Jan. 17.—The authori- 
ties are investigating the death of Jo- 
seph Raeside, a horse trainer, whose 
mangled corpse was found beside the 
railroad track at Shell Mound, there be- 
ing a strong suspicion that he was mur- 
dered and his body placed upon the track 
for the purpose of destroying all traces 
ef the crime. Thursday last Raeside 
won $300 on Ricardo and cashed his tick- 
ets before going to supper. After sup- 
per he left his boarding house, and noth- 
ing more was seen of him until his 
corpse was discovered next morning with 
only a few pieces of silver in his pockets. 
It is the theory of the police that Rae- 
side was killed and robbed by track touts 
who knew of his winnings.

His kind words for some 
of the 1897 officials caused them to 
think themselves solid, and they 
sought to further fortify themselves 
with petitions. Then there were the 
Republicans who had been deposed by 
Mayor Hodges. In addition to all these 
there was a clamor from other workers 
of the party for the positions, and 
Mayor Sears has been beset at all 
hours of the day and night by these 
three factions. To all he has en- 
deavored to be courteous, but it re- 
quired at times considerable patience, 
and the gossips caused him much un- 
easiness by their many rumors. Such 
has been the pressure that Mayor Sears 
has concluded to ‘‘unload’’ 
weeks earlier than his predecessors in 
the executive chair, and therefore the 
appointments tonight, Jan. 17.

The Miscellaneous City Receipts 
About $50,000. 


The Dee. 531 statements of City 
Auditor Hall and City Treasurer Gray 
are of particular interest as they com- 
plete the year and may be regarded as 
the annual reports. 

The Treasurer’s statement shows that 
it was for the first time a million dollar 
year. That the receipts including cash 
on hand (315,995.02) Jan. 1, 1897, were 
$1,018,608.17. These however included 
temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes to the amount of $290,000; notes 
payable on city debt of $22,900; on 
sewer debt, $220,000, and on water 
debt, $30,000. The receipts from water 
supply maintenance for 1896 and 1897 
were $48, 128.64, and $224,142.44 of the 
tax levy has received. The 
income from sidewalks, interest and 
releases of tax titles were unusually 
large, and there is also a good sized 
premium account on Sewerage loan, as

The communication of ex-Council- 
man John Q. A. Field to the Ledger on 
‘Saturday has revived the charges 


against the Water Department and 
caused considerable talk among those 
interested in city affairs and city 
politics. 


City Auditor Hall, who was charged 
by Mr. Field with misleading the com- 
mittee of the Council or the public, 
was seen by the Ledger this morning, 
and was emphatic in his statement that 
Mr. Field’s facts were not facts. The 
first half of the communication, he 
said, was allright, but in the last half, 
Mr. Field continues to misrepresent 
him, and persisted in mixing up ac- 
counts. Any bill for coal would be 
charged to maintenance account, and a 
bill for laying pipes under Town river 
would be charged to construction, and 
these two accounts should not be mixed 
any than bills of the fire and 
school department. 

Continuing, the Auditor said it was 
his intention to make a statement to 
the City Council this evening relative 
of the Water 
Department, for which the appropria- 
tion in 1897 was $14,500 including the 
cleaning and painting of the standpipe. 
The standpipe had been cleaned but 
not painted. His statement of Dec, 31 
showed that $14,042.75 had been ex- 
pended, and he now had bills requiring 
most of the balance of $457.25. He 
understood there was bill of 
several hundred dollars for coal. ;

Reform ef Tatation. 

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 17.—In the press 
abstract of the annual report of the state 
comptroller much space is devoted to 
a thesis upon a proposed system of tax- 
ation which involves doing away en- 
titely with local taxation for state pur- 
poses, and supplies in its place an in- 
crease of the collateral inheritance tax 
and the confiscating by the state of the 
entire liquor tax, instead ef as now, 
ellowing the cities and counties to re- 
tain two-thirds. The tax of real and 
personal property for state purposes is 
to be done away with entirely. This 
is in direct opposition to the plan now 
being forced by the state tax commis- 
sioners in compelling personal property 
to pay its fair share of taxation. 

The proposition to seize the entire 
liquor tax fund is a bold one in view of 
the fact that there has been much dis- 
cussion as to the right or equity of the 
e@tate even taking the one-third. 


McHKisson to Contest. 

Cleveland, Jan. 17.—It has been settled 
Gefinitely that Robert E. McKisson will 
contest the election of Mark Alonzo 
Hanna to the United States senate. The 
contest will be made on the ground of 
fraud in the election, and the claim will 
be set up that several votes were pur- 
shased outright for Mr. Hanna. Notice 
of this contest has to be filed within 30 
Gays after the election takes place, and 
the papers and evidence are now being

In the first place the illness of Mana- 
ger Doe crippled the team, together with 
the loss of Spencer, who jumped to the 
Connecticut league, and inability to se- 
cure the services of “Dump’’ Williams. 
Despite discouraging conditions an ef- 
fort was made to strengthen the team by 
the purchase of Campbell from the 
Maine league, even though it involved 
an expenditure of $500 in addition to a 
loss that then exceeded $1000 in carrying 
the team tothattime. There wasa bare 
chance that the team might make a good 


with consequent revival of enthusiasm; 
but just when this test was to be made 
the big strike in the cotton mills de- 
veloped and all prospects of getting the 
club out of the hole vanished, because 
this struggle affected directly or in- 
directly about all the supporters of the 
game. Already the management has 
suffered a net loss of $1600, and it was de- 
cided that nochance of incurring greater 
indebtedness should be taken. 


A BiNiard Tournament. 

Chicago, Jan. 17.—This evening Ives 
and Catton will face each other in the 
initial game of the handicap billiard 
tournament. Of the five entries, Ives 
and Schaefer will each play 400 points to 
260 for Catton, Spinks and Sutton. The 
echedule has been arranged to bring Ives 
and Schaefer against the other players 
fn the evening games on alternate 
nights, while the “shortstops” will fight 
each other in the afternoon. 

Sutton is the local favorite for third 
place. Schaefer is a slight favorite in 
the betting, partly owing to his run of 
151 in practice Friday night; but Ives 
has plenty of friends, who are taking all 
the bets they can get at even money. 
There is no chance of a match between 
Schaefer and Ives at three cushion 
caroms, as the former must go east as 
soon as the tournament closes to prepare 
for his match with George Slosson. 


Meeting of the Booths. 

New York, Jan. 17.—After an inter- 
view between General William Booth of 
the Salvation army and Commander 
Ballington Booth of the Volunteers of 
America Sunday, the following state- 
ment was given out by those who wit- 
nessed the interview: “General Will- 
jam Booth and Commander Ballington 
Booth, yesterday at the Windsor hotel, 
met in the presence of Rev. Dr. Josiah 
Strong and Rev. Charles Cuthbert Hall. 
The interview was purely as between 
fatherandson. Nothing transpired cal- 
culating to lead to any ama!gamation 
of the two movements. It was agreed 
that all public controversy in the press 
or otherwise between the two move- 
ments should, as far as possible, come 
to an end.” 


Sudden Death of Legan Cariisle. 

New York, Jan. 17—Logan Carlisle, 
chief clerk of the treasury department 
during the last Cleveland administra- 
tion, died suddenly Sunday at the home 
of his father, John G. Carlisle, ex-secre- 
tary of the treasury. He had been in 
poor health for more than a year, and 
recently had returned from a fruitless 
search for relief at Hot Springs. Five 
days ago he was forced to take to his 
bed, but his condition was not considered 
alarming unMl Sunday afternoon. The 
cause of death is given as heart failure. 


CASE OF DEGENERACY. 


Philadelphia Youth of Fifteen Murdered + 
Child of Five. 

Philadelphia, Jam 17:—The body of 5- 
year-old Percy Lockyear, who is believed 
to have been murdered Friday night by 
Samuel Henderson, 15 years, was Iound 
in the bottom of Reddie’s creek, Six- 
tieth and Catharine streets, and there 
seems little doubt in the minds of the 
police that Henderson is guilty of the 
crime. He is now locked ina cell at 
police headquarters. 

The body of the child when found was 
weighted by two heavy stones, one ab@ut 
his neck and the other around his ankles. 
His skull was crushed in and there wasa 
knife thrust just above the heart and 
similar wounds on his breast, side and 
forehead, while on one side of his face 
Was a long cut extending from below the 
eye to the chin. 

Percy did not return home Friday 
evening; the parents notified the police 
and an unsuccessful search for him was 
made. Saturday it was learned thai 
Henderson had been seen in the wcods 
with the child. Henderson, on being 
questioned, told different stories, but 
finally said that while he was whittling 
ea stick with a large knife, Percy acci- 
dentally fell against the blade, which 
entered deeply into his breast. The 
blood spurted from the wound and the 
child fell dead. Henderson said he threw 
the body intoacreek. He led the search- 
ers to where the boy’s hat and coat had 
been hidden and also pointed out the 
place in the creek where he had thrown 
the body. 

When shown the mutilated body of the 
child, the prisoner admitted that he was 
responsible for the cuts, but he still per- 
sisted that it was an accident. The po- 
lice believe that it was a planned mur- 
der, in which the guilty one also pur- 
posed ending the life of another boy, 
Willie Addison, 7 years old. Henderson, 
it is said, has been reading trashy novels 
of the wild western stamp, 
shown a desire to emulate the “hero” 01 
those tales. The police assert that Hen- 
derson accompanied Lockyear and Ad- 
dison to the woods, but instead of any 
accident happening to either, he tied 
both children to a tree. Addison broke 
away andi. home. It was then, it is 
said, that young Lockyear’s death was 
accomplished. Dr. Morton, the coroner's 
physician, who examined the thrust 
above the heart, said that it caused the 
death of the little fellow. 

A fact that has come out in connection 
with Henderson's alleged crime is that 
his father, John D. Henderson, was on 

trial in October, 1892, charged with kill- 
ing @ man named Christopher Nelson. 
The killing wasthe outcome of a quarrel. 
He escaped conviction.

Life In Kentucky. 

Middlesboro, Ky., Jan. 17.—An ex- 
traordinary series of crimes on Sandy 
fork, in an isolated part of thisstate, be- 
gan last Wednesday, when a party of 
negroes who were playing cards at what 
is called a “blind tiger’ got jnto a dis- 
pute concerning the way the game was 
progressing. Drunkenness added to the 
brutality of the fight which followed. 
Four men were killed then, and subse- 
quently the fight was renewed by friends 
on both sides until the mortality list is 
equal almost to the casualities in a mili- 
tary engagement. The feeling aroused 
grave apprehension of morecrime.

Francis Murphy, the temperance agi- 
tator, is ill. 

Rev. Ebenezer Cutler, D. D., one of the 
didest clergymen in Worcestey, Mass., 
Gied of pneumonia. 

Music hall in Cleveland, O., which was 
built in 1885 at a cost of $60,000, was de- 
stroyed by fire. It had a seating ca- 
pacity of 7000. 

Frederick T. Chase, a millionaire 
woolen manufacturer of Webster, Mass., 
died Sunday in New York. He had been 
ill for several days. 

Joei Putnam, a retired shoe manufac- 
turer of Danvers, Mass., shot himself 
through the head and died a few hours 
later. No cause for his act is known. 

Dr. Joshua Perkins of Danielsonville, 
Conn., a dentist and well known in po- 
litical circles, died Sunday, aged 80 years. 
Death was due toa fall which Dr. Perkins 
sustained in his office a few wecks ago. 

During the last year there has beena 
marked increase in the building of Amer- 
ican locomotives for export, and at the 
Present time several of the large manu- 
facturing plants are engaged on orders 
recently received from foreign countries. 

The 28 weavers employed in Conant, 
Houghton & Co.’s suspender factory in 
Littleton, Mass., who struck in conse- 
quence of a reduction of 2 cents per 100 
yards in the weaving of elastic web, re- 
turned to work today, having compro- 
mised with the firm. 

Thompson Newbury, 78 years old, died 
of pneumonia in Taunton, Mass., after 
@ week's illness. He was the founder 
and chief owner of the Taunton Oil Cloth 
tompany, and also the founder of the 
American Screw company, which is now 
located in Providence. 

The United Mine Workers’ union of 
America has decided to ask for an ad- 
vance of 10 cents per ton on next year’s 
contract fox pick mining and three-fifths 
of the pick mining price for machine 
mining in Ohio, Ilinois and Pennsyl- 
vania and four-fifths in Indiana and 
other low coal districts. 

The 20-mile bicycle race between Frank 
Starbuck and Edward Taylore was a 
disappointment.

GUTBURST OF WZYLERISM. 


Army Officers Among the Rioters In the 
Cuban Ci'y. 

Havana, qvia Key West, Fla.) Jan. 
15. (Delayed in transmission)—Although 
outwardly order is restored here, great 
excitement continues, and unless the 
newspapers exercise, under the presscen- 
sorship, great prudence, a general re- 
volt is probable with much bloodshed, 
because in such an event the army and 
volunteers would fraternize. General 
Bianco's position is most difficult be- 
cause his mild methods of warfare dis- 
qualify him to use energy with a mob. 
The rioters intend going to the palace in 
a pacific manner to request General 
Blanco to release Jesus Trillo, a prom- 
inent attorney, who has been unjustly 
charged by political intriguers with fo- 
menting mob violence. 

Up to the time this dispatch {s sent, no 
American has been in any danger; nor 
has there been any hostile demonstra- 
tion or shouting against them, nor have 
any Americans taken refuge at the 
United States consulate. Consul Gen- 
eral Fitzhugh Lee, the British consul 
and other consular officers witnessed 
the disorders from the balcony ef a ho- 
tel. 

On the first day of the riots when a 
crowd of 5000 men that had massed in 
Central park began stoning windows 
and shouting ‘Death to Diario,” “Viva 
Weyler” and “Down with autonomy,” 
General Parrado, General Solano and 
General Garrich rode up, and General 
Solano ordered the cavalry to charge the 
mob. The cavalry commander re- 
plied: ‘Whom shall I charge? Loyal 
Spaniards for shouting ‘Long live Spain’ 
and ‘Long live the Spanish generals?’ 
The commander then dismounted and 
endeavored to persuade the mob, in 
which were a number of officials and 
several adjutants, to retire. General 
Garrich, an intelligent, noble Cuban, 
whose loyalty has never been doubted, 
confronted the leaders of the mob, Ma- 
jor Fuentes and Captain Calvo of the 
artillery. . 

Major Fuentes resented the rebuke, 
and General Garrich, infuriated, snatched 
several decorations from the breast of 
the officers, saying: “You have dis- 
honored the army.” Major Fuentes and 
Captain Calvo were arrested. Genera! 


Solano in the course of an interview 
has denied that he called the rioters 
drunkards; but he confirms the report 


that he characterized them as “Un- 
worthy of the uniforms they wore.” 
Some of the papers having criticised this 
language, General Solano said: “I used 
the words, and I am willing to sustain 
them at the point of my sword.” 

Wednesday and Thursday nights the 
theatres and cafes were closed, and the 
military band did not play at Central 
park as usual. When the newspaper 
Offices were being attacked General 
Blanco called upon several of General 
Weyler’s friends to pee their influence 
to calm the rioters. They replied that 
they deplored the outburst, but dd not 
know the leaders of the riot. They of- 
fered to do everything in their power to 
calm the agitation, but pointedly sug- 
gested that General Arolas should try 
to calm himself also, as he was “‘increas- 
ing the disturbances by his intemperate 
and insulting language.” 


Joe Blackburo’s Daughter Hurt, 

Washington, Jan. 17.—Mrs. Lucille 
Lane, youngest daughter of ex-Senator 
Blackburn of Kentucky, shot herself in 
her apartment at the Wellington hotel 
Saturday night. According to the state- 
ment given out by the family, the shoot- 
ing was accidental. Both of Mrs. Lane’s 
physicians refuse to discuss the subject 
even to the extent of saying whether or 
not the wound would prove fatal; but 
from the best that can be learned she 
will probably recover, although now suf- 
fering severely from shock. 

A friend of the family nominated to 
give out a statement of the occurrence 
said that about midnight on Saturday 
Mrs. Lane was preparing to retire. Her 
husband at the time was in an adjoining 
room looking over the paper. Mrs. Lane 
opened a bureau drawer to get a hand- 
kerchief, and picked up a handful of 
gloves and laces which had been tossed 
together in the drawer. Under this 
fluffy mass was a lady’s tiny pistol, a 
gift to Mrs. Lane from her father, and a 
possession of which she was particularly 
fond. It caught in a piece of lace as 
she raised her hand and, falling of its 
own weight, struck the hammer on the 
edge of the open drawer. The pistol ex- 
ploded and the ball penetrated her left 
breast. 


Reception to Redmond. 

Boston, Jan. 17.—After an enthusiastic 
reception at the Parker House last night, 
John E. Redmond, who is in this coun- 
try in aid of Ireland's cause, was escorted 
by over 1000 compatriots to the Hollis 
street theater, where he spoke for two 
hours on the “Story of '98" before an 
audience which completely filled the 
theater. 

P. J. Flatiey called the meeting to or- 
der and introduced Mayor Quincy as 
presiding officer. His honor, in his in- 
troductory address, spoke eloquently of 
the cause >f Ireland’s independence. 
Mr. Redmond was cheered as he rose to 
make his address, and his remarks were 
frequently interrupted by applause. He 
reached the keynote of his remarks when 
he said: “We in Ireland propose to erect 
a monument fio the menof '98 in the same 
spirit as you Americans have erected a 
monument on Bunker hill to commemor- 
ate the deeds of the men who fought for 
freedorn, whether it meant success or 
victory.” . 


Approves of Lynching. 

Toston, Jan. 17.—Charles J. Bonaparte 
of Baltimore spoke last night before a 
large audience in the Tremont theatre 
on “Civil and Religious Liberty.” The 
address was at the invitation of a num- 
ber of Irish-American societies, and 
Charies Eliot Norton of Harvard uni- 
versity presided. The interesting por- 
tion of Mr. Bonaparte’s remarks was 
that In which he advocated lynching. 
He said that the advantages of lynching 
had been very much underestimated, and 
that the system had done much to deter 
crime of a certain character in the south. 
Lynching is caused by a primitively rec- 
ognized system, of course, as a wrong 
against society. Judge Lynch may 
make mistakes, but it fs not often. 


Notorious Savage Caught. 

New Haven, Jan. 17.—Murtie Savage, 
aged 57, who for 25 years has been no- 
torious all over the state for his alleged 
connection with burglaries, thefts and 
blackmail, is under arrest on‘ suspicion 
of stealing a team in Stratford. If con- 
victed he will be returned to prison as an 
“incorrigible criminal,” which carries 
with it a 25 years’ sentence.

HAS FLED THE CITY. 


Confidential Clerk of Loan Company 
Disappears From Boston, 


Took Thousands of Dollars’ 
Worth of Plunder. 


Police Have But Slight Clues Upon Which to 
Locate the Man. 


Boston, Jan. 18.—Edward A. Knight, 
confidential clerk for Dr. J. F. Canning, 
banker and bioker of 27 School street, is 
reported to the police as missing, and 
with him is suppesed to have gone dia- 
monds, jewelry set with precious stones 
and $1200 in cash, the total value of the 
property being somewhere between $25,- 
000 and $40,000. 

Dr. Canning succeeded by purchase to 
the banking and loan business of the late 
John Stetson, Jr., the theatrical man- 
ager, about four years ago, and at that 
time Knight was one of Stetson’s most 
trusted clerks and in fact, the confiden- 
tial man of the business.

The principle underlying them— 
the lead of the lowest card of a plain suit 
only when the rest of the hand is strong— 
is sound and unobjectionable. There is 
some question, however, about the proper 
method of application of the principle. 
he practice that | now follow, which is 
the practice of the Howell Whist club 
teams, is this: If a hand demands the 
opening of a long suit with a small card, 1 
lead the lowest of the suit if I have fouror 
more trumps, and the penultimate or any 
small card above the lowest if I have less 
than four trumps. This method differs in 
effect but little from the original 2, 3, 4, 
6 idea, but it is more elastic and conserva- 
tive. It works very well in every instance, 
and is quite well liked by all players who 
have tried it. It seems to me to be really 
the simplest form of the invitation game, 
so far as this style of play ‘is at present de- 
veloped. 

As I said at the outset of this article, the 
recent success of the invitation game does 
not justify early crowing. It is better in 
the interest of whist science to let the ex- 
perimenting go on and calmly to await 
the universal verdict.

The Rothschild School In London. 

Near Whitechapel, in one of the poorest 
and most squalid districts in London, is 
the Rothschild school, the largest in the 
world, educating 3,500 children, belong- 
ing mostly to the poorest foreign Jews, 
and having a staff of 100 teachers. It was 
founded 55 years ago by a Rothschild of 
that time and has always been presided 
over by one of the family, the present 
Baron Rothschild now performing that 
office. Free breakfasts are given each 
morning to all the children who wish 
them, no questions being asked. In April 
of each year, near the Jewish passover, 
there are presented to each boy pupil a suit 
of clothes and a pair of shoes and to each 
girl a frock, with some other article of 
costume. In October a second pair of boots 
or shoes is offered to each one who needs 
them. Less than 2 per cent of the pupils 
decline the free meals offered. Connected 
with the school is a sayings bank depart- 
ment, admitting minimum deposits of a 
penny and allowing 10 per cent on all 
sums deposited up to £5 for the pupils and 
£15 for the teachers.—New York Tribune.

Hebrew Texts of the Old Testament. 

The most ancient Hebrew manuscript 
of any part of the Bible is in St. Peters- 
burg and dates no earlier than the tenth 
century. More than 2,000 copies of the 
Hebrew Old Testament have been com- 
pared, and very few variations have 
been found. This is accounted for by 
the fact that from the time when the 
Hebrew canon was formed, and even be- 
fore that time, very strict rules were 
laid down for the scribes who copied 
the Bible. The lines and letters were 
counted, and each copy had to corre- 
spond precisely with the one from 
which it was taken. They calculated, 
for instance, that there were 5,245 verses 
in the Pentateuch, 22,206 in the whole 
Bible and 78,100 letters in Genesis. All 
of these rules and calculations were 
2alled the Massorah tradition, and about 
the tenth century the college of rabbis 
of Tiberias, on the Euphrates, decided 
upon a standard Bible, or ‘‘authorized 
version.’’ 

The Hebrew consonants alone had 
been written down up to that time, the 
pronunciation being a matter of tradi- 
tion. Now a system of vowel signs was 
devised, fixing the sense in many in- 
stances. The vowels are just as impor- 
tant in Hebrew as in English; so it is 
easy to see how necessary this reform 
was. The English consonants b r d may 
be read board or bread, or bored or 
braid, and if they occurred in a sen- 
tence without the vowels we should 
have to guess by the connection which 
vowels were necessary. It is possible 
that after a text hud been adopted all 
older manuscripts were destroyed, or 
more probably were neglected because 
of their defects, and hence they have 
altogether disappeared.—Review of Re- 
views. 


Trees and the Air. 


According to a reliable computation, 
asingle tree is able through its leaves 
to purify the air from the carbonic acid 
arising from the respiration of a con- 
siderable number of men—as maby 45 & 
dozen or a score. The volume of carbon- 
ic acid exhaled by a human being in 
the course of 24 hours is estimated at 
100 gallons, and a single square yard of 
leaf surface, counting both the upper 
and under sides of the leaves, can de- 
compose about a gallon of carbonic acid 
in a day.

Excellent Result of a Wise Expenditure 
of a Small Amount of Money. 

We had only $1,100, all told, to spend 
on our summer home, writes Emily Ford 
in Chicago Record, but this did not pre- 
vent our putting Ruskin’s advice to prac- 
tical use by allowing our ‘‘roof to be very 
much in evidence,’’ causing it to slope 
down and form the roof of the veranda. We 
also followed the great painter’s sugges- 
tion as to windows, by having only point- 
ed ones, and so successful is the effect of 
these windows we advise our friends to 
avoid square sashes. 

We have eight rooms, arranged after the 
following fa .ion: The parlor or living 
room is of longish shape, occupying the 
entire frontof the house, excepting the 
hall. The bay window is in the center and 
is ample enough to make a delightful 
nook, with its well padded seats and num- 
berless pillows. Opposite this window is 
our pride, a large fireplace, the depth of 
which gives two delightful alcoves, out of 
each of which latter open doors into dining 
room and study, the latter necessary be- 
cause the master isa parson. A fireplace 
in every room is our heart’s desire, but as 
it cannot be afforded yet we will save up 
fora picturesque chimney or two built 
outside. 

The kitchen leads out of the dining room 
and is a ‘‘lean to,”’ with a delightful pan- 
try, containing a large window and the 
old time arrangement, a sliding door for 
handing the cooked dishes through from 
the kitchen. Up stairs four bedrooms 
open into the hall, and above is a garret, 
unfinished, but in which are immense pos- 
sibilities.

GRIM DETERMINATION 


On Both Sides In the War Against 
Low Wages, 


All Eyes on Progress of New | 
Bedford Contention. 


Lowell Spinners Unanimously In Favor of 
Paying Assessment. 


Boston, Jam. 19.—Grim determination 
on the part of both sides, coupled with a 
defined issue between employer and em- 
ployes and practically an absence of any 
sign of demonstration were the features 
of the second day in the great contest in 
the cotton industry of New England. 
As Monday, interest centered 
entirely in the strike in New Bedford, 
where the disturbances of Monday af- 
ternoon and evening led to the belief that 
a similar demonstration might be at- 
tempted Tuesday. Nothing of the kind 
occurred, and the strikers strengthened 
their case by making the question of 
fines a definite issue with the mill own- 
ers. it is just possible that an agree- 
ment on this question may lead to a 
satisfactory ending of the whole matter} 
in that city, although at present such an 
outcome seems far distant. 

It was in a meeting of the Weavers’ 
union in New Bedford that the question 
of fines Was taken up and made an issue | 
by a very close vote. The matter of | 
financial support to the strikers was also } 
generally discussed, not only in New } 
Bedford, but in Biddeford, Saco and |} 
Lewiston, Me., and while the union 
strikers seem to have no anxiety regard- 
ing the next three months, the non-union 3) 
men who are out havea feeling that the 
may not receive sufficient assistance dur- 4 
ing the labortroubles.

The hundred thousand operatives in 
al] six of the New England states are 
watching the contest in New Bedford, 
Saco and Biddeford very closely, and 
any signs of weakening on the part of 
either manufacturer or operative will be 
the signal for a general labor movement, 
the extent of which will be unparalleled | 
in mill histery. 


Quiet Along the Acushnet 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 19.—The 
event of the second day of the strike was 
the action of the Weavers’ union, which 
voted, after considerable discussion, 
endorse the action of the 
of weavers last Friday night, including 
opposition to the fining system as one 
of the issues of the strike. Beyond this 
there was little out of the ordinary. 
The cloth mills remained closed, and 
since no attempt was made to start the 
speed there was no happening of interest 
in the vicinity of any of the mills. Early 
in the morning about a hundred strikers 
gathered in the vicinity of the Bristol 
mill, where the trouble had occurred 
the night previous, but there was no 
excitement for them or from them. 

The situation has apparently settled 
down fora long strike. The operatives 
are making plans to that end, and the 
manufacturers have nothingtosay. At 
both ends of the city everything is as 
orderly as though a week of Sundays has 
struck town. 

The spinners’ union voted to pay the 
members of the union strike pay, $4 
per week per member, each member to 
be allowed 25 cents extra for every child 
of his family under 13 years of age. It 
was also voted to pay doffers $2.50 per 
week and joiners $3. Strike pay will 
commence Saturday, Jan. 29. A com- 
munication was received from the Car- 
penters’ union of Boston tendering sym- 
pathy and offering aid. 


To Aid New Bedford. 

Pawtucket, R. L, Jan. 19—A_ special 
general meeting of the mule spinners of 
Rhode Island was held in this city last 
night, the primary purpose of which was 
to test the feeling of the members of the 
association regarding the extra assess- 
ment levied for the aid of the New Bed- 
ford strikers in carrying on their work. 
The vote was unanimous in favor of as- 
sessment. Allof the backboys employed 
in the mills of the Blackstone valley have 
voluntarily obligated themselves to an 
assessment of 5 cents a week for the 
benefit of the strikers in New Bedford. 

Another matter considered at the 
meeting was the application of the frame 
spinners of the Blackstone valley for ad- 
migsion to the association. After a dis- 
cugsion of the matter it was decided to 
refer the question to the general meet- 
ing of the Rhode Island Mule Spinners’ 
association, which is to be held here 
Jan. 27. 1¢is generally believed the as- 
sociation will vote to admit the frame 
spinners to mempership. 


Weavers’ Protest In Fall River, 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 19.—The execu- 
tive committee of the weavers held a 
long meeting last night, when Secretary | 
Whitehead reported the result of his | 
conference with Superintendent Mathew- | 
son of the King Philip mills. The minor | 
grievances will be remedied. The sup-) 
erintendent claimed that the cut will not ; 
be more than 11 1-9 percent, and in cor- | 
roboration of this he gave Secretary 
Whitehead copies of the old and new 
schedules. A shop meeting of the weav- 
ers will probably be held Thursday, 
when the wage adjustment will be dis- 
cussed.

Union Spirit Strong at Lowell. 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 19.—At the weekly 
meeting of the Carders and Ring Spin- 
ners’ union the membership was in- 
creased by 60. The recently posted 
schedules of wages came in for pretty 
severe criticism. It was voted to assess 
each member of the unfon 5 cents per 
week for the purpose of aiding the New 
Bedford strikers. The assessment will 
probably be increased if the situation 
at New Bedford warrants it. The union 
is considering the advisability of af- 
filiating with the textile workers of 
America. 

The day mill firemen were organized 


under the name of the Mill Firemen’s 
Protective association by Secretary P. 
J. Grimes of the Fall River association. 
The new organization starts out with 
176 members. The night mill, firemen 
will be organized Thursday forenoon. 
It was stated last night that within a 
month every class of workers in the local 
mills would be organized. 


To Demand Former Wages. 

Salmon Falls, N. H., Jan. 19.—The 
weavers and mule spinners employed in 
the mills of the Salmon Falls Manufac- 
turing company held separate meetings 
last evening and appointed committees 
to wait on Agent Brown and demand the 
restoration of the former wages. It is 
understood that if the demands are not 
acceded to the operatives will vote to 
strike. 


To Pretect Game. 

New York, Jan. 19.—Between 70 and $0 
sportsmen gathered yesterday on a gen- 
eral call, signed by many prominent 
sportsmen and naturalists all over the 
United States, to organize a League of 
American Sportsmen. Among those 
present was Edward W. Wild, Keene, 
N. H. G. O. Shields said the necessity 
Was great for some action at once in re- 

gard to the war of extermination of 
game all over the United States by pot 
hunters. He declared that in 10 years 
from now, unless some immediate steps 
were taken, the mountain goat, wild 
turkey, beaver and prairie chicken would 
become extinct, and in 20 years the 
moose, caribou, elk and bear will be as 
Scarce and scattered as are the buffalo. 
He suggested as the chief work of the 
league the placing as soon as possible of 
a game warden in every county in the 
United States. There would be nosalary 
connected with the office at first, but, to 
insure the fulfillment of their duties, 
reward of $10 should be offered for ev <t 
conviction of violations of the laws. 

A general discussion followed that 
brought out distinctly that the time had 
come for earnest work and hearty co- 
operation, and that there was alarm 
shown on all sides at the rapid disap- 
pearance of game. The committee on 
constitution and by-laws offered a con- 
stitution which was adopted after some 
discussion and a few slight changes. The 
purpose of the organization is stated to 
be the protection of game and game 
fishes; the song, insectiverous and other 
innocent birds, not classed as game birds. 
Its prime object is-to enforce game laws 
where such exist. 


Hunting a ‘Murderer. 

Brookfield, Mass., Jan. 19.—Since the 
murder of the Newton fam Sheriff 
Tarbell of this town has received fully 
50 letters from all parts of the country 
from parties who claim they have seen 
Muller, the alleged murderer. One let- 
ter \ sived from Illinois, but S ff 
Tarbe not take any 
the clews other than those of Lebanon, 
N. H., and a town in Connecticut. He 
will visit the former place and investi- 
gate the story that has come to his at- 
tention to the effect that a man re- 
sembling Muller was seen in that town 
last Wednesday, and that several parties 
are positive the stranger is the man the 
Officers are searching for. If the Leb- 
anon visit proves unsuccessful Mr. 
Tarbell will visit the Connecticut town, 
the name of which he refuses to divulge. 

Mrs. Emma Preaty, a sister of the late 
Mr. Newton, has secured counsel to 
represent her interests in an attempt to 
keep Mrs. Newton's relatives from se- 
curing the appointment of an adminis- 
trator before consulting her counsel. 
The townspeople continue to be consid- 
erably excited over the crime, and asthe 
days go by they are fearful the perpe- 
trator will not be apprehended.

These undesirable acquisi- 
tions, the masses of the party would 
only be too glad to get rid of for the 
party’s good. I make in my mind «x 
difference between the integrity of tk 
common people in one party or anothr

“It is party leadership which is most 
always at fault when things go wrong. 
If the leaders are of the type of Mr. 
‘Lincoln, we have government for the 
people. If they are of other types which 
I might mention, we have government 
for bondholders and plunder. In late 
years the influence of wealth on legis- 
lative measures and government politics 
is becoming more and more apparent, 
Mr. Cleveland disrupted his party by 
doing the biddings of a momey syndicate

The question is today “Do half fares on 
railroads and contributions influence 
the clergy to deal gently with great 
wrongs? The power of money in this 
country retains newspapers, it directs 
telegraphs, it elects men to the senate 
and to the house.

Those of 
ps who believe in government for the 
people should not hesitate to denounce 
men of our party who would make ours 
only a government for the benefit of

Robbed by Its Employes. 

New York, Jan. 19.—Wholesale arrests | 
will soon be made among the employes | 
of the Adams Express company. Law- 
yer Abe Levy, who represents the com- 
pany, is now engaged in drawing up 
more than 40 complaints against drivers 
and clerks, who are accused of theft. 
and with these will begin a crusade 
against the employes who are said to be 
robbing the company right and left. 

For months the officials of the com- 
pany have been deluged with complaints 
of the loss of packages containing small 
amounts of money and valuable articles. 
In each case investigation showed that 
the packages had disappeared while in 
the company’s possession. Consequent- 
ly there was nothing for the corporation 
to do but pay the amount of the claims, 
and try to find the employes who were 
responsible for the loss. In December 
alone the express company was called 
upon to pay nearly $3000 for packages 
which had disappeared the month be- 
fore. Most of these claims ranged be- 
tween $50 and $100, though in one or two 
instances they were higher.

Scepter of Economical Production 
Wielded by America, 


Many Things In Which We 
Are Leaders. 


Steady Encroachment of Trade In the Mar- 
kets of the World. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—The clearest ex- 
position of the real extent of American 
ever 
been presented officially probably is that 
given in a report to the state department 
from Frank Mason, United States con- 
sul general at Frankfort. Mr. Mason 
treats the subject broadly, but naturally 
he finds the main points for his theme 
directly under his own observation in 
Germany, where the struggle is now 
most bitter. 

He recounts the various plans that 
have been considered and others that 
are now before European governments 
looking to co-operation in resistance to 
the encrcachment of American trade 
and enterprise on European markets. 
He points out some lines in which we 
have overwhelmed opposition, and says 
that the scepter of commercial produc- 
tion with highest wages has passed from 
the old world to the new. Shoes, steel 
and iron in various forms, mining and 
electrical machinery, bicycles, sewing 
machines, lathes, milling ‘machinery and 
tools he specially mentions as articles 
with which we compete successfully 
egainst Europe. 


CUBAN BELLICERENCY. 


Democrats Sprang an Exciting Debate In the 
House of Representatives. 

Washington, Jan. 19.—Cuba had a hear- 
ing in the house Tuesday, and for atime 
it looked as if parliamentary precedents 
would be set aside and the senate reso- 
lution recognizing the insurgents as 
belligerents would be attached asa rider 
to the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill. Mr. DeArmond (Dem., 
Mo.) precipitated the issue by offering 
the resolution as an amendment, but a 
point of order against it was sustained. 

Mr. DeArmond appealed. For months, 
he declared, those in control had declined 
to allow the house to consider what the 
people of the country, without regard to 
party, desired, namely, that congress 
consider amd act upon this question of 
recognizing the delligerency of the strug- 
gling patriots in Cuba. When the peo- 
ple of the country felt as they did it was 
the duty of members to override petty 
rales which had been used to suppress 
action. The newspapers were filled daily 
with harrowing tales of starvation and 
cruelty in Cuba. Should we emulate the 
example of Nero, who fiddled while Rome 
burned, and sit supinely and indifferently 
by when men almost within sight of our 
shores were fighting valorously for prin- 
ciples as holy as patriots ever espoused 
or heroes ever defended? He taunted 
the Republicans with being subservient 
to those who desired to prevent action 
on this question. Further inaction he 
insisted was a disgrace to American 
manhood. The autonomy offered by 
Spain, he declared, was a _ revolting 
mockery, a sham and a delusion. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, re- 
enforced the views of Mr. DeArmond, 
arguing that a proposition to recognize 
a state of war in Cuba was certainly 
germane to this bill. It had been his 
purpose, he said, to have offered the 
senate Cuban belligerency resolution as 
an amendment. The climax of hig 
speech came when he dramatically of- 
fered to withdraw the amendment if Mr. 
Hitt, the chairman of the foreign af- 
fairs committee, would give assurances 
that the senate resolution would receive 
consideration within a reasonable time. 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 
majority, characterized Mr. DeArmond’s 
appeal from the decision of the chair as 
a@ most extraordinary proposition. It 
Was a proposition to override the rules, 
he said, and establish a new mode of 
procedure and to destroy the orderly 
transaction of business. “‘Many atime,” 
he was saying, “I might have been 
tempted for partisan purposes”— 

Mr. DeArmond got the floor again and 
urged members on both sides to vote “‘to 
free this house for one hour from a do- 
minion so basolute that it is impossible 
to get consideration for any matter, no 
matter how important or urgent, with- 
out the consent of those in authority in 
the house. “It seems,’ he added, ironi- 
cally, “‘to be our loftiest duty to observe 
the petty, shifting rules of the housé no 
matter where they lead or what the ex- 
igencies of the time demagd.” 

The chair was sustained, 152 to 114. 

The clerk proceeded with the reading, 
but at the next paragraph, appropriat- 
ing $175,000 for ambassadors to Great 
Britain, Germany and France, Mr. Will- 
iams (Dem., Miss.) moved an amend- 
ment to appropriate $5000 for an envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary to the republic of Cuba. The 
Democrats cheered. Mr. Hitt raised the 
point of order that the amendment was 
a change of existing law. Mr. Williams 
argued that as there was no law on the

Senator Morgan occupied the entire 
time of the executive session in present- 
ing his views on the annexation of the 
Hawaiian islands. He spoke for about 
three hours, and his speech was a gen- 
eral presentation of the importance of 
the islands to the United States. He 
dwelt especially upon the military im- 
portance of the islands. Mr. Morgan 
predicted that if the United States did 
not acquire the islands there would be 
war between this country and some 
other power within ten weeks. It was 
not, he said, within the bounds of pos- 
sibilities, in view of the European com- 
petition for territory in Asia, that the 
Hawaiian islands would be allowed to 
remain independent for a year’s time 
after the United States should finally 
announce their determination not to 
make them a part of American ter- 
witory. 

Disorder In Paris. 

Paris, Jan. 19.—The wild cries of anti- 
semitism and anarchy rang throughout 
Paris Tuesday. The city is convulsed 
with excitement and apprehension. 
“Long live France!” “Down with the 
Jews!” “Shame on Zola!” “Long live 
the army!” were the cries of the several 
mobs, and in a deep undertone one heard 
the ominous “Long live anarchy!” The 
sentiment against Captain Dreyfus, 
from which the disorder arose, is strong- 
er than ever. 

During the day the socialists issued a 
violent manifesto exhorting the country 
not to make a distinction between 
Hebrew capitalists and Catholic capi- 
talists, and urging distrust of those “who, 
under the pretense of anti-semitism, 
propose to expropriate one portion of the 
bourgeoisie in favor of another category 
of the bourgeoisie.” The manifesto con- 
cludes with denouncing the “military 
peril.” 

Students made a riotous demonstra- 
tion in front of the synagogue and the 
Jewish shops in Lyons, France, break- 
ing windows and raising menacing 
shouts. The police had great difficulty 
in dispersing them. There were many 
arrests. 

Meanwhile the effervesence increases 
in the provinces. Shops of Jews at 
Nantes have been stoned. Mr. Chemen- 
ceau’s paper, The Aurorei, was publicly 
burned in front of the Military club at 
Bordeaux, where serious disorders took 
place. The police were roughly handled, 
and the guards finally charged the mob. 
Thirty-two arrests have been made. 
Telegrams from most of the large towns 
show that the anti-Jewish crusade is 
assuming most menacing proportions. 
The government is seriously alarmed. 
Another strong attempt, it is said, will 
be made in the chamber of deputies on 
Saturday to overthrow the cabinet. 


Bitterness In Columbus. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 19.—In the senate 
yesterday there was a sensational out- 
cropping of the bitterness engendered 
by the senatorial fight. When the stand- 
ing committees were reported Senator 
Alexander presented a formal protest 
against the placing of the name of Sen- 
ator Burke, the only Republican senator 
who did not vote for Mr. Hanna, on 
the committees. Senator Alexander 
among other things said: “I desire to 
record my earnest protest against the 
placing cf the name of Vernon H. Burke 
tupon the committees of this senate upon 
which honorable gentlemen have been 
selected to serve. To force by the ma- 
jority votes of this body the asssocia- 
‘tion of this betrayer of party trusts with 
those whose honor and sense of duty 
would shrink from such conduct is to 
offer a reward to treason to party, to 
principle and to American manhood.” 

The Democratic members objected to 
the language of the protest, but a motion 
to expunge objectionable phrases wey 
ruled out of order. Senator Sullivan 
(Rep.), although differing with Senator 
‘Burke on the senatorial election, said 
he regarded the protest as inappropriate. 
After the protest had gone on the records, 
Senator Cohen had passed a resolution 
declaring that the senate did not sym- 
pathize with the expressions of the pro- 
test. Most of the Republicans voted for 
this resolution. 


His Boy Irresponsible. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 19.—Coroner Ash- 
bridge held an inquest yesterday in the 
case of Percy Lockyar, the 5-year-old 
boy who was killed by Samuel Hender- 
son, a youth of 15 years. At the inquest 
the father of the murderer gave way to 
paroxysms of grief and repeatedly cried 
out that his boy was irresponsible for 
his crime, as his brain had become af- 
fected by sickness. The coroner recom- 
mitted the boy to prison to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury on the accusation 
of murder. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Mr. Nicolni, husband of Adelina Patti, 
died yesterday at Pau, France.

The latter’s 
motive was jealousy. Capillo escaped.

A mass meeting of Harvard students 
was held last night in Cambridge, Mass., 
to consider the formation of a university 
club open to all members and graduates 
of the university. 

Forty persons were killed and 18 in- 
jured by an explosion of gas in one of 
the mines of the Donetzaer company ia 
the Taganrog district on the north side 
of the sea of Azfv, Russia. 

Bicycle Policeman Lincoln was killed 
in Baltimore last night in ap-ollision with 
a pedestrian, Julius Hirschburg. Hirsch- 
burg was fo badly injured that he was’ 
removed to his home unconscious. 

Senator Platt of New York has pre- 
pared a bill providing for the withhold- 
ing of the pensions of ex-soldiers em- 
ployed in the civil service under the 
laws favoring them for such positions 
in cases where their salaries exceed $1200 
per annum. 

There is a prospect that the dead- 
lock in the Boston board of aldermen 
may be broken. Mayor Quincy has re- 
quested a conference with the members 

;of the board. Beside this, a committee 

representing both sides has been ap- 
| pointed to solve the difficulty if pos- 
sible. 

The board of trustees of the Boston 
university has made Samuel C. Bennett, 
son of the late Edmund H. Bennett, 
acting dean of the law department. This 
is something of a surprise to many of the 
graduates and undergraduates of the 
law department, for it was understood 
that Mr. Bennett, who is professor of 
comracts and torts, contemplated re- 
signing.

mit to bail persons arrested for ea minor 
offense. They shall not receive fees. 

Mr. Hayes of Lowell introduced a bill 
defining the term “veteran” as used in 
ithe act relative to the public service of 
the commonwealth. The change pro- 
posed is striking out the words “The time 
of the war of the rebellion” and sub- 
stituting “‘Time of war.” The word “vet- 
eran” is construed to mean a person who 
served In the army or navy of the United 
States in time of war, and was honorably 
discharged therefrom. 

Mr. Trow of Salem introduced a bill 
providing that candidates for municipal | 
office in cities and towns, or the delegates 
designed to sugport such candidates, 
shall be nominated, or in the case of 
delegates shall be elected in mass cau- 
cuses, in their respective wards or towns, 
at which not less than 20 per cent of the 
legal voters of each polling place shall 
be present and voting. This act does 
not apply to the city of Boston. 

Mr. Dallinger of Middlesex introduced 
a bill relative to the vajuation of life in- 
surance policies. The measure provides 
that policies may be hereafter issued by 
domestic life insurance companies con- 
‘ditional upon a 3 1-2 or 3 percent per an- 
num interest basis of computing reserve, 
which policiés shall have surrender 
charges and paid up insurance and cash 
surrender values computed on a corre- 
sponding basis. 

Mr. Bennett of Sagus again brought 
the matter of textile education to the 
attention of the legislature when he 
introduced a bill relative to the number 
and qualification of state trustees in 
textile schools. The bill provides that 
the number of trustees appointed by 
ithe state shall be six, instead of two, 
and that one-half the trustees thus ap- 
pointed shall be selected from associa- 
tions of overseers, loomfixers, second 
hands or other organizations of active 
workers in mills below the grade of 
superintendent; also that when any city 
shall appropriate and pay to any tex- 
(tile school, or whenever the trustees of 
any such corporation shall pay into its 
treasury, for the purpose of maintenance 
and establishment of such school, any 
sum of money, there shall be appro- 
priated from the state treasury a sum 
ef money equal to the total amount thus 
appropriated and paid, not exceeding 
$25,000, and the government shal! ap- 
point the trustees after the manner 
named above. 


Dawson's Food Supply. 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 19.—Twenty-two 
persons have just arrived from Dawson. 
In reference tothe food situation they cor- 
roborate previous reports that, while food 
is scarce, there will benostarvation. They 
consider that it will be imposisble to get 
a relief expedition in at this season of the 
year. Relief expeditions can easily 
reach the foot of Lake Lebarge, but the 
trouble will begin when the Yukon river 
is reached. 

The Yukon is filled from shore to shore 
with great ice ridges from 10 to 20 feet 
high, the ice being thrown up in great 
blocks and standing in all sorts of angles. 
Men with dogs can make their way by 
hugging the shore, but noamount of sup- 
plies can be carried with dog teams. A 
roadway can be cut through these ridges, 
but it will require a large amount of 
money and it is doubtful if the work 
could be completed before the ice moved 
out of the river in the spring. 

The proposed use of reindeer in this 
country is considered impracticable. 
Heavy snow storms have occurred this 
week on the Chilkoot pass and travel has 
been practically impossible for daysata 
time. 


On a Charge of Larceny. 

Pawtucket, R. L, Jan. 19.—William J. 
Quirk was arrested here last night for 
alleged larceny, the specific charge be- 
ing the opening of a package and tak- 
ing $62 therefrom while in the employ of 
the United States Express company at 
Easton, Pa, several months ago. The 
tyoung man’s home is in this city, and he 
was in the employ of the company here 
before he went to Eaton. On Oct. 29 
he was arrested in this city on the same 
complaint and was held until Dec. 1, 
when the complainants failed to put in 
an appearance, and he was released. 


Stabbed by a Convict. 

Baltimore, Jan. 19—Ferdinand A. 
Dieffenbach, chief deputy warden of the 
Maryland penitentiary, was probably 
fatally stabbed by Levi Poindexter, a 
hegro convict. The stabbing occurred 
while the convicts were at dinner, anda 
table knife was the weapon used. The 
attempt on the life of the deputy warden 
is believed to have been the outcome of 
a long-cherished hatred for him on the 
part of the negro. The negro was dis- 
armed and is in double irons in a dark 
cell. Poindexter is serving a six years’ 
sentence for receiving stolen goods. 

Wizard Out of Form, 

Chicago, Jan. 19.—Spinks defeated | 
Schaefer last night im the second game 
of the 18-inch balk line tournament. The 
score was 260 to 139. The “wizard” had 
evidently mislaid his magic wand, for he 
Was utterly unable to control the bails, 
missing shots that would have been easy 
for an amateur, overdrawing in themost 
flagrant manner, and in three instances 
failing to get the balls out of balk.

Reducing the Number of Letter Carriers De- 
nounced by Senator Hoar. 

Washington, Jan. 20.—A spirited de- 
bate was precipitated in the senate by the 
introduction of a resolution by Mr. Hoar 
of Massachusetts, providing for an in- 
quiry by the committee on postoffices 
and potsroads concerning the recent 
order of the postmaster general reduc- 
ing the force of letter carriers in several 
cities of the country. Mr. Hoar de- 
clared that the order had had the effect 
of a dynamite bomb in creating conster- 
nation among business men through- 
out the country, while apparently all 
that was needed by the postoffice de- 
partment was an appropriation of $150,- 
000 to fully maintain the efficiency of 
the carrier service. ‘It is absolutely in- 
tolerable,"\ said Mr. Hoar, “that this 
great branch of the public service should 
Stop or becrippled. Many of the smaller 
cities are to be practically deprived of 
mail delivery facilities and it is time 
that something be done to avoid busi- 
ness embarrasment.” 

Mr. Allen spoke sarcastically of the 
good times the people of New England 
were having under the Dingley law with 
their strikes and lockouts. He thought 
that a good many of them would now 
have time to go to the postoftice 
their mail if it was not promptly de- 
livered by a carrier, He thought the 
great point involved in the discussion of 
postoffice financc ; was the charge that 
there was an annual leakage of from 
eight to ten millions of dollars on ac- 
count of the underweitghing of mai! mat- 
ter. “It is most remarkable,” said Mr. 
Allen, “that charges of such gravity 
should be made in the public prints, and 
yet that the party in power should re+ 
main with reference to them as silent 
as the grave. If we only had the nerve 
to eradicate these frauds we should have 
money enough to put a corps of efficient 
letter carriers in every city in the land.” 

Mr. Vest gave notice that he would 
move today to take up for consideration 
the Teller resolution reported by the 
finance committee, providing that bonds 
of the United States may be redeemd in 
standard silver dollars. Mr. Vest’s no- 
tice seems to indicate an intention on 
the part of some senators to displace, 
temporarily, the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty, as it is evident as Mr. White of 
California said, that the consideration 
of the resolution would “precipitate some 
sitight discussion.” 

In the executive session Mr. Morgan 
repeated his assertion that President 
Cleveland was favorable to the acquisi- 
tion of the islands, and again expressed 
the opinion that it was his intention to 
have restored Queen Liliuokalani and 
to have negotiated with her a treaty of 
annexation. He believed tha Mr. Cleve- 
land would never have taken such a 
positive position az he did take against 
the Dole government and in opposition 
to annexation, but for the antagonistic 
and misleading report of Commissioner 
Blount. The senator was interrupted 
by two or three senators opposed to 
the treaty, who wanted to know If it was 
not true that Mr. Cleveland had with- 
drawn the treaty for annexation made by 
the Harrison administration. He ad- 
mitted that this was the case, but still 
contended that under conditions entirely 
to his liking Mr. Cleveland would have 
supported annexation. Mr. Morgan had 
been convinced from private interviews 
with Mr. Cleveland that he not only be- 
lieved in the wisdom of annexing Ha- 
waii, but that he also would have rec- 
ommended the annexation of Cuba under 
right conditions.

London, Jan. 20.—Sir Henry Michaed 
Hichs-Beach, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, speaking at Bristol last evening, 
ridiculed the notion of providing gran- 
aries, as had been suggested in some 
quarters.

twenty-five, eighteen hundred and twenty-two, 
in trust for certain purposes therein specified, 
and any other property, real, personal or 
mixed held by said city subject to the same trust. 

Section 2. The proceeds of such sales shall 
be invested and re-invested from time to time 
by said city, in concert with said supervisors, 
in real estate or in such securities as trustees 
are authorized to hold in this Commonwealth, 
and shall be held by said city subject always to 
the trust specified in said deeds.

Four troops of cavalry 
from Fort Myer accompanied the cortege 
from the church to tMe cemetery and as- 
sisted in the ceremonies at the grave, 
including the firing of a salute and the 
sounding of taps. 

Secretary Long has entered into fur- 
ther negotiations with the owners of 
armor plants now furnishing armor for 
other ships, and he believes he could 
make a contract for the supply of plate 
for the Illinois, Alabama and Wisconsin, 
now under course of construction, which 
would be ready whenever the ships were 
ready to receive it at a cost of $400 a ton. 


To Panish For Conteuwpt. 

Columbus, O0., Jan. 20.—Senator Burke, 
chairman of the committee investigating 
the bribery charges made by Represent- 
ative Otis, did not issue subpoenas for 
additional witnesses as expected yester- 
day. The committee is considering 
plans for punishing witnesses for con- 
tempt, and it is said that efforts will be 
made to com:nuit witnesses who may con- 
tinue to decline to answer questions, 

In the house there was a test vote on 
reorganization, and it resulted in a vote 
of 58 to 50 against the proposed change. 
Speaker Mason, in giving some Hanna 
men the best chairmanships and other 
preferred has quieted the reor- 
ganization agitation.

Havana, Jan. 20.—General Luqu re- 
ports that while reconnoitering during 
the past 10 days in the San Martin dis- 
trict of Holguin, province of Santiago 
de Cuba, he inflicted a loss of 30 men 
on the insurgents. In addition his troops 
captured seven prisoners, 38 rifles and a 
quantity of ammunition.

W. Sweet, 73 years old, and his sister, 
Elizabeth, 70 years old, were found dead 
in their home near Washington Hollow, 
Dutchess county. They were asphyxi- 
ated by gas from a parlor stove last 
Saturday night. The cattle on the fazm 
had had no food or water in three days.

To Reopen the Works. 

London, Jan. 29.—At yesterday’s con- 
ference of the Federation of Master En- 
gineers, called to consider the situation 
in view of the withdrawal of the 48 hours’ 
demand, it was resolved to reopen the 
works on Monday next, provided the 
unions accept the conditions of man- 
agement mutually adjusted at the re- 
cent Westminster conference. 


Old Trouble Renewed.

| Two Women Slam by the Husband

of One of Them. 


Her Refusal to Live With Him 
Led to Tragedy. 


Murderer Fired at a Boarder, but the Shot 
Missed Him. 


New Haven, Jan. 20.—Although there 
have been two hangings and one imposi- 
tion of the death penalty for murder in 
this state since the first of last Decem- 
ber, the circumstance does not appear 
to have served as a deterrent to others 
from taking human life. It did not in 
the case of Edward A. Duff, aged 40, who 
imbrued his hands in the blood of his 
wife and her mother in this city last 
evening. That James Reilley, a boarder, 
is not also among the slain, is due toa 
miracle, for Duff fired at him after dis- 
posing of the women, the bullet grazing 
his neck. 

The murder was probably the out- 
come of martial troubles. Mr. and Mrs. 
Duff had been married about 14 years, 
but for the past two years have not lived 
together. Duff is a machinist by trade 
and latterly has Been working in Hart- 
ford. It is said that last Christmas 
he called upon hfs wife and at the point 
of a pistol made her return to Hartford 
with him. She remained there but a 


| 


very short time, when she suddenly re- | 


turned to her home here. 

While Mrs. Duff and her mother and 
teilley were about to sit down to supper 
last evening, Duff again put in an ap- 
pearance and vehemently demanded that 
his wife return to Hartford. Mrs. Maher 
would not lisien to her daughter leaving, 
and then without more ado the husband 
aimed a revolver at his wife and threat- 
ened to hill her. She ran out of the 
house, followed by the apparently crazed 
husband, and just as she reached the 
front door to re-enter the house, she re- 
ceived a shot in the left lung. A sec- 


ond shot was fired as the woman turned | 


about, which struck her in the right 
ear and passed through her head, kill- 
ing her instantly. The murderer then 
went into the hcuse and fired at Reilley, 
but the bullet just grazed his neck and 
he fled. 

In the meantime Mrs. Maher naa es- 
caped to the bedroom adjacent and 


locked the door, but her refuge was of | 


little avail, as Duff forced the door and, 
placing the revolver against her chin, 


fired, the builet shattering the jaw and | 


passing thro:gh the head. Another bul- 
let was fired as the woman rolled over on 
the bed, which pierced the left shoulder 
and came out through the breast, and for 
a parting shot the man discharged the 
revolver again at her, which struck and 
shattered the right elbow. Then Duff 
rushed into the street. Despite the ex- 
tent of her injuries, the aged woman 
was able to walk from the chamber 
through the dining room to the kitchen 
and was putting water on her clothes, 
which had been set afire when the shots 
Were fired, when she expired. 

News of the tragedy spread, and 
crowds gathered in the vicinity, but they 
‘were held at bay, as none of them dared 
to face the ugly looking weapon that the 
murderer was flourishing about wildly. 
Lieutenant Condon of station four, fire 
department, made an effort to approach 
him, and Duff attempted to discharge 
the revolver, but luckily it missed fire. 
A detail of police pvt in an appearance, 
and without any hesitancy Officer En- 
right rushed up to the murderer and 
grasped him by the hand which held 
the revolver. His companions followed 
and after a severe struggle disarmed 
the murderer. He was then taken to 
the Grand avenue station and later re- 
moved to headquarters. 

The revolver is a six shot, 44-calibre 
Colt’s, and is over a foot long, having 
aregularrifie barrel. After committing 
the murders, Duff re'oader the revolver 
before going into the street, and when 
Searched at the pohce station several 
cartridges were found on him. 

The officers who made the arrest claim 
that the murderer showed signs of liquor. 
He has been anested four times for 
drunkenness and resisting an officer. 
There are two children, a noy and a girl, 
aged 10 and 1% years respectively, who 
made their homes with their mother. 
They were not in the house at the time 
of the tragedy. 


Bay State Legislature. 

soston, Jan, 20.—The Democrats of the 
house got into a room yesterday after- 
noon and tried to settle the vexed ques- 
tion, who shall be the leader?

Mr. Attwill of Lynn 
objected to the bill because it provided 
for the employment of many prisoners 
in making shoes. He objected to this 
competition with free labor, and wanted 
action delayed till the report of the gen- 
eral superintendent of prisons would 
show the condition of prison industries. 
The bill was tabled. 

The official ballot in present use always 
gives after the name of each candidate 
the description of the party of which he 
is a member.

‘AFFAIRS IN CUBA. 


Spanish Emissary Killed For Attempting to 
Bribe an Insurgent. 

Havana, Jan. 20.—Upen the body of 
Captain Puga, military commander at 
Rincon, this province, was found 4 let- 
ter signed by Puga, offering the insur- 
gent leader, Hernandez, $2000 and a free 
passage to the United States if he would 
surrender with 50 armed followers. An- 
other letter answering the above was 
found addressed to him, saying that if 
he continued his attempts to corrupt 
the insurgents he would be court- mar- 
tialled and shot if captured. As Puga 
could not induce Hernandez to espr- 
render, he began negotiations with Lead- 
er Delgado through the latter’s father. 
Hernandez, huving learned of this, cap- 
tured and shot Puga without allowing 
him to communicate with Delgado. 
When this was known a Spanish force 
left Rincon and recovered the body with 
the letters on it. 

The government sent $20,000 to the 
military commander at San Juan de las 
Yeras to procure the surrender of Lead- 
er Cepero and his nephew. 

The insurgents raided Jaruco, this 
province, and without firing a shot car- 
ried away the horses of the Spanish cav- 
alry squadron, whose members fled and 
took shelterin civil quarters. The latter 
will be court-martialled. 

Tke members af the cabir@t will issue 
a manifesto explaining the salient points 
of the scheme of autonomy and its ad- 
vantages over independence, together 
with an appeal to the insurgents to sur- 
render. 

After dynamiting a passenger train 
near Dagame, province of Pinar del Rio, 
and partially destroying the engine, the 
insurgents attacked the train, killing one 
passenger (a negro), wounding five of 
the train escort and injuring 25 pas- 
sengers. 

Another expedition lamded Monday 
night near Trinidad, on the southeast 
coast. <A band of 20 insurgents entered 
Managua, near this city, and carried off 
a number of oxen. 

The report that 200 insurgents from 
Matanzas have entered this province 
near Cienaga de Guenanamen is con- 
firmed, as well as the report that the in- 
surgent brigadier, Betancourt, with 300 
men from Matanzas, has passed near 
San Nicolas. 

The insurgents under Leader Augustin 
Covantes entered San Antonia de las 
Banos at night and plundered a store 
in the outskirts of the town. Two hun- 
dred insurgents entered Coliseo and 
plundered several stores. The insur- 
gents in full view from the townjof Ca- 
banas, province of Pinar del Rio, carried 
off a number of oxen and boldly, chai- 
lenged the garrison to come outside the 
town and fight. 


Now the disturbances have quieted 
down, the greater part of the troops 
have returned to their respective sta- 
tions. Among the government sup- 


porters the riots are explained as “‘spon- 
taneous and wholly without previous tar- 
rangement."”" They are ascribed to jhe 
violent attacks upon not only army $ofili- 
cers, but also upon prominent Spaniafds, 
The rioters on the other hand blamre jthe 
authorities for consenting to newsp@per 
atiacks prohibited by law. Though 
without social standing, the rioters in- 
sist upon their patriotism. 

It is not true that the conservative})mu- 
nicipality of Cienfuegos has a deficit 
of $114,000. This charge is only ja po- 
litical intrigue to enable the goxernor 
to suspend the municipal authoritiaés and 
to appoint autonomists. The money in 
question was invested in a hospital and 
in defence of the city.

Cuban Question Further ~ Discussed 
by Representatives, 


Red Hot Speeches In Behalf ot 
Belligerent Rights. 


uestion of Veracity Between Leaders Reed 
and Bailey. 


Lie Given In a Parliamentary Manner— 


Party Lines Drawn on an Appeal 
Growing Out of Dispute—Dingley 
on Cause of New England's 


Affliction. 


Washington, Jan. 21.—Cuba was under 
discussion in the house again Thursday, 
and the same interest was evinced by 
public and members. Considerable ran- 
cor was displayed during the debate. 
As on preceding days, party lines were 
unbroken. Congressman Clark (Dem., 
Mo.) said in part: “If Spain does not 
bring the war to a speedy conclusion, 
the Umited States ought to expel her 
from the western hemisphere. There 
can be no doubt as to what has been our 
traditional foreign policy. What our 
foreign policy is under the McKinley ad- 
ministration, like the peace of God, 
passeth all understanding. 

“There ought to be no question as to 
our foreign policy in the future. Tersely 
and bluntly stated, it is this, and it 
ought to be enforced with an iron hand 
—that we intend at all hazards, and at 
whatever cost, to thoroughly dominate 
the western world. In these days of 
McKinley-Hannaism our foreign policy 
is so feeble, so cringing, so cowardly that 
even old and decrepit Spain insults our 
flag, ma'treats our citizens and searches 
our ships with perfect impunity; and 
President McKinley, instead of sending 
men-of-war to protect our honor, assert 
our supremacy and teach the insolent 
and impotent dons a lesson they would 
never forget, passes the hat around and 
invites the American people to contribute 
alms for starving and dying Cubans, 

“There are some things worse than 
war—deplorable as war unquestionably 
is—and one of them is to play the cry- 
baby act until we are despised of all 
nations and kindreds and tongues. Now 
that we number 70,000,000 souls, a Re- 
publican administration cannot be taunt- ! 
ed, kicked or cuffed into resenting an in- § 
sult or demanding reparation for an in- 
jury. Such a contemptible and pusilani- 
mous policy is enough to make Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan, Dupont, Farra- 
gut and Porter restless in their coffins. 
My Republican friends,” he said in con- 
clusion, “I invite you to lay aside the 
weight that is holdiag you down, assert 
your rights, come out on the side of 
eternal justice andjhuman liberty, there- 
by demonstrating that you are worthy 
of the high vocation wherein you are 
called.” 

Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.) sneered at 
the statement of Mr. Hitt Wednesday 
that the granting of belligerent rights to 
the Cubans would afford them no advan- 
tage. “Shades of history and all the peo- 
ple who have ever rebelled against 
tyranny,” he exclaimed. ‘What a pity 
that George Washington, Thomas Jef- 
ferson and Nathaniel Greene, when 
seeking the recognition of belligerency 
during the revolution did not know that 
belligerent rights would not be advan- 
tageous to them. What a pity that 
Robert E. Les. Jefferson Davis and other 
Confederate statesmen were not in- 
formed that belligerency would not aid 
their cause when they were seeking that 
recognition abroad.” 

“Have the Cubans a government to 
recognize?” asked Mr. Dalzell. 

“They have the same sort of govern- 
ment our Spanish colonies had when they 
were rebelling against Spain.” 

“Who is their president?” 

Mr. Williams did not answer, and Mr. 
Dalzell smiled, but Mr. Williams turned 
the laugh on him. “My memory is at 
fault,” exclaimed Mr. Williams, “‘so I 
will resort to a Yankee trick and ask you 
who is the king of Roumania.” Mr. 
Williams said he did not remember 
Spanish-American names, but he had 
seen it frequently in newspapers. 

“It is Bartholomew Masso,” interposed 
Mr. King (Dem., Utah). 

“Where is the capital?” 
Dalzeil. 

“At Cubitas,” responded Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Johnson (Rep., Ind.) sustained the 
course of the administration. The presi- 
dent had displayed good sense and ex- 
alted patriotism. Congress would not 
be warranted in attempting to override 
the president and rushing the country 
rashly into a war fraught with tremend- 
ous consequences. He warned members 
that we might be standing nearer the 
brink of a crater than we imagined. 
Spain might be old, decrepit and im- 
potent and incapable of overcoming us, 
but we might goad her to that point 
where in response to her pride and cour- 
age she might involve us in gigantic 
difficulties. Could we out c: sentiment 
justify a war, involving a sacrifice of 
blood and treasure and a disturbance of 
our business interests? 

Mr. Dingley of Maine took the floor to 
reply to some of the remarks made in the 
debate relative to the wage reductions 
in the cotton industry during the past

feW montns. -a1tt? sucn a réVuiution as 
business had experienced during the 
three years, it was natural, he said, thet 
the recuperation was slow. In all but the 
cotton industry improvement was noted 
and wages had been advanced. Along- 
side of the 10 percent reduction of wages 
in the cotton industry had come an in- 
crease greater than that in the worsted 
industry. He admitted that the depres- 
sion in the cotton industry was un- 
fortunate, but the cause was exceptional. 
It was due to the suddenand unexpected 
decline in the price of cotton. In three 
months the price had declined 30 per- 
cent because the southern planters in- 
sisted upon growling 2,000,000 bales more 
cotton than the world wanted. Almost 
every cotton factory in New England 
had been caught with from six to eight 
months’ supply of 8-cent manufactured 
cotton or its hands. In addition to this 
he pointed out the effect of the compe- 
tition that had grown up in the south. 

Mr. Dingley had a great deal of cross 
firing with southern members. The Cu- 
ban question was lost sight of and for 
more than an hour the tariff was dis- 
cussed to the exclusion of everything 
else. Mr. Dingley said that those who 
were still “chattering” about the lack 
of revenue under the new tariff law had 
better be prompt about it, “for your op- 
portunity to chatter will soon be over,” 
said he. 

Mr. Simpson asserted that Mr. Ding- 
fley’s explanation of the depression in 
‘the cotton industry collided with the 
theory of James G. Blaine, that cheap 
labor was dear labor, and said that if 
things continued as they were going in 
New England, Mr. Dingley would soon 
be advocating a protective tariff against 
the south in order to preserve wages 
there. 

One of the most dramatic and sensa- 
tional episodes of this congress followed. 
The speaker of the house and Mr. Balley 
of Texas, the Democratic leader, clashed 
on a question of veracity, and the ex- 
citement was intense. Mr. Bailey moved 
to recommit the bill with instructions to 
the committee to report it back with an 
amendment embodying the terms of the 
senate Cuban belligerency resolution. 

Mr. Hitt made the point of order that 
the amendment was not germane and 
was obnoxious to the rule against new 
legislation. This point the speaker sus- 
tained. 

Mr. Bailey, surrounded by a group of 
Democrats, protested that the agree- 
ment included provision fora vote on the 
motion to recommit. Mr. Hitt denied 
this, saying that the notice of the motion 
fo recommit was given afterward. 
‘There was much confusion while Mr. 
Hitt was talking, and when he con- 
cluded, Mr. Bailey electrified the house 
with the statement that he had a dis- 
tinct understanding to that effect with 
the speaker of the house. 


CONGRESSMAN BAILEY, 

“The chair states that the gentleman 
from Texas is mistaken," retorted the 
sveaker from the chair in the most em- 

hatic tones. The speaker looked the 
Gecan straight in the eye and his voice 
quivered with emotion.” ‘The chair nevei 
agreed that a motion which was plainly 
out of order would be entertained. The 
gentleman notified me that there would 
be no further opposition.” 

“And I make the statement,” declared 
Mr. Bailey without flinching, “that we 
did have such an agreement.” He, too, 
was evidently laboring under great stress 
of feeling. By this time the house was 
in an uproar and the spectators in the 
galleries /were looking on in amazement. 

“The chair again states that no agree- 
ment was made,” said the speaker, look- 
ing down on the turbulent scene before 
him, “and if corroboration is needed he 
has just been informed by a gentleman 
who was present——” 

“T think the chair will need corrobora- 
tion,”” interposed Mr. Bailey, emphati- 
cally. “I again oppose my statement 
against that of the speaker.” 

The confusion at this point was very 
great, but the voice of Mr. Smith (Rep., 
Mich.) could be heard shouting above 
the tumult that he had been present and 
that no agreement had been made. 

“The chair is willing to rest the case 
on the statement made by him.” declared 
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the speaker as he beat the desk witn ms 
gavel in his attempt to restore order, 

Mr. Bailey thereupon appealed from 
the decision of the chair, and Mr. Dal- 
zell moved to lay the appeal on the table. 
The roll was called amid much confus- 
ion, but party lines were unbroken, and 
by a vote of 163 to 114 the appeal was 
tabled. 


Silver Senators’ Strength. 

Washington, Jan. 21.—By the decisive 
vote of 41 to 25, the senate yesterday de- 
cided to proceed at once to the consider- 
ation of the resolution introduced a few 
days ago by Mr. Teller of Colorado, pro- 
viding for the payment of bonds of the 
United States in silver at the option of 
the government. The resolution pro- 
vides: “That all bonds of the United 
States issued or authorized to be issued 
under the said acts of congress herein- 
before recited are payable, principal and 
interest, at the option of the government 
of the United States, in silver dollars of 
the coinage of the United States con- 
taining 412% grains each of standard 
silver; and that to restore to its coinage 
such silver coins as a legal tender in pay- 
ment of said bonds, principal and inter- 
est, is not in violatfon of the public faith 
nor in derogation of the rights of the 
public creditor.” 

Mr. Vest of Missouri, the member of the 
finance committee who had charge of 
the resolution, spoke briefly upon it, but 
disclaimed any desire at this time to 
thresh over old straw of financial dis- 
cussion. He said that 20 years had 
passed since the Stanley Matthews reso- 
lution was first put on the statute books, 
“It will be recalled,” said Mr. Vest, “‘that 
the present president of the United States 
was then a member of the house and 
voted for these resolutions.” The sena- 
tor held that the time had now arrived 
when the country must either go to a 
gold standard, or make the last and over- 
whelming contest for the financial sys- 
tem of which he believed a great majority 
of the people were in favor. He had no 
Gesire to enter upon an elaborate dis- 
cussion of the pending resolution, and 
if any senator on the other side of the 
chamber desired to speak upon the ques- 
tion he would yield to him. 

There was no response to this invita- 
tion to the Republican side and Mr. Vest 
was proceeding with his remarks when 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut asked if it 
was Mr. Vest’s intention to press the 
resolution and to secure an immediate 
vote. 

“I expect,” replied Mr. Vest, “to en- 
deavor to secure a final vote upon the 
resolution whenever under the rules of 
the senate a final vote can be reached.” 


DEMOCRATIC HARMONY. 


Members of a Bay Slate Clb Discuss Ques- 
tion at a Dinner. 

Boston, Jan. 21.—Party differences and 
petty jealousies were forgotten in the 
enthusiasm which prevailed at the cele- 
bration of the 10th anniversary of the 
Young Men's Democratic club, which 
was held at the Revere House last night. 
The unanimity of spirit which was so ap- 
parent in the desire to make the occasion 
a memorable one was the inspiration for 
the speechmaking. Those who addressed 
the gathering were Mayor Quincy, John 
W. Corcoran, Thomas J. Gargan, Henry 
W. Lamb and Charles E. Stratton, ex- 
president of the club. General P. A 
Collins, John E. Russell, Nathan Mat- 
thews, Jr., Charles S. Hamlin and John 
F. Fitzgerald were prevented from at- 
tending either by illness or previous en- 
gagements. 

Mayor Quincy’s address was listened 
to with great interest. In his talk of 20 
minutes, not a word was said concern- 
ing his opinion on national issues, not a 
word in glorification of his recent vic- 
tory, not a word in justiiication of his 
course on important matters. He gave 
the club an impression that he still stands 
unequivocal on the monetary question, 
but that he considered the matter un- 
essential to the unification of the party 
for town, city or state government. He 
pleaded for patience. He rather looked 
for unborn conditions to thoroughly 
amalgamate the several elements of 
party principle, but he thought the time 
would come—and it was not far distant 
—when the party would glory in an af- 
finity which made possible gubernatorial 
success for three successive years in a 
strong Republican sttae,

One 
case being found where out of a bill of 
$60 collected, he kept $50 for his own 
use, and handed in $10 to the cashier. 
It has also been discovered that Satur- 
day evening, shortly before he quit 
work, he appropriated to his own use 
a bill of about $20. 

As these irregularities are constantly 
coming to light it impossible to 
state just what they will amount to 
but up to Wednesday night the amount 
had reached the $800 mark and it is 
believed that it will reach a $1,000 if 
not more before the investigation 
completed. 

Abbott was employed as driver of one 
of the delivery wagons, and it 
alleged that his method has been, when 
he collected a bill, to appropriate a 
certain amount to his own use and turn 
the balance into the cashier, making 
false entries upon his books to cover 
it up. 

Abbott, who is about 31 years of age, 
has boarded on Washington street, and 
Wednesday when his room was visited 
a large number of books were dis- 
covered in which charges had been 
erased and altered, and if evidence 
of his guilt was lacking before, these 
dispelled all doubts about the matter. 

Acquaintances say that Abbott always 
seemed to have plenty of money, which 
he freely spent, and it has often been 
wondered how anyone working for a 
small salary could always be so flush. 

It has also been discovered, that 
while he spent his money freely when 
with the boys, he did not pay his bills 
very promptly, and there are a number 
of different traders who would be glad 
to have him call and settle his little 
account. 

As soon as exent of his shortcomings 
was realized a warrant was issued and 
placed in the hands of the police, but 
as yet they have failed to apprehend 

him.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The third and last instalment of facts 
of general interest from the report of 
the State Board of Education this week 
is given today, and the recommenda- 
tions in particular will be closely 
scanned : 

AGENTS OF THE BOARD. 

Four agents are now in the employ 
of the Board, instead of six, as two 
years ago. In the discharge of their 
duties they have travelled aboat 40,000 
miles, visited 1,254 schools in 321 
towns, written some 5000 business 
letters and given 451 addresses on 
educational subjects. 

TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 

The total expenditures for text- 
books, stationery and school supplies 
amounted to $578,146.59,—the average 
cost per pupil in the average member- 
ship of the schools being $1.59. The 
average cost for the past ten years is 
$1.62. 

CONVEYACE OF CHILDREN. 

The expenditure for the conveyance 
of children was $105,317.13,—an in- 
crease of $14,181.02 over that of the 
preceding year. The cost of conveyance 
has shown for many years a large 
annual increase. In 1888-89 it was 
$22,118.38. This cost measures the ex- 
tent of the consolidation of small 
schools now going on. 

STATE REIMBURSEMENT. 

In accordance with chapter 408, Acts 
of 1896 as amended by chapter 498, 
Acts of 1897, 51 towns are elgible to 
certain aid from the State in paying 
the salaries of their teachers, provided 
they comply with the condition of the 
law. Twenty-three towns in 1896-97 
availed themselves of the law, receiv- 
ing from the State $4,117.84 for 127 
teachers. 

THE SCHOOL FUND. 

The school fund is increased each 
year $100,000,—the increase to con- 
tinue until the fund reaches $5,000,- 
000. At present it is $4,070,548.14. 
Half the income is devoted to the 
general educational expenses of the 
State. The other half is distributed 
among towns whose valuation is under 
33,000,000 each. For 1897, $86,968.95 
was distributed among 258 towns, in 
amounts varying from $100 to $516.77, 
the average per town being $337.09. 

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


Fifty-three incorporated academies 
were reported for 1896-97, with 5418 
pupils, and 365 private schools, with 
63,370 pupils. In 1837, one sixth of 
the children of the State were in 
private schools; in 1867, one four- 
teenth; and in 1897, between one 
seventh and one eighth. For three 
years past the number of pupils in 
the public schools has been increasing, 
relatively, faster than the number in 
private schools. 

RECOMMENDATION BY BOARD. 


The Board recommends the adoption, 
in substance, of the attendance and 
truancy measure submitted to the 
Legislature of 1898 in compliance with 
its order. 


BY THE SECRETARY 
The secretary calls attention to the 
following recommmendations made 
both by the Board and by himself in 
previous years: 


1. Universal and permanent super- 
vision of schools by superintendents. 

2. The requirement of some mini- 
mum of professional preparation on the 
part of every new teacher. 

The secretary joins the Board in 
recommending the following.

3. Legislation to improve the at- 
tendance and truancy policy of the 
State along the lines of the measure 
submitted to the Legislature of 1898 in 
compliance with its order. 

For recommendations that relate to 
the district superintendency law, 
should the State not be ready for uni- 
versal supervision, and to other matters 
of less magnitude, reference should be 
made to the secretary’s report. 


CHARACTERISTIC FEATURES. 

Certain features of the school move- 
ment in Massachusetts were mentioned 
in the report of a year‘ago. These 
will continue to be dominant ones, and 
are worthy therefore, of restatement, 
with one or two added features, as 
follows: 

1 Enrichment of elementary pro- 
grammes. 

2. Consideration of ways and means 
to reconcile the breadth of’an enriched 
programme with reasonable thorough- 
ness of instruction. 

3. A spirit to open the way for the 
capable child to rise more rapidly 
through the grades. 

4 The consolidation of feeble “and 
scattered rural schools. 

5. Growth of the conviction that the 
schools all need skilled supervision as 
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Our Debt to Soldiers. 


The occasion of the 22d annual re- 
union of the 44th Massachusetts Regi- 
ment Association was improved upon 
to gather a little of the soldier senti- 
ment regarding the proposition to 
publisif the national pension list as a 
means of weeding out the unworthy 
who have crept in under the cloak of 
the worthy and have shared the govern- 
ment’s bounty. 

Among those present was Elisha 
Packard, Co. H, a member of the City 
Council of Quincy, and chairman of 
the committee on military aid, who 
said to the Record: ‘‘I have not given 
the matter much thought, but on the 
whole, I do net think it would be 
wise to publish the pension list. 

‘The old soldier is under the 
pression that the debt to him is not 
entirely paid, and I am rather of his 
opinion, and during my term of ofilice 
out there in Quincy, I have not yet 
found an unworthy applicant for aid, 
and I closely investigate every call for 
military assistance. 

‘The City Council has always backed 
me up in my record. I know one 
wealthy taxpayer out there who told 
me that he did not go to the war, but 
that he would always be willing to pay

6. The remarkable development of 
the High school system. 

7. The trend of the colleges, as in 
the case of Harvard University, to- 
wards recognizing in their admission 
requirements the general as well as 
the classical courses of the High 
schools. 

8. Great progress in ‘schoolhouse 
construction, sanitation and equip- 
ment, 

9. An improvement in teachers’ 
salaries, noticeable in the general aver- 
ages of the State, but not in all cases 
where improvement is needed. 

10. An increasinng earnestness of 
demand for scholarship, professional 
training and heart in the teacher. 

11. The surprising public endorse- 
ment of the seemingly antagonistic 
policies of increasing the number of 
normal schools and, at the same time, 
of seriously raising their standard of 
admission. 

12. <A growing interest in school 
matters on the part of boards of 
trades, citizens’ associations, women’s 
clubs and non-professional educational 
societies. 

13. Growth of the feeling that the 
principle of individualism or localism 
in school management shoud not be 
permitted to exhibit itself anywhere in 
depriving children of good schooling 
and the State of that better citizenship 
to which good schooling leads. 

THE DUTY OF THESTATE. _ 

The duty of the State to foster sound 
education and to make requirements to 
this end is a constitutional one. No 
requirements, however, that it can 
properly make will bear evenly upon 
the towns. The burden that is light 
for some, is heavy for others and in- 
tolerable for the rest. The duty of the 
State to share in the burden its re- 
quirements create is the correlative of 
its duty to make them. This principle 
the State recognizes in many ways, 
as, indeed, do all the States of the 
Union. Whether the State’s share in 
easing the burdens that are due to its 
school decrees is sufficiently even and 
generous is a fair question to ask. 
Nothing which the State can do is 
likely to help very much its finest 
schools but there are measures, with 
whose importance the State is not yet 
sufficiently impressed, which, if 
adopted, would have in time the 
efficacy of saving grace for its poorest 
schools. Conspicuous among these 
measures are the extension to all the 
schools of skilled supervision and the 
employment in all the  schovis of 
trained and competent teachers. 

KEY TO SCHOOL SITUATION. 


The key to the school situation is 
the well-trained and competent teacher. 
The school rises or falls with the 
teacher. Hence the necessity for 
normal schools, superientendents of 
schools, standards of qualifications and 
all educational helps to insure the pre- 
paration, the selection and the con- 
tinued inspiration of the teacher. 
Hence the necessity for good school- 
houses, good sanitation, good text- 
books, good school appliances and good 
conditions, in general, to reinforce 
the teacher. Hence the need of local 
enterprise, with State co-operation 
where needed, to raise the money 
necessary to give the humblest school 
good teaching, and some of the advan- 
tages, at least, of schools no more 
highly favored.

TONTINE TEMPERANCE PLAN 


Wabasha Drinkers Swear Off on a Scheme 
to Make Money. 

A temperance society on the tontine 
plan, composed of gold cure graduates 
and hard drinkers who have now sworn 
off, has been formed at Wabasha, Minn., 
to continue for a year. It began busi- 
ness with about 50 members. The Ton- 
tine Temperance association is the name 
of the organization, though it is not 
formed to aid the temperance cause. 

On Jan. 1 all persons who had decid- 
ed to join the association paid $5 into 
its treasury, there being a regularly ac- 
credited treasurer. Three months later 
all those members who have refrained 
from drinking intoxicants during the 90 
days since Jan. 1 will pay another $5 
into the treasury, and the remainder 
will be dropped. On July 1 the remain- 
ing abstainers will each contribute an- 
other $5 to the organization, and, as be- 
fore, all who have not refrained from 
looking on the cup in the interim will 
lose their investments and their mem- 
bership. A fourth payment by the faith- 
ful will occur on Oct. 1 and another 
weeding out of the ranks. On Jan. 1, 
1899, will be a last weeding out and a 
division of the proceeds by those who 
have continued steadfast unto the end. 
No man is eligible to membership who 
has not been a confirmed drinker.

THE SPONGE BEDS. 


Two Most liunportant Supply Centers Have 
Been Hampered by Wars. 

Mr. James W. Marcon of Jacksonville, 
Fla., prominently interested in the 
sponge fisheries of that far southern 
state, when seen by a reporter recently 
said : 

**There is one phase of the Cuban war 
that has not been touched on very gen- 
erally, and one that adds but another 
reason for the early cessation of hostili- 
ties on the island, and that is the dam- 
age to the sponge beds and the loss con- 
sequent upon their abandonment. It hap- 
pens that just at this particular time 
two of the most important supply cen- 
ters have been hampered by wars. In 
the east the war stopped sponging in the 
Greek waters and the Mediterranean 
output has been but a small one. These 
conditions have, naturally enough, 
caused a big increase in the price of 
&ponges and has centered the demand 
in Florida, where hard work is being 
done in order that the markets may be 
supplied. In the Florida waters the 
grass sponge is found in the greatest 
abundance and it is this variety that is 
being sold most rapidly at present. 

“The large demand for Florida 
sponges will of necessity hold for some 
time to come. In this connection I may 
say that the price bid by European con- 
cerns is so much higher than that offer- 
ed by the American buyers that a great- 
er portion of the sponges are being ship- 
ped abroad. The new tariff, placing a 
duty on imported sponges at 10 per cent, 
will have the effect of putting more 
American sponges on our home markets 
and keeping foreign ones out.’’— Wash- 
ington Post.

How a Bride Mastered the Obstacle In a 
Wedding Ceremony. 

An odd marriage ceremony was per- 
formed near Raleigh recently. K. P. 
Stewart was sick, but what made mat- 
ters worse he was engaged to get mar- 
ried, and the wedding day was drawing 
near.

Arbitrator Barry Consulted Labor Leaders In 
New Bedford. 


PRiddeford, Me., Jan. 21.—An effort will 
be made by the officials of the Pepperell 
and Laconia cloth mills to start Mon- 
day next. The strike leaders have made 
a@ canvass of the operatives and find 
very few who say ‘bey will return to 
theirlooms. The union men are almost 
positive that not enough will go back 
to start the mills. What course the 
management will then pursue is a matter 
of conjecture. 

A paper was circulated among the 
business men yesterday afternoon and 
was freely signed, pledging assistance 
to the strikers. Even Chinese laundry- 
men give cash donations for the relief of 
the destitute loomfixers. 

A number of French-Canadians have 
gone to Canada, where they will remain 
until the labor war is over. 
lodge of Odd Fellows has offered the use 
of its banquet hall and its dishes, if nec- 
essary, and to furnish soup and other 
edibles to the operatives. The St. John 
society has pledged $15 a week until the 
strike is declared off. Never in the his- 
tory of the city has there been a strike 
where the strikers had the sympathy of 


the citizens as much as the present one. | 


Rhode Island Spinners, 

Pawtucket, R. L, Jan. 21.—The execu- 
tive comnmttee of the Mule Spinners’ 
association of Rhode Island met last 
night and Secretary Fallon reported that 
he had received applications for mem- 
bLership in the association from 450 back- 
boys, who are employed in the various 
mills of the Blackstone and Pawtuxet 
valleys, Warrenand Pawtucket. These 
backboys have stated their willingness 
to pay strike assessments and wish to 
become members of the association. 
The matter of admitting them to mem- 
bership was discussed at considerable 
length, and it was decided to recom- 
mend to the state association to receive 
them as members. The matter will be 
acted on at a general meeting to be held 
in this city next Thursday evening. 

Under the by-laws of the state as- 
sociation any spinner who is a member 
of the association and is injured while 
at work as a spinner is entitled to re- 
ceive benefits of $4 a week. It was 
voted to suspend that rule until the end 
of the New Bedford strike, the spin- 
ners foregoing their interest to those of 
the striking spinners of New Bedford. 

The spinners of the White Rock mills 
who struck Wednesday are members of 
the Rhode Island association, but the 
state secretary has not received any 
communication from them. The strike 
Was unauthorized and will not receive 
the attention of the association until the 
last Thursday of the month. 


Arbitration In New Bedford.

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 21.—The only 


incident of yesterday was the visit of 
Richard P. Barry of the state board of 
arbitration. Mr. Barry spent the after- 
noon in cailing upon the labor leaders. 
He did not find the attitude of the oper- 
atives changed in the least. So faras 
he could learn they were as determined 
in their figh¢ as on the first day, and they 
manifested no intention of giving up the 
fight.

To Repeal a Factory Law, 

Boston, Jan. 21.—The Globe is informed 
on reliable.authurity that there will be 
an attempt at this session of the legis- 
lature to repeal the -hour law. The 
labor party in the house will meet this 
move and counter in a bill for a 54-hour 
law. In advocating this latter bill the 
labor men claim that the strike at New 
Bedford will furnish them with a splen- 
did argument for a reduction in the 
hours of labor. The mill men assign 
as one reason for the necessity of a re- 
duction at this time in wages of oper- 
atives that they are overstocked and 
that until they can dispose of the sur- 
plus, running expenses must be reduced. 

With the working hours per week re- 
duced by four on each operative the laber 
men claim that the probability of overs 
production would be greatly lessened. 
This is in line with the suggestion of a 
prominent mill owner of New Bedford, 
who is now a member of the state legis- 
lature, that the mills would pursue a 
wise course if they all shut down fora 
month during the summer season.

The 
stop-cock of the gas fixtures was part- 
ly turned on. It was Bandy’s custom to 
keep the light burning low so that he 
could easily turn it up if anything about 
the premises needed attention. It is 
thought the current of gas failed suffi- 
ciently to extinguish the flame and then 
came on again, escaping through the 
open burner. 

The other’ victim was Laura McDon- 
ald, who found under con- 
ditions almost identical with those in 
Bandy’s case.

Worcester Sports In New London, 

New London, Conn., Jan. 21.—The New 
London Athletic club held its first box- 
ing exhibition of the new year in the 
gymnasium last night, and the seating 
capacity was taxed tothe utmost. The 
talent was wholly from Worcester, 
Mass., and about 100 sports from that 
city attended. 

The first bout was between Fred 
White and George Bolles, six rounds at 
125 pounds, and two rounds more if need 
be for a decision.

the word ‘‘blessed’’ is used 
nine times, there are only seven general 
beatitudes, as verses 10 and 11 may be 
considered as supplemencary. To apply 
these sayings of Christ practically we 
must study for what they stand. 

1. **Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.’’ This 
beatitude stands for humility, the first 
characteristic of the citizen of Christ’s 
kingdom. The humble, the poor in spir- 
it, in heart, notin mind or body, are} 
referred to. The Jews were proud and | 
haughty and needed to cultivate this 
grace. So must all who would enter 
Christ’s kingdom. Pride will debar us. 
We must become as little children to 
enter in. 

2. ‘*Blessed are they that mourn, for | 
they shall be comforted.’’ The ‘*mourn- 
ing ones’’ here referred to are the spirit- 
ually sorrowful, those who mourn be- 
cause of the presence and power of sin. 
Sorrow for sin is meant. The character- | 
istic expressed is contrition. God will 
comfort all such by pardoning their sins 
and giving them power over sin. No one | 
will ever enter Christ’s kingdom who 
has not mourned because of sin.

HOWELL ON WHIST. 


How the Wisest Theories Often Fail of 
Their Purpose. 
oil. 

It was well that the friends of the ‘‘in- 
vitation’”” game didn’t go wild with de- 
light when the New Jersey Whist club 
team, playing ‘“‘invitations,’’ won the 
American Whist league challenge trophy 
from Baltimore and defended it once 
against Brooklyn, for since these notable 
victories the Jerseymen have lost the cup 
to another club in their own state—the 
Park club of Plainfield, N. J. 

And I must state with all candor— 
though I am one of the most enthusiastic 
friends, backers and promoters of the **in- 
vitation’’ game—the Park club team play- 
ed plain, *‘fourth best’’ whist—plain as it 
can be with American leads and subechoes 
gud all the refinements of latter day con- 
tentionalism 

I have never claimed the winning of 

j}any match at whist to be due solely or 
even mainly to ‘‘system,’’ so that Lam 
free to say, without prejudice, that the de- 
feat of the New Jersey Whist club by Park 
was due, not to a superior style, but to | 
superior skill on the part of the victors. 
The Park club team is unquestionably one 
of the ablest in the country. Its members 
have fought side by side for several years in 
local and national matches. In their state 
tournaments they have shown themselves 
facile principes by permanently winning 
two New Jersey Whist association tro- 
phies, and in the national field they have 
before held the A. W. L. challenge trophy 
through a victory over the famous Hamil- 
ton club*‘big four’’ of Philadelphia. They 
are experienced, clever players, amalga- 
mated into a hard pulling team by con- 
stant practice together. It will be sur- 
prising if they do not maintain their re- 
cently acquired supremacy in a series of 
challenge matches to come. 

Though I am in sympathy with the New 
Jersey Whist club team in their capable 
efforts to play the ‘‘invitation’’ game, I 
cannot wholly indorge their position in 
playing also ‘‘a strietly long suit game,”’ 
as they and close observers of their style 
say they do. In ‘**Whist Openings’’ I am 
on record in opposition to the long suit 
game with ‘‘frilis.”’ lf one tries the true 
invitation game, he must be untrammeled 
by strict long suitism, and if he chooses to 
abide by strict long suitism he would bet- 
ter let generally informatory leads alone. 
If your adversaries know that you invari- 
ably open your longest suit and at the 
same time can tell from your card led 
whether you are strong or weak, particu- 
larly in trumps—which seems to be the 
New Jersey Whist club system, like ‘‘mod- 
ified’? whist—you simply give your ad- 
versaries the advantage of compulsory 
trump showing leads, which are an old 
story and time and again have been prov- 
ed fallacious. 

My theory of the game is quite different. 
I never open a long suit with a small card 
unless lam strong enough all round to 
make the bringing in of the long suits 
reasonable probability, but, on the other 
hand, I don’t aim to show weakness by 
my original lead. The short suit opening 
is not necessarily an indication of weak- 
ness, nor is the topof nothing opening 
form a weak suit. I recollect a case of re- 
cent occurrence in which I opened with a 
plain suit 8 spot from the lead of 8, 6, 3 
and 2, and in the end I won a trick with 
my 6. The adversaries didn’t know it un- 
til it was too late, but I had four trumps 

| and other good cards. The 8 led was not 
| an indication of weakness, as they learned 
to their cost. 

In short, I believe in the small card in- 
vitation game, when the hand is plainly 
strong enough to defy the adversaries. 
Otherwise let them look out for pitfalls. 

In the system of play truly known as 
the Howell game—which phrase I do not 
relish, but accept as inevitable for a time 
—we depend on the short suit, supporting 
ecard plays in the ordinary run of hands 
more than we do on the long suit, small 
card invitations. 

And, after all, with a strong all round 
hand the trump attack, from short or long 
trumps, is far better than the invitation 
I append a pretty example of the short 
trump attack, in which a substantial gain 
was made by the trump leader over other 
methods of opening in a big tournament 
game. The king of spades was turned 
South and West had ‘all the advantages 
that appertain unto the original lead.

Let him notice how North 
and South’s preponderance of trumps 
melts away until, at the eleventh trick, 
East and West at length have the field to 
themselves. It,is an extremely pretty deal 
for those who admire bold strategy rather 
than the counting of hands to a standstill.

COCKRAN ON STRIKES, 


Eloquent Orator Says They Are the, 
Product of Progress, eee 


Their Possibilities Never Yet 
Fully Measured. 


Time When Peace Will Reign Supreme tn the 
Industrial World. 


Boston, Jan. 22.—W. Bourke Cockran 
@elivered an address in Sander’s theater, 
Cambridge, last night under the aus- 
pices of the Harvard Catholic club on 
“Christianity, the Light to Economic 
Truth.” Speaking on the labor question, 
with special emphasis on the subject of 
strikes, he soon interested his audience 
by the clearness of his thought and kept 
their interést to the end in spite of the 
technical nature of his matter. 

Throughout the address there 
much applause, though the 
Was @ very critical one, until when the 
speaker after finishing almost exhaust- 
ed, with a five-minute moving perora- 
tion, won over the most critical and 
scored an orator’s triumph in the build- 
ing which has seen many such triumphs 
by the greet orators of the past genera- 
tion. 

“Charity being the essential virtue of 
christianity, freedom is the final fruit 
of christian civilization,” said the 
orator. “Now, freedom in its applica- 
tion to the institutions and lives of men 
bore no more substantial or significant 
result than the substitution of free labor 
for slave labor. That reform worked to 
humanity's advantage in the social and 
economic conditions of the world. Free 
labor has stimulated invention, it has 
extended immeasurably the scope of its 
knowledge, lengthened sensibly the span 
of its existence and improved every con- | 
dition of man’s life, but the industrial | 
system based upon freedom, marvelous} 
as its fruits and beneficent results have] 
been, contains in itself elements which | 
threaten its existence. 

“The magnitude of this problem and 
its importance has been recognized by 
the two men who stand conspicuous 
among all their fellows by the length of | 
their years and the illustrious character 
of their lives. A few years ago Pope 
Leo XIII, in an encyclical address to the 
bishops of the christian world, called 
ettention to the pressing necessity of de- 
vising means of equitably adjusting 
conditions among all the elements of the 
industrial system, and on last Sunday 
the papers contained extracts from a 
letter of Mr. Gladstone in which that 
veteran statesman declared that he 
viewed with little apprehension the 
threats of war which filled the press of 
the world, but that he regarded with deep 
anxiety the industrial disputes which in 
his opinion threatened the peace and 
progress of christian government. Now 
in that we see the statesman, Mr. Glad- 
stone, stating a problem with all his 
habitual clearness of expression. He 
measures a danger in the light of a lum- 
inous intellect. The pontiff not only 
States the danger, but suggests the 
remedy in the application to this prob- 
lem of that christian virtue of charity 
which has already accomplished the po- 
litical regeneration of humanity. 

“That Mr. Gladstone does not exag- 
ferate the gravity of this problem, that 
the pope has not overstated it can be 
found in the experience of every civi- 
lized community. These industrial dis- 
putes are products not of want or de- 
generacy, but of progress and abun- 
dance. They are most habitual in the 
cities where the conditions of comfort 
are greatest. They present the most 
puzzling question that has ever con- 
fronted the human r: The possibility 
of the strike has never yet been meas- 
ured, although it has been indicated by 
some past experiences. We have seenit 
tie up the food supply of a great city, we 
have seen it affect the industry of over 
20,000,000; we have seen it spread over 
this country and other countries, and we 
have never yet seen it carried to the ex- 
tent that it may be further carried

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cent reduction of wages. \A strike in 
mid-winter is @ fearful and terrible 
thing, but when 9000 men and women 
quit work simultaneously in the face of 
hardship, suffering and privations, in- 
tensified by the severity of winter, there 
must be some good ground for such ac- 
tion. 

For the year just ended, 1897, the mills 
concerned paid the following dividends: 
Potomoska, 0; Dartmguth, 9; Whitman, 
11-2; Wamsutta, 6; Pierce, 6; Grinnell, 
6; Hathway, 10; Acushnet, 16. The Po- 
tomoska is an old mill, and during the 
past year has made extensive changes 
In machinery and motive power. The 
Dartmouth is a new mill, having been 
less than a yearin full operation. The 
Whitman is also a new mill and owesits 
present unsatisfactory condition to the 
defaications of the men who were finan- 
ciering the mill. The remaining mills 
have an acknowledged capital of $6,- 
200,000 and an average dividend for 1897 
of 7.6 percent. 

The only argument advanced by the 
manufacturers thus far as to why they 
wish to reduce wages has been “that 
the other New England manufacturers 
have reduced wages, and they intend to 
do the same;” and the only argument 
advanced as to why we should accept 
the reduction has been “that the winter 
is upon us and we would suffer severely 
in case of a strike.”” After considering 
the circumstances the spinners by only 
four dissenting votes and the weavers 
by only five dissenting votes decided to 
strike, the remainder of the organiza- 
tions taking similar unanimous action, 
such action being heartily endorsed by 
all organized workers, with the stated 
results that 9000 men and women are 
now idle, the greater portion of which 
will have no other means of support than 
that which is received from outside 
sources. On behalf of the 9000 men and 
women, who are fighting a battle not 
ouly for thesselves, but forall American 
textile workers, we make an appeal for 
financial assistance, believing, hoping 
and trusting, sincerely trusting, that our 
appeal shall not be im vain. 

Friday was payday at the South-end 
mills. The weavers at the Acushnet 
mil, who expected to find their pay af- 
fected by fines, were happily surprised. 
They compared notes as they received 
their envelopes, and not one was fined, 
so faras could be learned. Consequently 
the kick which they expected to be 
obliged to make w not forthcoming.

Spanish Forces Invade Territory and 
Destroy buildings, 


Thrice Engaged Cubans and 
Put Them to Flight. 


As Usual, Only Small Number of Fatalities on 
Governmeni Side.

mation from Spanish sources, General 
Castellano, being aware that the insur- 
gent government was establishtd at 
Esperanza in buildings constructed by 
the insurgents 17 leagues from Puerto 
Principe, at the extreme west end of the 
Cubitas ridge, proceeded in that direction 
with 2200 infantry, 400 cavalry and two 
field cannon. After a three days’ try- 
ing march he forced a difficult position 
on the fourth day and overcame the 
obstinate resistance of 1000 insurgents, 
pursuing them more than six miles and 
destroying and burning the houses at 
Esperanza, including the insurgent gov- 
ernment buildings. On the following 
day he engaged the reunited insurgents, 
2300 strong, near the Inferno woods, six 
miles from Esperanza. He routed them 
after two hours’ combat and put them 
to flight. 


The insurgent loss is believed to be} 


numerous, but owing to the density of 
the wood it is difficult, according to the 
Spanish account, to ascertain the full 
extent of the defeat. Theinsurgents left 
on the field.

No one who has 
listened to the romance of Lachman- 
daas of Amenibad, and of Delhi, his 
honored princess, and Mobli, his unfor- 
tunate wife, can forget it. It throbs 
with the heart life and soul yearning 
that the Little Healer has found to be as 
deep and tender and pathetic in faroff 
India and the secluded mountain homes 
of an ancient people as among the latest 
civilizations of the west. 

Into the wilderness Miss Armstrong 
has traveled, with no other woman 
among the train of donkey attendants 
who conducted her, on a strange errand 
of mercy to a suffering creature, al- 
though that creature was only one of 
the many animals sacred to the caste of 
worshipers in the forest. 

Miss Armstrong has returned to New 
York to give a series of lectures and 
drawing room talks. Her mission to 
America is to take a course in surgery, 
that she may return to India and con- 
tinue her practice. When she has won 
a surgeon’s certificate, ber usefulness in 
the practice of her profession will be 
extended over fields where she hopes to 
reach apn even larger class of women in 
India.—New York Tribune. 


Equality of Opportunity and Privilege. 

‘‘Within certain limits, set by the 
nature of things and not to be trans- 
gressed,’’ said J. B. McPherson before 
the Pennsylvania Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, ‘‘the women of our country 
should enjoy a spacious freedom.

First Police Matron. 
It is nearly 15 years since Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Littell was appointed matron at 
the Harrison Street police station in 
Chicago, and for 14 years of the time 
she has ridden to and fro from the sta- 
tion house and police court in the pa- 
trol wagon every day in the week ex- 
cept Sunday. When she received the 
appointment, she was the first woman 
to hold such a position in the world, 
and, though Chicago now has 31 police 
matrons, Mrs. Littell still wears the 
star shaped badge of office bearing ‘‘ No. 
By 
Mrs. Littell’s appointment was 
brought about by the W. C. T. U., 
whose attention bad been called to the 
abuse of women prisoners not only in 
the station houses, but also in the po- 
lice courts. The W.C. T. U. petitioned 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison to appoint a 
matron, but he declined on the ground 
that no respectable woman would accept 
the place. He consented, however, to 
allow them to try the experiment at 
their own expense. 
Mrs. Littell accepted the position at 
}@ salary of $30 a month, which was 
paid by Mrs. Carse, a member of the 
society. From the beginning she was 
successful with the work, and at the 
end of the first year she became a reg- 
| ular employee of the city and was given 
@ room iu the station. 
| Her duties require her attendance in 
| the police court from 9 o’clock in the 
| morning until 3 o’clock in theafter- 
noon, and she is on call until 10 o’clock 
| at night. When court adjourns, she al- 
ways drives to the jail with her charges. 
All the women prisoners who are 
| brought to the six nearest station houses 
are then transferred to Mrs. Littell’s 
care in the Harrison Street police sta- 
tion. 

It is proposed to hold a celebration 
| on the fifteenth anniversary of her ap- 
| pointment on March 9 next.—Chicago 
| Correspondence. 


Changes of Fifty Years. 

| Hon. Jobn D. Long, secretary of the 
navy. writes to The Woman’s Journal: 
“Iam in receipt of your letter asking 
me to give you some reminiscence 
‘showing how much worse off women 
used to be than they are now.’ 

‘‘ While it is very clear to me that the 
condition of women is very much im- 
proved, I recall no instance showing 
their special improvement in the matter 
of their legal rights. ; 

“One of the saddest memories to me 
is that of the slaving toil to which wo- 
men were then subjected. Mrs. Stowe 
somewhere gives a very interesting pic- 
ture of the household drudgery which 
burdened her mother from morning to 
night, who yet was the wife of a lead- 
ing clergyman who was comparatively 
well to do, but who, with the cares ‘of 
entertainment, the management of a 
household and looking out for her chil- 
dren, toiled from morning to night with 
hardly any rest. Those of us who were 
brought up in country homes and can 
look back balf a century recall similar 
pictures—the mother of the household 
engaged in every sort of labor, at once 
mistress of the house, head of the fam- 
ily, cook, washerwoman, scrubber, a 
drawer of water if not a hewer of stone. 
It makes my heart ache to recall it. f 
think I can say that nowhere, even 
among the poorest of our poor, doI now 
gee more grinding toil. While with the 
great mass of our women there has been

We are complaining that in social 
life hospitality has degenerated into a 
succession of shows where the guests 
are entertained by this, that or the oth- 
er conceit, according to the purse and 
knowledge of the host.

Day will have to perform many serious 
surgical operations, as all accidents 
occurring among the poorer people ip 
the county are treated at this institu- 
tion. She is the first woman in the state 
to hold such a position. She graduated 
from an Indianapolis college with high 
honors.

A well planned kitchen and accessories 
replete with all the space, fittings and 
communication have more to do with the 
comfort and well being of the family than 
all the rest of the house put together, and 
the home that is so planned that the visit- 
or cannot smell whatis coming on for 
dinner may be said to be about as perfect 
as itis possible to get itand will safely 
pass muster. This good quality will atone 
for many serious faults. 

The requisite points fora perfect kitchen 
are space and light. The light should 
shine into every corner and always be as- 
sured at the cooking range. A good range 
is very important, as are large ovens, a 
generous fire box, a good water back, a 
reliable draft and certain means of ven-

tilation in the chimney. These coming 
properly together and in suitable order, 
the main feature is secure. A good, roomy 
sink and drainboards, with an ample sup- 
ply of hot and cold water, are indispensa- 
ble. A closet for all the pots and kettles 
can be on casters, often to advantage, and 
needs to be carefully adjusted to fit the 
utensils, which should always be kept in 
their several places. A hard floor of maple 
orcomb grain yellow pine is best, as either 
wood wears well and does not sliver. 
Walls finished in imitation tile to a height 
of three or four feet and painted in flat 
tints are best. The less wood in the finish 
the better. Good pantries, conveniently 
placed, are also acquisitions not to be for- 
gotten, and the design represents a per- 
fect arrangement in this respect.

DIVIDED DEN O3RAGY, 


Chairman of the Central Committee 
Publishes a Statement. 


Says His Title Was Conferred 
by a Majority. 


Will "Discharge Duties Until Deposed In a 
Legal Manner. 


Holyoke, Mass., Jan. 24.—Christophe! 
J. Callahan, Esq., who was elected to the 
chairmanship of the Democratic state 
committee by the Williams faction after 
the opposition had left the meeting called 
in Boston for organizing purposes, has 
issued the following statement to the 
Massachusetts Democracy: 

To the Democrats of Massachusetts— 
The attempt now being made by a mi- 
nority of the state committee to divide 
the Democracy by refusing to recognize 
the organization effected Jan. 8, 1898, and 
by endeavoring to depose the legally 
elected officers of the committee, has cre- 
ated a situation which, it seems to me, 
justifies me as chairman of the state 
committee in defining the position of the 
regular organization. 

On Jan. 8, at J2 m., in the American 
House, the time and place appointed, the 
committeemen favoring the candidacies 
of Mr. McNary, Mr. Lewis and myself 
assembled for the single purpose of or- 
ganizing the committee in compliance 
with requirements of the statutes of the 
commonweelth. We firmly hold that the 
right and duty of the new committee as 


fixed by the statutes can in no way be 
affected or altered by the rules of any 
former committee; but, so far as I 
know, no one at that time dreamed of 
objecting to the opening of the meeting 
by Dr. Co ughlin, the retiring chairman. 
We patiently remained in the room 


awaiting the cail to order, ready and 
ne to make a test of strength and to 


abide by the result. The opposition re- 
fused to attend the meeting, remaining | 
in the corridors of the hotel until a few 
minutes before 1 o’clock. At that time, 
having a majority of members in the 
room and deeming it wise not to permit 
the hour to elapse, we proceeded to or- 
ganize, being called to order by Daniel 
H. Crowley, a member-elect and a vice 


president of the old committee 
tlemen who are 


The gen- 
now see king to over- 
throw the organization flocked into the 
room. Mr. Lee was denied admission 
for the reasons that the committee was 
performing its duty of organization, and } 
that, as he was not a member of the 
committee, he had no legal right to par- 
ticipate in the proceedings. Mr. Crow- 
ley presided with eminent fairness. 

Let the Democrats of this state keep 
well in mind the undisputed facts that 
no member of the committee without 
exception, who presented himself at the 
door, was refused admittance; that the 
opposition took a very active and prom- 
inent part in the proceedings; that Mr. 
Crowley put to the meeting a motion 
meade by one of their number that Mr. 
Coakley be secretary pro tem; that Mr. 
Crowley’s decision that the motion was 
lost being dou’ted by the minority, 
thereupon Mr. Crowley had the vote 
taken by rollcall; that there was no one 
but members in the room, and that the 
result of the rollcall was 14 ayes, 24 nays, 
with four not voting; that I was then 
nominated for chairman, and that the 
gentlemen who favored the candidacy 
of Dr. Cooke refused to exercise their, 
right to vote, withdrawing from the 
meeting after my election. 

In my opinion the meeting and pro- 
ceedings were in strict accordance with 
law, but, without discussing the legal 
phase of the situation, it seems to me to 
be a fair contention that it is incumbent 
upon the minority, having had the op- 
portunity to vote for their candidates 
and not having been denied one right, to 
point out wherein they suffered any 
harm, and to explain why after the un- 
disputed defeat of the motion that Mr. 
Coakley serve as temporary secretary 
they refused to make a test of strength 
upon the question of the chairmanship. 
Their contention that they represent a 
majority of the committee is sufficiently 
answered by their failure to secure the 
presence of a majority at their adjourned 
meeting Saturday. 

Being duly elected chairman, I deem 
it to be my duty to the Democracy of 
the state to discharge the duties of that 
office until deposed by a majority of the 
committee to whose will, legally ex- 
pressed, I stand at all times ready to 
submit. But let it be clearly understood 
that the submission for signature of any 
writing to the members of the commit- 
tee affecting the chairmanship is done | 
without my consent and is no way justi- 
fied by the attitude I have taken or any 
statement I have made, and I ap- 
peal to members of the Democratic state 
committee to cease this destructive in- 
ternal warfare and to join hands with 
me in a determined effort to build up and 
strengthen the Democracy of Massachu- 
setts for the stern battle to be fought 
this fall for the advancement of the great 
principles of Democracy proclaimed at 
Chicago in 1896. 


To Circulate a Paper. 

Boston, ‘Jan. 24.—The anti-Williams 
element of the state committee met Sat- 
urday afternoon, but did not organize, 
as had been contemplated. A commit- 
tee which had interviewed Mr. Callahan, 
tvho happened to be here from Holyoke, 
reported him as having said that he was 
anxious for harmony and would give 
viace to Dr. Cooke in the chairmanship 


ir Mr. Cooke could prove tha? he nat re 

support of 30 members of the committee, 

There were 2” members of the committee 
at the meeting. 

In order to secure evidence that 3u 
members or more of the committee were 
favorable to Dr. Cooke forchairman and 
Daniel H. Coakby for Secretary, a paper 
was drawn up te be circulated by a com- 
mittee of three,to which all members in 
favor of Cooke and Coakley might at- 
tach their signatures. In their confi- 
dence that mor than 30 members will 
sign, the members who voted to circulate 
will publish it, s> as to prove to the peo- 
ple that they are in the majority. 

Thereupon the meeting adjourned for 
one week after drawing up a petition that 
Mr. Callahan and Mr. Cooke jointly issue 
e@ call for a meeting of all the members 
of the state committee for the purpose of 
electing a legal crganization. 


ACCIDENT OR MURDER? 


Tragedy In a New York House Has a Sus: 
picious Aspect. 


New York, Jaa. 24.—Joseph Miller ot 
Lewiston, Pa., was shot and kiiled Sun- 
day night by Wiliam H. Watson, Jr., 21 
years of age, of Rochester, N. H. The 
shooting appears to have been acciden- 
tal, but the bulet took effect unde: 
Miller’s left eye, and death was almost 
‘radigete ous. 

Both entered the New York trades 
schoo! at the December term and roomed 
together. Sunday afternoon they called 
upon a young lady, and when they re- 
turned Waston asked a schoolmate, to 
whom he had handed a newly purchaseé 
revolver for safe keeping, for the pistol 
saying he wantedtocleanit. While re- 
rnoving the cartridges the gun exploded. 
This is the story as the police have it at 
present. Watsor was placed under ar- 
rest, however. 

Watson, who isnearly crazed as a re- 
sult of his act, dedares that the shooting 
was accidental, The police suspect that 
a murder was committed, and have ar- 
rested William Youtezy of Lewiston, Pa., 
a student, who was the only witness to 
the affair. Youtzey was locked up be- 
cause of his retidence when questioned 
by the authorities, and because what 
little he did say appeared not to be borne 
out by some of the mute evidence in the 
room where the shooting occurred. 


te Bi: lee Crop. 
Bangor, Me., Jan. 24.—All indications 
point to one of the best and largest crops 


cof ice ever harvested on the Penobscot 
river, although the expense of harvest- 
ing will be greater than usual. There 
have been frequent snowstorms since 
the freeze came, and the cost of scraping 
the fields has been greater than for some 
years. One fall of snow had scarcely 


been cleared away before another had 
arrived, so that large crews have been 
almost constantly at work. Several times 
within a week the flelds have been 
scraped, and now the storm of Saturday 
night and Sunday has piled the ice deeper 
than ever. Men and horses were set at 
work Sunday forenoon scraping, but the 
snow drifted go fast that work . was 
Stopped at noon. 

When the harvest begins there will be 
about 1200 men at work. The wages 
range from 90 cents to $1.25 a day for men 
and $3.50 a day for a man and a pair of 
horses. It is estimated that it will cost 
$50,000 to harvest the crop. 


Food Will Be Scarce. 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 24—Speaking of 
the food situation, Dr. Willis, just from 
the Klondike, said: “If we can get food 
into Dawson by the first water, the sit- 
uation will be relieved.” It is no use to 
try to sled provisions down the Yukon 
to Dawson. It cannot be done owing 
to the fact that the Lowes river is still 
epen and the great ridges of ice which 
block the Yukon below the Big Salmon. 
If the American government wishes to 
send in supplies, the only feasible plan 
is to freight supplies to the foot of the 
TAD ERE on the ice and have them ready 
to ship down the river as soon as mav- 
igation opens, probably about the 10th 
of May. There will be suffering in 
Dawsonin April; there alwaysis. Food 
will be scarce and scurvy will break out, 
but the situation will be no more serious 
than it has always been at that time of 
year.” 


Two Were Killed. 

Louisville, Jan. 24.—The high stage of 
the water in the Ohio was responsible 
“tor a railroad accident in New Albany, 
which resulted in the death of two men 
and the injuring of two others. A part 
of the railr-ad skirts the river on a 
jteel trestle 20 feet high. The water had 
so softened the earth about one of the 
pillars that the stone base became un- 
steady. A freight train had just reached 
the bridge when the steel support gave 
j bay, causing the large span above it to 
pecome suddenly depressed.

CONSPIRACY : ALLEGED. 


Arkwright Club’s Warfare Against 
Mule Spinners, 


Reported as Urging Use of 
Frames In Place of Mules. 


Early Setilement of the New Bedford Strike 
Considered improbab'e. 


Boston, Jan. 24.—The center of the in- 
teresting scenes in the textile troubles 
of New England temporarily shifted 
from New Bedford to this city yesterday. 
and was.contained in the meeting of the 
executive council of the National Spin- 
ners’ union. The meeting was called 
to consider the strike situation in New 
Bedford, and also the matter of the Fall 
River mills and other mills in New Eng- 
land where strikes or lockouts are im- 
minent, or have already taken place. 
The meeting was one of discussion rather 
than action, although it was resolved to 
concentrate all the efforts of the organ- 
ization on the New Bedford situation, 
leaving the Fall River trouble and the 
difficulties in other cities for local unions 
to handle and adjust if possible. 

The principal feature of the discussion 
was the denunciation of the Arkwright 
club and the charge that that organiza- 
tion of mill treasurers and agents con- 
spired with Agent Chase of the King 
Philip mill of Fall River to substitute 
ring for mule spinners. There seemed 
to be some difference of opinion as to 
whether Agent Chase was a willing 
party to what was called the conspiracy, 
or had been forced into it by the Ark- 
wright club. It was, however, generally 
accepted as a fact by the meeting that 
the attempt to put in the ring frames 
was merely an entering wedge to put 
them in every mill in Fall River. The 
spinners say that the machines do in- 
ferior work, and that their introduction 
in other mills has not been profitable to 
the mill owners. In mills where the 
ring frames have been placed no divi- 
dends have been paid. An instance was 
cited of one mill that had been shut down 
for 10 years simply because there was no 
demand for its products after machinery 
took the place of men. 

The New Bedford strike situation was 
fully discussed, and the general opinion 
seemed to be that the settlement of the 
trouble would be a long time in coming. 
In fact Secretary Ross said that he did 
not look for its solution until far into the 
summer, if indeed it came then. The 
organization there has a strong backink, 
and it was disclosed that the operatives 
had anticipated the trouble so fur ahead 
that an assessment of 50 cents a week had 
beeri levied and paid for nearly two 
years. Notwithstanding this fund, the 
organization in all the mill centers will 
be assessed to help the New Bedford 
strikers, and Fall River will contribute 
as well as others. 

The trouble in the Waterville mills 
was brought to the attention of the com- 
mittee. A 15 percent reduction in wages 
was proposed in Waterville by the own- 
ers, but a conference was held and a 
compromise made om10 percent. A strike 
is anticipated, for there is much indigna- 
tion over any reduction in wages what- 
ever. A cut of more than 10 percent will 
surely result in astrike. If there is one 
the strikers will be supported by the local 
union as long as possible. Then the na- 
tional organization will take a hand. 

In an interview at the close of the 
meeting Robert Howard said in speaking 
of the substitution of ring spinners for 
the mules: “In England wages are rela- 
tively higher than they are here in Mas- 
sachusetts and they turn out better work. 
Our mills do not take the pains with their 
cloth manufacture that the Englishmen 
do; but purchasers in this country have 
not learned how to judge good cloth as 
it comes from the mills. They are not 
so particular as they will be some time, 
and as they are in England now. We 
don’t care at allif they do get rid of our 
union in Fall River as they seem to want 
to do. It will mean an improvement in 
the rest of the union. Why, there are 
only 700 men in the mills in Fall River 
now, where there used to be 1300. The 
more mules they throw out, the wealthier 
we grow. The per capita value of each 
member of the union fs increased. The 
contributions to the strike fund have 
been very generous thus far. As long 
as assessments are paid our fund is in- 
exhaustible. Then we have funds in the 
bank which we can fall back upon if 
necessary atany time. As long as those 
now at work in the mills are employed 
they will pay their assessments.”

Good Afternoon. 


The work of vandalism at Wollaston 
is to be deplored, however much it may 
please the people. We confess we are 
surprised that the fence was not de- 
molished sooner, knowing the indig- 
nation which it caused. Wollaston 
people have been long-suifering, hop- 
ing against hope, that the railroad 
people would remove the fence. The 
vandalism will probably make the cor- 
poration only the more obstinate, and 
is therefore to be regretted. 

Whatever misgivings some property 
holders may have had over the change 
of Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment, have been_set at rest by the ap- 
pointments of Chief Packard. It 
would have been impossible to select 
a stronger board of fire fighters; all 
gentlemen of experience in the depart- 
ment, and of good judgment; from 56 
to 68 years of age. Promptness of 
action’ and good judgment are essential 
in an efficient Chief, and Chief Packard 
displayed these by appointing such a 
board inside of a week. Chief Packard 
and his assistants will not assume 
their positions until Monday, Feb. 7. 
The first fire after that date will be 
watched with interest, and whether in 
the night or day—at Quincy, Wollaston 
or West Quincy—will attract a crowd. 


The promptness with which the 
Ledger presented the long sketches of 
the new Assistant Engineers has been 
favorably commented upon. It was 
not until about 11 A. M. Saturday that 
the appointments became known, but 
the Ledger went to press before 3 P. M. 


Another link was forged today in 
the union of Quincy and Weymouth. 
Only a few years ago it was the 
electric band which gave parts of 
Weymouth a more direct route via. 
of Quincy to Boston, and which at 
the same time opened up a delightful 
country for those people of Quincy and 
vicinity who enjoy trolley rides. Now 
it is an electric mail service between 
the post-offices of Quincy, North Wey- 
mouth, Weymouth Heights, Weymouth 
Centre and East Weymouth. The 
electric cars can now be depended on to 
carry mails on schedule time, and there 
will be five mails each way at 
yenient hours. As already noted mails 
will leave the Quincy office at 6.50 and 
11.20 A. M., and 3.20, 4.20 and 6.20 
P.M. Returning they will leave East 
Weymouth at 7.05, 8.05 and 10.35 A. 
M. and 4.35 and 7.05 P. M. These 
direct mails mean much to Quincy and 
Weymouth and will probably be ex- 
tended during the year to Fort Point, 
Crow Point, Hingham and beyond. 
New routes will be established to East 
Milton, Milton and Mattapan; to Wey- 
mouth Landing and South Weymouth ; 
to the Braintrees, Holbrook and Ran- 
dolph. Then Quincy will become a 
great postal centre and more of a busi- 
ness centre,

The Daily Ledger in the interests of 
its advertisers begins today to build 
up a circulation in the Weymouth 
villages, taking advantage of the new 
electric mail route.

With 
the direct mail from Weymouth goods 
can be ordered by a morning mail] of 
Quincy firms, and often times delivered 
that same morning. Henry L. Kincaide 
& Co., Guy & Shaw and others report 
many customers from Weymouth and 
the South Shore, and the Ledger pro- 
poses to reach out this year and in- 
clude many of these towns among its 
constituents. 

Frederick W. Peabody evidently 
thinks he is some pumpkins. It is also 
evident to the masses in the 10th Con- 
gressional djstrict that they have had 
too much of Peabody. His open letter 
to Congrwssman Barrows is more than 
angentlemanly and beneath his atten- 
tion. The postmastership of Quincy 
is no concern of Mr. Peabody, and little 
stock will be taken in what he says. 
It is well known that after Mr. 
Barrows was nominated that Mr. 
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Charles L, Hammond, the president of 
the Republican City committee of 
Quincy, was one of his most active 
supporters. Our comment on Mr. 
Peabody’s letter was interrupted at 
this point on Saturday by an important 
news item which caused delay. Mean- 
while we have the opinions of others 
which are not very flattering to Mr. 
Peabody. The Herald says editorially. 

Aside from the merits of the question 
involved in the Quincy postmastership, 
we should say that the open letter of 
Mr. Frederick W. Peabody to Congress- 
man Barrows was calculated to reflect 
more severly on the judgment and sense 
of its author than it does on the 
political consistency of the gentleman 
to whom it is addressed. 

Mr. George A. Hibbard, who was 
chairman of the committee in charge 
of Congressman Barrows’ campaign, 
said in an interview: 

“I think there is a motive underlying 
Mr. Peabody’s letter, the purpose of 
which appears to be to sidetrack Mr. 
Barrows in the interest ,of another 
candidate. I don’t care to guess the 
name of the other candidate. I am 
ome of those who indorsed Mr. 
Hammond for postmaster of Quincy. 
I have done everyching in my power to 
assist him.’’ 

Ex-Alderman John H. Colby—‘‘So 
faras I have heard anything said, I 
think the district has been rather dis- 
appointed in Mr. Barrows as a con- 
gressman.’’ 

Senator Towle—‘‘When I read Mr. 
Peabody’s letter it struck me that it 
had a very small base for so large a 
superstructure.’’ 

John K. Berry of Boston has also 
directed an open letter to Mr. Peabody. 
ie says in opening: ‘‘I have today 
carefully read the letter of Mr. Peabody 
to Congressman Barrows. Evidently his 
disappointment at not being able to 
control Mr. Barrows has made him so 
desperate that he has become a Brutus 

Mr. Berry seems to have an excellent 
idea of the situation in Quincy for he 
has faithfully portrayed it as follows: 


‘*A -brief summary of the Quincy 


situation, from my point of view, is 
as follows: It had 21 delegates to the 
congressional convention. Ex-Mayor 
Porter was charged with the duty of 
getting some for Mr Barrows. From 
time to time he expressed such doubts 
to me that I soon marked Quincy for a 
possible seven votes, but in all my 
calculations left the whole 21 out 
entirely and prepared to nominate Mr. 
Barrows otherwise. At the convention 
Quincy cast seven votes for Mr. 
Barrows, Hammond swinging the 
other 14 for Mr. Atwood. It is a fact 
that Hammond and his men did 
‘*kick,’’ but only to my amusement. 
By election day they were in line and 
did good work for Mr. Barrows. 
‘‘After election, the Mr. Adams 
spoken of by Mr. Peabody, got himself 
introduced to me, and asked me to 
assist him in getting the posmtaster- 
ship. He represented that he had 
been an original Barrows’ man, but on 
pressing him I was not satisfied that 
he was. He laid claim to the oflice 
because he had had it before, was a 
Grand Army man, and had the indorse- 
| ment of Mr. Theophilus King and other 


eminent citizens, such as were repre- 
: 


sented by the seven delegates from 
Quincy. After examination I was satis- 
fied that he was a weak candidate. 

‘*Then Mr. Hammond applied to me 
for the office, and particularly for the 
reason alleged that he would be the 
choice of the majority of the Republi- 
cans as represented by the 21 delegates. 
Messrs Adams and Hammond reached 
Mr. Barrows, but through others than 
myself. He was in a quandary, and did 
not want to mix up in what he con- 
sidered matters peculiar to Quincy, 
and having no effect outside thereof. 
He consulted Senator Lodge, who ad- 
vised a caucus at which the Republi- 
cans could elect their postmaster. 

‘*When Mr. Barrows reported this to 
the applicants, Mr. Adams admitted 
that Mr. Hammond would defeat him 
in such a contest, and said he would 
not allow his (Adams’) name before a 
caucus. I then advised Mr. Barrows 
that he would be justified in recogniz- 
ing the wish of the majority and con- 
senting to nominate Mr. Hammond. 
Then Mr. Bryant, president of the 
council of Quincy, came forward and 
urged the appointment of Mr. Ham- 
mond as a good thing for Republican 
harmony, saying that there had existed 
for some years such a breach between 
the Hammond men so called, and the 
people represented by the aforesaid 
seven delegates that +he Democrats 
generally prevailed ir slecting mayor, 
ete. 

Mr. Barrows was much influenced by 
his suggestion. He asked the advice 
of Mr. John C. Cobb and myself, and 
we told him we thought it was the best 
thing he could do for party harmony. 
Subsequently he expressed to Mr, 
Bryant and Mr. Hammond his inten- 
tion to recommend the latter’s appoint- 
ment as postmaster this spring, when 
the term of the present incumbent ex- 
pires. 

‘*When Mr. Peabody heard of this 
last spring he complained bitterly of 
the ingratitude of Mr. Barrows to the 
faction of Republicans represented by 
the seven delegates, Messrs. Theophilus 
King, Henry Faxon and others. 
him Mr. Barrows had to look at Quincy 
asa whole, and not at merely two 
wards out of six, and that it was good 
politics to recognize the wishes of the 
majority of the Repulicans of the city. 
I said it would strengthen the party 
there, and make Mr. Atwood’s chances 
less favorable in the future, since his 
former supporters would not feel under 
any obligation to him. 


‘*T said nothing about having advised 
it for the re-election of Mr. Barrows. I 
have done nothing in that line yet, 
and am not likely to so long as Mr. 
Peabody has told us how he creates a 
congressman. At any rate, I am not 
likely to work with him again, now 
that I have found out how he deceived 
and used me, as well as the thousands 
of voters and how he cruelly assaults 
the man he elevated to the position of 
congressman, solely because that 
penener has the courage to do what 
ne thinks is his duty for the best in- 
terests of harmony and good govern- 
ment in the whole of Quincy. The 
wisdom of Mr. Barrows’ course 
shown in the fact that for the first 
time in several years the Republicans 
of Quincy have united, and recently 
elected a Republican mayor.’

PUBLIC OPINION 


Should Organize to Stop 
' Strikes. 


The Only Cure is Arbitra- 
tion--Organize Societies. 
Abstract of Rev. E. W. Preble’s 
Sermon on New Bedford Strike.

An interesting and timely subject 
was taken by Rev. E. W. Preble of 
the Universalist church Sunday morn- 
ing —‘* The New Bedford strike and 
the third party’s duty.”’ After a brief 
account of the New Bedford strike, 
the speaker went on as follows: 

The strike is an evil and a wholly 
unnecessary evil. I notice, that the 
Hon. Bourke Cochran speaks of it as a 
sign of progress. Doubtless! But so 
is the killing of a man by the electric 
car. We want to avoid strikes. How 
shall we do it? Mr. Cochran says the 
cure for the strike is christianity. 
Without doubt if men were governed 
by the spirit and principles of chris- 
tianity these disturbances would cease. 
But this medicine is not taken. There 
is a selfish bias in men, which is diffi- 
cult to overcome, especially when their 
personal interests are involved. Cir- 
cumstances a'so often compel settle- 
ments that are unjust and for these 
reasons the parties in dispute are in- 
capable of adjusting their differences. 

The only real cure for strikes is arbi- 
tration. All such questions must be 
left to an unbiased board that shall be 
competent to decide. Such a board of 
arbitration is more likely to render 
even and exact justice to both parties 
concerned than the parties themselves. 
But the weakness in the method of 
arbitration is the fact that there is no 
compulsion about it. The obstinate 
attitude of either party may serve to 
defeat it. 

We want a power, not of physical 
force or law, but of a moral quality, 
which shall compell both sides to 
submit all questions of this kind to 
arbitration and abide by the issue. 
Where can we get it? Can the press 
furnish this power? No! For it is 
di-tracted by various political aims and 
motives. Can the church furnish it ? 
No! For it is broken into sectarian 
fragments, and besides there is a 
prejudice against the church io the 
ranks of both parties. 

If the third party injured by the 
strike, the public outside of both 
camps, that saffers without protest, 
that has no voice in the matter, should 
organize it would compell, by the 
sheer force of public opinion a speedy 
adjustment of these differences with- 
out astrike. We want an arbitration 
society, which shall include all classes 
outside the coporations and the opera- 
tives, the sole object of which shall be 
to compell men to adopt the methods 
of arbitration in these labor troubles. 
It should say nothing else than this— 
arbitrate. It should not be a board of 
arbitration, it should not presume to 
decide in any case, it should only insist 
that the question at issue shall be sub- 
mitted to the board of arbitration. 
The moral influence of such a society 
would be tremendous. Organized 
public opinion, no one dares to defy. 

Summed up in a few words, the case 
is this. The only cure for strikes i: 
arbitration ; the only power that can 
compell arbitration is public opinion ; 
only organized public opinion is 
effective ; it is therefore the duty of 
the third party, the public that has 
suffered all these years without redress, 
to organize. Emphatically, the need 
of the hour, is an arbitration society 
which shall make it possible for an 
injured party to defend itself.

Determined Men Wreck the 
Depot Fence. 

And Cart Away Boards 
and Timber. 

The Seene Viewed by Hundreds 
on Sunday. 


The Wollaston fence was wrecked by 
a crowd of determined men early Sun- 
day morning. Seventy boards were 
ripped off and carted away and other 
damage was also done to the struc- 
ture. 


At a few minutes before eleven 
o’clock Saturday night a couple of men 
walked rapidly across the station 


platform and down the track towards 
the Rivet works. When opposite the 
head of Brook street they halted, and, 
after a hasty consultation, glancing to 
the right and left they quietly slid 
down the banks to the fence. Pulling a 
couple of short iron bars from beneath 
their overcoats they deftly inserted 
them between the boards and pried 
them off, thus making opening 
large enough for a man to quickly 
and easily pass through. They then 
retraced their steps a few hundred feet 
and removed two more boards. 

This silent work was the preliminary 
to a proceeding which in a few hours 
was destined to throw Wollaston into 
intense excitement and place the whole 
detective force of the New Haven road 
on the qui-vive. 

At a quarter past twelve o’clock on 
Sunday morning, when the electric 
lights had been extinguished, and the 
night was as black as ink, and Officer 
Connelly was on a distant part of his 
beat, amidst the blinding snow a wagon 
containing four men drove along Brook 


an 


street and halted opposite Miller's 
store. They alighted, one going down 
Brook street a short distance to keep 
tab on Officer Connelly, who had 
already been located, the others pass- 
ing through the holes in the fence. 


With their coat collars turned up and 


slouch hats pulled over their 
eyes, they proceed 
Drawing iron bars from beneath their 
coats they ripped board after board 
from the structure until the fence 
looked as through it had been struck 
with a cyclone. places, 
pecially near the turnstiles, spaces of 
twenty feet were cleared off, including 
the top rails. It took but a few minutes

All day Sunday, notwithstanding the 
bad walking, hundreds of people came 
to see the effects of the raid.

Mr. Barrows Makes Gentle- 
manly Answer to Peabody. 


The Washington correspondent of 


|the Herald has interviewed Congress- 


man Barrows on the Peabody letter and 
prints the following: 


‘I have not seen Mr.” Peabody’s 
letter and do not reply to a letter that I 
have not read. Mr. Peabody is a very 
earnest young man and interested in 
good government, and I can see no 
reason why he should not express his 
views in public on any subject that in- 
terests him. He certainly worked with 
great energy and unselfishness for my 
election, undoubtedly with some grati- 
tude for the support I had extended to 
him when he sougnt unsuccessfully 
to be a congressman himself. But 
it would be unfair for the public 
to hold Mr. Peabody, responsible for 
my acts after my election. 

My feeling is that every congressman 
must accept the responsibilities of his 
position and fulfil them and take the 
consequence. I do not like the method, 
too common in politics, of electing a 
man to the mayoralty or to Congress 
who is simply the pawn of some 
‘boss,’ who moves him from behind 
the scenes. I purpose to fulfil the 
duties of a congressman as I interpret 
them. 

I see no reason why public men 
should be sensitive or ill-tempered 
when their acts are criticised. A 
pablic man can often learn as much 
from a critic as from his friends. And 
it often adds a little spice to life, and 
prevents it from becoming monotonous. 
As to people who use epithets instead 
of arguments, I think a congressman 
may follow the code of a New York 
militiaman. He was on duty during 
the Brooklyn riot a few years ago. The 
colonel of the regiment was making the 
rounds. He said to the sentry: ‘What 
would you do if some one in the crowd 
called you names?’ ‘Pay no attention 
to it,’ said the soldier. ‘What would 
you do,’ said Col. Greene, ‘if they 
threw things at you?’ ‘Oh, dodge 
them,’ said the man, complacently. 
‘But suppose somebody should shoot 
at you?’ ‘Oh,’ said the fellow, ‘I 
would try to get the drop on him.’ So 
I generally wait to see whether a man 
is aiming at me or at somebody else, 
and whether he is firing a loaded gun 
or a blank cartridge. 

**As I have not read Mr. 
letter, I think it would be 
to reply to it in advance, but if, as 
you tell me, it concerns the Quincy 
postmastership my impression is that as 
Mr. Peabody is not acitizen of Quincy, 
it might be somewhat indelicate for 
me to answer kis criticism upon the 
600 reputable citizens, including the 
present mayor and two former ones, 
three ministers, several professional 
men, editors, lawyers and doctors, the 
55 granite manufacturers, 62 tradesmen 
and merchants, and a large number of 
other citizens who have expressed 
their belief that Mr. Hammond will 
make a capable, honest and acceptable 
postmaster. If Mr. Peabody has any 
quarrel with these people of Quincy, 
I do not wish to interfere. They can 
defend themselves. I might, however, 
act as arbitrator between them, if de- 
sired. 

‘“‘As Ido not, on principle, accept 
the franks of telegraph corporations, I 
am very glad of this opportunity of 
sending my compliments to my con- 
stituents.’’

James F. O’Day, a designer at the 
Crompton loom works in Worcester, 
Mass., was accidentally asphyxiated by 
ifuminating gas at his boarding place 
Saturday night. He has a wife and son 
residing in Brooklyn. 

Russia is about to present a note to 
Turkey demanding the payment of the 
whole balance of the indemnity of the 
Russo-Turkish war, amounting to 223,- 
000,000, with a view of making the sultan 
more docile in the settlement of the 
Cretan question. 

The New England Inter-Collegiate 
Athletic association will meet in Bos- 
ton, Saturday, Feb. 12, to act upon the 
request of the Boston college for admis- 
eion to the league, upon discus throwing 
in the events, and upon several amend- 
ments to the constitution. 

The Canadian government intends to 
organize a naval force in addition to its 
military force. It is said that parlia- 
ment will be asked at the coming ses- 
sion to vote $50,000 as the necleus of a 
naval force, and that this sum will be 
used towards theestablishment of atrain- 
ing ship, where Canadian lads may | 
trained. 

Rev. S. A. Crane of East Boston gave 
as a prelude to his sermon Sunday a 
plea for a curfew law, taking as his 
reason the recent great increase of mis- 
demeanor and even crime among the 
youth of that city. He said that the 
eurfew rings in more than 300 cities and 
towns of the country now, and it has 
proven a great success in preventing 
crime and promoting the welfare of chil- 
dren under 16 years.

DEPUTIES IN A FIGHT. 


A Very Lively Session of the French 
Parliament, 


Count Treated to Mass Play 
by Socialists. 


Soldiers Finally Called to the Chamber by 
Timid Official, 


Paris, Jan. 24.—During a free fight in 
the chamber of deputies Saturday, 
Gerault Richard dealt Mr. De Bernis a 
violent blow in the eye. A terrific melee 
followed. Viscount Hughes tried to 
withstand the socialists’ onslaught on the 
rightists. Mr. Deville threw an ink pot 
at De Bernis, whom he missed, but the 
missile struck an usher, and the con- 
tents deluged a Conservative deputy, 
whose face was drenched with blood and 
ink. Deputy Pajot was seized with an 
epileptic fit during the disorder and was 
carried out into the lobby. .Mr. De 
Bernis was extricated by his friends 
from underneath a mass of Socialists 
who were hammering him. One mem- 
ber of the chamber fainted from loss of 
blood and excitement. The Mussulman 
deputy, Grenier, whose turban was torn 
off during the scrimmage, was seen to be 
praying aloud with uplifted arms. 

After the chamber was cleared 125 
torn-off neckties were picked up, to- 
gether with many coats that had been 
torn by deputies from each other's 
shoulders. The scene of the fighting 
around the tribune was unparalleled. 
Count De Bernis is a retired cavalry 
officer and has the rough manners of the 
bull fighting town of Nimes, where he 
will be a candidate at the next elections. 
Mr. Jaures is thick set, florid and hairy. 
Gevarult Richard is mild looking. The 
latter was hustled and knocked about 
like a football! in his attempt to deal De 
Bernis a blow. Some 80 deputies were 
in the fight. Coats were torn to tatters 
and cravats were seized in the attempts 
to choke an opponent. 

During a lull in the fight Mr. Richard 
Was seen in tatters, his cravat torn off 
and his shirt front torn open, while his 
sympathizers were patting him on the 
back. Suddenly De Bernis.bounded up 
the stairs of the tribune, dealt Mr. Jaures 
a heavy blow on the back of the head and 
kicked him on the legs. Jaures was 
knocked over and stumbled down the 
steps. Picking himself up, he saw De 

3ernis making off with a crowd of depu- 
ties, while the remainder of the house 
hooted him, crying. “Coward; traitor.” 
Jaures threw a knotted handkerchief 
after him. De Bernis seemed paralyzed, 
and the house cheered Jau.es, while a 
body of socialists made another rush at 
De Bernis, and the melee was renewed as 
furious as before. 

The president of the chamber, finding 
it hopeless to restore order, departed 
and the military entered at the request, 
it is said, of a questor who feared loss of 
life if the scenes were continued. It 
seems that De Bernis had provoked the 
animosity of the socialists at a previo. ; 
sitting by accusing them of being in the 
pay of the Dreyfus syndicate. Several 
of the rightists have asked the socialists 
to let the matter drop on the ground that 
De Bernis was not in his usual state. 

Opinions differ greatly as to the out- 
come of the affair. Some say the cabinet 
has gained a great victory; others believe 
a dissolution of partament imminent. 
Sunday Paris had the appearance of 
being in a state of siege. 


Serious Anti-Jewish Riots, 

Algiers, Jan. 24.—Anti-Jewish riots 
were renewed here Sunday. The mob 
invaded the Jewish quarter and pillaged 
the shops, driving the Jewish merchants 
into the streets. A squadron of chas- 
seurs was ordered to the scene and 
charged the mob with drawn swords, but 
the mob reformed further on, cheering 
for the army. 

Revolvers and daggers were freely 
used. One man who was stabbed in the 
back and shot in the head died on the 
spot; many were seriously stabbed, one 
named*Cayol dying from his wounds. 
The crowd, hearing of this, became dan- 
gcerously excited, shouted, “‘They are 
murdering us; death to the Jews,” and 
resumed pillaging. The fronts of six 
shops were destroyed and the loot was 
burned. 

The police repeatedly charged the riot- 
ers, but were stubbornly resisted and 
were powerless to restore order until the 
troops arrived. Several policemen were 
severely maltreated...Many arrests for 
theft have been made. The Jewish au- 
thorities recommend their co-religion- 
ists to remain indoors. Both the men 
killed were christians, and their com- 
panions have sworn to avenge them. 
Disturbances and the looting of Jewish 
shops continued throughout the evening 
despite the efforts of the troops to quell 
the riots. At 10 o’clock Jewish flour 
stores were pillaged and their contents 
thrown into the streets. The zouaves 
then charged the crowd with fixed 
bayonets and dispersed it, many persons 
being injured. The rioters reassembled 
on the quays and set fire to the Jewish 
epirit stores. Troops were hurried to the 
spot. 


Would Force Circu'ation of Silver. 

Washington, Jan. 24.—Senator Elkins 
has prepared a bill which he thinks will 
materially improve the financial situa- 
tion. His bill will provide that no bills 
under $5 shall be issued. That would 
force silver into circulJation. It will also 
provide that the tax on national bank 
circulation be reduced to one-fourth of 1 
percent; that the banks be allowed to 
issue currency up tothe par value of their 
bonds, and further, that banks may be 
established with $25,000 capital. 

He takes this step without conferring 
with any of his associates, but he is con- 
fident that it will appeal to the intelli- 
gence of every man who is interested in 
a simple, but thoroughly practical, im- 
provement in our banking system. His 
plan does not attempt to draw the line 
between gold and silver, as they are 
circulating at par today, in spite of all 
that may be said to the contrary. 


Advised to Accept. 

London, Jan. 24.—The executive com- 
mittee of the London engineers has is- 
sued a circular advising the men to ac- 
cept the employers terms. A ballot of 
jhe men has been fixed for Thursday 
next, and K is probable that work will 
be resumed on the following Monday. 


DOLE iN CH.CACO. 


Interviewed on the Possible Failure to Be 
Annexed to United ‘States. 

Chicago, Jan, 24.—President and Mrs. 
Sanford B. Dole of Hawaii arrived in 
Chicago Sunday morning. A -distin- 
guished party greeted the president of 
the little republic on his arrival. The 
reception committee entered President 
Dole’s private.carand welcomed him to 
Chicago. The first to shake hands with 
thim was Judge Grosscup, who said: 
“President; Dole, I’ am instructed by the 
president of the United States to wel- 
come you here. I am pleased to intro- 
duce to you Secretary Gridier, repre- 
senting the president, and Mayor Har- 
rison of Chicago.” .

city by. Mayor Harrison, President Dole 
cordially responded to the greeting and 
seemed greatly pleased at the hearty 
reception given him. Mrs. Dole thanked 
athe ladies of the committee for coming 
out go early in the day to pelcome her 
and seemed to appreciate very h'ghly 
the reception. The party proceeded at 
once in carriages to a hotel. 

President Dole's attention was called 
to the Bacon amendment to relegate the 
treaty matter to a vote of the Hawaiian 
eitizens and was asked whether or not an- 
nexation would be endorsed at the Ha- 
walian polls. 

“That is a question I would not care to 
answer, but I think friends of annexa- 
tion in the islands-are certain that it 
would be adopted by a large majority of 
citizens,” answered the president. 

“What legislation is in view by your 
people in event of annexation?” 

“No specific legislation is in view. The 
treaty provides for the appointment by 
the president of the United States of a 
commission authorized to formulate and 
recommend to congress the legislation 
and forms of government for Hawaii. 
The matter of franchise is not specifi- 
eally provided for by our laws. For 
those who elect senators there is a prop- 
erty and educational qualification; for 
those who elect representatives an edu- 
cational qualification. All elctors must 
take an oath of allegiance to the pres- 
ent government and renounce allegiance 
to the monarchy. Letters of declara- 
tion are issued to foreigners who lived 
in the island for a certain time previous 
to the organization of the present gov- 
ernment, and, under certain restrictions, 
they have the right to vote. There isa 
sentiment on the island against allow- 
ing Chinese and Japanese to become citi- 
zens. There are cases where persons of 
these races have acquired the ballot, but 
they are very few, and the sentiment is 
adverse to their becoming citizens. The 
natives are all citizens, and would have 
the right of franchise.” 

“What effect would the failure to pass 
the annexation treaty have upon your 
government?” was asked. 

“No particular effect” was his answer. 
“All that has bene done by our people in 
the form and establishment of our gov- 
ernment has been in view of maintain- 
ing a permanent republic. In the event 
that the government of the United States 
fails to annex the country our govern- 
ment is in good financial condition and 
would be maintained. Failure, how- 
ever ,of the annexation project would se- 
riously preudice and delay the growth 
and prosperity of the island. Annexa- 
tion would stimulate greatly and make 
permanent our present commercial re- 
lations with the United States. We 
would have absolute instead of ap- 
proximate free trade with the people of 
the United States, which would stimu- 
late and strengthen both countries com- 
mercially. Should annexation fail, our 
sugar interests, I believe, would suffer, 
while, on the other hand, as the limit of 
sugar production on the islands has al- 
most been reached, no injury would come 
through annexation to the development 
of the beet sugar industry of the United 
States. Annexation would surely open 
a number of industries on the islands, 
the most promising of which is coffee 
growing. There is in this industry 
abundant opportunity for the employ- 
ment of American capital and labor.” 

Asked if the competition of cheap 
Asiatic labor would not effectually bar 
American labor from the islands, Mr. 
Dole “Said: 2 

“T understand white men are working 
in California and other states for less 
than we pay Asiatic labor in Hawaii. Mr. 
Fitzgerald, labor commissioner of Cali- 
fornia, says Hawaii affords a great open- 
ing for American labor. The climate is 
sub-tropical, conditions of life easy and 
nothing prevents white labor from find- 
ing at all times profitable employment 
Conditions in this matter will, I believe, 
be adjusted by the continuance of the 
plan of profit sharing which has met with 
much success in Hawali in plantation 
work.” 


Mexico Is Satisfied, 

New York, Jan. 24.—In an article pre- 
pared for The World, W. J. Bryan says: 
“The free coinage of silver is entirely 
satisfactory to the people of Mexico. 
They have had a chance to test the sys- 
tem thoroughly and to compare it with 
the systems of the United States, Eng- 
land, France and Germany, and I found 
no disposition either among the officials 
or among the people to favor the gold 
standard. 

“The federal government pays about 
$6,000,000 annually on gold obligation. 
and while it is compelled to collect ov r 
$12,000,000 ir silver to cover this interest 
account, it has no difficulty in doing so, 
because of the prosperous condition of 
the nation’s industries. 

“The government is not only meeting 
its expenses, Lut has a surplus. In 
Mexico the producers of wealth have 
not encountered the disastrous fall in 
trices+which has afflicted all the goic 
rtandard countries since 1873,”

STORM SWEPT NEW ENCLAND. > 


Sunday Made Dismal by Snow and Raia, 
Thunder and Lightning. 

Boston, Jan. 24.—A storm of consider- 
able severity and attended with rather 
exceptional phenomena passed over New 
England Sunday, causing heavy rainsir 
the southern portion, 10 to 12 inches ol! 
enow in Maine and New Hampshire 
thunder and lightning in the extreme 
northeast, and practically a tidal wave 
on the coast from Cape Cod to Portland. 

While the heavy snows in Maine caused 
some delay in railroad transportation, 
and the severe rains in the south were 
responsible for numerous washouts, the 
most destructive feature of the storm 
seems to have been in the tremendous 
tide which swept in from the sea at noon, 
inundating a greater portion of the coast 
and causing a heavy loss to owners of 
property along the water front and al 
the beaches. At Gloucester the tide, ac- 
cording to some records, was the high- 
est since the memorable storm of 1861, 
and caused an estimated loss to property 
of over $10,000. Cellars were flooded, and 
as the owners of stores which suffered 
were absent scarcely any goods weve 
saved from the water. Fortunately the 
easterly wind subsided before noon, for 
if it had increased a tide of tremendous 
proportions would undoubtedly have 
caused far greater damage, not only in 
Gloucester, but to the cottages on Cape 
Ann. At Hull and .along Nantaske! 
beach the tide swept up far above the 
usual mark, carrying away a number of 
small houses on the beach, wrecking 
verandas of large dwellings and causing 
a loss to the cottages of some hundreds 
of dollars. 

What destruction would have been 
wrought if a northeast gale had been 
howling along the coast at the time can 
only be conjectured, but would probably 
have made the day as memorable as that 
of April, 1851, when Minot’s light was 
carried away. Other localities along 
shore also reported losses from the tide 
of more or less extent. Several theories 
have been advanced as to this phenomenz 
of the storm, for while the disturbance 
caused severe gales in some portions 
within a radius of 50 miles of this city, 
exceptionally heavy wigds were not re- 
ported and certainly not on the coast. 
The position of the moon undoubtedly 
had much to do with the great height of 
the tide, but an easterly blow some dis- 
tance out at sea, caused by the storm, 
probably had swelled the tidal wave to 
something far beyond what has been 
seen here for many years. 

Reports from Maine and New Hamp- 
shire show that the storm was severe 
throughout that region. More snow fell 
in some places in Maine than has been 
seen all winter, and trains from the north 
and east into Portland were all more or 
less delayed. Another peculiar feature 
of the storm was the electric phenomena 
at Eastport and St. John. For half an 
hour it thundered and lightened like an 
afternoon in July, but this was followed 
by a shift of wind to the northeast, and 
nearly a Wiizzard. The wind at one time 
at Eastport reached a velocity of 66 
miles an hour. Altogether the storm 
was rather a peculiar and a remarkable 
one in New England. 

Salem and Lynn’s lowlands suffered 
severely. The water penetrated the 
boiler house of the street railway and did 
much damage. 


The Mississippi Rising. 

Memphis, Jan. 24.—The Mississippi 
river from Cairo to New Orleans is ris- 
ing rapidly, and there is enough water 
in sight to send it above the danger line 
from Cairo to Vicksburg. The water 
rose a foot Sunday, and in four days it 
probably wil: be above the danger line. 
At Cairo the danger line has been passed, 
with a further heavy flood coming down 
the Ohio, Cumberland and Tennessee. 
Two crevasses in the levees in the Mis- 
sissippi deita are not yet completed, and 
it will not be possible to fill them within 
10 days. 

The situation is regarded as extremely 
grave, and unless there is a general freeze 
throughout the north Mississippi and 
Ohio valleys a repetition of last year’s 
fiood is looked for, although the damage 
will not be so great owing to the fact of 
its being early in the year and the water 
will probably subside before time for 
planting. 


Blizzard In Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, Jan. 24.—The most severe 
blizzard which has visited this city in 
years continued in its fury until Sunday 
morning. Snow to the depth of 16 inches 
fell, and with the wind blowing at the 
rate of 80 miles per hour, great drifts 
were formed in all parts of the city, mak- 
ing travel almost an impossibility. On 
Several lines of street railway traffic was 
at a standstill, and only the most im- 
portant thoroughfares were kept open 
for a time with the aid of powerful 
Sweepers. Railroad trains came in very 
irregularly, and only passenger trains, 
each with the aid of several locomotives, 
attempted to get throug! 

Every telegraph wire in the state was 
crippled and news from the outside 
world was received over the long dis- 
tance teleyhone. None of the boats of 
the different lines entering Milwaukee 
ventured out. So far as known no mis- 
haps in the line of navigation are known 
to have occurred. 


Storm of Rain and Wind. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 24.—The Commercial 
Tribune dispatches report damage by a 
gale attending a rainstorm as follows: 

Bradford Junction, O—Christian church 
unroofed, barns and trees blown down. 

Wooster, O.—Jail and three factories 
unroofed. Baltimore and Ohio railway 
tracks washed cut in two places. 

Lima, O.—Rainfall unprecedented. 
Behool building unreofed, many oil der- 
ricks blown down in Hume, Buckland 
and Spencerville districts. Telegraph 
and telephon® seriously crippled for sev- 
eral hours. Rivers raging torrents. 

Hartford City, Ind.—Scarcely a derrick 
left standing in the oll field. 

Cyathianu, Ky.—Ticking river higher 
than since 1874, 


Worst Ie Years. 

Chicago, Jan. 24—The snowstorm 
Saturday night and Sunday morning was 
the worst in this city for years. The 
greatest damage was caused by the 
breaking down of telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, and there was much 
trouble with the city fire alarm system. 
The incoming trains on ali the roads 
were from one to four hours late. Sta- 
tion Master Clithors said Saturday night 
Was one of the worst railroading nights 
he had ever known. The storm was at- 
tended by curious electrical displays in 
several sections of the city, and the at- 
mosphere seemed to be filled with elec- 
tricity which evidently came from the 
numerous trolley wires,

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 25.—As a re-

The general sentiment of the meeting 
Was expressed in the vote which was 
passed te send for an organizer and im- 
mediately organize a weavers’ union. 
Another meeting will soon be held. 


Frame Spinners Kick Against 
Excessive Reduction. 


Gene Back to Work. 

Burlington, Vt., Jan 25.—The Queen 
City cotton mills, which had been shut 
down for twe weeks on account of a 
strike of a portion of the operatives 
against a reduction in wages, resumed 
operations Monday. Nearly all of 
the employes returned and practically all 
the machinery is running. It is thought 
that the full force in all the departments 
will be at work today. The opera- 
tives were unable to secure a restora- 
tion of the old wage schedule at present. 


Relief Orders ; Increasing. 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 25.—The 
strike situation remains unchanged. 
Both sides are holding out without Aa sign 
of giving in. Monday afternoon a mass 
meeting of the operatives was held at 
the south ead, the first of a series, at 
which Minne Rosen, representing the 
United Garment Workers’ union of New 
York, advised the strikers never to give 
fh She promised the assistance of her 
union, and iescribed the misery which 
she claimed she had found in her visit 
to New Bedford. 

The union ¢<ratives are now drawing 
strike pay, tut in spite of this the calls 
upon the city’s poor department for as- 
sistance are increasing. Financial aid 
from out oftown is beginning to come 
in and willlater be distributed to the 
strikers. Outside of a little work in the 
cloth rooms it the striking mills no work 
has been dow in them by the operatives 
for eight day. 


Replacement of Mules With Frames In Fine 
Goods Concern. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 25.—As nearly 
as can be ascertained, about 1000 opera- 
tives are out of work in this city, some 
as strikers and others because of the 
strikes. At the King Philip mill the cor- 
ditions were unchanged yesterday, but 
if the weavers are satisfied it is probable 
that the management will secure the 
necessary yarn to keep the rest of the 
mill running, so that the entire plant 
with the exception of the striking mule 
and frame spinners may be running be- 
fore Saturday. 

At the Laurel Lake and Hargraves 
mills the management announce that the 
places of the strikers have for the most 
part been filled, so that these mills are 
Sut little crippled by the small strikes 
which have prevailed for the past few 
days. 

The striking spooler tenders at the Nar- 
Tragansett mill are still out and refuse to 
resume work, although the management 
has agreed to revise the wage schedule 
so that the reduction shall not exceed 
11 1-9 percent. 

The frame spinners and other help in 
the spinning department of the No. 4 
mill of the Fall River Iron Works com- 
pany left their work at noon Monday and 
refused to go back. They claim that they 
have been cut all the way from 15 to 20 
percent. There are about 200 out all 
told. Of 147 frames in the mill but 14 
were running in the afternoon. The 
strikers filed no complaint with the au- 
thorities, but failed to show up when the 
machinery was started. 

The special meeting of the Weavers’ 
union was held last night. The King 
Philip weavers asked permission to strike 
for the restoration of the wage scale 
previous to the reduction. Secretary 
Whitehead said that he had had an inter- 
view with Agent Chace and Superinten- 
dent Mathewson and secured some con- 
cession. He said the strike would be 
inadvisable, as the cut is not over 11 1-9 
percent and the union had accepted the 
figure and <!!

NOTHING OF A MENAG 


First American Warship to Visit 
Cuban Waters In Years, 


President McKinley Sends the 
Maine Down There, 


Yarious Members of the Congress Applaud 
the Decision. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Within 24 hours, 
for the first time since the insurrection 
broke out in Cuba three years ago, the 
United States government will be rep- 
resented in the barbor of Havana by 
a warship, the Maine. The decision to 
send the vessel was finally reached at 
a special meeting at the White House 
Monday morning, between the president, 
Secretary Long, Attorney General Mc- 
Kenna, Assistant Secretary Day and 
General Miles. 

It is a striking fact that, with the 
exception of the secretary of the navy 
and the attorney general, not a member 
of the cabinet knew of the president’s 
intention to take this step. It is not 
denied, however, that some such move 
has been long in contemplation, as is 
evidenced in the following statement of 
Assistant Secretary Day: “The send- 
ing of the Maine to Havana means sim- 
ply the resumption of friendly relations 
with Spain. It is customery for naval 
vessels of a friendly nation to pass in 
and out of the harbors of other countries 
with which they are at peace, and Brit- 
ish and German warships have recently 
visited Havana. This is no new move- 
ment. The president had intended to 
Go it for some time, but heretofore some- 
thing has happened to postpone it. The 
orders of the Maine mean nothing more 
than I have said, and there is nothing 
alarming nor unfriendly in them. The 
Spanish minister here is fully informed 
of what is going on and, so far as I 


know, has not made the slightest ob- 
jection to it.” Further, Assistant Sec- 
retary Day said that Consul General 


Lee had not sent for a warship. 

This statement shows that the move 
was made deliberately and that it could 
not have been taken if there were 
rious apprehensions of its results in 
Havana. The general belief, however, 
is that Madrid rather than in any Cuban 
town is trouble to be looked for, if there 
should be any misapprehension of the 
purpose of our government in sending 
the Maine to Havana. The temper of 
the opposition in the Spanish capital has 
been threatening for some time, and it 
may require the strong hand of the news 
censor to repress utterances that would 
lead to rioting. 

The German warships to which Mr 
Day referred are the Charlotte and the 
Geyer, both training ships and not of 
formidable type, though one. sufficed to 
settle the Haytian difficulties Their 
touching at Havana is not believed to be 
significant, as their cruise “anged 
in all details last Septe er, 1d ths 
Same ships are due at C ston, S.C 
early in February next.

This work must be ac- 
complished in the few brief years spent 
in the common schools, for but few of 
the thousands of children who enter 
the public school the 
High school course. 

The education of this army of coming 
men and women must be eminently a 
practical one, for they are preparing 
to earn their livelihood. The instruc- 
tion in drawing is valuable to every 
person and could not be dispensed 
with. To be able to draw straight lines 
means to use deftly the scissors, the 
hammer and the saw. 

The lessons in needle-work train 
both the eye and the hand for life-long 
service. Combined with lessons in 
drawing they make of women artistic 
milliners, ever ready seamstresses 
who can fashion from a discarded 
garment another as good as new. The 


complete 


skilful needle-woman has always a 
bank account. 
2. Young man, when you furnish 


your new home, buy first a dictionary, 
and when you encounter a word the 
meaning of which you do not know, 
look it up, and by and by, when your 
son and daughters question you, you 
will have a good vocabulary. I think 
that parental outlay should begin from 
the start. I am not an advocate of free 
text-books. When children own their 
books they will own and prize their 
contents. 

3. Instead of languages and geom- 
etry I would prefer a text-book on 
anatomy, physiology and hygiene that 
would give children a brief introduc- 
tion to themselves. Time is precious, 
for the life these future 
workers short. They should be 
taught enough of physics to develop a 
taste for scientific reading in times to 
come and to make the best use of that 
portion of the beautiful world that is 
alloted to them.

STORY OF BUTTERWORTH. 


Effect of His Remarks et the Coffin of 
His Friend. 

The last time Mr. Benjamin Butter 
worth was at the White House he told 
the president that be must look fora 
new commissioner before the Ist of last 
January, as he intended to resign be- 
cause the work was too confining and 
wearing for his health. It is thought, 
too, that he had a premonition that his 
end was near. Those was atteuded the 
informal services over ‘the body of the 
late Warner Bateman of Cincinnati, one 
of Mr. Butterworth’s intimate friends, 
who died very suddenly at the Riggs 
House in Chicago, were startled by some 
remarks which he made on that occa- 
sion. No clergyman was present, nor 
was there any intention to hold a reli- 
gious service. As they sat about the 
room General Dudley arose and said, 
‘*Gentlemen, I do not like to let our 
old friend leave us in this way, without 
a@ word of sorrow and sympathy,’’ and 
then proceeded to pay a tribute to Mr. 
Bateman’s quulities asa friend and a 
gentleman. As he sat down Mr. Butter- 
worth stepped to the head of the casket 
and talked for ten minutvs as no one 
ever heard him talk before. He was a 
man of jests and humor, with a most 
cheery and sanguine disposition. He 
used to say that he never shed a tear. 
He always looked on the bright side of 
things and found something amusing in 
every situation. His friends often com- 
plained that it was difficult for him to 
be serious, but on this occasion, in the 
presence of death, he spoke to 10 or 12 
of his intimate friends ina manner that 
brought tears to their eyes as well as to 
his own. It was a personal confession 
and a personal appeal too sacred to be 
quoted, and so impressive that no one 
present will ever forget a word that he 
utttered. Some days later, when those 
who heard it learned that he was lying 
at the point of death, the scene was re- 
called, and even greater force was added 
to his words.—William E. Curtis in 
Chicago Record. 


SELF HEATING APPARATUS. 


Dr. Dight Claims His Device Will Over- 
come the Effects of Cold. 

Dr. C. L. Dight of Jackson township, 
near Mercer, Pa., has secured letters 
patent on a device called the Dight 
thermal inspirator, which promises to 
overcome the effects of cold and make 
it possible to withstand the most frigid 
climates. The inspirator is a device to 
retuin the heat from the exhaled air, 
which in turn warms the inhaled air 
before it reaches the lungs. It prevents 
the loss of. heat from the body, as it or- 
dinarily occurs, through the breath. 

While in Washington Dr. Dight se- 
cured an audience with the secretary of 
war, who was so impressed with the 
thought of using it in the Klondike re- 
lief this winter that he requested the 
commissioner of patents to make a spe- 
cial examination of the application, 
which was done, and the patent grant- 
ed soon after. 
In a recent test Dr. Dight entered a 
cold storage where the t@nperature was 
below zero, and, by the use of the in- 
spirator, where the air reached the 
lungs it was raised from 70 to 75 de- 
grees. The inventor thinks that even at 
the north pole, and with uo other cloth- 
ing than that of ordinary wear, it would 
furnish a constant supply of warm air, 
and he hopes to have it worn in an arc- 
tic expedition which sails in the spring. 
—Pittsburg Dispatch.

CENERAL COURT. 


Labor Matters Offered In the Legislature of 
Massachusetts. 

Boston, Jan. 25.—Senate bills, petitions 
fesolves—Order for an investigation of 
labor troubles in mill cities laid over; 
close season for grouse, woodcock, part- 
ridge and quail to be from Dec. 1 to Sept. 
15; half the fines under the game laws to 
go to state and half to the informants; 
resolve protesting against reduction of 
letter carriers in Boston referred to com- 
mittee on federal relations; appropriation 
of $35,000 for the soldiers’ home; appro- 
priations for salaries and expenses of 
the civil service commission laid on the 
table. 

House bills, petitions, resolves—Presi- 
dent of Boston common council to be 
chosen by the people; by Mr. Ross of New 
Bedford, that it be the sense of the house 
that congress have power to establish 
hours of labor in all the states; petition 
for 64 hours a week for women and mi- 
nors taken from last year’s files; size of 
tires on wagons on public highways to 
be regulated; minors and women not to 
be employed more than 60 hours weekly; 
agreement as to land damages not to ap- 
ply toagreement entered into by the Bos- 
ton law department after suit has been 
entered; towns having public baths may 
instruct in swimming and town officers 
may allow non-residents to use the baths: 
duck shooting to close March 1; no dis- 
trict judge to issue warrant in criminal 
case returnable to himself, and clerk of 
court to have exclusive power to issue 
@ warrant in criminal case returnable to 
district judge; Governor Wolcott re- 
ported that monument to Massachusetts 
troops on Antietam will be dedicated 
when the season is far enough advanced: 
eecretary of state to issue notices to 
clerks of courts of record of the appoint- 
ment of notaries public; Holyoke to be 
exempted from high license, first-class 
liquor license not less than $1500, fourth- 
class not less than $500; cities and towns 
must maintain separate quarters in 
ailmshouses for men and women and for 
the insane; police officers, 
sergeants, to have one day off in 27 in 
cities of 100,000 population: towns in 
which are penal, charitable or reforma- 
tory institutions to be exempt from all 
taxation; assessment life insurance com- 
panies shall not contest any of its poli- 
cies six months from date of issue; town 
of Webster may construct sewerage 
system: deficiency appropriation of $107,- 
639, $35,150 for Lancaster school, $72,625 
for Lyman school, reported; bil! that 
trustees and guardians may sell real 
estate referred to committee on judiciary; 
house insists on referring to committee 
on election law bill to elect chairman of 
Boston board of aldermen by popular 
vote; notice of 30 days must be served in 
cases of assessment on members of fra- 
ternal beneficiary organizations. 

A bill with a petition of Samuel A. Dean 
and others of Taunton provides that on 
and after Jan. 1, 1900, the wheels of all 
draught wagons, tip-carts excepted, with 
four wheels and without springs, passing 
over any public highway with a load of 
over 1000 pounds, shall have tires of not 
less than three inches wide. If the wagon 
has springs and carries 350 pounds or 
more, the tires shall not be less than 
three inches wide. Tip-carts of two or 
four wheels must have tires not less than 
four inches wide. The penalty for vio- 
lation is from $6 to $20. The petitioners 
say that they are in the interest of by- 
cycles and other vehicles. 

Representative Innes offered a bill in 
the house yesterday providing that in 
order to be registered a resident must 
appear before the registrars of voters 
with two witnesses, who shall swear that 
they are registered voters in the same 
ward or town as the applicant; that the 
applicant's time of residence has been in 
accordance with the law, and that he was 
a resident on the Ist of May in the place 
in which he desires to be registered. The 
mames of the witnesses shal! be entered 
in a book opposite the name of the ap- 
plicant.

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CONGRESSIONAL NEW | 


Senator Morgan Affirms His Cleve- 
land Statement, 


Democratic Leader on Appro- 
priation For Pensions. 


Statesmen From Kansas Disagreed as to 
Populism. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—The proposed 
annexation of Hawaii ws somewhat re- 
viewed by Senator Morgan while speak- 
ing to a question of personal privilege. 
He had been represented as saying in ex- 
ecutive session that ex-President Cleve- 
land was in favor of Hawaiian annexa- 
tion. This statement called out a de- 
nial from Mr. Cleveland, and in support 
of his original statement Mr. Morgan ad- 
dressed the senateat greatlength. One 
of the features of the session was the 
elaborate speech by Mr Turpie of Indiana 
in support of the Tellerresolution. The 
pension appropriation bill was called up 
and debated for nearly three hours, but 
Was not passed. The senate adjourned 
until today pending the disposal of a 
point of order made against an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Allen for an in- 
crease in pensions. 

Mr. Gallinger secured the adoption of 
an amendment to the pension appropria- 
tion bill, providing that hereafter no pen- 
sion shall be paid upon power of attorney 
from pensioners residing in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Gorman said that the bill did not 
carry by $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 the sum 
necessary for the pensions for 1899, He 
charged that the bill was framed to meet 
the deficit in revenues which was an- 
ticipated by the administration. It was 
simply one of several efforts to create a 
fictitious balance in the treasury. The 
commissioner of pensions had submitted 
estimates to the secretary of the interior 
which showed that $148,337,000, and pos- 
sibly as high as $150,000,000, would be 
necessary. 

Mr. Mason tnquired if Mr. Gorman had 
any fear that the Republican party 
would have to borrow as much money as 
that of the Democratic. 

“The point I make,” replied Mr. Gor- 
man, “is that you are not levying enough 
taxes to pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment. Of course, the money paid int: 
the treasury on account of the Pacific 
railroad sale has built up the balance. 
Had it not been for that we should have 
been in a serious condition.” 

“How much more did we get for the 
Pacific road than you agreed to take for 
it?” asked Mr. Mason. 

“That is a question,” replied Mr. Gor- 
man, “that is yet to be determined. 
Whether your policy in that regard is 
wise or otherwise remains to be seen.” 
Mr. Gorman concluded with the state- 
ment that it had been predetermined 
congress should adjourn with slim ap- 
propriations and no legislation what- 
ever. 

In the course of an extended statement 
Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, declared that such 
@ purpose as had been attributed by Mr. 
Gorman to the committee was news to 
him. It was neither the purpose of the 
committee nor of the Republican party 
to shirk a proper responsibility. He 
pointed out the fact that such reductions 
as were made in the appropriations 
would necessarily have to be confined tc 
two or three of the great appropriation 
measures. He discussed at length Mr. 
Gorman’s statements concerning the de- 
ficit which he said was growing up, con- 
cluding with an expression of belief that 
the tariff law would produce ample rev- 
enue for the needs of the government. 

Mr. Stewart said there could be no de- 
ficit in the treasury, as there was now 
in the vaults a great surplus of $241,000,- 
000 which he thought ought to be put into 
circulation in accordance with the law. 

Mr. Gorman read at length from the 
statement of Commissioner of Pensions 
Evans before the house committee on 
appropriations. He disclaimed any de- 
sire to reflect upon the committee, as he 
satisfied the reduction in the esti- 
mates was made by the heads of depart- 
ments and not by the committee. ‘‘There 
is, however,” concluded Mr. Gorman, “an 
evident determination on the part of the 
administration to keep the appropriations 
within possible revenues in order that a 
fictitious balance may be shown.”

In the House. 

Washington, Jan. 25.—Speaking to a 
pro-forma amendment to the Indian ap- 
propriation bill, Mr. Simpson commented 
on an interview with the president rela- 
tive to the strike in the cotton mills of 
New England, wherein the president was 
quoted as deprecating the condition of 
labor and as favoring a restriction of im- 
migration. Mr. Simpson spoke of the re- 
port. of the agricultural department ex- 
perts on the condition of the residents 
of the slums of New York, in which he 
said the experts alleged that theft pov- 
erty Was due to extravagance. The ex- 
perts stated that these people sometimes 
bought beefsteak when they could get 
twice as much putriment out of bananas. 
The upshot of Mr. Simpson's comment 
Was that there should be economy in 
governmental affairs, 

Mr. Dingiey replied in some good 
natured remarks in which he twitted 
Mr. Simpson on having ceased to wail 
about the miseries of bleeding Kansas 
and was now looking for misery 
where. 

“We haye Populist rule In Kansas now 
and there is no longer any misery out 
there,”’ said Mr. Simpson. 

Continuing, Mr. Dingley said he also 
believed in economy, but he thought jit 
strange that on every proposition to in- 
crease expenditure Mr. had 
voted in the affirmative. 

“That is not true,’ 
Simpson. 

“I leave that to the members who have 
seen him filing through the tellers,” re- 
sponded Mr. Dingley, who concluded by 
saying he hoped members would follow 
the words, not the example of Mr. Simp- 
son. 

Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kan.), commenting 
on Mr. Simpson's statement about the 
reappearance of prosperity in Kansas 
owing to Populistic rule, said that in one 
year of Republican rule in this country 
the farmers of Kansas had paid off 
$50,000,000 of mortgages, while under the 
Populistic rule in Kansas every state in- 
stitution was suffering for lack of funds,

The people of Kansas, 
he said, were proud of the Republican 
party.

Chairman Shaw Takes Strong Grcard For 
a Single Standard. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25.—The gen- 
eval interest in the monetary convention 
which began this afternoon was shown 
by the large number of delegates. After 
an address by Governor Mount of this 
state, Governor Shaw of lowa was in- 
troduced as permanent chairman. Dur- 
ing his remarks Mr. Shaw said that “it 
is well to have enough gold—aye it is 
becessary to have enough gold to meas- 
ure and deterniine that every dollar of 
contract and every dollar of bank issue 
is of the exact value of the gold coin, 
To make the test absolute the paper 
currency must be redeemable directly or 
imlirectly. Whenever one can ex- 
change papeg for gold the fact is es- 
tablished that it is of the same value 
es gold; and there is no other test pos- 
sible It is not necessary that our cur- 
rency shall balance our property, It 
is only necessary that we have sufficient 
for the accommodation of every man, 
woman and child who desires to use it, 
and who has some use for it. 

“He must have some commodity to 
measure or he needs no test of measure- 
ment. He must have something to ex- 
change or he needs no medium of ex- 
ehange. If he proposes to exchange the 
fabor of his hands for food for his chil- 
dren there must be provided for him 
suflicient currency to measure the 
amount of his earnings, every penny of 
which shall be tested by the same rule, 
and measured by the same standard, as 
the income of the millionaire. The fact 
that his employer has much or little 
currency on hand does not add to or 
detract from his wages or the purchas- 
ing power thereof, provided his employer 
has enough to pay him. Solmay say 
we need a sufficient volume of currency 
to meet the requirements of a great com- 
mercial country, enough to supply every 
man, woman and child with a medium 
of exchange, 
change. 

“This currency must be elastic. There 
will be more half bushels in the south 
on threshing day than will be needed on 
seeding day. The same thing is true of 
the east and the 
The monetary system that shall 
stand the test of time must be automatic 
in its operations. Wherever the de- 
mand exists there the currency 
spring up in volume sufficient to meet 
the requirements of trade and com- 
merce. This can only be accomplished 
by clothing the banks with the 
power toissue. Then asmall tax should 
be levied upon the circulation to protect 
against dangerous inflation beyond the

CUBAN SUPPLY 
STEAMER WRECKED, 


Was Off Long Island Shore When the 
Trip Ended,

Providence, Jan. 26.—The Tillie, an 
old freighter, which was converted into 
a Cuban filibusterer a short while ago, 
is at the bottom of the Atlantic, with 
four of her crew. Nineteen survivors 
were brought here on the big five-master, 
Governor Ames, and they have all gotten 
safely out of the clutches of the federal 
authorities. 

The story is one of the most inter- 
esting from the sea in many a day. It 
is believed by some of the Cubans that 
there was a traitor aboard, and that the 
Tillie was purposely seuttled. The fili- 
‘buster was in. command of Captain 
Berry, and when she went down she had 
a large number of cases of supposed 
machinery from Providence. These 
were taken off, it is alleged, in the lighter 
Columbia, and it is also claimed that the 
itransfer of the machinery, which is de- 
clared really to have been dynamite and 
ammunition, was made some seven miles 
off the southern Rhode Island shore. 
of the expedition, it is supposed. 

Captain Gust Waldemar of the Ames 
said that last Sunday afternoon about 2 
o’clock, while 23 miles south by west of 
Shinnecock, he sighted a small two- 
masted steamer fiying her colors union 
down as a signal of distress. He steered 
toward the steamer and, watching her 
through the glass, saw that she was deep 
in the water and laboring heavily. Soon 
afterwards he was near enough to make 
out two boats filled with men just astern 
of the distressed craft. The wind was 
blowing 40 miles an hour and the sea was 
fierce. The waves were breaking clear 
across the Ames amidships, and Captain 
Waldemar had his hands full to manage 
his great ship; but he realized that the 
steamer close by was sinking, that many 
men were in peril of their lives, and re- 
solved to do what he could to aid them. 
The Ames’ course was changed to bring 
her as close to the steamer as possible, 
and when within a quarter of a mile of 
her the five-master was hove to. 

Two boatloads of men from the foun- 
dering steamer commenced to work their 
Way toward the Ames. The sea threw 
them around with great violence, and 
they were in danger of capsizing or 
swamping during every moment of their 
trip to the rescuing schooner. When 
they were in close proximity to her, Cap- 
tain Waldemar directed them to drop 
under the stern of the Ames, but to keep 
@ good distance away. Lines were thrown 
to the boats. It was impossible for then 
to come near enough to the schooner to 
allow the men to climb aboard, for the 
feas would have thrown their boats 
against the Ames’ side and a wholesale 
fatality would have resulted. Bowlines 
were made of small lines and thrown to 
the endangered men. They placed the 
jines around themselves, jumped over- 
board and in that fashion were hauled 
aboard by the crew of the Ames, one t 
a time. Eleven men finally stood safe 
on the Ames’ quarterdeck. They said 
that eight more, including Captain Berry, 
were still aboard the Tillie. 

Captain Waldemar called for volun- 
teers to go in the Tillie’s largest boat to 
save the remainder of the steamer’s 
crew. It was risking their lives, but 
Second Mate Nocer, a strapping fellow, 
and four of the seamen stepped forward. 
They struggled to the Tillie’s largest boat, 
which was dashed up and down wildly 
as she swung at the Ames’ stern and put 
off to the Tillie, took off Captain Berry 
and three more. Nine men were all the 
boat could carry. The four poor fellows 
left aboard were promised that they 
should be saved as quick as the boat could 
return to them, and the trip back to the 
Ames began. 

By the time the nine men had been 
hauled aboard the Ames after the 
manner described, the gale had increased 
greatly inforce. The wind was blowing 
‘65 miles an hour, picking up the tops of 
the waves bodily and blowing the water 
in sheets along the surface of the sea. 
Darkness began to lower. The Ames’ 
five brave volunteers were exhausted, 
and it would have been useless to have 
tried to make another trip even with 
fresh men. All hands realized that the 
jeoor fellows on the Lillie were doomed— 
that there was no help for them. Re- 
luctantly Captain Waldemar put the 
vessel on her course again. She entered 
the bay Monday and was towed up yes- 
terday morning. 

A reporter interviewed Captain George 
Berry, master of the Lillie, while she was 
being made fast to the dgwck. Captain 
Berry, waiving the question of filibuster- 
ing at first, gave an account of the trir 


of thé tmné. rie said that she was pur- 
chased two months ago by McAllister 
Bros. of New York and was fitted for 
carrying cattle and freight. He took in 
a cargo of 28¢tons of soft coal anda great 
quantity of cased provisions last week 
in New York and sailed on Wednesday 
bound for Tampa, Fla. After discharg- 
ing the coal .t Tampa he understood that 
the vessel was to commence carrying 
cattle from Tampa to Havana for the 
Spanish government. Leaving New 
York, he proceeded to Montauk Point, 
Where on Saturday 15 Cubans joined the 
vessel. He took them merely as pas- 
sengers, the captain averred, and was 
going to land them at Tampa. The 
Tillie put to sea at once. She proceeded 
in a southwesterly direction from Mon- 
tauk Point under steam and sail at the 
mate of seven knots an hour. Saturday 
night she commenced + leak. Her 
wooden hull was apparently tight, but 
‘Captain Berry thinks that the shaft 
alley must have been broken, for water 
commenced to come in around the stuff- 
ing box. The danger was apparent from 
the start, for it was no tiny stream which 
trickled in at the foot of the Tillie’s 
sternpost. At the time the trouble began 
the vessel was 80 miles to the eastward of 
Barnegat and 43 miles from the nearest 
land. 

The steam pumps soon became choked 
and then the situation quickly became 
desperate. An attempt had been made 
to stop the leak upon its discovery, but it 
seemed to become worse steadily. When 
the pumps became choked soon after they 
Were called into use, Captain Berry 
headed her for the Long Is?and shore, 
intending, if no coasting vessels should 
be sighted, to take the chances of get- 
ting his crew and passengers ashore 
through the Long Island surf. Desper- 
ately they worked while Captain Berry 
watched anxiously from the pilot house 
for a passing vessel. At last the fires 
were put out. The water was level with 
the coal on thegrate bars. Catton waste 
in great bunches were thrust under the 
boilers. It was soaked with kerosene and 
blazed furiously, keeping steam on while 
the frantic men in the hold were bailing 
for their lives up to their necks in the icy 
water. 

For two hours steam was kept up by 
using kerosene. Twice during this time 
Captain Berry sighted two vessels. One 
of them was a tramp steamer, far to the 
northwest. The other was a schooner 
off shore. Both were too far away to see 
the signal of distress, and both passed 
quickly and out of sight and hope. At 
last the fires were drowned out, and all 
hands gave up the last hope of reaching 
shore, for the steamer was still many 
miles from Long Island. 

The two boats were lowered, and as 
many men as they would hold fell into 
them and swung eastern of the founder- 
ing steamer, holding to her by lines in 
prder not to desert their shipmates, for 
‘whom there was no room in the boats. 
Just after this move, Captain Berry 
sighted the topmast of a vessel, which 
the instantly knew must be the Governor 
Ames, the only five-masted schooner in 
the world. The rest of the story of rescue 
wus told as Captain Waldemar of the big 
schooner gave it. 

Upon arriving at Providence Captain 
Jack O’Brien was not inevidence. There 
Was a@ man aboard who resembled him 
in every particular, who gave the name 
of D. J. White and kept himself very 
much in the background. This gray- 
jheaded seafarer would not say a word, 
but left Captain Berry and Eliseo Car- 
taya, one of the Cuban leaders, to do all 
the talking. In spite of its being so gen- 
erally a matter of suspicion, these twe 
representatives of the party denied 
strenuously that the Tillie was a fili- 
buster, and the individual who looked 
So much like Captain O’Brien, by sly 
winks at times when leading questions 
were asited concerning the Tillie’s mis- 
Sion, directed the proper way to answer 
such a question. 

The last signature to a testimonial to 
(the crew of the Ames for the rescue is 
“John O’Brien,” proving beyond a doubt 
that the celebrated O’Brien was of the 
party. 

The mate of the Governor Ames, who 
claims to have had experience with fil- 
ibusters, says that there can be no 
ground for the rumor that traitors 
aboard the Tillie scuttled the steamer. 
The men were all eager for one cause, 
and no one seemed anxious to have the 
vessel go down. The way they worked 
to keep the Tillie afloat, and the manner 
in which they clung to life showed their 
feelings. This officer claims that the 
steamer was not a filibuster, for she was 
too slow, being only able to make eight 
knots an hour. She was going to 
Tampa and from there to the Bahamas, 
where the cargo and men would be trans- 
fered to a speedier vessel like the Doug- 
las or the Three Friends. The mate says 
the Ames might have saved all had not 
the gigantic five-master been so obsti- 
nate in the heavy seas and high winds. 
It took her two hours to get near enough 
to the Tillie to begin the rescue, and 
darkness came too soon for four men.

AFTER THREE WEEKS. 


Chairman Elected by the Boston Aldermen 
Without Judicial Writ. 

Boston, Jan. 26.—The aldermanic dead- 
lock, which has prevailed for three weeks 
over the election of a chairman, was 
broken Tuesday afternoon, an agreement 
having been reached between the two 
factions. Under the terms of the com- 
promise a Republican occupies the chair 
until April 1, when he will resign and a 
Democrat will take his place until Oct. 1, 
when he, too, resigns in favor of the Re- 
publican, who holds the office until the 
fend ofthe year. Asaresult of the agree- 
ment Alderman Dyer was elected chair- 
man. The ballot was the 58th taken, but 
the vote this time, instead of being a tie, 
Was unanimous. 

Previously argument had been heard 
in the supreme court on an application 
for a writ of mandamus in the name of 
the attorney general, to compel the al- 
dermen to act on the precept ordered by 
the legislature relative to the holding of 
an election for representative. Counsel 
for the board said among other things. 
“There is no doubt in my mind that there 
is no court in this state or anywhere 
that has, by means of a writ of man- 
@amus, attempted to interfere with legis- 
lative duties. It has never been issued 
for the purpose of compelling people who 
have sworn to do their duty as offi- 
cials. The court has no jurisdiction to 
order this body to vote a particular way. 
It can order them to comply with the 
Statutes. Butthereisatribunal. If this 
body cannot do business, the people of 
Boston will inflict severe and deserve 
punishment. But for the supreme ju- 
dicial court of Massachusetts to inter- 
fere in this political question I think 
would be unwise.”

UNIQUE 
OPENED IN NEW YORK. 


| Novel Idea of a Chicago Widow—Women 
Only May Lanch There—There Are No 
Waiters, and Customers Must Serve 
Themselves—Low Prices and Good Fare. 


There is no sign out at the door, and 
neither a basement nor a store is the 
scene of operations. The words *‘ Noon- 
day Rest,’’ inscribed on a small, gilt 
framed card attached to the balcony of 
a private house, just like all the other 
private houses in the block, are the only 
indication that outsiders will be wel- 
comed inside. While you are asking 
yourself if it is a club, or a nursery, or 
some mission circle, a woman comes 
down the steps, and, the question being 
put to her, she answers you that there 
is a restaurant within where extraordi- 
narily good things to eat can be ob- 
tained at extraordinarily low prices. 

‘Everything is 5 cents,’’ she says. 
** At least nothing is over that price, and 
a good many things are cheaper. I have 
recently finished an abundant luncheon, 
topped off with ice cream and good 
chocolate cake, and it cost me just 29 
cents. Iassure you itisa wonder. If 
you ordered everything that is on the 
bill of fare today, it would only come 
to 63 cents, and you could not eat one- 
third of it.’ 

You enter, and a young woman, who 
sits at the little hall table with money 
and checks before her, confers upon you 
the freedom of the place. 

“Go into the room furthest back,”’ 
she says. ‘‘There are no waiters. Ev- 
erybody waits on herself here.’’ 

With doubt and uncertainty you ap- 
proach the back room, glancing in 
meanwhile at the small, white draped 
tables in the twointervening rooms, 
where women in hats and jackets are 
seated at luncheon. 

**There is the menu on that slate on 
the wall,’’ says one of the women in 
charge of affairs. ‘‘Read it over and se- 
lect what you want; then provide your- 
self with knife, fork and napkin, and 
you will be served.”’ 

This back room is a cheery, well ap- 
pointed place. Against the wall stands 
a bright new steam table, from which 
a smell of savory meats proceeds. There 
are big plated urns on either side and a 
big soup caldron. Ona white covered 
side table are big glass bowls with re- 
freshing looking salad leaves showing 
through and small plates of bread, each 
with a stamped pat of butter on it, 
ready to serve. On another table are set 
the desserts, jelly cake, ice cream, pies, 
etc. Directly under the menu slate is a 
stand holding three baskets, one con- 
taining knives, another forks, the third 
big and small silver spoons, all bright 
and shining. A pile of napkins has the 
central place. Everything in the room 
is clean, fresh and attractive, and the 
proprietress, who serves the portions 
from the steam table, is trimly dressed. 
She has a dainty muslin apron and cap 
and a look of cheery wholesomeness 
about her that commend the establish- 
ment to favorable notice at once. 

‘““We have rabbit and lamb stew as 
main dishes today,’’ she says pleasantly, 
‘‘and I can recommend the soup. I 
have a good chef, and he understands 
soups. ”’ 

You select what you want and retire 
to the first table in the adjoining room 
that is available. Looking around you 
see other women bearing their food be- 
fore them, soup, meats, vegetables, and 
you notice a neat, deft handed maid 
clearing away the dishes from the va- 
cated tables and carrying them off toa 
closet in the hall, where a dumbwaiter 
connects with regions below. There is 
no confusion, no calling of orders. Each 
person receives from an assistant a check 
setting forth the amount of her indebt- 
edness. As often as sbe returns to the 
back room and gets another cup of co- 
coa or another plate of ice cream or 
mince pie a supplementary check is 
given, and when she has completed her 
repast these checks are deposited with 
the cashier and paid for. 

“‘The lowest checks on my docket to- 
day are for 8 cents,’’ says the cashier. 
“The average check is 23 cents. You 
see, potatoes are 4 cents and milk is 8. 
Bread and butter together are 8 cents, 
and as everybody takes one or the other 
of these things our checks are all un- 
even.’’ 

‘‘How did I come to start this lunch- 
ing place?’’ said the proprietress. 
‘‘Well, it was represented to me that 
there was need of a cheap place fora 
woman’s lunch in the shopping district, 
where the word ‘cheap’ would apply 
only to the price and not to the char- 
acter of the things and the surround: 
ings. I am the widow of a Chicago phy- 
sician. I had to earn my living, and I 
have adapted features from different 
eating places that I have seen in other 
cities and joined them all together in 
this one. It has succeeded well. 

“T am often asked how I can afford 
to supply such viands as I do at the 
prices charged. The main reason is that 
I know how to buy my provisions, and 
then I have thoroughly competent help, 
both in my oook and the little maid who 
clears away the dishes. Getting rid of 
the waiters does away with much of the 
expense and confusion. All who pat- 
ronize the place seem perfectly willing 
to help themselves and go about it cheer- 
fully, almost a& if they were getting fun 
out of it.’’ 

The average attendance at this unique 
eating place is 150 a day. A number of 
male clerks in the adjoining district 
hearing of the good things enjoyed by 
women in this waiterless establishment 
petitioned the proprietress to serve them 
luncheon also. They said they did not 
4m the least mind carrying in their own 
food if they could only be served with 5 
cent salad out of those attractive look- 
ing glass bowls and indulge in good 
soups and well cooked meats at the 
same low price. The proprietress was 
not to be tempted. She had devised the 
scheme for women, and she meant to 
keep it for them.—New York Sun.

McComas Won the Prize. 

Annapolis, Md., Jan. 26.—The fight for 
the seat of Arthur P. Gorman in the 
United States senate is over, and Judge 
Louis E. McComas of Washington coun- 
ty has won the prize. The ballot upon 
which he was elected, the first of the 
day, and the eighth since the contest 
‘began, resulted in his getting 63 votes to 
four for Alexander Shaw of Baltimore 
the only other Republican who remained 
in the race until the end. Senator Gor 
man got 47 votes, the full Democrat's 
strength in both houses, the two ab- 
sentees, Messrs. Malcom and Taylor, whe 
are both ill, being Democrats, 

The final ballot was taken amid a scene 
of tremendous enthusiasm and it was 
interspersed with speeches by members 
of both parties, some of which were 
tinged with intense bitterness. This 
was especially true of that delivered by 
Senator Randall, president of the sen- 
ate, who made a scathing arraignment 
of Senator Gorman, and those of Senator 
Bouis and Delegates Wirt and Wilkin- 
son in reply to it.

Blackmailers Among Police 

Chicago, Jan. 26.—The committee from

Several Chinese appeared before the 
committee, but with one or two excep- 
tions said they were afraid to testify.

DISCUSSED THE TIMES. 


Difference of Opinion In the House 
About Prosperity, 


Views as to Existence Colored 
by Partisanship. 


Cotton Mili Strikes Are Used For Illustrative 
Pur poses. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—The discussion 
of the industrial conditions in the coun- 
try which occupied the attention of the 
house Monday broke out afresh Tuesday, 
when Mr, Richardson (Dem., Tenn.), 
speaking to a pro forma amendment, ad- 
duced some figures and financial au- 
thorities to prove that prosperity had 
not yet appeared. He quoted Wharton 
Barker to prove that there had been a 
decline equal to 1 percent in the price of 
100 standard commodities. 

“If prosperity had not yet returned,” 
asked W. A. Stone (Rep., Pa.), “how 
does it happen that in all the industrial 
regions men are employed and are not 
supported by charity as they were under 
the Cleveland administration?” 

“The trouble with the gentleman,” re- 
plied Mr. Richardson, “is that his prem- 
ises are all wrong. Labor is not em- 
ployed in all the industrial regious. In 


New England 125,000 workers are out on 
a strike.” 

Mr. Grosvenor, Mr. Stone, Mr. Ding- 
ley and other Republicans all arose to 
reply, and in the confusion Mr. Richard- 
s0n called out that he had no desire to 
interfere with Mr. Stone’s gubernatorial 
oom. 

“I am glad to have the endorsement of 
that side,’’ retorted Mr. Stone, smiling. 

Proceeding, Mr. Richardson said he 
was reminded of a colloquy between a 
minstrel and an interlocutor, in which 
the former, in reply to the latter, said 
there were only two things exactly alike 
—the Cleveland panic and the McKinley 
prosperity. 

Mr. Grosvenor raised a laugh by say- 
ing it was a very poor case which had 
to be bolstered up with the arguments 
of Wharton Barker and illustrations 
from minstrelsy. Mr. Grosvenor con- 
cluded by sending to the clerk’s desk an 
Associated Press bulletin announcing 
the election of McComas to the senate in 
Maryland. The Republicans applauded 
the announcement enthusiastically. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo.), in discussing 
the cotton mill strike, contended that the 
strike had been urged by the operators 
in order that they might dispose of their 
surplus stock. The trouble was we were 
enormously overproducing in this coun- 
try, and in the face of that fact the Re- 
publican party was restricting and nar- 
rowing our markets. The time was 
coming when this policy would be re- 
versed. The growing trend of public 
sentiment could not be stayed. Event- 
ually the tariff barriers would be broken 
down and our products would go out 
upon the seas of the world. 

The political debate continued for an 
hour, the Republicans maintaining and 
the Democrats denying the existence of 
prosperity. 

Mr. Smith (Dem., Ariz.) made an attack 
on the present system of educating the 
Indian. He declared that the Carlisle 
land Hampton schools were a mistake: 
that an Indian could not be civilized by 
teaching him to read and write and sing 
a psalm. The Indian, he said, must re- 
ceive an industrial education, but it must 
be given him in the vicinity of his home, 
not in the east. In this bill, he said, 
$2,500,000 was wanted. Mr. Walker (Rep., 
Mass.) agreed with Mr. Smith that the 
present policy was unsatisfactory, illogi- 
cal and impracticable. He moved to 
strike out the appropriation for the Car- 
lisle school. Without voting on the 
amendment, the committee rose and the 
house adjourned.

ACRIMONIOUS. 


Session of the Senate Spent In Sputtering 
Over Silver. 

Washington, Jan. 26.—In reply to state- 
ments made by Mr. Allen concerning the 
present administration of the pension 
office, Senator Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire presented statistics Tuesday show- 
ing that during Commissioner Evans’ 
administration of the office 20 percent 
more claims have been adjudicated than 
were adjudicated during the corre- 
sponding period of the last administra- 
tion. Mr. Allen said he did not care to be 
embroiled in a controversy with the com- 
missioner of pensions, whom he scarcely 
knew, but he desired to insist that the 
Republican party’s friendship for the old 
soldier was a sham and a pretense. 

Mr. Allison reviewed the history of the 
Stanley Matthews resolution, maintatn- 
ing that its passage at that time was not 
in opposition to public interest 
derogation of the rights of the public 
creditors. He held that now the situation 
Was quite different. There was no dis- 
position on the part of the administra- 
tion to evade the law, and the Republi- 
«an party had maintained that it ought 
to be the purpose of the government to 
maintain the gold and silver money of 
the country at a parity. 

Mr. Tillman asked Mr. Allison whether 
he would say in terms that the bond ob- 
ligations of the government were pay 
eble in silver. In reply Mr. Allison quot- 
ed the law, that the bonds were payable 
tn coin; but that was not satisfactory to 
Mr. Tillmay, who insisted upon an 
answer, yes or no. Mr. Allison declined | 
to have words put into his mouth. 

In response to a question of Mr. Teller, 
Mr. Allison said he thought it would pe 
proper for the secretary of the treasury 
to pay the obligations of the government 
in either silver or gold; “but,” declared 
Mr. Allison, “the secretary of the treas- 
ury, if he is an honest man, in reaching 
his decision as to action upon that point, | 
must take into consideration existing | 
conditions, one of which is that this gov- | 
ernment is pledged toemaintain the gold 
and silver currency of the country ata! 
parity.” He maintained that if the ob- 
jects of the silver advocates were carried 
into effect, it would be impossible to} 
maintain the parity of gold and silver 
coin. 

Mr. Berry (Dem., Ark.) said that the 
country had before it the spectacle of a 
secretary of the treasury who wanted 
to redeem silver dollars in gold and firm-! 
ly to fasten the gold stander? upon the ' 
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country, yet the president had not the 
nerve to kick him out of the cabinet. 
Mr. Berry appealed for the passage o! 
the resclution on the ground of public 
interest 

Mr. Teller of Colorado followed in an ex- 
tended speech in support of the resolu- 
tion. He declared that it was a question 
of law. 

Mr. Hoar dissented from Mr. Teller’s 
proposition that this resolution involved 
nly a question of law and urged that it 
had come now to a question of honor. 
“This is not a question of law,” said he 
“It is a question of the violation of the 
public faith. Shylock had the law on 
his side for a good while, but nobod; 
supposed that Shylock, without deroga 
jtion of the rights of Antonio, could take 
that pound of flesh.” 

Mr. Teller contended that he had quite 
as much regard for the national honor 
as had other members of the senate. He 
then said: “I believe in paying the 
debts of the government in silver, even 
if that is the cheaper metal. The gov- 
ernment has the right to the difference 
according to its contract. The silve) 
dollar, which the gentleman from Iowa 
(Allison) says is as good as the gold 
dollar, is paid to the mechanic, the 
artisan and the laborer in liquidation oi 
obligations incurred with them, and I 
hold that the bond purchaser is no better 
than the man with the blistered hand 
and ought to be paid in the same money. 
The treasury department has been mak- 
ing law to suit itself for 20 years.” 

Mr. Fairbanks endeavored to 
pound a question to Mr. Teller. 

“Sit down,” cried the Colorado sena 
tor. “I’ve been badgered enough.” Mr 
Teller declared that he had seen the na: 
tional treasury robbed—a transaction the 
most disgraceful ever accomplished by 
a national administration. In view otf 
that fact he thought that the arrogation 
to themselves by the opponents of the 
resolution of all honesty was not war- 
ranted by the facts. 

Mr. Hoar replied to Mr. Teller in a 
speech in which he deplored the “re- 
markable effort’ of the Colorado senator 
He contended that the question was no) 
one of legal power, but of honor and goo¢ 
faith. 

Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts said that 
it was well understood that the bond 
purchasers were to be paid in gold, as 
they. paid gold for the bonds, and he 
quoted from a speech of Mr. Teller ir 
which the same idea was advanced. The 
Massachusetts senator offered an amend- 
ment which provides that all of the reso- 
lution except the resolving clause be 
stricken out and the declaration substi- 
tuted that the bonds of the United States 
are payable, principal and interest, in 
the money which is the highest money 
in the world, in xold or its equivalent 
whether that be silver or paper. 

Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.) declared that the 
debate had settled the fact that it was 
the desire of the advocates of the reso- 
lution to bring the country to a silver 
basis and to make the payment o° all 
debts, public and private, in silver 
which was now worth less than half w’ at 
gold was worth. He was willing, he 
{said, to have the people of the country 
pass upon the proposition. “It was 
voted down in 1896,"" declared Mr. Hale, 
“and I have no fear that the Americar 
people will now take the back track upon 
st.” 
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Maine Reaches Havana. 

Washington, Jan. 26.—A dispatch was 
received yesterday from Consul Genera) 
Lee announcing the arrival in Havana #4 
the Maine, and stating that the com- 
manders of the German and Spanisk 
ships of war in the harbor had called 
upon the commander, who had returned 
their calls; that the Spanish forts had 
fired salutes, and that all the ceremonies 
called for by naval etiquette had been 
observed. In addition, the consul gen- 
eral stated that everything was tranquil 
in Havana. 

It is said at the navy/department that 
.s matters stand there is no call for fur- 
ther instructions at present to Captain 
Sigsbee, who is permitted to use his own 
discretion in dealing with the events ot 
‘the day, although he has been enjoined 
to consult freely with Consul Genera! 
Lee. 

It is likely that the ship will not be 
kept long in Havana harbor, but she wil! 
be replaced in a few weeks by one of the 
cruisers. It is not deemed proper to ven- 
tture one of the heavy draught battle- 
ships into Havana harbor save in an 
emergency, because it would be a need- 
less exposure of the vessels to accident. 
The Spanish government has a numer- 
ous fleet in Cuban waters, but most of 


the craft are small gunboats used for 
maintaining the blockade against fili- 
busters. There are, however, seven 


cruisers, of which one, the Marquis ot 
Ensanada, is protected with some armor, 
although she is not larger than some of 
our gunboats, being 1064 tons displace- 
ment, 


Changing Stamp Colors. 

Washington, Jan. 26.—Postmaster 
General Gary has issued an order chang- 
ing the color of the one-cent stamp from 
blue to green. In about two weeks he 
will follow this with another order 
changing the brown five-cent stamp to 
dark blue. This action is in accordance 
vith the resolution adopted at the meet- 
ing last summer of the universal posta] 
congress, making uniform the color of 
the one-cent, two-cent and five-cent 
stamps or their equivalents. 

No change will be made in the color of 
the two-cent carmine stamp because 
the postmaster general thinks that it 
sufficiently conforms to the color de- 
cided upon for that issue, viz: red. 
Later some alterations in the color of the 
stamps of the higher denominations will 
be made so as to prevent duplication of 
colors which will follow as a result cf 


the change already and about to be 
authorized. 
The new issues will not invalidate 


those of similar denominations now in 
existence. The agreement of the postal 
congress was to go into effect on the first 
of January, 1899, but General Gary felt 
that as there was nothing to prevent the 
changes earlier than that date, they 
wnight just as well be made at this time. 


Punishing Rioters. 

Algiers, Jan. 26.—About 10,000 people 
witnessed the funeral of those who were 
killed during the recent rioting. Their 
remains were interred in the christian 
cemetery outside thetown. Later there 
were renewed demonstrations, with the 
usual cries. The mob attacked an om- 
nibus upon which two Jews were riding. 
They were badly beaten and soned. A 
few other Jews were similarly treated. 

Eighty of the rioters were condemned 
to terms of imprisonment varying from 
three months to a year, and one, who 
(v2s caught in the act of pillaging, was 
sentenced to five years ‘n ur‘son. 


PROSPEROUS MILLS. 


Announced 


Substantial Dividends 
In Biddeford, 


Basiness Men Rebuked by New | 
Bedford Agents. 


Minor Troubles of Operatives In Factories In 
Fail River. 


Boston, Jan. 26.—What with increas- 
ing discontent and unrest among the} 
operatives at Fall River, with increas- 
ing privations among the strikers and 
the increase in calls for city aid at New 
Bedford, and the announcement of a 
five percent semi-annual dividend in 
the Pepperell mills and three percent 
semi-annual dividend at the Laconia 
mills ,both at Biddeford, where there are 
(strikes, the prospects are far from good 
for a settlement of the labor troubles in 
New England this week. 

Down in Maine all was quiet yester- 
day. In New Bedford a rumor was 
current that one mill would break its 
agreement and restore the old wage 
scale. Little credence is given to the 
story. When the weavers’ executive 
committee met yesterday the fine issue 
jwas not considered, showing that the 
etrikers are not inclined to compromise 
on any point. The strike aid promises 
seem to be quite substantial, udging from 
reports. The interest of the citizens- 
at-large to end the strike by asking the 
mill managements to take down their 
notices and curtail production has been 
rebuked by a positive refusal. In other 
mill centers there is no labor change. 


At Fall River. 

Fall River, Jan. 26.—The operatives in 
the frame spinning department of the 
No. 4 mill of the Fall River Iron Works 
company state that in spite of the state- 
ment by the management that the strike 
there is practically settled and the ma- 
jority of the strikers back at work, it 
is a fact that there were but 26 persons 
at work in the department yesterday 
and only 40framesrunning. They state 
that they will remain firm and will use 
persuasion to keep all others cut of the 
mill, 

The complaints received at the head- 
quarters of the Carders’ union indicate 
an increasing uneasiness in this class of 
operatives throughout the city, and point 
to further trouble in some of the mills, 
those most prominently mentioned be- 
ing the Granite, Hargraves, Parker and 
Laurel Lake. 

At the Narragansett mill it is reported 
that the management has succeeded in 
filling the places of the striking spooler 
Aenders and that when some of' them 


appiied for their positions, they were 
refused work, 
The doffers at the Sagamore No. 2 


have started trouble and left work, tak- 
ing with them some of the frame spin- 
ners. They cla’'m that in addition to 
the reduction, the speed of the ma- 
chinery has been increased, making their 
work harder. The places of the strikers 
were partially filled, it is said, by help 
from the iron works mill, and there was 
a slight demonstration in front of the 
mill at noon yesterday, the crowd dis- 
persing, however, on the appearance of 
officers. 


Applications For Aid, 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 26.—The chief 
effect of the strike is noticed at this time 
fat the office of the overseers of the poor, 
where the number of applications for aid 
is doubled within a few days, with the 
prospect of doubling again within a short 
time. Most of the applicants are mill 
cperatives, the Franch-Canadians ap- 
pearing in greatest numbers. 

tev. M. C. Julien, pastor of the leading 
Congregational church, has interested a 
committee of business men in a proposi- 
tion to furnish wholesome entertain- 
ment for theidle operatives. He will se- 
ture two halls, one at each end of the 
city, where, each afternoon and even- 
ing during the strike, music and games 
will be provided and lectures on interest- 
ing subjects will be given. The idea isto 
improve the moral condition of the men 
and women forced to idleness because of 
the strike. No reference to the strike 
or kabor matters will be allowed at these 
meetings. 


Strike Talk In Lawrence. 

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 26.—The labor 
situation has assumed an _ interesting 
aspect, and all indications point to a 
s:rike next week. The mule spinners 
met last night and selected a commi(t- 
tee of four to await upon Agent Parker 
of the Pacific mills and protest against 
the reduction of 10 percent. The spin- 
mers de mot expect much at the inter- 
view. 

The Pacific printers were crganized 
last night and have appointed a com- 
mittee to await upon the agent. The 
talk among the operatives is to strike, 
and the meeting to be held Saturday af- 
ternoon will probably decide the matter. 


Cut Was Too Heavy, 

Providence, Jan. 26.—One hundred 
weavers employed in the Centreviile cot- 
ton mill, owned by the estate of the late 
Lieutenant Governor Lapham, refused 
to go to work Tuesday, having been 
cut on an average of 16 per cent. Some 
of the weavers were reduced almost 19 
per cent, and others about 14 per cent. 
Five hundred and fifty looms were shut 
down and about 125 are running. The 
operatives who have struck are quiet, 
and the rest of the mill is running as 
usual. The reduction at this mill did not 
go into effect until Monday.

CHARTER FORFEITED, 


Brockton Grand Army Post Punished 
For Contumacy, 


Foreign Yarn For Factories 
In New Bedford. 


Verdict Against a Hotel Keeper For Not Pro- 
viding Heat. 


Brockton, Mass., Jan. 27.—Commander- 

In-chief Gobin sent his dec’sicn to the 
Fletaher Webster post, G. A. R., last 
night annulling its charter. The deci- 
sion was received with cheers, and the 
post immediately voted to continue its 
organizaation, dropping the number and 
the G. A. R. The actionof Commander 
Gobin sustains that of Department Com- 
mander Deane, who recommended the 
annulment of the charter because of the 
post’s refusal to elect delegates to the 
encampment of 1897. 
' The contest between the ocal post and 
the higher officers has been waged for 
nearly two years and is based on the 
€xistence of a so-called privileged class 
in the G. A. R., commonly termed “‘the 
house of lords” and made up of past 
commanders who are life members. 
During the contest, the post has received 
encouragement from over 50 posts sit- 
uated in all parts of the country. 


Mav Import English Yarn. 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 27.—It was 
recently announced that John W. 
Knowles, superintendent of the Acushnet 
mill, was t sail for England, and now 
comes the information that Superinten- 
dent Robert Burgess of the Pierce mill 
and Albert R. Pierce, son of Andrew G. 
Pierce, who is at the head of the loca) 
manufacturers, are to sail for Europe on 
shert notice. These facts have given 
rise to a belief that the manufacturers 
intend to br» yarn in England for the 
Striking mills, and thereby be enabled 
to manufacture their cloth without the 
aid of spinners, who, it is believed, are 
strong enough to stand a long strike. 
The Weavers’ union is not so powerful, 
nd as there are many non-union weav- 
ers now out, it Is believed they will be 
ready to go back to work when the Eng- 
lish yarn arrives. The question comes 
whether the English spinners will strike 
when they learn that they are manufac- 
turing yarn to defeat the strikers here, 
but the manufacturers believe they will 
not. Secretary Samuel Ross of the Na- 
tional Mule Spinners’ union has advised 
the union in England of the state of af- 
airs, 

The mill firemen, at a meeting of the 
union last night, reported thai the firemen 
at all the striking mills had been guar- 
anteed that they would be paid the old 
prices pending a settlement of the strike, 
and consequently they will not join in 
the movement of resistance to the cut- 
down. It is necessary for the mill men, 
in order to meet the provisions of their 
insurance policies, to keep a_ certain 
amount of steam pressure up, and this 
concession on their part toward the fire- 
men may undoubtedly be traced to this 
cause. 

The strike committee adopted a reso- 
lution disapproving of the action of cer- 
tain dealers who have begun a practice 
of furnishing free beer to the strikers, 
and strongly condemned such action. 
The reports from the collectors who have 
in charge the contributions to the general 
strike fund were entirely satisfactory.

Poorly Heated Hotel. 

Boston, Jan. 27.—Mrs. Lucinda M. Huff, 
who claimed to have caught pneumonia 
in a Roxbury hotel owing to the failure 
of the owner to provide sufficient heat, 
was awarded $1000 damages in the su- 
perior court. The evidence showed that 
the water pipes in the building became 
clogged, and the janitor or engineer, who 
was sick, was unable to do what was 
necessary te ¢urnish a sufficient amount 
of heat to the apartments. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 27.— In the senate yester- 
day Senator Flynn's bill for an investi- 
gation of the mill strike postponed till 
Friday.

The Strikes In Fall River. 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 27.—Although 
the striking frame spinners at the iron 
jworks mills are not In the unions, they 
@re making a fight which bids fair to be 
a stubborn one, at leest until all thei: 
resources have been expended. They are 
gaining in numbers, and yesterday af- 
ternoon succeeded in getting some of the 
operatives out of the No. 1 mill, thus 
making the strike include and affect three 
of the four mills operated by this com- 
pany. 

The strikers at the Sagamore mill say 
that their places have been partially 
filled by help from the other mills, but 
they refuse to go to work. They claim 
that their pay was reduced about 13 per- 
cent, and beside this, the speed of the 
machinery was increased. They have 
informed the mill authorities that if the 
fast pulleys are removed they will ac- 
cept the reduction. 

The loomfixers have decided to sup- 
port their brethren in New Bedford by 
&ssessing each member 25 cents a week. 

The carders of the Granite mill report 
an excessive reduction in their wages, 
which in nearly every case is above 11 1-9 
percent and in some cases as high as 2: 
percent. One man, 21 years of age, 
earned but $3.72 under the new schedule 
and pays $3a week forboard. He earned 
$4.20 before the reduction. Secretary 
Tansey was instructed to interview 
Agent Shove and ask that the schedule 
be revised. The union will not accept the 
reduction a8 it stands and will order a 
strike if the wages are not revised. 


Co-operative Bank League. 

Boston, Jan. 27.—More than 40 co- 
operative banks of this state were repre- 
sented at the annua! meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts Co-operative Bank league. 
Among the matters liscussed were these: 
What legislation, iiany, is needed to 
perfect the system? To what extent, il 
at all, has the lowering rate of interest 
in the general market affected co-opera- 
tive banks? Would the establishment 
of postal savings bénks by the govern- 
ment affect co-opemtive banks, and it 
so, in what way? What is the most sat- 
isfactory and the met practical method 
to be employed in iuditing pass-books 
of shareholders? Ove result of the dis- 
cussion Was the reference to the execu- 
tive committee of the matter of formu- 
jating a bill to coverexisting difficulties, 
to be presented to the legislature. 

As to the que«tionof reduced interest, 
the opinion was unanimous that the rate 
must be reduced from the present 
figures, ranging frem 6 percent down- 
ward to5 percent. The matter of postal 
savings banks was laij on the table. The 
question of the best method of auditing 
‘books was discussed and put aside with- 
out definite action,

New York, Jan. 27.—At the manufac- 
turers’ convention yesterday, a resolu- 
tion was submitted rdative to the action 
of the foreign manuficturers in produc- 
ing goods which they orand as American 
made goods and sel es such, The asso- 
ciation invites the attention of the presi- 
dent and congress to this condition of af- 
fairs, with the suggertion that alf goods 
should be stamped with the seal of the 
country in which they are made. 


Miners Are Jubilant, 

Chicago, Jan. 27.—the inter-state joint 
convention of the bitumious coal opera- 
tors and miners cane to an end last 
night.

Had No Cannon. 

Havana, via Key West, Jan. 27.—Gen- 
eral Molina on the 20th of January be- 
gan a second attack upon the insurgent 
position between Bocoa Camaroca and 
Punta Maya, 15 miles from Matanzas. 
The insurgents were under Leader Ta- 
barts, and they withstood continuous 
volleys until the Spanish began an ar- 
tillery fire. The insurgents, being with- 
out cannon, burned their camp and made 
a flank movement toward the coast and 
the Spanish rear, obliging General Mo- 
lina to abandon his position in order to 
‘avoid a rear attack and cc mpelling him 
to retreat toward the coast. 


Spanish War-hip Coming. 

Madrid, Jan. 27.—The Spanish’ battle- 
ship Vizcaya, of 7000 tons displacement, 
has been ordered to visit American ports. 
The Spanish battleship Vizcaya (classed 
as an armored cruiser of the barbette 
type) is one of the best ships in the Span- 
ish navy. She is of 7000 tons displacement 
is 340 feet long, has 65 feet beam and 
draws about 21 feet 6inches. Her esti- 
mated speed is 20 knots, she is driven by 
two propellers and has 13,000 indicated 
horse power. The Vizcaya was built at 
Bilbao in 1891 and cast $3,000,000. 


For Cuban Relief. 

Boston, Jan. 27.—An organization 
which is to be knownas the New England 
Cuban reiief committee has been started, 
with these executive members: Massa- 
chusetts, W. B. Plunkett of Adams;

Good Afternoon. 


The committee on public service of 
the Legislature has prepared a table 
showing the salary of the judges of the 
district courts, and at the same time 
gives the number of criminal cases in 
1896, 1895 and 1894. That of the judge 
of the district court at Quincy is $1500 
about midway between $3000 the 
highest paid to two, and $600 the 
lowest paid to one. Twenty-two re- 
ceive more and 23 less, while 5 receive 
the same. There are four which had 
less cases than the Quincy court where 
the judge is paid more, one with 921 
cases being paid $2300. On the other 
hand one with more cases is paid but 
$1200. The number of cases in the 
Quincy court in 1894 was 861 which 
increased to 1061 in 1895, and 1142 in 
1896. Seventeen of the 50 courts had 
less cases in 1896 than in 1894. It 
very evident from the summary that 
some judges are receiving too much,

but that the judge of the Quincy 
court should be placed in a higher 
class.

Again in 1897 there were over 700 
births, not quite as many as in 1896, 
when there were 741, but 711 is about 
as many as the city can well afford 


to educate. The totals for ten years 
will be of interest. In 1888, the last 
year of the town government there 


were 450; the next year 587; in 1890 
there were 550; in 1891 there were 
647; in 1892 the total dropped to 612, 
but in 1893 was 727; in 1894 there were 
660, and in 1895 the arrivals numbered 
655; again in 1896 the total went over 
700 to 741 and last year we had 711. 

The most interesting summary is 
probably the total by wards because it 
has seldom been figured that way. 
Ward Foar as usual leads with 232 but 
Ward Three is a good second. Ward 
One is also in its accustomed place 
No. 3, while Wards Two, Six and Five 
follow closely. The Quiney Point ward 
shows the largest per cent. of gain. 
There were 80 in Ward One, 75 in 
Ward Two, 194 in Ward Three, 232 in 
Ware Four, 57 in Ward Five, and 75 in 
Ward Sir. 

There avere eight families in which 
twins were born, viz: 4 in Ward 
Three; 3 in Ward Four, and 1 in Ward 
Six. 

For the first time for five more 
years there were two births in negro 
families. While most other cities have 
a negro colony they never seem to 
have got a foothold in Quincy. 

Although still born and permature 
births are included in the deaths they 
are not counted in the total of births. 
The births 1897 are given below 
by months in comparison with 1896, 
only 4 of the months of last year ex- 
celling 1896:

New Jury Law. 

The new law that requires a special 
jury to be empaneled for each case has 
gone into effect. By the old system 
two juries were empaneled at the open- 
ing of each term of court, and all of 
the cases were tried before them. The 
rest of the men drawn for jury duty 
were called supernumaries, and were 
used to fill vacancies, by challenge or 
otherwise, in the two panels. Under 
the new law the names of all the jury- 
men are placed upon cards in a box, 
and the first twelve drawn out by the 
clerk from the first jury.

Odd Questions Asked In Letters Received 
by Government Officials. 

Many letters are received at the Ca- 
uadian department of the interior at 
Ottawa from persons who want to know 
all sorts of queer things regarding the 
Klondike and Yukon matters in general. 
This is the case in Washington also. 
Referring to such communications, Mr. 
Macdonald of the United States Alaskan 
survey, at present in Ottawa on business 
for his government, said:

The day 
previous to my leaving Washington I 
received a letter from a farmer of Mill- 
brook, N. Y., ig which he stated that 
he had written to every man in author- 
ity at Ottawa asking which was the 
best way to come out without being 
robbed, and he added: ‘I have got no 
answers to my letters, but perhaps I 
should have offered a tip for the desired 
information. If so, yon let me know, 
and I will fix it all right,’ A man in 
Buffalo asked me if it would be possible 
for him und his wife to sleep in the 
same sleeping bag, while another ques- 
tioned me as to the best way to get a 
sewing machine to the Chilkoot pass.’

COLONIZATION SCHEME. 


Syndicate of Chicago Capitalists Have 
Purchased a Big Ranch In Mexico. 

A Chicago syndicate, with $1,000,000 
capital, has negotiated for the purchase 
of the Lopez ranch, said to be the lar- 
gest ranch in northern Mexico. August 
Jernberg, a real estate man of Chicago, 
started recently for Mexico to clinch the 
deal by making the first payment. The 
syndicate has agreed to pay $809,000 for 
the ranch. The purchase is probably the 
largest of its kind negotiated by Chicago 
capitalists in a number of years. The 
ranch embraces 1,200,000 acres of roll- 
ing prairie land. Besides its agricultur- 
al richness it contains valuable deposits 
of asphaltum. Thirty thousand head of 
cattle are included in the purchase. 

The principal scheme of the purchas- 
ers was revealed by Mr. Jernberg before 
he left for Mexico. He said: ‘* We in- 
tend to colonize the big ranch as soon 
as we can get around toit. The syndi- 
cate will take colonists down there as 
fast as possible and sell them land in 
different sections of the state of Tamau- 
lipas, where the ranch is located.’’ In 
the Pecos valley, Texas, the coloniza- 
tion plan has been a marked success. 
Fifty families from Wisconsin have 
been located there, and a flourishing 
town bas grown up. One of the largest 
creameries in the south is about to be 
built there under the direction of ex-Gov- 
ernor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, who is 
famous as adairyman. The same plan is 
to be tried on the Lopez ranch.—New 
York Tribune. 


THE AMERICAN AX. 


Britons Sorrowfally Admit That Our Im- 
plement Beats the World. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain and the Bir- 
mingbam chamber of commerce have 
been recently giving a valuable adver- 
tisement to the American ax. A putri- 
otic British workman in Tasmania, dis- 
tressed by American axes monopolizing 
the colonial market, wrote to the colo- 
nial office. Mr. Chamberlain sent copies 
to all the chambers of commerce in the 
manufacturing districts. 

The Birmingham chamber discussed 
the letter lengthily and sorrowfully ad- 
mitted that the Americans make a style 
of ax suited to the colonists which Brit- 
ish manufacturers couldn't or wouldn't 
copy. 

One gentleman frankly confessed that 
the American ax beat the world in qual- 
ity and price. For one thing, the Amer- 
ican ax, when driven into timber, could 
be pulled out again, an obvious advan- 
tage which the British ax often lacked. 

The outspoken member quite upset 
the chamber, which dropped the sub- 
ject without attempting to draft its ob- 
servations.—New York Sun.

Robert Burns. 
Scotland’s greatest poet was born 139 
years ago Jan. 25, and the sons and 
daughters of Scotland all over the world 
celebrate the advent of so great a genius 
in so bumble a station. 

His genuis is peculiarly Scotch— 
the very flower of that race—and was 
the first and greatest of that galaxy of 
letters that made Edinburgh a northern 
Athens and a rival in learning to the 
London of those days. At Burns’ death 
Scott was 25 years old, Byron was 8, 
Coleridge was 26 and Wordsworth was 
24, none yet famous. 

Burns was 20 years old when Garrick 
died; Pope died only 15 years before 


his birth, which preceded that of 
Wellington only a few months. The 
year of his birth witnessed Wolfe's 


great victory.at Quebec, and the down- 
fall of France in India, while at the 
time of his death, Washington issued 
his famous farewell address, and 
Napoleon in Italy and Wellington in 
India, as yet unknown to each other, 
are beginning thosé careers of conquests 
that will meet twenty years later with 
deadly effect to the former. 

His brief life lighted a star of 
poetry to perpetually shine in the sky 
of our common literature. His fame 
is secure while the English language 
endures.

Sewer Contract. 

The Sewer Commissioners awarded 
the contract for the pumping machinery 
for the sewer pumping station this 
morning to the Dean Steam Punip Co.

THE POSTAL THIEF. 


As a postoffice inspector I did not hear 
of the doings at Shelby until two or 
three of my fellow inspectors had tried 
their hands and made a failure of it. 
Then I took the case and failed most ig- 
nominiously of all because Iadded blun- 
der to failure. 

The postmaster was an old man named 
Harper, and for assistants be had his 
two daughters, one being 19 and the 
other 15 years of age. Mr. Harper had 
held the office for 12 years when the 
complaints came in. The postoffice was 
an L of his residence, with a front add- 
ed. The inspectors who preceded me 
had looked the ground over and left the 
case a mystery. Everybody said that 
Harper was honesty itself, and the idea 
that the girls would tamper with the 
mails was not to be entertained. 

The mail carrier was the first man to 
see to. I arrived on the ground without 
my identity being revealed and watched 
him for two weeks. There was oppor- 
tunity during his eight mile drive to 
open the bags with a duplicate key, but 
I watched without result, except to be 
satisfied af his honesty. Then I made 
myself known to the postmaster and re- 
ceived a warm welcome. He was very 
much distressed about the thefts, and to 
the best of his knowledge and belief all 
had taken place in his office. There 
were only about 20 persons who rented 
boxes, and all other mail was put into 
the general delivery. As the father and 
his two daughters were the only ones 
handling the mail or having access to 
the interior of the office it seemed that 
one of the three must be the thief, and 
yet I could not bring myself to believe 
that. I was given the fullest opportu- 
nity to investigate, and I also did some 
work outside unbeknown to the post- 
master. 

I caused to be mailed to the patent 
medicine people a large number of let- 
ters, with a private number on each en- 
velope. The first batch of ten came 
through all right, but out of the second 
two were missing. The whole ten had 
left Denton in the mail bag, as I well 
knew, and the two had either been tak- 
en en route by the carrier or by some 
one after their arrival at Shelby. As 
the carrier bad brought over two pas- 
sengers in his cart that trip he might be 
considered out of it. The mail had ar- 
rived at Shelby at 8 o’clock and been 
called for an hour later. Next daya 
batch of six letters came through all 
right, and so on the next, and on the 
third ten were received. I helped to dis- 
tribute the mail and counted three let- 
ters and recorded the number. Father 
and daughter all knew this, and yet at 
5 o'clock three of these letters, together 
with two for a certain merchant, which 
I had particularly noticed, were missing 
and could not be found. 

That evening, after the office closed, 
we turned it upside down, as it were, 
but nothing came of it. The old post- 
master was in the deepest despair, 
while his two daughters wept and sob- 
bed over what they believed would be 
the ruin of all. As an inspector, and 
with such evidence before my eyes, it 
was my business to believe one of the 
three guilty, and yet I bad to reason 
that they wouldn’t be idiotic enough 
to purloin letters under my very nose. I 
simply didn’t know what to think, and 
next morning was knocked off my feet 
to receive a complaint from Washing- 
ton that three important letters posted 
at Shelby ten days before for a city only 
100 miles away had been lost en route. 
I telegraphed for enlarged instructions, 
and upon receiving them I told Mr. 
Harper I must let go of the case tempo- 
rarily for another. I shifted my quar- 
ters over to Denton, through which all 
mail toand from Shelby must pass, and 
made such arrangements with the post- 
master that every letter was counted 
and its address taken. I mailed about 80 
decoy letters in this time, and at the 
end of 14 days had the satisfaction of 
knowing that 11 different letters had 
somehow or other been made away with 
at Shelby. This was adding evidence to 
evidence, but I did not return to Shelby 
to lay the matter before the old post- 
master. 

I went back there in the disguise of a 
farmer’s hjred man looking for work, 
and luckily for me no farmer wanted a 
man. I therefore loafed about the vil- 
lage and was in and out of the postoffice 
half a dozen times per day—always 
there when the mail departed or came 
in. By looking through the glass door 
uf one of the boxes I could see the gen- 
eral delivery box, mail tables, etc., and 
carefully scrutinized the conduct of the 
three as they did their work. I kept up 
this espionage for a week before any- 
thing happened. Then the mail came in 
one afternoon while the father was tem- 
porarily absent, and the girls opened the 
bag and assorted it. As they picked up 
the letters each pocketed one with a sly 
look, and you may believe me when I 
tell you I turned away witha heavy 


heart. Instead of one thief there were | 


two, and those the handsome and win- 
some daughters of an honest and upright 
old man. It would break his heart when 
he learned the truth, but I must tell him, 
gnd those girls must be punished. 

I went to the hotel, threw off my dis- 
guise and then returzied to the postoffice. 
I somehow felt that the girls ought to 
look guilty, but they did not. They 
gave me a cordial greeting, hoped I had 
come back to stay until the mystery was 
thoroughly sifted, and no persons could 
have borne themselves more innocently. 


That night after the office was closed to 
the pablic lacked the father to my room 
and then went over the case with him. 
There could be no manner of doubt that 
a score or more of letters had been pur- 
loined from his office. There were three 
of them who had access to the mails, 
and one of th. three must have some 
guilty knowledge of those letters. By 
no possibility could an outsider reach 
them. With tears streaming down his 
furrowed cheeks he acknowledged that 
my assertions and declarations were 
correct, but who was the thief? Did I 
suspect him? Could I suspect either of 
bis daughters? Then I broke it to him 
as gently as I could—told him what I 
had seen in the afternoon and what was 
@ fact. 

For some time he argued that I must 
be mistaken, but finally told me to go 
ahead and do my duty and never mind 
his feelings. He had been father and 
mother to those girls for years, and no 
word or act of theirs had ever before 
caused him a moment’s uneasiness. If 
they had taken two letters, they had 
taken all the others, and he asked me 
to go to the house and confront them 
and extort a confession. Hard hearted 
as I thought myself, I hadn't the nerve 
to do that, but put it off till morning. 
He gave me his promise to say nothing 
overnight, and I was at the house soon 
after breakfast. I sat down with the 
girls and went over the case, as I had 
with him, hoping to break them down, 
but they had only anxiety on their faces 
as they listened. Then I boldly stated 
what I had seen on the previous day, 
and the shot told. Both blushed and 
stammered and began weeping, and I 
took it as a confession and told the fa- 
ther so. He couldn't speak to them for 
his emotion, and when I told him they 
must consider themselves under arrest 
and a search made of their rooms he 
simply bowed his head in acquiescence. 
I wanted to keep the girls below while 
I searched their room, and unfortunate- 
ly for me I called in the village consta- 
ble to sit with them. He had to be told 
more or less of the case, and as soon as 
he was at liberty he went out to spread 
the news. In an hour it was known all 
over town that the two girls had been 
caught robbing the postoffice, and some 
of the excited people even went so far 
as to say that the father had probably 
winked at it. 

My search revealed two letters from 
two different men in New York. They 
had been directed under other names, 
but the two girls had opened them. 
They had stolen these letters and forgot 
to destroy them. I went out and made 
inquiries, and then I discovered what a 
blunderer I was. Both girls were carry- 
ing on a clandestine correspondence, us- 
ing fictitious names, and these were the 
letters I had seen them pocket. When I 
asked them to confirm this theory they 
did so, but it was evident that in their 
eyes clandestine letter writing was about 
as bad a crime as robbing the mails. 
The news had gone forth that they had 
been detected in purloining letters, and 
how could I combat it? I spent the next 
two days in trying to explain matters 
to the public, but found not one man or 
woman who would believe me. Post- 
office inspectors didn’t bring charges 
and retract them, they reasoned, and a 
strong petition was drawn up and sent 
to Washington asking that the culprits 
be duly punished. Letters were also 
written stating that I must have been 
bribed to act as I did and declaring that 
I was not a proper man for the service. 
You may well reason that I was sum- 
moned to report in Washington without 
delay and that my reception there was 
anything but flattering tome. I had 
lost my official head before saying 20 
words. It was my first and only blunder 
for ten years, but that didn’t count. If 
I got a grain of comfort out of the situ- 
ation, it was when I heard that several 
more complaints about lost letters at 
Shelby bad just come in that day. 

I left Washington with no particular 
aim, but on reaching Denton I made up 
my mind to go over to Shelby and have 
one more look around. I went back in 
my old role as hired man and entered 
that postoffice about half an hour after 
the mail had been distributed. Looking 
through the glass door of a box, I saw 
one of the girls sewing and the other 
reading. Behind them was an open back 
window, and within three feet of this 
window was the general delivery box. 
In front of the window and only two 
feet away was the table on which the 
mail packages were done up, and a score 
of letters were lying there to be wrap- 
ped. I had just made out these things 
when a good sized bird, black in color, 
alighted on the window sill, hopped 
along to the delivery box and picked off 
the top letter and darted away. In 15 
seconds the bird was back, and in the 
course of ten minutes I watched her 
take away five letters. That bird was a 
magpie and the real thief, but I had 
ruined the reputation of a family before 
solving the mystery. Iat once made 
myself known to the father, and we vis- 
ited the back yard to search for the let- 
ters. There in an old dog kennel which 
had been tenantless for years we found 
them—every single one which had been 
missed. The magpie belonged to a 
neighbor, and singularly enough she had 
bever been caught at the trick. As it 
was summer the back window was open 
nll day, and there were times when only 
one person would be waiting on the 
public. With the usual cunning of her 
species the bird watched her chance, 
taking letters from both the table and 
the general delivery box, and a dozen 
other inspectors might have been put on 
the case without solving the mystery. I 
had that satisfaction, though I was not 
reinstated, and I also take great pleas- 
ure in saying that after awhile the peo- 
ple of Shelby came to believe the Har- 
pers entirely innocent and made ample 
amends for what had been said and 
done.

Harvard Graduates Met. 

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 27.—An en- 
thusiastic meeting was held last even- 
ing in Sanders theater for the purpose 
of organizing the athletic association of 
Harvard g:aduates. Addresses were 
made by General Bancroft and Theodore 
Roosevelt, assistant secretary of the 
Navy. It was by far the largest gather- 
ing of graduates interested in athietics 
that have ever come together in Cam- 
bridge. When Governor Wolcott en- 
tered the hall he was greeted with pro- 
longed applause and escorted to the plat- 
form. 

Mr. Roosevelt alluded to the noble 
pnswer made by Harvard men of other 
genefatione to the stern call of duty on 
the battlefield. In the future, as in the 
past, Hervard should turn out men fitted 
for service such as Memorial hall com- 
memorated. The softer virtues were es- 
sential to civilization, but in the last re- 
sort the man that had it in him to give 
himself heart and soul to the cause in 
which he was engaged had the qualities 
that would make him the most useful 
citizen. 


Request of Lawrence Spinners. 

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 27.—It looks as 
if the operatives of the Pacific mill have 
‘taken the reins in their hands and will 
oppose the cutdown ordered by the man- 
agement. A committee of four spinners 
waked on Agent Parker yesterday and 
asked that the reduction of 10 percent be 
withdrawn. Mr. Parker replied that he 
would lay their demands betore the board 
of directors at his earliest opportunity.

Providence, Jan. 27.—in the house of 
representatives yesterday Dr. L. F. C. 
Garvin of Cumberland introduced a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of 
@ joint special committee to investigate 
the causes and report a remedy for the 
depressed condition of the cotton industry 
of the state. The house refused to pass 
it under a suspension of the rules, and 
it was referred to the committee on 
special legislation. 


Victim of Cigaret Evil. 

New Haven, Jan, 27.—James Walsh, 21 
years old, and with brilliant prospects, 
Was sent to jail for an assault committed 
upon his mother and sister during a fit 
of insanity brought about through the 
cigaret habit. After an examination the 
doctors said his mind wasaffected. The 
young man had been in the habit of 
smoking 100 cigarets a day fora long 
time, and the effects are plainly visible.

Teller Resolution on Silver Payments 


Considered by Senate, 


Hoar on Industrial Conditions 
In New England. 


House Members on the Impairment of the 
Carrier Service. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—Mr. Chandler of 
New Hampshire secured the adoption of 
a resolution calling upon the attorney 
general for a report as to whether there 
rave been recent violations of the con- 
stitution in Louisiana by the exclusion 
from service on juries in the United 
States courts of duly qualified citizens on 
account of color. 

Gpon motion of Mr. Vest of Missouri 
the senate took up the Teller resolution. 
The debate was opened by Mr. Teller, 
the author of the resolution. He said he 
would permit no man to excel him in 
honor orin good faith. “I would do noth- 
ing that would bring about such a con- 
dlition of affairs as would be disgraceful, 
‘whatever the opinion of the senator from 
Massachusetts (Hoar) may be of my 
pinions or convictions. The Massachu- 
setts senator tried to make it appear that 
my position was on a parallel with the 
making of a $10-piece out of a copper 
cent. Such a proposition I do not ad- 
wanee, and I do not think it would find 
much support in this or any other legis- 
lative body.” 

Mr. Lodge called attention to some 
statements in criticism of an amend- 
ment offered to the pending resolution. 
The amendment declared that the obli- 
gations of the United States should be 
paid “in the money that is the highest 
money of the world, in gold or its equiva- 
lent ih gold, whether that be silver or 
paper.” Mr. Lodge inquired whether 
Mr. Teller was in favor of that amend- 
ment. 

“Will, I shall vote against it,” replied 
the Colorado senator. 

Mr. Lodge insisted upon knowing 
whether Mr. Teller did or did not think 
the amendment a proper principle for 
congress to lay down. Mr. Teller still 
held that the government and the gov- 
ernment’s creditors ought to abide by 
contracts made. 

“I desired to know,” said Mr. Lodge, 
‘what the senator from Colorado thought 
of my amendment, because I copied it 
word. for word from a speech made by 
the senator in which he declared that 
every dollar this government owes will 
be paid in the money that is the highest 
money of the world, in gold or its equiva- 
lent in gold, whether that be silver or 
paper.” Mr. Lodge thought that if Mr. 
Teller believed that his statement was 
accurate when he made it, he ought not 
now to object to supporting it with his 
voice and vote. 

Mr. Teiler replied that he had never 
advocated the payment of the govern- 
ment’s obligations in a depreciated cur- 
Trency, and did not now. 

Mr. Hoar said that the advocates of 
the pending resolution maintained that 
by a crime the price of silver had been 
reduced until the silver in a dollar was 
worth but 44 cents, yet the same sena- 
tors who made the charge of that ‘‘crime” 
advocated the payment of the govern- 
ment’s obligations in this depreciated 
money—money that had been depreci- 
ated, as they claimed, by crime, It had 
been made evident by the statements ot 
the senator from Arkansas (Berry), to 
whom Mr. Hoar referred as an “honest, 
stalwart old Confederate who was will- 
ing to walk up to the cannon’s mouth” 
of the pending question, that it was the 
purpose of the silver men to go into the 
campaign of 1900 and declare it to be 
right and honest to pay obligatioms in 
40-cent dollars and to stigmatize as 
“grabbers”nd “robbers” those who dif- 
fered with them upon the honesty of such 
a policy. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Hoar 
referred incidentally to the industrial 
situation in New England and its rela- 
tions to the Dingley tariff law. He was 
‘satisfied that the trouble was not due to 
the operation of the tariff law, but to 
quite different causes. He was glad and 
the people of New England were glad 
of the industrial prosperity of South 
Carolina, Alabama and Georgia, but he 
did hold that the people of New England 
did not want to be brought into compe- 
tition with communities where long 
hours were the rule in industrial estab- 
lishments, and where child labor was 
lemployed in the factories. He said that 
these practices were not known in New 
England, where limited hours for work- 
men and no child labor were provided 
for by law. Competition upon a basis of 
equality of laws would be welcomed by 
New England. “Our policy,” said Mr. 
Hoar, “is not bounded by state lines. 
We are New England men, but we are 
above all Americans.” 


LOWER BRANCH. 


Reduction of Carrier Service Principal Sub- 
ject Considered, 

Washington, Jan. 27.—In the ‘house 
yesterday, after an amendment offered 
by Mr. Kelley (Dem., 8. D.) to increase 
the number of Indian pupils at FPlan- 
dreau, S. D., to 300, and to increase the 
appropriation therefor $16,000, had been 
defeated, the number of pupils provided 
for at the Salem, Ore., school was in- 
creased by 50. This action drew out an 
indignant protest from Mr. Kelley, who 
paid his respects to Mr. Sherman and 
Mr. Cannon for looking with favor upon 
an amendment offered by a member on 
the Republican side of the house. The 
fatter replied good naturedly, but re- 
ferred to Mr. Kelley as a “bantam 
rooster” and usually a rather “good 
looking, amiable man.” 

Mr. Kelley retorted with considerable 
bitterness. So far as physical charac- 
teristic went, he said, he thought Mr. 
Cannon might make as respectable .a 
looking rooster as himself. This was not 
the first time he had been insulted. “I 
may not have had the legislative experi- 
ence of the gentleman from I[linois,” 
said he, “neither, I thank God, have I as 
| yet learned ruffianism, blackguardism 
and ungentlemanly conduct. I grant 

that he is an adept at cheeseparing, but 
when it comes to Danville, Ills., he wants 
everything in sight.” 

Mr. Bromwell (Rep., O.) submitted 
@ome remarks upon the failure of the 


senate to place in the urgent deficiency 
bill an appropriation for the continua- 
tion of thé mail carrier service until 
July 1. 

Mr. Quigg (Rep., N. Y.) denounced as 
a piece of folly and absurd parsimony 
the spirit which had cut down the ap- 
propriation in the current law. 

Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.) made a | 
humorous speech, contrasting the condi- 
jions down in his district, where the in- 
habitants went six or eight miles for) 
their mails and paid the same postage 
for the privilege as did the inhabitants 
of the big metropolitan cities who had 
their mail delivered free six or eight times 
a day. As the government was obliged 
to economize in order to keep the ex- 
penditures down to the receipts, he 
thought it could not be done better than 
by cutting off two or three deliveries a 
day at the big trade centers. 

Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.), chairman of the 
postoffice committee, made a sensa- 
tional speech. The statements of the 
gentleman from New York (Quigg), said 
he, were absolutely false and unfounded. 
That gentleman had been having him- 
self interviewed charging that he (Loud) 
was responsible for the existing predica- 
ment, that he (Loud) had defied con- 
gress and the postoffice department, and 
had forced the department to cut off the 
carriers. “Such criticism,” said Mr. 
Toud, “is beneath my contempt. The 
charge is made that the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill this year carried $160,00¢ 
below the estimates. I know the officials 
of the postofflice department back that 
charge, but I assert that it is false.” 

“Then you allege falsehood against the 
Officials of the department?” interrupted 
Mr. Quigg. 

“Let him take it who can bear it,” re- 
sponded Mr. Loud, who affirmed that the 
postoffice officials had contrary to law 
appointed 289 additional carriers and 
created a prospective deficiency of $160,- 
000. He said further that in the face of ar 
appropriation of $75,000 for incidental ex- 
penses $107,000 had been spent in six 
months. He urged members not to be 
so carried away by passion over the 
prospective loss of a carrier or two as tc 
vield the last vestige of their power of 
circumscribing the acts of the executive 
branches of the government. 


INDIANAPOLIS CONVENTION. 


Patriotic Citizens Appealed to In Interest o} 
Sound Finance. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 27.—The resolutions 
adopted at the monetary conventior 
recognize the convention's obligations tc 
the executive committee, and cordially 
approve the plan of currency reforms 
submitted by the commission, which is 
Set oue as follows: 

1—To remove at once and forever ali 
doubt as to what the standard of value 
in the United States is and is to be. 

2—To establish the credit of the United 
States at the highest point among the 
nations of the world. 

3—To eliminate from our currency 
system those features which reason and 
experience show to be elements of weak- 
mess and danger. 

4—To provide a paper currency con- 
vertible into gold and equal to it in value 
at all times and places, on which, with a 
volume adequate to the general and usua! 
needs of business, there shall be com- 
bined a quality of growth and elasticity 
through which it will adjust itself auto- 
matically and promptly to all variations 
of demand, whether sudden or gradual 
and which shall distribute itself through- 
out the country as the wants of different 
sections may require. 

5—To so utilize the existing silver: 
dollars as to maintain their parity with 
wold without imposing undue burdens 
upon the treasury. 

6—To avoid any injurious contraction 
of the currency. 

7—To avoid the issue of interest-bearing 
bonds, except in case of unlooked-for 
emergency but to confer the power tc 
issue bonds when necessary for the pre- 
servation of the credit of the govern- 
ment. 

8—To accomplish these ends by a plar 
which would lead from our present con- 
fused and uncertain situation by grad- 
ual and progressive steps, without shock 
tor violent change, to a monetary system 
which will be thoroughly safe and good | 
and capable of growth to any extent that | 
the country may require. 

We appeal to all patriotic citizens tc 
unite with us in an earnest and de- 
termined effort to secure from congress 
such legislation as will wisely but surely 
eventuate in bringing about sound 
financial methods, and in building up and 
establishing confidence, security and 


safety in business transactions, and ir 
the ownership and value of property.

Efficiency ard Hen-s'y of C.vil Service Board 
impugned b; a Suto-dina’e. 

Washing*on, Jan. 27.—E. D. Bailey, 
chief clerk sf the examiner's office, civil 
service corm:nission, and for many years 
connected with that body, frequently 
acting as shief examiner, submitted sen- 
gat.onal testimony at yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the senate civil service investiga- 
tion committee. 
charges he made Monday of intimidation 
and interferenee by the commission with 
his testimony. He called attention to 
‘the bitter attack made on him then by 
President Proctor of the commission. 
In a letter which he made public at the 
instance of the committee, addressed to 
Theodore Roosevelt there is severe crit- 
icism of the commission. In an accom- 


Ppanying letter he expressed the hope 


that in any reorganization the president 
might deem desnrable to make, Mr. 
Proctor might be retained in his position. 
This communication follows in brief: 
“The business of the commission is in the 
greatest confusion and is becoming more 


and more demoralized for want of in- 


telligent management. Requisitions re- 
main unacted on for months, and many 
complaints are made by the departments 
of delays and annoyances detrimental to 
the service. In such cases temporary 
appointments were authorized, and after 
90 days made permanent, although no 
rule exists permitting such action. 
These requisitions probably cover sev- 
eral hundred places. In one batch 32 
appointments in the marine hospital ser- 
vice were reported for which no au- 
thority qxisted, and the only excuse was 
the failure of the commission to prb- 
vide registers. The navy department 
recently appointed 15 steel inspectors 
without examination or certification by 
the commission, and the department has 
requested the commission to make the 
appointments regular by issuing certi- 
fications. No action on these has yet 
been taken. The engineer service at 
large has made requisitions to fill hun- 
dreds of places, and no provision has 
yet been made to meet the demands. 
A number of appointments in the sub- 
treasury at New York have been made 
since the classification without examina- 


tion. No attempt has been made to 
meet the needs of the ordnance de- 
partment.

THE ALPHABET. 


The Cherokee alphabet invented by Se- 
quoyah (George Guess) contains 85 char- 
acters. 

In the Latin alphabet as modified from 
the Greeks the third letter, C, was pro- 
nounced as G, like the Greek Gamma. 

According to an estimate made by Brew- 
er, the use of consonants in our language 
as proportioned: to the vowels is 5,977 to 
3,400. 

W is simply double U, no distinction 
being formerly made in the shape of the 
Uand V. In some languages it is called 
double Vee. 

C is the third letter in all alphabets de- 
rived from the Greek and Roman, but 
with the ancients itis believed to have 
had the sound of G. 

The intent of every alphabet is to fur- 
nish one letter for every sound, but it is 
believed there is no alphabet which fully 
fulfills this purpose. 

U and V were, until 100 years ago, the 
same letter, and interchangeable. The 
Hebrew name for the letter V is Vav, a 
hook, the significance of the name being 
obvious. 

The letter Y was formerly called the 
Samian letter. It was used by Pythagoras 
as an emblem of the narrow path of vir- 
tue, which if deviated from the farther the 
lines extended and the wider the breach. 

It is a curious fact that in the earliest 
Latin monuments the letter Z is found, 
after which, for hundreds of years, it was 
disused, and in the time of Cicero was 
again brought into the alphabet as an in- 
vention. 


It is acurious fact that the Mexican 
picture writing, which wasa rude attempt 
at an alphabet, wasin columns like the 
Chinese, but read from the bottom to the 
top. The earlier manuscripts written by 
Mexican scholars made an attempt to fol- 
low this style.

MAN WANTED. 


Leather Dealer In Boston Said to Be an 
Embezzler. 

Boston, Jan. 28.—A warrant has been 
issued by Judge Adams for the arrest of 
Abraham Tebbitts, a leather dealer, 
charging him with’ the embezzlement of 
$1465 from a Roxbury currier. The 
charge is a specific one, and represents 
only one of a dozen of a similar nature 
whoch have been brought against Teb- 
bitts by various leather firms of the city. 
The firms all agree that Tebbitts ob- 
tained the leather, which in the aggre- 
gate amounts to $30,000, on the represen- 
tation that he would raise the money on 
the bills of lading and turn the proceeds 
over to the various parties selling the 
leather. It is known that Tebbitts did 
raise something over $20,000, but none of 
the firms has been paid, and Tebbitts has 
@pparentiy disappeared, after turning a 
greater portion of this money into United 
States bonds through three prominent 
bond houses of this city. The firms now 
believe that they were victimized by 
Tebbitts, and it was upon their repre- 
sentation that the warrant for his arrest 
Wes issued. 

Tebbitts has not been seen in Boston 
since Tuesday afternoon, when he was at 
his office. Next morning his clerk told 
the police that the books, which had been 
Placed in the safe, were found outside. 
Tebbitts himself did not appear, and he 
has not been since seen. He is 45 years 
old, and has been ill with dyspepsia for 
some time. He walks with a noticeable 
stoop of theshoulders. Most of the goods 
have been shipped on various vessels to 
Europe. The bills af lading are in the 
possession of the bankers that advanced 
the money on them.

Mr. Lodge Declares Himself to Bi 
a Bimetallist. 


CONTEST BETWEEN STANDARDS 


Southern Senator Sighed Foi 
an Andrew Jackson. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—In concluding 
his speech on the Teller resolution, whict 
is to be voted upon today, Senator Danie 
quoted from a speech delivered by Mr 
McKinley at Toledo in 1890, in which hy 
sharply criticised President Cleveland foi 
dishonoring one of the precious metals, 
discrediting silver and enhancing the 
priceof gold. ‘‘Was Mr. McKinley palm. 
ing off namby-pamby nonsense upon thé 
country as the senator from Connecticul 
(Platt) would have us believe?” aske¢ 
Mr. Daniel. Mr. Daniel read a lette! 
written by John Sherman in which ht 
denounced as a repudiationist and ex- 
tortioner one who demanded money is 
liquidation of an obligation more valu- 
able than he gave forit. He also quoted 
Oliver P. Morton as declaring it to be a 
“foul injustfte” upon the country to pay 
the government bondholders who secure¢ 
the bulk of the bonds for about 60 cents 
on the doliar in better money than they 
paid for them. 

“Nations,” declared Mr. Lodge, “‘ne 
more than individuals can afford to con 
fine their honesty within the limits of the 
law. Statutory morality is not best either 
for states or for men.” Thesenator said 
that the parity of our gold and silver 
money could only be maintained by hav- 
ing every form of our currency inter- 
changeable. He had been a bimetallis{ 
and was one now. He had done every- 
thing in his power to promote an inter- 
national agreement, as he believed thal 
would do much to simplify the question 
He was constrained to believe, however 
‘after hearing the eloquent statement of 
the senator from Colorado (Wolcott) 
that the attempt to secure an interna 
tional bimetallic agreement had failed, 
temporarily at least. He held, there- 
fore, that the country was confronted 
with two propositions, one of which if 
would have to accept. Either the exist 
ing gold standard must: be maintained, 
or the country must authorize free sil- 
ver coinage. The latter alternative 
means, he said, the disappearance of golé 
from circulation and the Placing of the 
country upon asilver basis. It had come 
now to a contest between two standards. 
Mr. Lodge declared that any change ir 
the monetary standard would fall witk 
dire results upon the masses of the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky made a 
Speech in support of the resolution. He 
declared himself in favor of having al 
money of the United States kept equal 
to the best money of the world, and hé 
thought it unfortunate that the advo- 
cates of sound money should have ac- 
cepted the issue tendered them by the 
resolution not only with the conscious- 
ness that they were wrong, but also with 
@ certainty that they would be defeated. 

In reply to Mr. Lindsay’s statement 
that the opponents of the resolution had 


forced the fight, Mr. Aldrich said: “The 
senator from Kentucky is under a mis- 
apprehension. We did not bring this 
resolution before the senate. It was 


brought here by Mr. Vest, one of your 
distinguished friends, after it had been 
introduced by the senator from Colo- 
rado (Teller). Three years ago it was 
introduced in the house by the Hon. 
William J. Bryan, the great leader of the 
Democratic party, and the discipline ot 
your party is so strong and excellent 
that even the senator from Kentucky is 
now found fighting under Mr. Bryan's 
leadership.” 

“The senator. from Rhode Island had 
better look after his own leadership,” 
replied Mr. Lindsay, “and not trouble 
himself about mine.” 

“I do not expect,” retorted Mr. Ald- 
rich, “that the senator from Kentucky 
will ever vote under my leadership. Dis- 
cipline on that side of the chamber is too 
strong for him ever to sever himself from 
the Democratic party. I wish that my 
party loyalty was as strong on this side 
of the chamber.” 

Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Colo.) was on his 
feet in an instant. “The senator from 
Rhode Island,” he said, tartly, ‘“‘ex- 
‘presses the wish that party discipline 
Were stronger on this side of the cham- 
ber. I wish so too; and I wish that sena- 
tors on this side of the chamber would 
not go off from the tanets of principles of 
the Republican party at the behest of an 
Indianapolis convention, as some of them 
have done.” 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana delivered an 
extended speech in opposition to the 
resolution. “If this resolution means 
what has been attributed to it,” he said, 
“it is clearly a violation of public mor- 
ality, if I have any proper conception of 
what public morality is. The men be- 
hind this resolution,” declared Mr. Caf- 
fery, vehemently, “are not expending 
all this wind for nothing. I believe they 
hope to bring about free coinage through 
executive action, knowing that that is 
impossible by congressional action.” 

Mr. Cockrell supported the resolution. 
He cited various financial enactments 
since 1870 to show that United States 
bonds were properly declared to be pay- 
able in silver. The opponents of the reso- 
lution were working in the interest of the 
bankers of the world. “Oh, that we had 
in the White House an Andrew Jack- 
son,”’ cried Mr, Cockrell, “that he might 
say to these bankers: ‘By the eternal, 
you shall take the standard silver dollar 
in payment of the obligations you hold.’ 
That would settle this question very 
quickly.” Mr. Cockrell produced a $20 
gold piece and inquired whether any 
Republican desired to give him for it 40 
etandard silver dollars. This proposition 
brought on an interesting colloquy be- 
tween Mr. Cockrell on the one side and 
Messrs, Aldrich, Foraker and Fairbanks 
on the other, concerning the value of sfl- 
ver coins in Mexico. 

Mr. Foraker asked if it were not true 
that with one of our silver dollars two 
Mexican dollars could be purchased in 
Mexico. Mr. Cockrell replied that that 
was because the standard silver dollar 
Was equal to a gold dollar, and because 
those through whose hands it passed 
Were able to use it in the United States. 
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He maintained that value to gold and 
silver money was given to it by law, 
and asserted that if gold were demone- 
Rised by the commercial nations it would 
instantly depreciate. He held that the 
United States was great and powerfu 
enovgh to coin silver freely and inde- 
pendently, and yet maintain its value 
He quoted a speech of Senator Allison 
in which the latter had said that the 
value in gold and silver was conferred 
by legislation, 


POLITICS IN THE HOUSE. 
Bilver Republican Flings Sarcastic Shaft: 
at the Majority. 
Washington, Jan, 28—Mr. Hartmar 
(Silver Rep.) got the floor in the housé 
yesterday on a pro forma amendment 
and made a@ speech denouncing the Re- 
publican party for its position on the 
financial question. The whole drift of 
the purpose and intent of this adminis- 
tration was irrevocably to commit thé 
government to the gold standard. This 
position could not -be reconciled with 
Mr. McKinley's letter of acceptance 
Mr. Hartman said he knew that many 
Republicans were opposed to the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks; “‘but,’’ said he, 
“what will they do about it when the 
banking and currency committee report 
the bill to retire the greenbacks? If wé 
may judge the future by the past there 
is little doubt of the result. This is ne 
longer a house of representatives,” he 
cried in stentorian tones. “It is a house 
of registers—it is a house to register th 

will of those who control it.” 

Mr. Hartman described what he called 
a “miserable scene’? which occurred ir 
1894, when the bond bill was before the 
fhouse. The bill, he said, never had the 
endorsement of a Republican platform 
or a Republican caucus. “I was ther 
one of a band of rebels solemnly pledged 
to vote agajnst the bill. Just before the 
vote was taken we numbered 72. I re- 
joiced that the bill was beaten. The 
cloak rooms were filled with mutterings 
of a rebellion against the domination of 
those in control. Then suddenly the 
party whip began to crack, and I saw the 
slaves file out of the cloak rooms one 
after another and vote for the bill thel: 
consciences condemned. In this house 
instead of taking an oath to support, 
protect and defend the constitution anc 
perform our duties to the best of our 
abilities, we should at the opening of eack 
session swear to support, protect and de- 
fend the constitution, provided we can 
obtain the consent of the leading na- 
tions of the earth and to perform om 
duty, if the speaker will permit us so tc 
do.”’ 

Great laughter greeted this sally, 
which was redoubled when ex-Represen- 
tative Towne of Minnesotta, one of the 
Silver Republicans who bolted the St. 
Txuis convention, fell out of his chair 
into a side aisle. 

Mr. Hartman said that he had no criti- 
cism to make against Speaker Reed per- 
sonally. It was the system he opposed, 
not the man. “If we must have a 
tyrant,” he shouted, “‘Thomas B. Reed is 
g00d enough for me.” Mr. Hartman 
adverted to the mutterings he had heard 
against the tyranny exercised by the 
speaker. “I have told these complain- 
ents time and again that if they did no 
like the tyranny of the speaker they 
should shear him of his power.” 

“T am afraid the gentleman from 
Montana has got his cloak rooms mixed,” 
interposed Mr. Quigg (Rep., N. Y.) 
publican laughter). 

“Perhaps I have,” retorted Mr. Hart- 
man. “I give notice that those who are 
mixing their cloak rooms now will do so 
in 1898 and 1900 and triumph eventually 
upon the declarations of the Chicaga 
platform and under the leadership of 
Wiliam J. Bryan.” (Prolonged and 
vociferous Democratic applause).

Mr. De Armond (Dem., Mo.) criticised 
the Cuban policy of the administration, 
and with fine sarcasm ridiculed the offi- 
cial explanation of the visit of the bat- 
tleship Maine to Havana harbor. 

This drew from Mr. Dolliver (Rep., 
Ta.) an eloquent reply. “The question 
of Cuba,” said Mr. Dolliver, “is not a 
Mew question. For seven years the ad- 
ministration of Grant wes called upon to 
deal with an insurrection in nearly every 
respect on all fours with the insurrec- 
tion of today, and at the end of that time 
—seven years of responsibility and 
worry—in a message sent to this house, 
he vindicated the policy of the admin- 
istration and warned the country that 
any intervention in the affairs of Cuba 
would be not only unwise but injurious. 
I do not aspire to a larger patriotism 
than that which governed the official 
career of U. S. Grant. My friend com- 
plains that the Republicans of the house 
@re under a tyranny and the mastery of 
one man. I deny it. There is no au- 
thority that constrains the Republican 
majority here except the policy of the 
Républican party and the administration 
of a Republican president. It is true we 
have a leadership in the house, and I 
have very often felt a certain sense of 
satisfaction that we have a leadership 
of brains and character that men may 
follow without loss of self respect. 
(Great applause). I understand per- 
fectly well the difficulty of my friend 
from Missouri. The only leadership the 
Democratic party in this house has had 
is the leadership of itsown party. It was 
Hut into the hands of a distinguished 
young friend of mine from Texas 
(Bailey), and he had a fight for it every 
day at the extra session. (Laughter). 
One day the gentleman from Kansas 
(Simpson) got it away from him, and the 
Text day the scepter of authority was 
seized by that picturesque character 
from the distant coast of Washington 
(Mr. Lewis). (Laughter). The next 
day the gentleman from Tennessee was 
fighting to see who should have the 
leadership of the Democratic party; 
while in the background always ready to 
Seize the falling scepter was the gentle- 
man from Missouri (De Armond), who 
in that congress and in this has delivered 
more speeches with more ease and less 
effort than any man that has appeared 
in the deliberations of congress for the 
10 years that I have had the honor to 
serve on this floor.” (Great laughter and 
applause on the Republican side). 


CLOSED THE MILL.

INQUIRY AS TO DIFFERENCES. 


Investigators to Report Legisla- 
tion Required. 


Boston, Jan. 28.—Senator Williams of 
Norfolk has introduced a bill in the 
legislature which may have a bearing 
on the discussion over Mr. Flynn’s tex- 
tile invstigation order. It provides for 
the appointment by the governor of a 
committee of five to investigate the sub- 
Sect of cotton manufacturing in the com- 
monwealth, /One member shall be chair- 
man and two will represent manufac- 
turing interests and two labor interests. 
The committee is to ascertain how the 
present conditions in Massachusetts com- 
pare with and differ from those in other 
states. Rates of wages paid, compara- 
tive efficiency of the labor employed, and 
the machinery utilized; the general eco- 
nomic advantages and disadvantages; 
hours of labor and their effect, and what 
legislation, if any, is needed are to be) 
reported upon. 

The committee is to have power to 
summon and compel the attendance of 
witnesses, and may employ clerical and 
other assistance. Each member would 
receive as compensation $5 for each day’s 
actual service. The committee is to re- 
port in print to the legislature of 1899, 
or before the second Wednesday in Jan- 
uary, its powers to terminate then. If 
legislation is recommended, it shall be 
accompanied by bills. The bill gives 
no authority to the committee to send 
for papers. 
BACKBOYS IN SPINNERS’ 

Pawtucket, 8. L, Jan. 28.—At a gen- 
eral meeting of the Mule Spinners’ as- 
sociation of Rhode Island last night, ap- 
plications were received from 430 back- 
boys in the various mills throughout the 
state for permission to join the asso- 
ciation. The request was granted, and 
a committee of five appointed on rules 
governing the membership of the new 
ecquisition. 

A communication was received from 
the spinners, who, with o-«ner employes 
of the White Rock mill of B. B. & R. 
Knight, are now on strike, asking the 
association to give what assistance it 
could offer towards a settlement. State} 
Secretary Fallon was instructed to go 
to the mill and ascertain the condi- 
tion existing, and to take such steps as/| 
in his judgment he deems necessary. 

A complaint was received from the 
operatives, including the spinners, of the 
Warren Manufacturing company at 
Warren, regarding the running of over- 
time. The complaint was to the effect 
that the employes could not see why the 
mill should rum overtime in view of the 
glutted condition of the market. Mr. 
Fallon was instructed to see the agent 
regarding the complaint.

FRAME SPINNERS SURRENDER. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 28.—The strike 
! 


interest in this city resolves itself around 
the situation at the King Philip mills, 
the difficulties in the other mills having 
practically been settled. The surrender 
of the frame spinners at the Fall River 
Iron Works company's mills has ended 
the only other strike of large proportions, 
and at the Sagamore the places of the 
discontent*d have so far been filled as to 
practically end the difficulty there. 

The attitude of the carders is stilla 
matter of uncertainty and there may 
be trouble with them, although every 
effort will be made to settle all differ- 
ences with them. Their grievances are 
on account of alleged excesses in the 
reduction, and it is not improbable that 
compromises may be made to prevent 
a strike.- 

The disposition on the part of the la- 
bor leaders as well as manufacturers 
to avoid a strike and the wise counsel 
against such a method of settling dis- 
putes have borne good results, and in 
numberless cases a conference between 
agent or superintendent and the discon- 
tented ones has resulted in an amicable 
settlement of trouble. 


THE LEWISTON SITUATION. 


Lewiston, Me., Jan. 28.—There is no 
prospect of a settlement between the 
strikers and the managers of the Andro- 
scoggin mill, but the strikers are con- 
fident that they will win inside of three 
months, as the business men are show- 
ing practical sympathy, having contrib- 
uted about $2000. Plans are being 
made to give a ball for the benefit of | 
the strikers, and a distribution depot 
is being talked. The strikers are receiv- 
ing assistance from the national union. 
As time goes by the determination on 
the part of the strikers to hold out grows 
stronger.

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Water and Wine Changing Places. 


Take two glasses and fill them to the 
brim, one with water and the other with 
wine. Place over tlig top of the one con- 
taining water a piece of tulle which you 
have previously wet. The tulle is cut a 
little larger than the top of the glass, 
so that it can be turned down all round 
over the edge. 

Lay your left hand flat on the top of 
the glass, take hold of the foot with the 
right hand and turn it over as quickly 
as you can (in order to avoid the en- 
trance of air). Withdraw your left hand 
very gently in a horizontal direction, 
and you will find that the tulle will 
keep the water in the glass without al- 
lowing a drop torun out. Very little 
practice will enable you todo this easily 
| and successfully. 

Now carefully place the inverted 
glass of water on the glass of wine, and 
you will see little streaks of red mingle 
with the water. Gradually the water 
wéll turn red and the wine decome paler. 
The fact is the contents of the two 
glasses are changing places, and the op- 
eration continues until the exchange is 
completed. Of course both glasses must 
be of equal size and as full as possible.

The events of the day leading up to 
the final were full of interest and 
importance It was a field day for ora- 
tors of the senate, no less than 26 senators 
embracing the opportunity to speak upon 
the subject under discussion.

STRIKE OF ENGINEERS, 


Exd of a Protracted Battle In Grect 
britain, 


Resumption of Work In All 
Shops Monday. 


Employers Prescribed the Conditions of th 
Men’s Return. 


London, Jan. 29.—At a meeting of the 
committee representing the federated 
employes and the allied trades unions 
the result of the ballott accepting the 
employers’ terms was communicated, @ 
formai agreement embodying the terms 
of settlement was duly signed, and ar- 
rangements were completed for a sim- 
ultaneous resumption of work in all the 
federated workshops on Monday next 
This ends the great engineering strike 
which began on July 13 last. 

The chief issue of the fight was the con- 
trol of business. The engineers wished 
to have the trades unions control more 
fully the use of machinery, the employ- 
ment of apprentices and the regulation 
of overtime, while the employers fough: 
for liberation from such control as thé 
unions already exercised. Much was 
said when the strike began last July— 
it had been in course of development 
some months before—about the eight- 
‘hour day, but that was, after all, not the 
chief issue, and it has recently fallen te 
the rear. 

The many proofs produced that Eng- 
land was losing contracts owing to the 
greater liberty of employers in the 
United Staves and Germany and the les: 
of manufacture in these countries 
were a gr factor in depriving the 
Strikers of public support. At first thes 
had general sympathy, but when it was 
argued that their success meant greater 
cost of production and further loss ot 
power to compete with the United States 
and Germany, a severe blow was struck 
fat their cause; but they madea gallant 


fight. The strikers suffered many pri- 
vations in obeying their leaders in the 
belief that their cause was just. Fo 


ynore than six months they held out, ex- 
hausting their own funds and those ol 
their sympathizers. 

The collapse now is very complete, anc 
it will be m ny years, it is said, before 
{trades union sm will again prevail as it 
once didint.. united kingdom. Thee~- 
ployers will be in a position to emplcy 
men without regard to the unions and te 
use machinery to any extent they desi-e 
Production will be cheapened and lov 
trade may, perhaps, be regained. The 
Rconomic situation being what it is, a 
movement to enhance the cost of produc- 
tion generally in England had littk 
chance of success. 


Bay state Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 29.—The leading feature of 
the session of the legislature yesterday 
Was the adoption in the senate of the or- 
der introduced by Mr. Flynn of Essex ta 
investigate the causes of the cotton mil 
strikes. After a discussion of two and 2 
half hours, the senate amended the or- 
der by striking out the words, ‘and pa- 
pers,” in the sentence authorizing the 
committee on labor “to send for persons 
and papers,” and then adopted the order 
without a division. 

Senator Soule of Bristol, who is inter- 
ested in the mills of New Bedford, said 
it was no ordinary case. He said it was 
similar to the investigation of the rela- 
tions between housekeepers and their 
servants, only more individuals are in- 
volved. Every corporation has papers 
that ought not to be published, he said. 

Senator Gallivan of Suffolk asked if he 
thought purely private papers could be 
brought in. 

Mr. Soule favored the order, with the 
proposed amendment, and said he would 
be glad to tell the committee all he knew 
“This order,’’ said he, “might cause a 
wider breach between the manufacturer: 
and the working people, and God knows 
the breach is wide enough now.” 

Mr. Gailivan said the order, if amend- 
ed, would be only a farce. The commit- 
tee on labor is well equipped for this in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Morse of the cape favored the 
original order, and held that the state 
had full power to act in this matter, uw 
it is the creator of the corporations. A 
report from the legislature favorable to 
the manufacturers would do much te 
solve this problem by convincing the op- 
eratives that their claims are just.

American’s margin of 23 tricks was un- | 


usually large for a championship game, 
and her record of only 11 tricks lost in 48 


deals against a team of Park’s caliber was | 


extremely creditable to New England 
whist. It was a game between long suicers 
pure and simple. Park and American 
played in exactly the same style, so far as 
conventions go, but American's skill was 
distinctly superior. The result is. addi- 


tional evidence of the fact that system has | 


little to do with the scores of matches be- 
tween strong teams. 
that counts. It seems that American’s 
superiority was shown chiefly in the man- 
agement of trumps. The Bostonians al- 
ways led trumps just when they ought, 
and, when they ought, refrained. In this 
respect they appeared to be endowed al- 
most with second sight. On one deal they 
made a substantial gain by refusing to 
lead trumps even when a cross ruff was 
running against them. Such judgment as 
they displayed in this and similar situa- 
tions is rare indeed. It was partly good 
fortune, of course, that they ‘hit it right’’ 
all the time, but good fortune gracing 
skill and experience of the highest order. 

One of the deals in the American-Rark 
match isappended, Itis not extraordinary 
as an example of play, but is valuable as a 
lesson in the handling of a difficult situa- 
tion by experts. In the diagram Ameri- 
can is North and South and Park East 
and West. The 8 of hearts is turned 
North, and East has the opening. ‘rhe 
winning card in each trick is underlined 
and the card beneath is led next.

Trick 1.—East opens his longest suit 
with the fourth best card. South, having 
five trumps and some plain suit strength, 
starts a trump call. 

Trick 2.—-West returns the master card 
of partner’s suit before opening his own 
diamonds. . 

Trick 3.—West’s leading card is again a 
fourth best. 

Trick 4.—South has no reason to believe 
that West has no more clubs. If he knew 
that, he would go in with the king of 
trumps at once, but he would save noth 
ing by so doing, since East and West are 
bound to get in one trump trick apiece. 

Trick 5.—East and West now have a 
cross ruff in good running order. 

Trick 6.—South must stop the ruff if 
he can. Therefore he goes in with his 
best trump. At the other table where 
this deal was played the Park player sit- 
ting South at this point put in another 
small trump, was, of course, overtrumped 
West, and had the pleasure of losing his 
king of diamonds to East's 6 of trumps 
on the seventh trick—that is, the Ameri- 
cans at the other table made one more 
trump each than the Parks did in the il- 
lustrated play, and American gained two 
tricks on the deal. It was the manage- 
ment of trumps on this deal, as in so many 
instances in the match, that gave Ameri- 
can the advantage. South must try to stop 
the ruff with his king of trumps. Putting 
in a small one is ‘‘sending a boy,’’ which 
even the whist novice soon learns to avoid, 
and it is surprising that one of the crack 
Park club men should commit this ele- 
mentary error. However, he did, and no 
less obvious mistakes are made in impor- 
tant matches every day. 

Tricks 7 and 8.—Out come two rounds 
of trumps, and the enemy’s teeth are 
drawn. 

For the rest, it is easy for North and 
South to make their trumps separately 
and bring in the king of diamonds, which 
is all they can do. 

Speaking of luck at duplicate whist, I 
have always held that it does exist in a 
certain way to a great extent. One can 
have good and bad hands at duplicate as 
well as at “‘straight.’’ The good hand for 
a duplicate player is the one that favors 
his style of play. ‘he bad hand is the one 
that **works wrong.’’ If both sides use the 
same system, there is scarcely any luck at 
all in the opening of hands, but it comes 
in later in the development just the same. 
Situations frequently arise where the 
player must guess, just as he has todo 
more or less in the opening unless he is a 
strict follower of rule. Of course this 
guesswork is not blind. It is based in 
principle, but the indications afforded by 
the previous play afford no sure guide to 
the best continuation. Here the element 
of luck enters. At the same time it must 
not be forgotten that the **luckiest’’ player 
in such situations is he who possesses the 
greatest judgment and perception. A poor 
player will sometimes guess better than a 
fine one, but not very often. x 

Two of our strong Boston teams a few 
days ago played a match in which team 
No. 1, say, beat team No. 2 by 22 tricks— 
26 to 4. Now, these identical teams had 
met only three weeks previously with the 
result—25 to 18—is favor of team No. 2.

Out of the Question to 
Abolish the School. 


The Financial Side of the School 
Controversy. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I have read with interest the views 
on the educational problem presented 
in your paper of late. As a contribu- 
tion to literature they 
though they do not make easier the 
solution of the local problem, how to 
prevent the annual expenditure of a 
very large sum of money. 

Mr. Shackley, the first to respond, 
sums up the matterin the statement, 
*‘T should be pleased to see high 
schools eliminated from our scbool 
system.” If that should be the wish 
of every voter in the city, it could not 
be accomplished under the present 
laws of the State, so long as there is a 
demand for instruction in the higher 
branches by any pupil. The unpre- 
cedented growth of the High school 
shows a demand for a higher education 
more generai than ever before, and the 
Commonwealth insists upon its estab- 
lishment and retention. 

The other most radical view is that 
of President Eliot. He recommends 
for Quincy a teacher for not more than 
25 pupils; 172 for our present 
school attendance. He recommends 
teachers of such a grade of learning as 
should enable them to know every tree, 
plant or grass, every bird, animal and 
reptile, and every mineral in the Blue 
Hill reservation. Instruction is ad- 
vised in the grammar schools for at 
least one foreign language, ancient or 
modern, and the addition of algebra 
and geometry into the grammar schools. 
Teachers of such knowledge and cul- 
ture would be obtained mrch below 
their market value at $750 each, $129,- 
000. He recommends for apparatus 
for teaching, 10 per cent. of the money 
paid for salaries, which with nec- 
essary fuel, janitors and tooks, would 
make our expenditures, $163,000. The 
report of the School Committee that 
the amount of money expended in

The income of the Adams fund is 
closely and well expended in caring for 
less than 50 boys. The income of the 
Woodward fund cares already for 
about 125 pupils, who would otherwise 
be in the High school. There are 430 
pupils left to be cared for after those 
who wish and are eligible have chosen 
these other schools. It is visionary to 
expect relief from this source. It may 
not be out of the way to begin that for 
the Woodward and Adams to absorb 
the High school and educate its pupils, 
it would on the basis of their present 
cost per capita require the annual 
expenditure of near the $50,000. 
While for the High school to absorb 
the Woodward and Adams ; would by 
the same reckoning require the annual 
expenditure of less than $15,000. The 
figures of course are unfair because of 
the premises but they are true never- 
theless. 

My answer to the questions pro- 
pounded by Mr. Sproul is: 1st, public 
schools are the Republic’s means of 
self defense and self preservation. 
They are to train the children to be 
intelligent, good, useful and patriotic 
citizens. 

2d. The public schools should fur- 
nish COMPULSORY education up to 
a point of safety from absolute ignor- 
ance, ELECTIVE education certainly 
as far as to fit for college, with a pos- 
sible extension to the higher education 
as suggested by Rev. Mr, Peach, and 
as provided in several States.

Lawyer Who Acted For Him In the 
Alleged Dicker, 


Evidence In the Bribery In- 
vestigation. 


Man Who Received $1750 Described the Par! 
He Played. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 29.—Before the sen- 
ate investigating committee yesterday, 
Representative John C. Otis of Cincin- 
nati testified that he met H. H. Boyce 
of New York in a room in the Giben 
House, Cincinnati, and was promised an 
office by appointment of President Mc- 
Kinley, or that it would be made ex- 
traordinerily profitable to him to vote 
fer Mr. Hanna for United States sen- 
ator. Mr. Otis said he referred Mr. 
Boyce to his attorney, T. C. Campbell of 
Cincinnati. Mr. Otis subsequently met 
Mr. Campbell, who showed him $1000 
which he said he got from Mr. Boyce. 
Later, according to Mr. Otis, Mr. Camp- 
bell received $750 more and was promised 
the remainder of $10,000 in Columbus. 
Mr. Campbell ted Mr. Otis this money 
was received or would be received, to be 
given to him to vote for Mr. Hanna. 

Mr. Campbell went on the stand and 
produced $1750 which he had received 
from Mr. Boyoe to be c‘ven to Mr. Otis 
if he voted for Mr. Hanna. 

Mr. Campbell said that Boyce and Otis 
came to his room. Later Otis left the 
room and Campbell then asked Boyce 
what he wanted. Boyce said he had come 
to help Hanna in his election. Campbell 
jsaid to him: “Did you not come from 
the president?” to which Boyce replied 
thet he had, but in this assertion Mr 
Campbell declared that he took no belief. 
Boyce at last said he would pay Otis 

2500 for his vote. Mr. Campbell replied 
that he did not think Otis would accept 
the proposition. This interview was on 
Saturday night. On Sunday Campbell 
had another converastion with Boyce. 
Campbell told Boyce that Otis would not 
fisten to the proposition made. Boyce 
replied that the amount offered was 
‘munificent, as Hanna already had 74 
votes without Droste or Lane. Campbell 
replied: “Then you are doing this out 
of the goodness of your heart, as74 votes 
@re enough to elect a senator in Ohio?” 
Boyce replied yes, but that he wanted to 
show what he could do, and besides there 
might be a slip, and he wanted to get the 
Wotes of Otis, Droste and Lane. Boyce 
said the he wanted Campbell for his at- 
torney to win men over, and would give 
him $1000. Campbell replied that he did 
not think he could accept the propost 
tion. Finally Boyce counted out $100 
and passed it over. Campbell put this 
into his pocket. 

Later he saw Boyce again and told him 
that $2500, the amount offered, was be- 
neath the dignity of a representative, 
and that he ought to have $10,000. Boyce 
replied that this was nonsense; that he 
had already secured four votes at an 
average of $1500 each and another for 
$600. Boyce then said he would give 
$2500, $1750.at that time and $1750jthe next 
day upon arrival at Columbus. Camp- 

wibell said to Boyce: ‘What do you want 
Otis to do if your proposition is accept- 
ed?"’"Boyce replied that he would want 
‘him to write a letter to the president to 
the effect that he would vote for Hanna. 
Boyce then wrote a telegram directed to 
President McKinley and reading: “For 
the best interests of Ohio and the Re- 
publican party, I will cast my vote for 
M. A. Hanna for senator for the short and 
long terms.” This telegram Campbell 
Was to submit to Otis, and if the latter 
aceepted the proposition he was to sign 
it and the telegram was to be returned 
to Boyce, who was to forward it to the 
president.

Smallest In Five ¥Yea’s For the Fourth Weel 
of January. 

York, Jan. 29.—Bradstreet’s re- 
that favorable conditions in thr 
trade situation continue to far out- 
weigh those of an opposite character 
Stormy weather throughout a large sec 
tion of the country this week checked the 
movement Of merchandise into consump- 
tion, but a perceptible increase in the 
blemand for seasonable goods is reporte¢ 
as already resulting. 

The last week of the month closes witt 
increased activity in many lines, a num 
ber of price advances, heavily increase 
bank clearings as compared with one 
wear ago, at nearly all cities, anothei 
considerable drop in the number of fail- 
ures reported, large exports of cereals 
particularly wheat, corn and flour, anc 
perceptible confidence in nearly al 
branches of trade as regards the outloot 
for spring bveiness. Another favorablk 
feature of the week is the slight but dis 
tinct improvement in the cotton good: 
situation, in which speculative activity it 
awakening. Print cloths are higher, an¢ 
some makes of gray and medium weigh’ 
eottons are more firmly held. 

Pig iron is reflecting the effect of thi 
present unprecedented production, an¢ 
a further weakening in prices is recorde¢ 
at eastern points. At the west, however 
consumption of pig and the finished 
products of fron and steel is reported in 
creasing so as to hold prices firm. Largt 
sales of bar steel and of rails arp reporte¢ 
at Chicago and St. Louis, with mills re 
fusing to take orders for delivery earlie 
than late summer. 

Boots and shoes hold the late advance 
and manufacturers of heavyweights wil 
not take orders for fall delivery at pres 
ent prices. Wool is strong on large sale 
and firm prices abroad. Prices of mos 
staple products are higher; noticeabk 
instances are those of wheat, which i: 
past the dollar mark again at many west 
erm markets, corn, oats and flour. Prin! 
cloths, some other makes of cottons an¢ 
some classes of hog products are als¢ 
fhigher. The active demand for th 
Klondike trade is reflected tn canne 
goods, stocks of which are reported ver} 
Jow, with prices holding the late ad 
vance. 

Bank clearings, while smaller than las 
week, aggregate only $1,283,000, agains 
$1,417,000 last week, a drop of 9 percent 
fre 34 percent larger than last year, 4 
percent larger than 1896, and 67 percen 
larger than 1894. A total is indicated fo 
the month of January of not far fron 
$5,900,000, which is only below December’: 
ftmmense total, and has only been ex 
ceeded three times in the history of th 
coumtry. The unanimity of gains ir 
weekly clearings, as compared with .

totals at most large cities being one 
fourth larger than last year.

A Female Agitator In New Bocford Rudely 
Treated by Men. 

Mass., Jan. 29.—The 
meeting of the women 
Weavers to be held in Dawson hall yes- 
terday afternoon lasted just five minutes 
when the manager, Mrs. Harr.et Pick- 
ering, retired from the platform in dis- 
ust She was hooted off the stage 
by a very large gathering of men and 
women, who were evidently not in sym- 
pathy with her plan. d 

Promptly at 2 o'clock Mrs, Pickering 
Walked towards the stage with a smali 
table to be used by the speakers. Al- 
most as promptly the janitor removed it 
trom the stage. 

This did not discourage Mrs. Pickering, 
who could speak without the table, ar. t 
she started in. She didn’t get very far, 
for the men in the room commenced to 
guy her, asking numerous questions 
concerning the whereabouts of the ex- 
ecutive committee and other: matters 
pertaining to a call for a regular meet- 
ing of all weavers. Mrs. Pickering de- 
clined to answer, but proceeded to ad- 
dress the women in the audience. 

Then she was greeted with cat-calls 
and hisses, and so completely was her 
voice drowned that she left the plat- 
form for the entry-way, her departure 
being the signal for cheers. Mrs. Pick- 
ering held a consultation with a few 
female sympathizers, who believed they 
had the right to the hall, despite the 
fact that it had been loaned to the 
Weavers’ execulive committee, and it 
was decided to seek the assistance of the 
police to eject the men who were in 
possession, but no officer could be found 
willing to assume such authority,and 
Mrs. Pickering was left out in the cold,

rived on the scene, and he proceeded to 
explain the object of the meetings which 
have been called. He outlined the work of 
the strike council in making collections 
for general contribution, and stated that 
by next Monday evening the committee 
would be in a position to know some- 
thing of the amounts to be distributed 
to non-union strikers. Touching the 
fines question, he said a great deal had 
been printed concerning the removal ot 
that subject from the strike as an is- 
sue, and he advised all to pay no at- 
tention to what was. said on that point, 
us the question would remain an issue 
in the strike until the weavers in meet- 
ing decided otherwise. He also made 
a temperance speech, urging those pres- 
ent to refrain from drinking and be- 
seeching all to conduct themselves in 
a gentlemanly manner. Secretary Mat- 
thew Hart and others also spoke, and 
a committee of nine was appointed to 
distribute relief, after which the meeting 
adjourned. 

What there was left of the women’s 
meeting remained in the hallway. It 
had resolved itself into a consolation 
session, with the leader. Mrs. Pick- 
ering said toareporter: “I shall make 
another attempt to hold a meeting, prob- 
ably in the city hall, some time next 
week. I want these weavers to under- 
stand where I stand on these matters.”

linen or goat’s hair, and those who gave 
the goat’s hair, when it was all they 
had to give, were as much commended 
as those who gave gold, silver or pre- 
cious stones. The work of Christ’s king- 
dom today needs money as never before. 
It has been aud is being seriously crip- 
pled for the lack of money, both at home 
and abroad. Christian people have the 
money. If they would give as liberally 
as they are able, there would be a super- 
abundance. Will we do our part in giv- 
ing? 

2. The work of Christ and the church 
in the world today demands consecrated, 
willing workers. The Israelites were 
not only to give, but to work. ‘‘Every 
wise hearted among you,’’ said Moses, 
“‘shall come and make all that the 
| Lord hath commanded.’’ Work as well 
as money is needed to advance Christ’s 
kingdom in the world. Consecrated, 
willing workers are needed in every de- 
partment of Christian activity. Will 
we do our part in working? 

3. Consecrated giving and working 
will require self sacrifice. This, how- 
ever, should not cause us to hesitate.

Handsome In Appearance and Suitable For 
an Expensive Site.

In the selection of a suitable heating ap- 
pliance for a home the attention it is to 
get must be taken very carefully into ac- 
count. In American homes the care of the 
heater largely devolves upon the hired 
help, and as this sort of help is seldom of 
a high order in the engineering line it is 
important that the apparatus selected be 
one that is easy to manage and not Hable 
to get opt of order by neglect, and that 
which comes within the least limit of com- 
plications is best and decidedly safest un- 
der such circumstances. Thus the hot air 
furnace may be classed as the simplest. 
All that is needful is to keepa good fire

in it and the ashesclear. With the cold 
air box adjusted properly to the area of 
outlets and the dampers wide open the 
management is reduced to the simplest 
form, and if the fire goes out it merely 
notifies the tenants by its coolness, and 
no harm is done. 

There are, however, many kinds of fur- 
naces to select from. The best are not al- 
ways the cheapest by any means, and fully 
half of them may be said to waste fuel and 
to create vexatious disappointments and 
unsatisfactory results. One reason for this 
is the way the space in the furnace is ar- 
ranged, not being in proportion to the 
pipes, and the latter cannot get sufficient 
air to properly warm the room it enters 
because one or two pipes where the air can 
travel with the least resistance get most 
of it, and so the furnace isa failure. Two- 
thirds of the failures in furnaces are at- 
tributable to this fault. I have seen fur-

Observations of a Member 
of Quincy School Board. 


Cooking and Sewing a Help 
in Boston. 


Acecom- 


Miss Mabel Ellery Adams of this city 
contributed an interesting article to 
the School Journal for January. Miss 
Adams probably writes of the Boston 
schools although she is a member of 
the Quincy School board. With a 
practlical experience as a teacher she 
writes an entertaining story which is 
of interest at this time the article is 
given in full: 


On a reading-room table in a hotel 
in Switzerland I happened to come 
across an American magazine which 
contained a tirade against our public 
schools, and an arraignment of the 
grammar schools in particular, as in- 
stitutions which offered no training 
whatever for practical life. The article 
in question had a good deal to say 
about the girls of today being the 
wives and the mothers of the next 
generation, and ended with a general 
wail, in which ‘‘trade schools’? were 
the only distinguishable syllables. 

Now, I happen to know of some 
practical results obtained in a district 
in a large city where cooking and 
sewing are taught in connection with 
the regular grammar-school course, and 
I here set down the facts relating 
thereto for an aid and comfort to 
the people who think our public 
schools are worse than useless. 

A policeman in the district had six 
daughters. They were all well dressed, 
and well nourished, and the family 
seemed prosperous, athough the 
mother’s health was poor. The oldest 
girl was fifteen, and the youngest, four 
or five. The nine-year-old daughter 
explained to me one day how the 
family managed to get on so well. 

‘*Etta is fifteen, and she does most 
she said. * 
teach 


all the cooking, ’’ 

‘“*Did your mother 
cook??? I asked. 

‘Oh, no! Mamma says Etta can cook 
a great deal better than she can. You 
see Etta learned at school, and she’s 
awful particular, and mamma don't 
like to go by rule, and sometimes she 
makes mistakes; but Etta never does; 
she makes the fire by rule, and sifts 
the ashes by rule.’’ 

But Etta goes to school every day; 
how,can she do the cooking?’’ 

Well, she“and Annie (the second 
girl) take turns in getting up to get 
breakfast, one week on, and one week 
off and we younger ones do the break- 
fast dishes and the rooms before we 
go to school. Mamma has to get 
dinner, but Etta helps her a little at 
noon and we do the dishes. Then after 
school some of us do the errands, and 


her to 


mamma always talks over with Etta 
about what we are going to have to 
eat next day. 

We always have something hot for 
supper, because that’s papa’s dinner. 
Sometimes Annie does that,—she’s 
taking cooking now. Then Etta mixes 
all the bread, nights, you know, and 
Saturday she makes cake and pies and 
a pudding for Sunday, ‘and she always 
cooks the Sunday dinner.’’ 

Does she like to work as much 
she does, or does she do it because 
your mother makes her?’’ I asked. 

I don’t know; I guess she likes to. 

When the class began having cook- 
ing lessons the teacher told them they 
must try to do things at home or their 
lessons wouldn’t do them any good. 
So she began, and she had good luck, 
and then mamma was taken sick, and 
she did everything for a while, and 
she’s kind of kept on ever since. Papa 
says we can have better clothes now, 
because the store bill isn’t so big as 
it used to be.”’ 

‘*Who makes your clothes?’’ I asked, 
much interested in all these domestic 
revelations. 

Etta and Annie make their own; they 
learned to sew in school, and mamma 
cuts the things out by patterns paper 
ones, with little hotes in them, you 
know; but sometimes Etta cuts the 
things herself. Mary is learning to 
make hers and they all three help 
mamma on hers. Papa says he used 
to wish we were boys; but now he’s 
glad we are girls 

Etta’s going to be a cooking teacher, 

‘She says, and Annie wants to be a 
dressmaker; but they’ve got to wait 
awhile till some of us younger ones are 
big enough to help mamma.’’ 

I have written down what the little 
girl told me almost verbatim. The 
father and mother were both foreign 
born, and in no way above the aver- 
age. The father obtained his position 
by ‘‘pull.’’ A friend who had known 
them for years told me that they bad 
never been prosperous until the oldest 
girl was old enough to ‘‘take hold,’’ 
and put to use what she learned in 
school. 

Upon inquiry concerning other 
homes in the district, I found that the 
instruction in cooking and sewing had 


as 


been of direct benefit in about three- 
quarters of the families having 
daughters who had received such in- 
struction. The parents seemed very 
willing to let them apply any knowl- 
edge gained, and very proud of every- 
thing they accomplished. These 
families were not wretchedly poor; the 
wages of the heads of the families 
ranged from fifteen to twenty dollars 
a week, with from six to twelve off 
weeks’’ in the year. This, I am aware, 
is opulence compared with the incomes 
upon which many families must sub- 
sist, but Iam inclined to think that 
the same story of practical value would 
be heard in poorer homes, if parents 
were questioned as to what their girls 
are learning in the public schools, even 
in these degenerate days. 

In a school in the same city, in an- 
other district prigting and sloyd have 
been taught to tife pupils, after school 
hours, forsome years. At first, the 
money was furnished by private phil- 
anthropy ; but lately it has come from 
the public funds. The work was not 
undertaken with a view to giving the 
pupils trades or handicrafts, but for 
the sake of training their hands and 
eyes. 

Incidentally, however, almost every 
boy and girl who has left that school 
and school life at the same time has 
found that the training furnished him 
there has adapted him to some definite 
employment, Some have entered 
printing offices others, cabinet-makers’ 
establishments while yet others have 
found that the delicacy of touch and 
nranual adroitness which their school 
training had developed had fitted them 
to undertake mechanical pursuits 
which would have been entirely out of 
the question for them without that 
training. 

There is nothing new in all this, but 
as it has been accomplished without 
curtailing any so-called **regular’’ 
studies it may be of interest.

THE METROPOLIS. 


Two Lives Extinguished Yesterday and Eight 
Put In Peril. 

New York, Jan. 31—Henry Probach, 
59 years of age, died Sunday from the 
effects of inhaling illuminating gas. He 
was in good circumstances and his do- 
mestic life was supposed to have been 
happy. It is believed that the com- 
mitted suicide. 

In a fire that occurred in a tenement 
funday, Mrs. Phoebe Banker was suffo- 
gated or burned to death. Several oth- 
ers had narrow escapes. 

Kate Hawkes, 29 years of age, her son, 
6 years old, and her daughter, 5 years old, 
were found unconscious in their home. 
They are now at the Roosevelt hospital, 
and it is believed all will recover. They 
are suffering from the effects of illumin- 
ating gas which had escaped from a de- 
fective pipe. 

Five persons were severely burned in 
the home of Adolph Pincus Sunday. 
Mrs. Pincus was preparing breakfast 
when her clothing caught fire. Her hus- 
band tried to stifle the blaze, and was 
so badly burned that he had to give up. 
His cries and those of his wife brought 
other members of the family to the 
rescue. Two daughters and Barbara 
Schloss, Mrs. Pincus’ sister, were badly 
burned about the hands and arms before 
the flames were extinguished. 

After considerable discussion, the Cen- 
tral Labor union passed a resolution op- 
posing the bill pending in the New York 
legislature which favors the opening of 
theaters in this city on Sunday. 

Dr. Agramonte, surgeon general in the 
Cuban army, has arrived from Europe, 
bringing $40,000 raised in Paris for the 
Cuban cause. Dr. Agramonte said that 
popular sentiment in France is strong in 
favor of success for the Cubans. “Among 
people of all classes there is a desire that 
Cuba be freed. The French government 
is restrained from taking any action in 
favor of Cuba by the French interest in 
Spanish bonds. A part of my mission 
abroad was to place before the Red Cross 
societies of the different nations the man- 
ner in which our ill and wounded have 
been treated in Cuba.” 

Situation Not Desperate. 

Washington, Jan. 31.—S. C. Durham, 
the expert of the department of labor re- 
cently sent to Alaska, has made a pre- 
liminary report in a letter to Commis- 
sioner Wright. He writes from Circle 
City as follows: “IT consider the sit- 
uation grave, but not desperate. There 
is food at Furt Yukon for 600 more men 
than are wintering there, and this can 
be freighted to Dawson, or part of Daw- 
son can go to it. It may be that the 
transportation companies can feed the 
population next year, but it is doubted 
here. I have secured an accurate state- 
ment of the amount of freight landed 
at Dawson by the steamers during the 
season, made up from the manifests of 
the boats and from information obtained 
from the agents of thecompanies. Less 
than 2700 tons reached there, and between 
700 and 800 tons of this consisted of fur- 
niture, whisky, hardware, etc., less than 
2000 tons for 5000 men, and much of it 
was consumed during the summer. 
Prices are increasing in Dawson, flour 
selling for $150 a hundred and many 
other staples in proportion. Luxuries 
are not quoted, simply commanding 
what a man feels disposed to pay for 
them. Dogs have been sold as high 
as $500 apiece there, and $300 has been 
offered and refused here.”

London, Jan. 31.—It can easily be be- 
lieved that Dr. Schenk’s complaint that 
his life has been made miserable since 
the announcement that he had dis- 
covered the secret of sex is perfectly true.

Brockton, Mass., Jan. 31.—George C. 
Howard, the superintendent. of schools 
of West Bridgewater, and an ex-state 
representative, is a self-confessed forges 
to the extent of at least $100. The specific 
charge against him is that of forging, 
the indorsement to a note of $600 which 
is now held by the People's Savings bank 
of this city, and it was at the instigation 
of the directors of this bank that his ar- 
rest was secretly made.

Mr. Howard has been one of the most 
highly esteemed citizens of West Bridge- 
water for many years, and it is said that 
his downfall was caused by numerous 
loans which he made on insufficient se- 
curity and through speculations. 


Dastardly Deed In Boston. 

Boston, Jan. 31—Masked burglars got 
in their bold and bloody work in East 
Boston Saturday night. Augustus B. 
Fish, a proyision dealer, shortly after 
10 o'clock, and his assistant, William 
Garvey, were held up in the former's 
provision store. 

The. murderous robbers demanded all 
the money in the place, and upon Mr. 
Fish's refusal to comply he was shot 
by one of the miscreants. The bullet en- 
tered the left breast just below the heart. 
Garvey, while endeavoring to assist his 
employer, was in turn shot by the second 
robber, who fired two shots in quick suc- 
cession, the bullets in both instances tak- 
ing effect in the small of the back.

Ex-Governor Plaisted Dead. 

Bangor, Me., Jan. 31.—Ex-Governor 
Plaisted died at 1:55 this morning from 
bright’s disease. General Plaisted was 
born in Jefferson, N. H., Nov. 2, 1828. In 
August, 1861, he enlisted for the war in 
the llth Maine regiment; was commis- 
sioned lieutenant colonel In 1861; col- 
onel in May, 1862, and commanded his 
regiment in the peninsula campaign of 
that year, taking part in the siege of 
Yorktown, the battles of Williamsburg, 
Fair Oaks and the Seven Days’ battles.

The Cold Wave. 

Boston, Jan. 31.—The cold wave which 
has prevailed throughout New England 
seems to show no signs of breaking. In 
a few localities the temperature was 
higher than 10 degrees above zero, while 
in the northern portions of New England 
it has been below that mark since Friday 
night. The lowest temperatures reported 
have been from Maine and northern New 
Hampshire, and 39 degrees below at Ban- 
gor seems to be the severest temperature 
yet recorded. 

The absence of anything like a heavy 
wind has made the cold seem less severe, 
while in this state and further south the 
sharp weather has made sure the ice 
crops which a week ago looked precari- 
ous. 


Board of Education. 

Boston, Jan, 31.—Today a bill was sub- 
mitted to the legislature to provide fora 
board of education, to be elected by the 
voters of the state at large, and to re- 
organize the school committees of cities 
and towns. It provides that at the 
state election each year there shall be 
chosen by the voters who are entitled 
to vote for school committee, nine per- 
sons, who shall be qualified voters of 
the state, to be known as the Massachu- 
setts board of education. Said board 
shall have all the power and authority 
now vested in .the school committees, 
superintendents of schools or other per- 
sons, so far as they appertain to the 
public schools. 


Temperature at Zero. 

Boston, Jan. 31.—The local firemen 
fought successfully a lively blaze in the 
mercantile district last evening with the 
temperature at zero. The Elliott Paper 
Box company, 36 Pearl street, was the 
principal sufferer from the fire, sustain- 
ling a loss of about $15,000, while C. H. 
Mansfield & Co., agents for a number of 
out of town hardware dealers, and the 
Diamond Glue company were damaged 
to the extent of $5000 by smoke and water.
